DAIREN. Manchuria, June 16.—A 
high degree of interest approaching 
anxiety marks the Japanese attitude 
as indications increase that. the vic- 
torious Nationalists do not intend to 
stop with the capture of Péking, but 
are already laying plans for an.-on- 
ward push into the three Eastern 
Provinces known as Manchuria. 

Reports published widely in the 
Japanese press here today outline 
the altered Southerners’ contem- 
plated offensive, and it is apparent 
that preparations are under way at 
all strategic points to meet the crisis 
which is believed imminent. 

Japan has definitely determined 
not to permit anything to disrupt 
the peace and order. of Manchuria, 
according to the best informed opin- 
fon here,. which is supported by ‘a 
frank: declaration by Yousuke Mat- 
suoka, Vice President of the South 
Manchuria Railway, who is a’ semi- 
political official, although not for- 
mally connected with the Tokio Gov- 
ernment. 

The opinion prevalis® that’ Japan is 
facing the most critical situation in 
her occupation of Manchuria. since 
the Russo-Japanese War more than 
twenty years ago, but officials, are 
proceeding on what is generally re- 
garded as a sane program to offset 
the possibilities of civil wer. entering 
the three Hastern provinces. 


Matsuoka Tells Policy. 


“Our policy, frankly, is -peace. at 
any price,” said M. Matsuoka. ‘We 
intend to reiterate, if necessary, our 
declaration not to permit either 
Mukden [the Northerners] or Nan- 
king [the Southerners] to carry the 
fighting into Manchuria. If they 
are able to get together and settle 
their political differences peacefully, 
all right—if not, we shall close’ the 
door at Shanhaikwan \lat the east- 
ern end of the Great Wall] and not 
permit the Southern armies to pass.”’ 

M. Matsuoka was long in the For- 
eign Office in Tokio and was among 
those closest to Baron, Tanaka, the

Sees Selfish Aloofness Here. 


“Hoover. fed Europe after the 
armistice... Now he is in no way 
anxious to mix in European affairs 
nor enter ito ‘the- Luagudtof Nations. 
With him at the head of affairs, the 
United States will remain scrupu- 
lously faithful to the Washington 
doctrine of no entanglements. And, 
above all, they will follow their. own 
road without worrying about what 
other nations think or say.

Hoover’s coat the order of ‘‘The 
Friend of Belgium,” which from that 
date has been on the official list of 
Belgian decorations. 

Belgians, in their enthusiasm over 
the Hoover homination, are some- 
what inclined to consider the nom- 
ination tantamount to election and 
also have begun speculating as to 
what effect his election would have 
on the political fortunes of Hugh 
Gibson, who was closely associated 
with Mr. Hoover in the Belgian 
relief work. Several papers suggest 
that with Mr. Hoover’s election the 
Ambassador to Belgium is likely to 
be called to h —— honors, possibly 
a post in the Cabinet. 

Many prominent business men have 
called at the embassy in the past 
couple of days, but none has ex- 
pressed the slightest alarm over 
what in some quarters is considered 
the rigidness of the Republican plat- 
form, all declaring their belief that 
Mr. Hoover is so widely ‘traveled, so 
much a “citizen of the world,’’ that 
he will be able to see clearly the 
proper lines to follow in directing 
American foreign policy.

WILL BANISH BELA KUN 


|BY AIRPLANE TO RUSSIA 


Anstria Will Ship Him fo Betisany, 
Which Will Relay Him to 
Baltic Port. 


VIENNA, June 16 (7).—Bela Kun, 
the fiery communist who inaugurated 
‘Red terror’ in Hungary in 1919, 
is to be banished from Austria for 
the second time. He will be sent to 


Germany by sirplane, the Govern- 


ment of that country having prom- 
ised to relay him by another air- 


d| Plane to some Baltic port, whence a 


Russian. steamer. can .transport him 
to Leningrad. 

This program was revealed in Min- 
isterial circles tonight. Kun “has 
been under arrest here since April 
28 on the technical charge of enter- 
ing Austria after he had been ex- 
e!pelled. The police assert that his 
presence in iVenna was part of a plot 
to inaugurate a fresh communistic 
regimé in Hungary under the patron- 
age of Moscow. ©. 

The decision to banish the agitator 
was reached in advance of his trial 
which does not open until June 20. 
It was‘said that he will be sentenced 
to a short term in prison because 
of passport irregularities and at the 
conclusion of that term will be ship- 
ped north by airplane. 

Kun entered Austria this time 
—— a false oye gr dacs tn an 
offense punishable, by nine s in 
jail. He is said to have used five 
different passports to reach this city 
which he chose as his headquarters 
because of the swift punishment in- 
flicted on his colleagues in Hungary. 
His 1919 power ‘there lasted only four 
months, but in that time a thousand 
or more .persons hostile to his doc- 
trines were put to death.’ 

He fled to Russia and for a brief 
time in 1921 was Soviet Commissar 
in the Crimea. In May, 1925, he 
turned up in Portugal but was de- 
ported for being implicated in an 
assault on the commander of the 
State police.

MANY MAROONED IN HOUSES 


National Guardsmen Aid Missouri 
Farmers to, Bolstér Weakening 
Levees—Red Cross Gets Busy. 


NEWPORT, Ark., June 16 (4).— 
Some 250 of the 1,000. persons driven 
from their homes by flood waters of 
the White River camped tonight on 
Surrounded Hill, inthe lower part 
of Jackson County, and many of 
them faced the prospect of living for 
severa! days more in. improvised 
quarters before their homes are re- 
| leased from the flood’s grip. 

The break last night in the dyke at 
Stephens, twelve miles south of New- 
port, spread the flood waters of the 


acres of land in the southern part 





of the county, from which the resi- 
dents, previously warned, had fled 
with their belongings. About 60 per 


cent. of. this land was under culti- 


vation, the rest being woodland. 

Some residents remained in the 
flooded area, occupying the second 
stories” of housés “and” using boats 
when they went out ofidoors. Others 
came to Néwport to stay with friends 
and relatives, and the remainder took 
refuge on elévated spots. 


Hill Becomes an Island. 


About’ one-fourth of the refugees 
fled’ to» Surround Hill, so-called be- 
cause in flood times this ‘slightly ele- 
vated place becomes an island half 
a mile acruss. ‘Here therevare a few 
modest houses, in one of which thir- 
ty-five’. persons. were quartered. 
Those who could not find shelter are 
living in tents and other improvised 
quarters. 

Relief forces were organized today 
and food and clothing were supplied. 
to the refugees. Planters came to 
Newport and went back in boats 
with food. for their tenants. 

Ample warnings had been given, 
and the residents had loaded their 
household goods into wagons and 
automobiles and moved out with 
their live stock some hours before 
the levee gave way. Damage to crops 
was estimated at close to $200,000 in

Questionnaire Point on Sale of Wine 
. and Beer Finds Less Support 
Than Others.

WASHINGTON, June 16.—One hun- 
dred thousand. questionnaires were 
recently sent out in Delaware by 
Pierre S. du Pont, a national director 
of the Association Against the Pro- 
hibition Amendment, canvassing the 
State on the prohibition question. Of 
37,951 voters who have responded 
87 per cent. expressed dissatisfaction 
with the dry laws and urged a 
change, the association stated today. 

The precaution was taken to have 
the answers returned in envelopes 
addressed to the trust department of 
the Wilmington Trust Company to 
avoid charges that the questionnaires 
were tampered with. 

It was stated that the signatures 
of the individual voters could be veri- 
fied from official records. 

The Association Against the Pro- 
hibition Amendment said today the 
Delaware enforcement Jaws are more 
strict than the yy. and the State 
has long been in the dry column. The 
wet organization regards this can- 
vass as “convincing evidence of the 
increasing resentment against the 
prohibition act.’’ The association be- 
lieves, it said, that the Delaware 
questionnaire will be the ‘‘forerun- 
ner to similar tests’’ in other States. 


Drys Take Over Tabulation. 


A committee of two Delaware citi- 
zens, William B. Foster of Wilming- 
ton-:and Dr. G. Layton Grier of Mil- 
ford, regarded by the association as 
advocates of prohibition, superin- 
tended the canvass of the answers. 
The actual counting was done by a 
firm of Philadelphia accountants and 
auditors, selected by the dry commit- 
teemen. 

The returns were segregated in four 
groups, affirmative, negative, quali- 

ied and no answer, and only re- 
sponses of a flat ‘‘yes’’ or ‘‘no’’ or 
their equivalent were considered as 
direct votes.

PLAN GAPITAL FIRE - 
AS TEST OF SAFES| 


Bureau of Standards Will Burn 
, Two Old Buildings Today for 
Heat Resistance Data. 





PASSES ISSUED FOR EVENT 


Fire Department Will ‘Stand By” 
to Prevent Blaze Spreading 
to Adjoining Property.

WASHINGTON, June 16.—Two 
old business houses on ‘‘Little’’ 
B Street in the heart of downtown 
Washington facing the Mall will be 
burned by the United States Bureau 
of Standards tomorrow morning in 
the most unusual conflagration the 
capital has ever seen. 

The Fire Department will be on 
hand, not to extinguish the blaze, 
but as a protection. to other property 
should the experiment fail, for this 
deliberate house-burning is another 
of the experiments by the bureau for 
research purposes. 

Passes have’ been been issued to 
admit experts, officials and news- 
papermen within the ropes for a 
‘ringside’ view of the fire. 

The object of the test is to obtain 

accurate data on the fire-resisting 
qualities of safes and other record 
containers and to measure the in- 
tensity and duration of fires in build- 
ings. 
Thirty-five different makes of safes 
and containers filled with discarded 
records have been placed in position 
at different points in the buildings. 
The fire is to be started by S. H. 
Ingberg of the Bureau of Standards, 
and will be permitted to burn out. 
Besides contributing the data sought 
the burning: of the buildings will 
save the Government the expense of 
razing. them. 


Each safe and container is equipped |. 


with devices so arranged as to record 
the highest temperatures within it 
and the moment of impact as they 


‘fall through the burned-out floors 


in the débris below. 

‘Heat registering devices with leads 
extending to a protected place near 
the burning -structures will permit 
the recording of temperatures at 


fifty points in the open places within 
the buildings while the temperature 
is being méasured at forty-five points 
in the débris. 

When the complete data has been 
assembled and interpreted, the re- 
sults of the test will be made avail- 
able to manufacturers of safes, engi- 
neers, architects and others. While 
the Bureau: of Standards has been 
making such tests for several years, 
all previous studies of this kind were 
conducted in small buildings in 
which fire conditions were duplicated 
as nearly as possible. 

Previous to this experiment it has 
not been found feasib e to make such 
tests during the actual burning of a 
full-sized non-resistive otvestiaen 
Consequently there has been a lack 
‘of data covering this important type 
of risk which the tests tomorrow are 
expected to supply. Manufacturers 
have contributed the safes and con- 
tainers for the experiment.

BAKER LIBRARY DEDICATED 





Son Represents. New York Financier 
/at Ceremony for $1,000,000 
Structure He Presented.

HANOVER, N. H., June 16.—Dart- 
mouth College commencement began 
today with the class day exercises. 
Newton D. Baker, former Secretary 
of War, made the dedicatory address 
for the new. Baker Memorial Li- 
brary, which was heard by about 
2;000 people. 

George F. Baker, ‘he donor of the 
library, had planned to attend but 
was forbidden to do so by his physi- 
cians. His son, George F. Baker 
Jr., appeared in his place. The pro- 
gram opened with a selection on the 
library carrillon. Professor Vernon 
of Dartmouth led an invocation 
prayer. 

John C. Hegeman, builder of the 
library, made a brief address con- 
cerning the architectufe and style 
of the building. George F. Baker 
Jr., after reading,.a letter from his 
father to President Hopkins, pre- 
sented the keys of the library to the 


President. : 

Professor Goodrich delivered a 
speech on the ideals of education, in 
receiving actual charge of the ad- 
ministration of the library. 

The large structure is centrally 
placed on the northern side of the 
campus in a dominating position. 
There are approaches to it from all 
sides, the most beautiful being the 
landscaped grass plot in front of the 
building. The style of the library is 
in harmony with the other academic 
buildings on the campus. The Co- 
lonial architecture is enhanced by 
the use of red brick. 


Years of Work Ended. 

The dedication today marked the 
culmination of years of preparation 
for building the library. The build- 
ing is designed, not primarily as a 


storehouse for books, but rather as| 


a help in the liberal education of stu- 
dents, directly through its provisions 
for instruction, study and service, 
and indirectly through its beauty, 


comfort and informality. Libraries 
have been variously designed, as ar- 
chitectural monuments, as research 
work shops, as storage warehouses, 
as all that could be had for a given 
sum, but Dartmouth has tried to 
avoid all of these. 

In general the building is an H, 
with storage and service in the cross- 
bar and use in the wings. Through 
either of the ground-floor entrances 
one passes immediately into the 
delivery hall, high and cheerful with 
its row of southern windows. 

Little in the way of lobby or steps 
intervenes between the entrances 
and this focus of the library’s ser- 
vice. Here is the delivery desk, with 
book stacks behind, the card cata- 
logue, index of the library’s contents, 
the reference assistant and chief 

ide to the building’s resources. 

ere also is space for changing ex- 
hibits, and, near the windows, 
shelves and seats for displaying and 
examining new books. 

The building... will, ,comfortably 
shelve about ,000 “volumes. As 
there will be-about 200,000 volumes 
to go into it, and as, at the present 
rate of growth, Dartmouth doubles 
in twenty-three years, there would 
seem to be plenty of leeway. 

For reading it will seat between 
900 and 1,000, about half of the stu- 
Gent body, and the plan permits of 
enlargement, both in storage and 
seating. 


Baker Dedicates Building. 


Newton D. Baker’s address was the 
culmination of the dedicatory pro- 
gram. He complimented New Eng- 
land’s contribution to education and 
democracy, and eulogized Dartmouth 
as one of the chief factors in New 
England’s efforts in politics, society 
and progress. The only thing the 
former Secretary of War lamented 
was the failure of the general group 
of college. men to,devote themselves 
to public affairs, | 

Following Mr. Baker’s address the 
library was thrown open to visitors 
for the first time as .a completed 
unit in the New Dartmouth.

TO RANSACK SOUTH 
FOR HISTORY DATA 


North Carolina University’s 
Plans for Old Document Col- 
lection Told by Professor. 


FOR LIGHT.ON EARLY DAYS 


House-to-House Canvass to Be Made 
in a Dozen States, Dr. Hamilton 
Tells Alumnae in Washington, 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, June 16.— Plans 
for. collecting millions of old letters, 
diaries, statistical and other original 
documents calculated to shed light 
on Southern history were outlined 
here today by. Dr. Joseph Gregoire de 
Roulhac Hamilton, Professor of His- 
tory at the University of North Car- 
olina, speaking undér the auspices of 
the local chapter of the alumnae of 
that State’s College for Women. 

The collection has been started on 
a@ small scale, but it is to be broad- 


ened now that preparations have 
been made to provide a fireproof 
structure for the State University at 
Chapel Hill, N.C., in which to pre- 
serve the data. 

Dr. Hamilton said that the mate- 
rial would be available to historians 
or other research workers interested 
in learning actual social, economic 
and other basic conditions connected 
with the settlement and development 
of the South. 

The plans contemplate a collection 
throwing light upon the past and 
present of the States of Maryland, 
Virginia, South Carolina, North 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana, Arkansas, Tennes- 
see, Kentucky, Missouri and Texas. 


To Ransack Through Garrets. 


Material will be sought not only in 
old garrets, closets, trunks and cel- 
lars in those States but-from South- 
erners who have moved elsewhere 
and who have such letters and docu- 


ments. Where material is given by, 
or concerning, those now living it 
will be sealed and not thrown open 
to inspection until such time as may 
be designated by the donors. 

Dr. Hamilton emphasized the urg- 
ent need of rescuing such papers 
now from the danger of fire, rates 
and other causes of destruction. 

In recent months Dr. Hamilton has 
rummaged in several attics in North 
Carolina for letters which the own- 
ers thought useless. Some of the 
communications found are consider- 
ably more than 100 years old.

It gave a minute description of the 
country and social conditions when 
he arrived.

half ago. Again he was told that 
there was nothing of importance ‘in 
the collection. He picked up another 
letter at random. It was from a 
pioneer seeking information about a

on. 

That communication was a valu- 
able sidelight, Dr. Hamilton said, on 
an economic condition respecting 
farm machinery prevailing at the 
time, and would prove of great value 
in constructing the true story of 
early efforts to improve production. 
He said that he had discovered that 
many Southerners, from the earliest 
days, kept diaries after the fashion 
of New Englanders and that these 
contained pictures of living condi- 
tions not yet clearly depicted in his- 
tory. One diary he found ran from 
1866 to 1918. 

He added that Southerners gen- 
erally had been more careless than 
New Englanders or Westerners in 
keeping their old records and that 
not until recent years had attempts 
been made to gather and preserve 
them for their value in studying 
both Southern and national history. 


Calls Situation Unfortunate. 


‘The whole situation,’’ he said, ‘‘is 
unfortunate. The time is ripe to 
remedy it so far as possible by the 
establishment of a great library of 
Southern historical material, or to 
express it, perhaps, more accurately, 
of Southern human records. 
‘With the completion of plans for 
its new and permanent ae 
ing, authorized ms the last isla- 
ture, the University of North Caro- 
lina, in pursuance of a plan it has 
contemplated for many yeers, is now 
undertaking the establishment of 
such a collection and beginning ac- 
tive prosecution of that work.”’’ 
The North Carolina material al- 
ready includes 40,000 bound volumes 
and pamphlets. These relate also to 
early affairs in Virginia, South Car- 
olina, Tennessee and Georgia. In ad- 
dition, there are many newspaper 
clippings that have been classified. 
As new material is received it will 
be filed and catalogued and made 
readily accessible to the historical 
student. 
“The Southern’ collection, as 
lanned,’’ said Dr. Hamilton, ‘‘will 
nelude, so far as possible today, 
every book or pamphlet of any kind 
on any subject written in the South 
or by a Southerner; every one which 
deals in any way with the Southern 
States, their people or their problems. 
Many Kinds of Material. 
“It will contain State publications 
of every» sort, general . historical 
works, monographs, biographies, 
town, county and other local histories, 
genealogical works, essays, poetry, 
fiction, sermons, files of periodicals, 
statistics, maps, broadsides, the cata- 
logues, minutes, proceedings and re- 
ports of educational bodies and in- 
stitutions, fraternal orders, commer- 
cial, professional, philanthropic, re- 
ligious, social, patriotic and scientific 
organizations, as complete files of 
Southern newspapers as can be se- 
cured and files of papers from other 
Peer ag which carry Southern ma- 
erial, 
‘‘Nor will it be confined to printed 
material. It will include. great 
masses of manuscript material, such 
as diaries, unpublished reminiscences 
or-.other autobiographical ime 
letters of every description, planta- 
tion records, and the ledgers and 
other records of industrial and busi- 
ness. ae ’ a; 
“It will itain not only papers 
and: letters of prominent individuals 
and families, ‘but. all kinds of fecords 
which reyeal the life and thought of 
the masses of the people.”

scientific and litical fields. He 
predicted that the South within fifty 
years would be the scene of a ‘‘tre- 
mendous economic and social devel- 
opment”? and that the matter to be 
gathered would enable it in thé im- 
Mediate future:to ‘‘wisely chart its 
course.’’

NATIONALISTS DECLARE 
THEIR AIMS FOR CHINA 


Nanking Statement Pledges End 
of Militarism and Asks Equality 
With Other States. 


NANKING, June 16 @.—The Na- 
tionalist Government issued a decla- 
ration of policy today stating that 
unification of China had now been 


achieved and that the new Govern- 
ment aimed at gaining for the Chi- 
nese people the blessings of liberty 
and freedom and for China interna- 
tional peace on the basis of equality. 

The statement declares that an 
militaristic form of government will 
be discarded and that Communists 
will not be tolerated. 

Finally, the Nationalist Govern- 
ment proposes to negotiate imme- 
diately new treaties on the basis of 
equal rights and mutual respect of 
sovereignty. 

The text of the statement was as 
follows: 

“Now that unification of China 
has been accomplished, the Nation- 
alist Government of the Republic of 
China has the honor to make to the 





lowing declaration: 

‘‘The revolution led by the Nation- 
alist Government has for its primary 
object the building up of a new 
State. As the military period of the 
revolution is now closing, the Na- 
tionalist Government is now e ed 
upon the work of rehabilitation and 
reconstruction so that the new State 
may soon be realized. 

‘‘What we medn by the new State 
is the putting into effect of the 
‘three principles’ laid down by our 
late chief, Sun Yat-sen, so that we 
may gain for our poo the blessing 

iberty and freedom and for China 
international peace on the basis of 
equality. 

‘We will naturally discard any 
militaristic form of government 
which has been the practice of the 
past. We shall not tolerate any per- 
sons aiming at the destruction of 
modern social institutions, such as 
the Communists.

NANKING ASKS AMERICA

ing his request on a statement by 
Secretary Kellogg in February last 
year that the United States would 
negotiate new treaties with any re- 
sponsible government of China, Dr. 
Cc. C. Wu, representing the newly 
establish’ d Nanking Nationalist Gov- 
ernment has asked the State Depart- 
ment for immediate revision of the 
Chinese treaties. 

Secretary Kellogg, Dr. Wu said to- 
day had taken the subject under ad- 
visement.

“It has been a traditional policy of 
the United States as well as other 
foreign powers to recognize the 
Government in power in Peking,’’ he 
said. The Nationalists now are in 
charge of that city and recognition 
no doubt soon will follow.’’

But Chinese Woman Says Her 
Land’s Greatest Need Is Christ, 


The Nationalist movement is su- 
preme in China, Mrs. C. C. Chen, 
Vice Chairman of ‘the National Com- 
mittee of the Young Women’s Chris- 
tian Association in China,. said yes- 
terday at the National Board of the 
association, 600 Lexington Avenue. 
She is on her way back to Shan- 
ghai, where she is Principal of a 
girls’ school, from Jerusalem, where 
she was a delegate to the recent 
International Missionary Conference. 

‘“‘What China, needs most today is 


Christ and a Christ-like attitude,”’ 
said Mrs. Chen. ‘“‘Christianity has 
brought to China emancipation of 
her womanhood, justice and social 
Lage oni These are in conflict 
with e cry, ‘Make China- strong 
through force.’ That is the ringing 
cry and topic throughout China. to- 
day. It is the supreme cry and ef- 
fort of youth. 

“Many of our students are torn 
between two conflicting desires, one 
toward Christianity and the other, 
nationalistic, toward force. The na- 
tionalistic movement is supreme in 
China. More and more we ‘have to 
train our Chinese youth to an inter- 
national point of view and a bigger 
and broader interpretation of Chris- 
tianity and brothernood. 

“There are obstacles in the way. 
One is the clash of international 
opinion over territorial rights and 
privileges. The other is the preju- 
dice they meet in other parts of the 
world in regard to their color.’’ 
Referring to the civil war, Mrs. 
Chen said that the cloud was dense, 
but to those who understand the 
underlying cause it was a change 
to a new social order. 

Mrs. Chen, who is Chairman of 
work for Chinese students of the 
National Committee of the Youn 
Women’s Christian Association, w 
remain in this country until mid- 
summer.

INJURY TO INDUSTRY BARED 


But Retiring Official Is Hopeful of 
Country’s Future, Saying Peace 
. WIll Bring Prosperity.

BALBOA .HEIGHTS, Panama 
Canal Zone (via Air Mail from New 
Orleans), June 9.—The cost to Nica- 
ragua of the revolution, which began 
in 1926 and brought about interven- 
tion on the part of the United States, 
is estimated at more than $20,000,000, 
which frépreséents about $8,000,000 
spent and owed to the Unitéd Stat s 
and Salvad.. for arms and ammuni- 
tion and debts owed to banks and 
individuals, according to an advance 
copy of the final report of Colonel 
Clifford D, Ham, who has resigned 
as Collector General of Customs after 
sixteen years’ sefvice with the Nica- 
raguan Government. 

Yet, in spite of the revolution, which 
is referred to as the worst in 100 
years, the report declares that the 
customs revenues for 2227 were the 
largest ever collected in Nicaragua.

Mine Dc-‘ruction Told. 


With referénce to the déstfruction 
of property, attention is called to the 
damaging and shutting down of the 
gold mines of the western half of the 
country, at Jabali in Chontales and 
San Albino in Nueva Segovia, where 
General Augustino Sandino, the rebel 
leader, minéd all the gold in sight 
and destroyed the mining machinery. 
The destruction of the mines in the 
Pis.Pis district had not taken place 
when .Colonél Ham’s report was 
written. 

The effect on the lumber trade is 
called serious, resulting in the aban- 
donment of work by all but one of 
the mahogany companies, the loss of 
their investments in camps, ma- 
chinery' and plant and the disinte- 
gration of crews and personnel. 

The development of cutting and 
shipping iné from northeastern 
Nicaragua has also been interrupted 
by the revolution. One-third to a 
quarter of “he cattle have been de- 
stroyed and the impressment and 
scattering of laborers in the sugar 
districts of Chinandega and Léon re- 
sulted in half a crop, according to 
th. report. ; 

Coffee is the principal source of 
Weaith in Nicaragua at present and, 
while the quantity of exports was 
not materially reduced by the revo- 
lution, the cost of harvesting and 
marketing was increased by the mili- 
tary recruiting and the scattering of 
laborérs to avoid military service, 
Colonel Ham says. 

Haste to harvest the crop, he adds, 
resulted in détérioration of the qual- 
ity and décrease in the price. The 
injury to the coffeé industry is esti- 
mated at $500,000. 


Furthér Iniury to Commerce. 


Further injury to industries and 
commerce, he says, was caused by 
diversion for miliaty purposes of

That Nicaragua is wonderfully re- 
sponsive to peaceful conditions is in- 
dicated by Colonel Ham, whose re- 
port states:

UPHOLDS SCRIPPS TRUST. 


Detroit Judge Decides Ending It 
Would Violate Publisher’s Will. 


DETROIT, June 16 @).—Mrs. Grace

E. Scripps, wealthy Rewspansr pub- 
lisher, and her husband, Rex B. 
Clark, lost today in their suit to 
terminate a $700,000 trust fund and 
to obtain an accountin of the 
Scripps estate which includes The 
Detroit News, Bay City Times and 
other property . 

Denying their petition to terminate 
the fund, Circuit Judge Harry J.

Provision of the trust was that 
after thirty years the estate was to 
be divided equally among his living 
descendants,

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KITCHENER IN INDIA 
UPSET LORD CURZON 


Clash of Personalities of Field 
Marshal and Viceroy There 
Drew Sparks. 


ARMY LEADER “OBSTINATE” 


Second Volume of Ronaldshay’s 
“Life of Curzon’ Givés Latter’s 
View of Relations.

LONDON,. June 7.—An arrésting 
picture of Field Marshal Lord Kitch- 
ener, ‘‘man of blood and iron,’’ is 


drawn by the late Vistoufit Curzon 
of Kedleston in the sécond volume 
of Lord Ronaldshay’s “Lifé of Cur- 
zon,”’ which will be published here 
tomortow. Just as in the first vol- 
ume it was the “human document’’ 
of Curzon’s curiously mixed person- 
ality that gave the work its chief in- 
terest, so in this second volume it is 
the glimpses that oné gets of Kitch- 
ener which compél the attention. 

When Kitchener went to India to 
become Commander-in-Chief, it was 
at the suggestion of Curzon, who was 
the Viceroy, ah office which is the 
nearest approach to a dictatorship in 
the whole British Hmpire. 

Curzgon’s nomination of Kitchener 
was destined to bring about his own 
downfall. There was an Homeric 
conflict of pérgonalities. Curzon on 
the one hand believed that Britain 
was in India by a direct interposition 
of Divine Providencé, and that he 
was tke chosen instrument to carry 
out the designs of Providence. Kitch- 
ener, on his side, was equally con- 
vinced that in all things his way was 
best; and when he set out to do any- 
thing nothing could alter his detérmi- 
nation. 

Curzon’s ways, it soon bécame ap- 
perent, were not Kitchener’s—Cur- 
zon was an orderly administrator, 
Kitchener was a domineering, des- 
potic soldier. 


Liked Kitchener at First. 


At fitst Curzon liked Kitchener’s 
methods. ; 

‘‘Kitchener,’’ he wrote, ‘‘is most 
keen about everything here. I never 
met so concentrated a man. He uses 
an argument. You answer him. He 
repeats it. You give a second reply, 
even more cogent than the first. He 
repeats it again, You demolish him. 
He repeats it without alteration a 
third time. But he is as agreeable as 
he is obstinate, and everybody here 
likes him.’’ 

As Kitchener’s ‘‘obstinacy’”’ contin- 
ued, Curzon peqan to grow a little 
anxious about him; and he referred 
to him in his diaries and letters to 
his wife (neé6é Mary Leiter of Chi- 
cago) as ‘‘a remarkable phenom- 
enon,” ‘“‘this molten man,” ‘‘this 
caged lion stalking to and fro, and 
dashing its bruised and lacerated 
head &gainst the bars,’’ 

The trouble came finally to a head 
when Curzon returned to England 
on vacation. Whether or not Kitch- 
ener ‘‘played the game’’ will always 
be a moot point, for Lord Ronald- 
shay’s book does not greatly eluci- 
date the question. 

It is, however, certain that Kitch- 
ener telegraphed his resignation to 
the Cabinet in London, and _ only 
withdrew it on condition that the 
system of army control in India 
should be investigated. 


Letters to London Stirred Row. 

This was the beginning of the end. 
Lord Curzon was not a popular fig- 
ure, as Kitchener was; and the Cab- 
inet was also a little tired of what 
Lord Ronaldshay calls Curzon’s 
“emotional instability of a nature al- 
ways highly strung and greatly in- 


creased by the long strain of his|6 


work.”’ 

There is little doubt that Kitchener, 
who had many stanch friends in the 
English press at the time, took occa- 
sion to furnish them with confiden- 
tial documents, whereat Curzon was 
rightly indignant. Still, when the 
final crash came and Curzon resigned 
the Viceroyalty, hé wrote to his 
brother: 

‘‘Please don’t think that I am fum- 
ing with vexation or anger. I have 
indeed been wickedly treated, but I 
am perfectly serene.’’ 

As Lord Ronaldshay puts it, India, 
“which was the stage of Curzon’s 
greatest achievement, became the 
Scene of his greatest disaster.’’ 

Even in India, Kitchener had devel- 
oped that habit of taking everything 
into his own hands and keeping .it 
there which led to his own ‘‘débacle’’ 
in the World War, a débacle which 
has been generally forgotten in the 
tragedy of his death when the Hamp- 
shire was sunk in the North Sea.

DR. MUNRO AT BROWN 
URGES ZEST TO LEARN 


In Convocation Address, He Con- 
trasts Medieval Scholarship and 
Universities of Today. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., June 16.—Dr:. 
Dana C. Munr», Dodge Professor of 
Medieval History at Princeton and a 
graduate of Brown in the class of 87, 
gave the address at the convocation 
of the Graduate School in Brown 
University, held this afternoon in 
les . About seventy-five can- 
didates received advanced degrees. 
Dr. Munro’s subject was ‘‘The Medi- 
eval University and the University of 
T .”’. After depicting the medi- 
eval zest for learning he spoke in 
part as follows: 

“The intellectual curiosity and the 
zest for learning have been lost to a 
very great extent. Is there a univer- 
sity in the United States where ‘all 
the students always want to learn or 
hear something new’? There has 
been a great loss in the spirit of ad- 
venture. 

‘‘What we need is a revival of the 
spirit of adventure, of the intellec- 
tual curiosity which gave such a zest 
to life at the University of Paris in 
the, Middle Ages. This must come 
mainly from the Faculty, and for 
this reason the training of the Doc- 
tors of Philosophy and the Masters 
of Arts is of the utmost importance 
for the future of our institutions of 
learning. 

“They may well read and read 
again ger Bacon’s account of Pe- 
ter of Maricourt. After telling of 
some of his remarkable achievements 
and how he was always busy in ac- 
quiring knowledge, Bacon says, ‘As 
for reward, he neither receives nor 
seeks it. If he frequented Kings and 
Princes, he would easily find those 
who would bestow on him honors and 
wealth; or if in Paris he should dis- 
play the results of his researches the 
whole world would follow him. But 
since either of these courses would 
hinder him from pursuing the great 
experiments in which he delights, he 
puts honor and wealth aside.’

Breed reviewed his ten years 
as trustee of the college. He praised 
the new President, Arthur Stanley 
Pease, and commended the Faculty 
of sixty-four professors. During his 
two terms as trustee, Mr. Breed de- 
clared, the college plant had been 
vastly improved. He referred to a 
need for new buildings and facilities. 

“You also possess,’’ he said, ‘‘an 
alumni body which is the envy of 
many other institutions.”’ 


President Surveys Academic Year. 


The more significant aspects of the 
past academic year were discussed 
by President Pease. He grouped his 


survey under three main heads: 
educational policy and college mo- 
rale, finances and the college plant. 
He expressed appreciation for gifts 
amounting to $785,000. Requirements 
of the college, he told the alumni, 
would cost nearly $2,000,000. 

Mentioning an enrolment of 767 
students, resident Pease said a 
Faculty committee had been appoint- 
ed to determine whether this num- 
ber should be reduced for the future. 

The committee’s suggestion of a 
limit of 600 students was postponed 
for consideration in the Fall, he said, 
but a suggestion to restrict the 
entering class to 200 had been 
adopted. 


Honor System Ended. 


“The adoption for next year,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘of a two-semester sys- 
tem in place of the present schedule 
of three terms will make possible at 
certain points a greater flexibility in 
our program, particularly in regard 


to cases of sabbatical leave, and will 
concentrate our principal examina- 
tions in two periods instead of three. 

“A recent item of major impor- 
tance has been the replacing of the 
honor system in examinations by 
faculty proctoring. Since there has 
been some misunderstanding of this 
action on the part of those unac- 
quainted with all the facts, a few 
words of explanation seem desirable. 
I shall not attempt to weigh the re- 
lative advantages of honor and 
proctoring systems in the abstract. 
* * * It was a condition and not a 
theory which confronted us. When, 
after careful and prolonged investi- 
gation by a special faculty commit- 
tee, it was ascertained that our honor 
system was on too many occasions 
one in name rather than in fact, the 
faculty acted promptly in putting 
into operation at the recent final ex- 
aminations a system of proctoring. 
This has, I believe, been welcomed 
with relief by many honest and seri- 
ous students, to whom it brings pro- 
tection from illicit competition and 
the disorder of unregulated exami- 
nations. ; 

‘“‘While no system can be flawless 
at all points, it bids fair to check 
what has been perhaps the most de- 
moralizing element in student life to- 
me the feeling that a man might 
act in an unscrupulous manner, and, 
to use the slang phrase, ‘get away 
with it.’ The honor system may 
some day return to Amherst when 
the time is ripe for it and when the 
effects of the abuse of the former 
system have disappeared. In the 
meantime, it is a rather general feel- 
ing on the pe of the faculty that 
a distinct improvement has _ been 
effected. * * * 


* Autos Prohibited. 


“Student health has, on the whole, 
been good, and we have experienced 
no considerable epidemic this year. 
Accidents, however, of several sorts 
have occurred, and three of these, due 
to automobiles (two resulting in the 
death of three members of the stu- 
dent body), have led the Faculty to 
prohibit, bapinsing next year, the 
operation of all kinds of motor ve- 
hicles by members of the student 
body during the college term and 
during such vacations as students 
— spend in Amherst.”’

bent. * * * 

“The total of the gifts which I 
have mentioned, together with small- 
er amounts, but ones which are 
greatly appreciated, amounts to 
about $785,000.’’

GOING TO GERMANY TO WORK 


First of Twenty American Students 
to Start Tomorrow. 


An amicable American invasion of 
Germany will get under way tomor- 
row when three student-workers will 


set sail for that country. They will 
be the advance poate of twenty 
young Americans, including two wo- 
men, who will go to Germany this 
Summer under the guidance of the 
German Students’ Cooperative Asso- 
ciation to work in German industrial 
plants and study German industrial 
methods and social problems for one 
or two years. ; 

This exodus of American students, 

it was announced yesterday at the 
association’s American headauar- 
ters, 347 Madison Avenue, has been 
arranged to promote understanding 
between the two nations. Since 1925 
several hundred German students, 
admitted by the Department of La- 
bor irrespective of the contract-labor 
clause of the immigration laws, have 
been studying and working in the 
United States for a year or two. 
There are 110 students in this coun- 
try now. 
Cecil Headrick, 23 years old, of 
Winfield, Kan., a college graduate 
who has taken post-graduate courses 
in social problems in Union Seminary 
and Columbia University; Julius A. 
Greulich, 25, of. Cleveland, who has 
been employed in motor production 
work in Detroit, and Edward Fal- 
kowski of Shenandoah, Pa., a grad- 
uate of the Brookwood Labor College 
at Katonah, N. Y., are the three who 
will sail tomorrow, going as seamen 
on the Hamburg-American liner 
Cleveland. They will part company 
at Hamburg, Headrick and Falkow- 
ski to work in coal mines in Hoer- 
litz and Greulich to work in an elec- 
trical plant in Berlin.

Alumni of Princeton Organizations

PRINCETON, N. J., June-16.—The 
alumni senates of the American 
Whig and Cliosophic societies of

PARIS, June 16.—A plea for a def- 
inite Government pclicy on the ques- 
tion of raw materials and -price fix- 
ing was voiced in the French Cham- 
ber today by the Radical Socialist 
Deputy Margaino, who declared that 
France was at the mercy of the 
United States ahd Great Britain.

The first aifways marking system 
in this State is being installed on 
highways léading into White Plains, 
it was announced yesterday by Cap- 
tain 8. B. Day of thé Aérovane 
Utilities Corporation of 292 Madison 
Avenue. The marker, which Was 
éxhibited first at a natiorial corifer- 
ence in Wichita, Kan., is being 
placéd in Western States, and in 
North Carolina a chain of markers 
is being érected along a 350-mile 
strétch of roads that follow generally 
along the New York-Atlanta airway.

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SHIP MEN STIRRED 
‘BY TONNAGE RUMOR 


Hear They Must ‘Buipplbiien 
That Bought From the Govern- 
_ ment to Get Mail Contracts. 


BOARD RULING EXPECTED 


Guarantee ‘Not Mentioned in Jones- 
White Bill—One Company Sub- 
mits Plans Under ‘It. 


Shipping men express concern over 
rumors to the effect that the 
Shipping Board will ask the Post- 
office Department to, demand that 
operators who purchase ship lines 
from the Government guarantee the 
construction of new tcennage supple- 
mental to the tonnage they acquire 
if they expect to obtain from the 
Postoffice Department contracts for 
the transportation of mail. The 
Shipping Board is expected to de- 
Clare itself at an early meeting. 


Several shipping men_ have de- 
ciared that they would build ships 
under the terms of the. Jones-White 
Merchant Marine bill, which permits 
the borrowing of funds from the 
Government up to 75 per cent. of 
the total cost of construction and the 
grant of mail-carrying contracts for 
& period of ten years. These two 
features of the bill are ego with 
the shipping men, but the obligation 
to build new tonnage to get the mail 
contracts is not. " They believe the 
contracts should be given to a ship- 
owner if the Government considers 
his bid fair, but whether a company 
will provide new ships in the service 
is difficult to guarantee. 


Guarantee Not Put in Bill. 


The Jones-White bill does not men- 
tion the guarantee of new tonnage. 
It provides that each mail contract 
be awarded to the lowest bidder if 
he ‘‘possesses such qualifications as 
to insure proper performance of the 
mail service under the contract.” It 
permits the ships to carry passen- 
gers and their baggage and freight 
and express, and to do all ordinary 
business done by similar vessels, and 
provides that in case of failure of a 
vessel to perform a voyage under 
contract a pro rata deduction shall 
be made from the contract~price de- 
termined by the Postmaster General. 

Vessels employed in ocean mail 
service are divided into seven classes, 
based on their speed and ‘tonnage, 
though the latter may be disre- 
garded if it Is considered that speed 
is specially important on certain 
routes. The classes as described in 
the bill are as follows: Vessels 
capable of maintaining a speed of 
twenty-four knots at sea in ordinary 
weather and of gross registered ton- 
nage of not.less than 12,000; speed 
of twenty knots at sea in ordinary 
weather and of. gross registered ton- 
nage of not less than 16,000; speed 
of eighteen knots at sea in ordinary 
weather and of gross registered ton- 
nage of not less than 12,0000;* speed 
of sixteen knots at sea in ordinary 
weather and of gross re istered ton- 
nage of not less than 10,000; speed of 
thirteen knots at sea in’ ordinary 
weather and of gross registered ton- 
nage of not less than 8, : speed of 
ten knots at sea in ordinary weather 
and of gross registered tonnage of 
not less than 4,000; speed of ten 
knots at sea in ordinary weather and 
or gross registered tonnage of not 
zess than 2,500. 

The biit also sets maximum rates 
ti be paid for the carrying of mail 
by the ships of these classes on the 
basis of a nautical mile, as follows: 
Class 1, $12;.Class 2, $10; Class 8, 
$8: Class 4, $6; eng 5, $4; Class 6 
$2.50; Class 7, $1.50. When a ship 
of the first class is capable of main- 
taining a speed in excess of twenty- 
four knots the Postmaste: General 
may contract for payment cf com- 
pensation. im-excess of the regular 
rate but not more than an amount 
that bears the same. proportion to 
$12 as the speed of the ship bears to 
twenty-four knots. 


One Company Submits Plans. 


The only plans for new construc- 
tion that have been submitted to the 
Shipping Loard since the bill was 
passed were by the Export Steamship 
Corporation, through H. E. Frick, 


Vice President. These are for four 
combination es oer vessels 
of fourteen J-nots for use. in the 
Mediterranean service. The plans 
must first be approved by the Navy 
Departments, which will determine 
whether they measure. up to the 
specificaticns for = — naval aux- 
iliarier in time of w: 

The ships will be THightly in excess 
of 8,000 gross tons each, and suit- 
@ble for about 5,500 tons of cargo, 
with accommodations for about 
tons of refrigerator cargo. They will 
be about 450 feet long. The machin- 
erv: will consist of three turbines 
with a single reduction gear and de- 
signed to develop 6,300 horse wave 
under service conditions. The 
group now operates in the Med wo 
ranean and holds contracts for the 
carrying of mail. The company will 
seek mail contracts also to help 
maintain the proposed new tonnage. 

The Earber Steamship Company, 
which recently bought the American 
West Africa Line, has not announced 

lans for new ship construction in 
ts new service. The ships carry 
mail, the contract being one of the 
attractions of the service. The refus- 
al of the Shipping Board to guar- 
antee the mail contracts to the pur- 
chaser of the line caused A. H. Bull 
& Co., which have been operating the 
service for the: Government, to de- 

cline to bid for the ships. No state- 

ment has been made by the ,board 
as to its. official attitude, but the

Nippon Yasen Kaisha Company 
Is Building Several New 
Liners.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 16.—Fred- 
eric M. Grant, Chicago artist, sailed 
from San Francisco on Thursday af- 
ternoon on-the round-the-world Dol- 
lar liner President Adams.

“The net profit for the term under 
consideration was made notwith- 
standing the continued severe depres- 
sion in the shipping trade,’’ Mr. Shi- 
rana said, ‘‘and was an increase of 
$25,000 over the preceding term and 
$155,000 over that for the correspond- 
ing term of last year.’ 

Mr. Shirana recommended .a divi- 
dend of 8 per cent. per annum, be- 
sides carrying over $425,000 to the 
next account. 

Concerning the building program of 
the Nippon Yusen Kaisha Line Mr. 
Shirana said that work on three fast 
motor liners for the Orient-to-San 
Francisco passenger and_ freight 
trade was progressing satisfactorily. 
Of the two intermediate Shanghai 
service steamers, one had been de- 
livered by the builders on April 30 
and the other had been launched on 
May 5. 

The contract for the new steamer 
for the South American-West Coast 
service has been awarded to the 
Osaka Iron Works, and the contract 
for the two vessels for the Enropean 
mail service will be closed within the 
near future. Plans and specifications 
for three new Seattle liners have 
been approved and the contract for 
their building is likely to be let at 
any time. 


SAILORS ASK INQUIRY 
INTO ACCIDENTS HERE 


Log of Neptane Association Sug- 
gests More Pay for Seamen 
Might Reduce Mishaps. 


The June issue of The Neptune 
Log, organ of the Neptune Associa- 
tion, which appeared yesterday, sug- 
gested in an editorial that the cause 
of. recent accidents in New York 
Harbor be investigated and that the 


salaries of seamen be increased as a 
means of attracting qualified men 
to coastwise ships, thus holding the 
accidents to a minimum. The mem- 
bership of the association consists of 
seamen and officers. 

“There have been a number of 
deaths,’® says The Log, ‘“‘and some- 
thing is evidently very wrong. It is 
hoped that such a large number of 
accidents over such a short period 
of time will cause a thorough inves- 
tigation. It may be that these ves- 
sels are not properly equipped with 
the latest aids to navfgation, or it 
may be due to a laxity on the part of 
the personnel. Fortunately, up to 
the present time no Neptune mem- 
bers have been involved in these un- 
fortunate accidents. 

“Tt has been the contention of the 
association for a long time that the 
Neptune men are the best men. As 
a rule, Neptune Association members 
will not ripen a position at a very 
low rate of As a rule, men in 
the associatio a will not work for 
less than $150 a month. This is 
a value that the good Neptune mem- 
bers have placed upon their. own ser- 
vices. Very. few Neptune men are 
engaged in the privately owned 
coastwise trade, and members of the 
Neptune Association as a rule will 
not accept these jobs because they 
will not pay enough money. 

“The fact that no Neptune man 
has been mixed up in these accidents 
speaks for itself. A little more pay 
would attract the higher type of men 
to these coastwise ships and might 
eliminate a lot of the accidents which 
have taken place along the Atlantic 
seaboard during the past six 
months.”’ ; 


ENGINEERS VIEW BRIDGES. 


Tour Harbor Works With Business 
Men on the Chancellor. 


More than a hundred members of 
the American Bridge Engineering 
Club of New York made an inspec- 
tion tour of the principal harbor

The sudden collapse of stock prices 
on last Monday and Tuesday, to the 
accompaniment of sales on the New 
York Stock Exchange on Tuesday of 
More than 5,000,000 shares—the great- 
est day’s business in the history of 
the institution—has had a sobering 
éffect on market génerally and has 
greatly reduced the speculative fever 
which has been so evident all year. 
Since that decline the market has 
quieted down measurably, prices 
have recovered to some extent and 
fluctuations are narrow in range.

Practically to Complete 
Currency Reform. 


FRANCE TO ASK NO CREDITS 


Has Millions In Yellow Metal Still 
Available Here—Process of 
Nation’s Restoration. 


Official stabilization of the French 
franc, plans for which have beén 
completed, will mark the restoration 
of virtually all of Europe to the gold 
standard, or a gold-exchange basis, 
the culmination of a movement that 
began with the establishment of a 
free gold market by Great Britain in 
April, 1925,

Stceks. Irregular”and Without 
_Definite Trend in Quiet 
Week-End Dealings. 


The quiet trading on the Stock Ex- 
change ‘yesterday, in which the deal- 
ings | fell ‘to: the: lowest total for a 
Saturday .since Feb. 25, suggested 
that a market deadlock had been 
reached. The ‘purchases just about 
offset the sales, and’ there was no 
pronounced ‘trend in either direction, 
but rather, irregularity due to even- 
ing up and profit-taking on both 
sides of the account. Possibly after 
the violent activity earlier in the 
week, the market was entitled to a 
rest. yesterday. At any rate, no 
one seemed to be very much inter- 
ested in it. Most of the usual stock 
market participants left on Friday |§ 
night for week-end relaxation and 
the market’s machinery was manned 
by a skeleton staff. 

Prices in the first hour were gen- 
erally lower, probably the result of 
a little belated liquidation, then 
they firmed up and in the last hour 
recovered about ail of the ground 
lost. Such pulling and hauling 
about without definite trend is.not 
at all unusual in a period in which 
the market is apparently making 
every effort to recover its poise. 
Probably the action of the three 
leaders — General Motors, United 
States Steel and Radio—give a good 
idea of the lassitude of the entire 
market. General Motors gained 1% 
points; Radio lost 1 point, while U. 
S. Steel common, after backing and 
filling all during the morning, closed 
within a fraction of its opening 
price. Results such as these are 
meaningless, as was the market it- 
self. It merely offered an oppor- 
tunity for Wall- Street to catch up 
on-its clerical work and for some 
unimportant straightening out of ac- 
counts. 

Probably: the most significant move- 
ment of the day was to be found in 
Government bonds, where the tone‘ 
was distinctly a good one. 
Treasury 3%s and the Liberty 4%s 
were in steady demand. In compari- 
son: with conditions which ruled in 
the Government bond market a week 
or sO ago, a measurable brace has 
been taken all along the line. Inte- 
rior banking institutions are said to 
be large purchasers of Government 
descriptions. at the present. level. 

The principal commodities were 
moderately lower, but showed no 
more of a distinct trend than did 
securities. The  boll-weevil report 
issued by the Government on Friday, 
coupled with improved. weather con- 
ditions in many sections of the belt, 
had the effect of bringing in an 
amount of liquidation sufficient to 
unsettle prices, and the same thing 
occurred in the wheat market, where 
good growing weather was reported 
from most sections of the belt. In 
the foreign exchanges the only fea- 
ture was a sharp decline in Spanish 
pesetas, just now the only ‘“‘un- 
pegged’’ exchange. Dealings on this 
side of the Atlantic were entirely 
nominal, bankers said, and they con- 
sidered this decline in the Spanish 
currency as an adjustment to other 
existing currency values. 

Interest in the financial district in 
the present week will be centred very 
largely on the course to be taken by 
the stock market, and on the con- 
sensus Of judgment as to whether or 
not the corrective measures taken to 
bring it back to a state of health 
have been sufficiently effective. At 
any rate, it appears to have been 
entirely shorn of the enthusiastic 
buoyancy which characterized it a 
fortnight or so ago.

HAS FAITH IN CLAYTON ACT. 


Railway President Denies it Will 
Prevent Proper Consolidations. 


R. C. Duff, President of the Waco, 
Beaumont, Trinity & Sabine Rail- 
road, who has opposed the merger of 
Southwestern railroads proposed by 
L. F. Loree, made a statement last 
week saying that he did not believe 
recent citations issued against rail- 
roads by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission under the Clayton act 
would hinder railroad consolidations 
in general. These citations were is- 
sued against two of the three roads 
in the proposed Southwestern mer- 
ger and against Eastern trunk lines 
because the railroads named had 
bought stock in other carriers. 

Mr. Duff contended that the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission would 
issue such citations only when pur- 
chases of stock in one railroad by 
another threatened to lessen compe- 
tition. He said: 

“The Clayton act provides merely 
a process by which the commission, 
with the aid of the Federal courts, 
may require and compel violators of 
the competitive principle in trans- 
portation to liquidate investments 
made.in that behalf. This act has 
obtained for fourteen years. The 
first occasion for its exercise, as it 
relates carriers, was induced 
within the recent past by the effort 
of vag Kansas City Southern Rail- 
way. absorb two important. sys- 
ems

MAY EMPLOYMENT 
FELL 0.2 PER CENT 


Downward Trend Less Marked 
Than Year Ago, Bureau of 
Labor Statistics Reports.

WASHINGTON, June. 16.—Em- 
ployment in manufacturing indus- 
tries was little changed in May as 
compared with April, showing a de- 
cline of 0.2 per cent., comparing 
with- a decline of 0.5 per cent. in 
April from March, according to the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics of the 
United States Department of Labor. 
Pay-roll totals in manufacturing in- 
dustries were 0.2 per cent. higher 
in May, following a decline of 1.4 
per cent. in April. 
. The downward trend of employ- 


. ment, which is customary in May, 


was. considerably greater in the 
years from 1924 to 1927 than it was 
this year. The Bureau’s weighted 
index of employment for May, 1928, 
is. 85.5, as compared with 85.7 for 
April, 86.1 for March and 89.7 for 
May, 1927; the weighted index of 
pay-roll totals for May is 90.1 as 
compared with 89.9 for April, 91.2

SAYS OUR COTTON LAND 
_CAN. MEET DEMAND 

Analyst of Agricalture Depart- 

ment Points. to. Millions of 
- Acres for Expansion.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 16.—| 


The area available for cotton produc- 
tion in the United States is so large 
that American farmers will bo able 
to satisfy the increasing world de- 
mand for cotton for many years to 
come, in the opinion of Dr. W. J. 
Spillman, economic analyst of the 
Bureau of Agricultural “Economics, 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 

“There is a possible extension of 
cotton area amounting to 10,000,000 
acres in Texas alone,’’ he says. 
“And there are. other large areas 
that may yet be devoted to cotton in 
New Mexico, Arizona and California 
and say: nothing of the possible ex- 
tension of cotton northward. 

“The extension northward now in- 
clues about three-fifths of the State 
of Tennessee, a considerable area in 
Western Kentucky, four: counties in 
Southern Illinois, and there are pos- 
sibilities of material: expansion in 
Southern Missouri and Virginia, pos- 
sibly also in Southern Kansas.’ 

.The question of .competition in 
cotton production, according to Dr. 
Spi “is not as between Amer- 
ican cotton growers and possible 
foreign producers, but: as among 
American growers.”’ 

‘The developers of foreign produc- 
ing areas,’’ he said, ‘‘apart from 
local cotton growing ‘and marketing 
limitations, will be confronted: with 
violently fluctuating cotton prices. 

increasingly large proportion of 
the American cotton area lies in a 
territory subject either to occasional 
prolonged drouths or to early Fall 
frosts or both, with consequent years 
of low and high prices.

BY COTTON PRICES} 


Weakness in Securities 
Affect Market. 


REPORTS QF WEEVIL VARY |/{ 


Private Advices Indicate Increase in 
Emergence—Stocks of Com- 
modity Low. 


With less rain reported in the South 
than on any previous day in more 
than a week and with another early 
decline in securities, cotton was. set 
back $1 a bale in the morning trad- 
ing on the Cotton Exchange yester- 
day. Following.a recovery of about 
60 points from low levels of the 


week, and with no pronounced in- 
crease in the percentage of weevil 
emergence reported from Washing- 
ton, more contracts appeared at the 
higher price level. On the reaction, 
demand for July below 20% cents 
created resistance and final quota- 
tions showed a loss of 15 to 17 points 
on the day. Two breaks in the St. 
Francis River in Missouri were re- 
ported. 

Private advices indicate a decided 
increase in the number of weevils in 
the fields in many sections of the 
cotton belt last week, owing to 
weather conditions being more favor- 
able for insect propagation. Al- 
though the Government reported a 
smaller- percentage of emergence 
from test cages than on June 1 of 
last year, there was an unusually 
large number of insects going into 
Winter: quarters last Fall. In the 
Fall of 1926, however, few weevils 
were reported in any part of the 
South, so that the total survival this 
year is considerably heavier than last 
year, although the percentage indi- 
cated by the Government is less. 

According to the Cotton Exchange’s 
figures, port and interior stocks now 
aggregate 1,400,000 bales, as against 
1,800,000 at this time two years ago, 
the amount of cotton at the ports 
being less than 1,000,000 bales for 
the first time since the 1927 crop 
began to move last Fall. With the 
amount left in the interior still to 
come forward, plus port and interior 
stocks, the total is approximately 
2,000,000 bales, as compared with 
3,500,000 two years ago. The last 
oa report showed mills _ held 

1,331,000, compared with 1,448,000 on 
June 1, 1926, making a total stock of 
re ‘in this country of more than 

1.500.000 bales less than in 1926. The 
official domestic carry-over estimate 
on July 31,1926, was 3,543,000 bales.

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FIND LITTLE PROFIT 
IN SMALL ACCOUNTS 


Producers: Study Census Data 
and Methods Are Apt to 
Be Recast. 


NEW SALES ALSO COSTLY 


Companies Are Using Special Ways 
of Adding Customers—“Free 
Lance” Men Employed. 


Recent publication of results of 
Government and private surveys 
bearing on merchandise distribution 
4nd selling costs has caused many 
manufacturers. and wholesalers. to 
céntre their attention on the expense 
entailed in supplying goods to small 
accounts and opéning new ones. The 
résult has been not only the securing 
of data which closely bear out those 
previously obtained, but which may 
cause a more or less general recast- 
ing of sélling methods. 

One very important thing that 
promises to be done is the determin- 
ing of the type or size of account 
which can be sold at a satisfactory 
profit. No better proof of the need 
of this is afforded than the findings 
of a Government study in which an 
analysis of nearly 800,000 orders of 
a certain unnamed company was 
made. It showed that 60 per cent. of 
the orders taken by the company 
averaged under $10 and that, in the 


aggregate, these ordérs made up only 
about 10 pér cent. of the company’s 
volume, 


Averaged a Loss Also. 


More significant and surprising, 
however, was the finding that the 
cOmpany’s average loss on each of 
those orders was about $1.60. For 
that matter, the profits on the other 
40 per cent. of the orders taken did 
not run any too high. They aver- 
aged around $10. An analysis of this 
kind can hardly fail to impress upon 
the minds of manufacturers the ad- 
visability of not only checking up 
+heir own sales.and profits, but, on 
the disclosure of similar results, of 
arbitrarily refusing to book orders 
ander a minimum _ profit-insuring 
amount. 

A survey conducted in the grocery 
field by the Bureau of, Census as 
part of a géneral study of sales and 
profits produced figures which make 
that field a particularly dangerous 
one—from the viewpoint of profits— 
in which to sell direct. Not only did 
the survey show that 46 per cent. 
of all the independent groceries in 
the country sell only 4 per cent. of 
the total volume, but that 25 per 
cent. of them buy less than $39 
worth of new stock weekly. These 
figures were based on a study of 
stores in eleven typical cities, yet the 
grocery business of those cities is 
large eriough to make it second only 
to that of department stores. 

While the finding that 25 per cent. 
of the independent groceries in those 
citi¢s buy less than $39 worth of new 
stock weekly in itself indicates the 
impossibility of selling any of them 
direct at a profit, a study of the 
individual lines carried stresses this. 
A private survey shows, for instance, 
that the wholesale invoice value of 
canned soup sold weekly by the 
average grocery doing a business of 
$300 is under $1.50. This méans an 
average wholesale value of less than 
$78 annually. Where is the profit 
when the cost of selling is taken out, 
regardless of all other costs? 

ven stich staple merchandise as 
work clothing has its pitfalls so far 
as the small account is concerned. 
It has been figured that the cost of 
selling overalls to small retailers 
averages $50 a year, and that on the 
grade of merchandise usually 
stocked by such merchants it is im- 
possible to make a satisfactory prof- 
it. Analysis of sales and selling 
costs in many other lines also tends 
to emphasize the fallacy of a manu- 
facturer’s endeavoring to sell small 
accounts direct at a decent profit. 


Same Angles to New Accounts. 


In selling new accounts the same 
elements of size, purchasing power, 
&c., have to be considered as in sell- 
ing small ones. To them, however, 
must be added the cost of breaking 
down sales resistance. Figures cov- 
ering the new account angle of the 
sales problem are not plentiful, yet 
several large concerns have found it 
80 expensive that they have s~écial 
“‘shczk troops’’ for the purpose. One 
of the big tobacco companies works 
this plan to the uttnost. Not only 
are mén designated to work on new 
accounts in certain territories, which 
are very closely covered, but in 
many c&ésés different men are sent 
into those territoriés when new 
brands are to be placed. These men 
are of the “‘high pressure’’ type and 
cover the ground only once. 

One of the manufacturers of men’s 
high-grade hats, finding that it is 
not 1.ofitable to have regular road 
men devote too much of their atten- 
toin to néW accounts, has a ‘‘free- 
lance’ salesman for that particular 
purpose. This man works both by 
mail and by traveling, but does not 
deal with established accounts. 
While the regular road mén are ex- 
pected to get all the busitiess they 
can, and are not expected deéliber- 
ately to “pass up’’ néw prospects, 
the ‘‘free ce” does the great bulk 
of the .-ork.of obtaining new retail 
outlets. 

The reverse of the picture is shown 
by a number of concerns, some of 
them leaders in their line, who make 
it imperative for their salesmen to 
dig up new business but reward them 
for it by special bonuses and com- 
missions. One New England house- 
hold supply concern has a plan of 
this kind that is particularly liberal. 
Not only are its salesmen given com- 
missions for opening new accounts, 
but also for selling new lines to the 
established trade. It is not a rare 
thing under this afrangement for a 
salesman’s Commissions to exceed 
his gatary. Salés volume under the 
system is increasing steadily, but the 
effects of the scheme on the con- 
cern’s actual profits would probably 
surprise fhe executives if the matter 
wero studied.

Meeting chain store competition 
by offering inferior merchandise 
at low prices has apparently be- 
comé'so general that in the casé 
of women’s full-fashioned silk 
hosiery it is now nécessary for 
buyers to pay premiums to get 
“‘séconds”’ and ‘“‘irregulars’’ of 
certain popular-price lines. These 
prémiums were said here yester- 
day to run as high as 50 cents a 
dozen in somé itistanceés. 

The goods most in demand are 
those which, as ‘“‘firsts,’’? whole- 
sale from $12:to $15a dozen, and 
the bulk of the buying is. being 
done by thé smaller out-of-town 
retailers. Mary of the ‘‘seconds”’ 
and “‘irregulars’” for which pre- 
miums aré paid aré so marked by 
the manufacturers, but othérs are 
not. Howéver, buyers take them 
regardléss of this. 


WARM WEATHER AIDED 
WHOLESALE ACTIVITIES 


Sammer Apparel Was in Demand 
Daring Week—Fall Lines 
Are Made Ready. 











Warm weather has stimulated ac- 
tivity in all types of Summer mer- 
chandise, according to the market 
report prepared especially for THE 
Times by the office of Alfred Fant). 
‘White coats and unlined silk coats 
were in good demand,’”’ the report 
says, ‘‘and sleeveless frocks were 
bought in quantities, Junior coats 
of linen, pique and flannél met with 
a@ very strong call, and the so-called 
health garments for children were 
reordered in volume, indicating good 
business. 

“From certain sections of the coun- 
try there was a marked demand for 
men’s Summer suits and mén’s 
milan hats. There has beén a de- 
cided change in demand from the 
stiff to the soft body in straw hats. 
Men’s rayon union suits are also 
going very big, and in many in- 
stances are being called for in pastel 
colors. Silk gloves, straw handbags 
and flat handbags weré active in 
accessory linés. 

‘In Fall dress linés it is apparent 
that styles of transparent velvet, 
both printed and plain; will domi- 
nate. We are advising clients that it 
is none too early to anticipate their 
needs, as the popularity of trans- 
parent velvet coats, along with early 


dress activity, may create condi- 
tions unfavorable to prompt de- 
liveries. 

“Featuring the new Fall coat lines 
seen during the week was a new 
trimming called ‘Lassick,’ a flat 
fur processed in ombre effects, shad- 
ing from a light beige to a rich 
brown. Bleached badger was also 
prominent. The reverse arrange- 
ment of shaggy edge to the face in 
collars of long-haired furs, an orig- 
ination by -Paquin, is repeatedly 
seen. The cushion collars will un- 
doubtedly be outstanding on both 
travel and dress coats.’’ 





NO WAY TO TELL WEATHER. 


Forecasts for Season or Year Not 
Reliable, Expert Holds. 


Although hé may be smarting from 
loss occasioned by a _ backward 
Spring, the business man dependent 
upon good weather for good busi- 
ness who seeks a reliable forecast 
for next Fall, will find no reliable 
key in the charts of former years, in 
the opinion of James H. Scarr, 
United States Meteorologist attached 
to the Néw York district. 

Weather charts, based on previous 
years, ars regarded, with favor by 
Mr. Scarr only when used con- 
sistently for a long term of years. 
When utilized as reliable méans for 
predicting the weather of a. specific 
season or year, they are of very 
doubtful value, he holds. 

“Not a single soul has ever been 
able to attach cause and effect in 
the cycles of weather, and until it is 
done we must depend upon coinci- 
dence when making predictions a 
year ahead from a chart of past 
performances,’’ he explained. 

The man who uses such charts over 
a period of year's will find his predic- 
tions right more often than they are 
wrong, Mr. Scarr estimates, and will 
benefit by his foresight in the long 
run, but he must be prepared for un- 
expected setbacks and disappoint- 
ments. 

He cited an instance of one man 
who used such records and found 
them true over a | ago of twenty 
years, only to find the system of 


weathér cycles upset at the end of 
that time. 


PLAN CHINAWARE COMBINE. 


Germans. Negotiating Export Group 
to Reduce Competition. 


Negotiations have béen started in 
Germany to form a joint éxport or- 
ganization in the chinaware trade to 
eliminate competition between the 
various German porcelain manu- 
facturers selling to foreign markets 
and to strengthen their position 
against foreign competitors, reports 
F. Waechter of the Commercial At- 
taché’s office, Berlin. 

About 130 firms are exporting, of 
which only a few are financially 
strong. enough to promote the sale 
of their products in foreign markets 
by ah éxpensive advertising cam- 
paign. Meariwhile Germany’s china- 
ware exports show a_ slight but 
Steady tendency to deerease. Ship- 
ments during the fitst quarter of 
this year were valued at 16,291,000 
marks, against 16,778,000 for the 
same period in 1927. 


Bonus on Chilean Nitrate. 

An outstanding devélopment in the 
nitrate trade recently has been the 
announcément that the Chilean Gov- 
ernment Will grant a bonus on Chi- 
lean nitrate sreewelent to any price 
reduction which may be effected by 
the German hitrate syndicate. This 
bonus, reports Commercial Attach 
Ralph H, Ackerman, Santiago, will 
affect nitrates on consignment, in 
the hands of sellers or in transit u 
to the end of June.

JOINT LABORATORY 
WILL TEST TEXTILES 


Retailers, Cleaners and Public 
Represented in Move to 
Raise Service. 


BILLION PAID FOR CARE 


League Director Says This Sum 
Goes Yearly for Cleaning—Value 
to Trade. Interests. 


This week there will bé opéned in 
this city a fabric-testing laboratory 
under the joint auspices of retailers, 
laundry owners, dry cleaners and 
consumer organizations. This labora- 
tory is a definite step in the solution 
of the problem of better consumer 
satisfaction with present day textiles 
and their proper maintenance and 
serviceability, according to Frank 
Stutz, Managing Director of the Bet- 
ter Fabrics League, which has 
pioneered in the establishment of the 
laboratory. 

The League’s membership is. pri- 
marily made up of cleanérs, dyers 
and laundry owners, but has affiliat- 
ed with it fibre and fabric manufac- 
turers, garment and textile product 
producers and retail merchants. 

“Consumers in this country in the 
coufse of a year now pay about a 
billion dollars for the maintenance 
and care of textiles,’’ Mr. Stutz said 
yorerey. “This unprecedented 
amount is ample evidence of the fact 
that we are living in a ‘bath tub age’ 
one in which clothing is changed 
far more frequently than ever be- 
fore. It likewise means that gar- 
ments are being cleaned more fre- 

uently and, with the novelty and 
requéntly fragile fabrics now 50 
strongly favored, the problem of giv- 
ing consumers serviceability in the 
maintenance and care of their ap- 
arel is a very real responsibility not 
or the cleaner, dyer and laundry 
owner, but for retailers and textile 
manufacturéfs as well. 


Studied From Consumer’s Angle. 


“During the last two years the Bet- 
ter Fabrics League has been tackling 
this problem where it should be 
tackled—from the consumer’s stand- 
point. The league has conducted a 


survey of the actual éxperiencés of 
1,800 cleaning plants in this country 
and Canada maintained by members 
of the National Association of Clean- 
ers and Dyers. 

‘“‘We have received a report of the 
consumer complaints they have had 
during this period which involved a 
settlement in cash to the consumer. 
We have found that approximately 
$50,000,000 a year is paid out by the 
laundry and cleaning industry to re- 
imburse consumers—half of which 
loss can be traced to unserviceable 
fabrics which could not stand the 
normal processes of maintenance. 
The othér half was due to hidden 
defects in the processing of fabrics 
or fabrication of garments. 

‘‘We have been carefully studying 
the information contained in the re- 
ports, which were accompanied by 
samples of the fabrics involved, and 
we have been able in many instances 
to make practical suggestions to 
manufacturers and distributers to 
hélp remédy the situation. 

‘The study differs esséntially from 
any other previous form of applied 
textile résearch. 

‘“‘Attention has been centred on the 
finished articles of apparel and 
household goods in connection with 
their practical wear and mainte- 
nance, whereas other research has 
been confined to the fibres them- 
selves or single features of the fibres 
or fabrics. The time is ripe for the 
néxt logical step, which is the es- 
tablishment of this joint testing 
laboratory. 


Serviceability the Aim. 


‘This laboratory will be operated on 
& hon-profitmaking basis, although 
non-members will be charged com- 
mercial rates. It will test fabrics 
for buyers and manufacturers, with 
the prime aim of revealing the ser- 
viceability the goods will yield to 
consumers. It also will give com- 
parative information as to which 
fabric is the best purchase of the 
onés submitted for test. 

‘Phe laboratory also will collect 
samples of all the new fabrics being 
placed on the market and will analyze 
them and prepare laundry and clean- 
ing instructions, so that the apparel 
fashioned of the new cloths will re- 
ceive the proper maintenance. In an 
éra when new fabrics appesr almost 
daily, with relatively little informa- 
tion circulated as to the maintenance 
eare they should receive, the value 
of this work to all parties concerned 
is obvious. 

“This éffort alone will tend to 

eatly enhance consumer satisfac- 

ion with the new weavés and their 
upkeep and will reduce claims by 
Millions of dollars annually. At the 
moment, for example, such fabrics 
as transparent velvets, rayon cloths 
and mixture weaves are strongly in 
the limelight. They require careful 
treatment and knowledge of how to 
properly refresh them is urgently 
néeded. 

“The work being undertaken, it 
can be confidently said, will eventual- 
ly give the textile industry an easier 
road on which to progress. In con- 
clusion, it should be pointed out, the 
et, will not condemn any 
fabric, ut will approve better 
fabrics.”’ 


SALES QUOTAS ON WANE. 


Retailers Find That Rating on 
‘Books’ Has Its Shortcomings. 


Although it is the duty of clerks 
in retail stores to séll merchandise, 
the feeling is growing among execu- 
tives that those who turn in the 
largest ‘‘books’’ are not necessarily 
the most valuable to the store. So 
marked is this feeling in one impor-

tail trade is well maintained 

and the warm weather last week 

brought out good constmeér re- 
sponse. Cleafance salés wéré well 
patronized and there was also cons 
siderable activity on séasonal goods, 
stitch as warm weather attiré, vaca- 
tion and travel needs and the nov- 
élty afid accessory lines. Céftain 
areas suffered from cool and rainy 
weather, but it was indicated that 
temperatures have been a considér- 
able drawback to good trade in most 
sections. 


The forecast of a gain of about 5 
per cent. in department store volume 
during May was not far off the mark. 
The 535 stores sending figures to the 
Federal Reserve Board reported, an 
increase of 4.6 per cent. Once more 
the variation in results was empha- 
sized, the range of increases in the 
reserve districts running from 1 to 
10 per cent. The average gain repre- 
séhted little more than the éxtra 
day’s volume that was enjoyed this 
year, so that May business was just 
about the same as a year ago. 

With the extra Saturday in this 
month, as compared with June, 1927, 
there should bé a good increase for 
this period, especially as trade has 
been backward this season, and extra 
buyihg should take place once a 
warm spell holds on. 

Increased activity in the stores has 
brought a gain in wholesale opera- 
tions. More btiyers wete in the mar- 
ket last week and reorders were in 
bettér volumé. Dué to dull business 
and uncertain prospects, manufac- 
turers did not accumulate much 
stock, and certain shortages are now 
remarkéd and should pave the way 
for active Fall buying.

Pre- 
liminary estimates of May automo- 
bile output indicate another record. 

For the first time <his year car- 
loadings exceeded in the week of June 
2 the corresponding total of last year 
and by a margin of 22,704. It is likely 
that the comparisons will be more 
favorable, as the business decline last 
year started toward the end of May. 

Against these favorable advices, 
however, is the information that fac- 
tory employment in this State and in 
Illinois was at the lowest last month 
since 1921. This doés not augur well 
for purchasing power and explains 
why both trade and wholesale opera- 
tions lack snap.

Other activities may 
Month Sets be backward but the 
High Export export movement last 
Mark, month pushed ahead 
to a récord for any 
May since 1920. The total value of 
merchandise shipments was $423,- 
000,000 and the increase over the 
same month last year amounted to 
7.3 pér cent. Gains in cotton, wheat, 
automobiles, machinery, petroleum 
products and lumber accounted for 
the excellent showing, according to 
the Department of Commerce. How- 
ever, exports for the five months of 
this year are still a little short of 


the volume obtained for the game pe- 
riod in 1927. 

Imports last month amounted to 
$355,000,000, which also represented 
a gain, but a smallér one than the 
other division of foreign trade. Thé 
increase was 2.6 per oént. over May, 
1927. With a favorable balanée fof 
the month of $68,000,000 the April 
credit was almést trebled. 

Another excess of outward gold 
shipments was reported for the 
month and it amounted to $31,721, 
000. This suth was not up to the pre- 
ceding two months, but it brought 
the loss of gold this year to $292,- 
611,000, a movement that is expected, 
with other factors, to prevent much 
easing ih intérest. rates.

Of those reporting gains, 
211 were unable to assign a cause 
for their success, 74 cited increased 
sales effort and 72 the high quality 
of their products. Fair competition 
accounted for the lossés sustained by 
141 manufacturers, but 129 put down 
“catisés unhkhown.”’

Cotton Mills 
Jolted by 
Figures. statistics on May 

it became quite 

plain to the cotton goods industry 
during the week that there is need 
of less consideration and more action 
on a curtailment program. Sales last 
month were only 77 pér cent. of pto- 
duction, it was shown, and stocks 
rose 5% per cént. over those on May 

1. The cotton consumption figures 

for May indicated a gain of 10 per 

cent. over the. April total even though 

they were some 8% per cent. under a 

year ago. It is.now planned to shut 

down quite generally from June 29 to 

July 9 and the schedule may be ex- 

tended. The goods market was quiet, 

with clearance reductions made by 
converters on wash goods. 

Domestic wool réceipts are running 
somewhat ahead of the same period 
last year and tend to offset the re- 
duction in foreign wools received. 
The market has turned dull and be- 
gins to reflect more accurately the 
slow demand in the goods division. 
Men’s wear duplicating has been 
light and women’s weat buying is yet 
to get into volume. 

In the silk goods market there is 
quite a satisfactory demand on the 
Fall lines.

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DRESS PRODUCERS FIND 
PRICE RANGES LOWER 


Survey Shows Half of Outpat Is 
Made to Wholesale at 
$10.75. 


That the price trend in production 
in the dress industry has been fo- 
ticeably downward during the past 
five years is shown by a survey just 
completed by the Assdciated Dress 
Industries of America. Another point 
brought out by the survey is that 
approximately 50 pér cent. of all the 


dresses. manufactured. today are 
made to wholesale at $10.75. 
Statistics given out by the associa- 
tion yesterday showed that whereas 
five yéars ago the préponderance of 
busitiess was in dresses ranging from 
$16.75 to $39.50 at wholegale, it lies 
today in the $6.75 to $22.50 range. 
The survey also showed that over 51 
per cent. of the country’s dress 
manufacturers are now ae gery | 
in to wholesale at $10.75 an 


Commenting on the findings. of the 
survey, Executive Chairman David. 
N. Mosessohn said that the number 
of manufacturers who make $10.75 
dresses has practically trebled within 
the past five years. He added that 
thosé making dresses to wholesale at 

.7% and $6.75 have doubled during 

€ same period. 

‘‘The survey showed practically the 
same percentage of manufacturers of 
$16.75 dresses today as five years 

g0,”’ r. Mosessohn continued, 
‘while that of firms matufacturing 
higher priced dresses has decreased. 
For example, the number of houses 
producing rments of the $22.50 
grade has dropped 40 per cent. in 
the last five years.

AUCTION: SALES A FACTOR 


Last Week’s Trading Centred _ in 
‘East Side, Which Now Asks 
for Bus Service. 


The real estate’ market closed yes- 
terday with a number of scattering 
salés after a week of trading which, 
while fairly active, did not. equal 
the record of the second week in 
June; 1927. Last year the auction 
market not-only in the-city but in 
the suburbs was much stronger and 
more active than this year.

Much Opposition.Apparent. 

The majority of the North Carolina 
delegation is unquestionably opposed 
to the nomination.of Governor Smith, 
and many of the delegates are bitter- 
ly opposed. “To that extent the result 
is a triumph for Senator F. M:.Sim- 
mons, long the :‘ ratic leader of

No-one that we have heard of got 
much of a’ thrill or uplift: out of the 
Kansas City National Convention. . One 
reason for the listless air. with which 
most people followed its proceedings was 
that it was really over before it began. 
As soon as the hand of Secretary MEL- 
LON had been forced, and it was known 
that the Pennsylvania delegation would 
be voted solidly for Secretary Hoover, 
the. résult was certain, and the bloom of 
interest in what might have been an ex- 
citing contest was off. But the com- 
plaints of some fastidious observers go 
further than the fact that Kansas City 
had really nothing to offer except a fore- 
gone conclusion. They object to the 
whole “‘outwess convention system,” as 
they call it. Tey speak of it as a politi- 
cal instrument’ which for many years 
was useful, no doubt, but: which has now 
become superannuated and should be 
thrown upon the rubbish heap.. They 
dwell upon its cumbrous methods; are, 
offended by many of its childish displays 
of mass psychology; condemn it as no 
longer truly representative of the will of 
the party;‘and:again assert that it plays 
directly into the hands of a few astute 
politicians who know how, at the critical 
moment, to ride the whirlwind and direct 
the storm. of a thousand ‘sweltering and 
bewildered and angry delegates. 

These criticisms appear to be singu- 
larly imapposite to what happened at 
Kansas City. About the Republican Na- 
tional Convention this year there was 
probably, less. exhilaration “than usual, 
‘but * also“ much- less nonsense. There 
were fewer’attempts to pump up arti- 
ficial enthusiasm. ,The ‘“ demonstra- 





' tions ”.for this or-that.candidate were 
' not so idiotic as many that have been 


seen, and were not kept up so long, with: 
the silly notion of breaking a “ record.” 


' Perhaps the speechmaking was not of 
| the-highest order, but at any rate there 


was a full and fair’ dehate on the dis-. 
puted planks of.thé platform, and, on.the 
whole, a business-like spirit prevailed. 
THis lattér was ih good part due to the 
admirable ‘control maintained. by the 
Pérmanent’ Chairman, Senator 
He’ may have a strange liking for old- 
fashidned political oratory, picturing thie 
opposing party as the’ sum of all ‘vil- 
lainies, but he has. a good instinct for 
orderly dispatch, and Kept things 
moving. : 

Certainly the Kansas City convention 
had this distinction, that its action wis

‘GOVERNOR LOWDEN. * * 
In 1920 Mr. ‘LOWDEN was the victim 
of the direct primary and: the stupidity. 
or worse-of-the-agents it makes: neces-. 
sary and .the methods it stimulates. 
His fitness for the Presidency was~ ex- 
ceptional and unquestioned., He brought 
himse#_ up from’ obscure fortunes to a 
brilliant position at the bar. He served 
with distinction in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. He. put into practice that 
system of organized, coordinated and re- 
sponsible State: Government of which he 
had been one of the most ‘forceful advo- 
cates. His intellect is quick and clear. 
He is master of the art of speech as well 
as of administration; and he has an un- 
conscious genius for making friends. 


He is also a man.of positive character;, 


50." and, for a politician, he is inconveniently 


and even fatally independent. A farmer 
and stock raiser on a great scale in a 
number of States, he is. particularly in- 
terested in agriculture. He studied it, 
as he studies other public questions. 
Whether or not too much impressed ‘vith 
the extent of the “agrarian” agitation 
in the Middle West, he came to the con- 
viction that. the Government was bound 
to aid the farmers. Neither the consti- 
tutional nor the economic objections to 
the McNary-Haugen plan can have es- 
‘caped his‘attention. We take it that his 
acceptance of the equalization fee meant 
that he thought the project, with all its 
faults, the best concrete one that could 
be agreed upon. 

He is the kind.of man who will not 
feed upon plaform husks of vague be- 
nevolent intentions. Meanwhile, he had 
cut himself off in 1924 from the congre- 
gation of the faithful. He wouldn’t be 
a candidate for Vice President. Later 
he refused other high offices offered him 
by Mr. COOLIDGE. In his own State Re- 
publican politics were mephitic. Some 
of ‘his ostensible supporters were his 
knowe enemies. He could have gone -to 
Kansas City. with ‘no illusions. The 
game, either among his so-called allies 
or the Forcible Feebles of the East, was 
not one to please so proud a nature. He 
did the best he could for “ the cause.” 

Mr. LOWDEN deserves congratulation. 
He’ was too stiff-kneed and stiff-backed 
to take the easy path to promotion. He 
preferred tobe on the blacklist. He 
wouldn’t change or mollify his opinions. 
He went his own way... If in 1920 luck 
was treacherous to’ him, in 1928 of his 
own free choice he became the cham- 
pion of a minority. . Withdrawing ‘his 
name, he clung to his faith, Cato of the 
‘vanquished’“ cause.” He will still work 
‘for the “rescue” of agriculture by act 
‘of Congress. Whatever we may think 
of his economic heresy, it is a satisfac- 
tion to’ find a man who would rather 
be wrong than be President.

TWO RUSSIAN REVOLUTIONS. 

A--motion-_picture..dealing «with “the 
overthrow: of the.Romanoff dynasty in 
March, 1917, and with subsequent events 
up to the Bolshevist coup d'état is now 
on exhibition in New York. As a-picture 
and a:story it impresses even those who 
perceive that the’ motive is propaganda 
in favor of the Soviet régime. But: there 
is no -reason why any cause or any 
system should not.be at liberty to justify 
itself before public opinion, provided the 
procedure is not underhand. If the 
Soviet Government wishes to lay its case 
before the American people it is. only 
paying us a compliment which it denies 
to the Russian public, where freedom of 


debate, does not exist. Nor-can the:advo-. 


cate of a cause: be humanly required .to 
achieve a perfect ‘impartiality. A-public 
audience ‘must be expected to. exercise 
normal diligence and intelligence for its 
own. protection. In. the ‘case of the 
American people with respect to Russia 
thereis reason for believing that in the 
main we have exercised such precaution. 

In the present film- Moscow portrays 
the pitiful estate of the Russian people 
under the Czars as an explanation and 


‘justification of what is going on ‘in 


Russia today. So every revolution in 
history has sought to justify itself by 
rehearsing “the intolerable state of 
affairs that rendered revolution just and 
inevitable. But there is a gap in the 
Bolshevist argument. Americans are far 
from -being-unaware that Russia has had 
two revolutions. The first came in March, 
1917. It took the form of, a national 
upheaval and resulted in the overthrow 
of-‘the Czarist régime. It -was this 
earlier national uprising that. exacted 
vengeance for centuries of oppression 
and cleared the ground for a rebuilding 
of Russian life. 
put through by LENIN in November, 1917, 
was a party revolution, and its purpose 
was not Russian emancipation, but the 
creation of a~ particular economic . and 
social system. When the Bolsheviki came 
into power the monarchy and its associ- 
ated -landlordism were dead. Democratic 
liberties had been proclaimed. The peas- 
ants had the land. This is one item on 
which information in this country often 
goes astray. The Bolshevist Party: is 
described as having given the peasant 
“the land.” But ‘he had four-fifths of 
the land under the Czars and had helped 
himself to the rest before LENIN deliv- 
éred his coup. 
Revolutions always have a way of out- 
running the designs of their originators. 
If the purpose of the present rulers of 
Russia had been to make a clean sweep 
of Czaristic: institutions and if in the 
course of events they found themselves 
driven to severer measures than they 
contemplated, it would be proper ‘to 
remedy the evils before 1914 and-to ac- 
cept them as justification for the évils 
of 1928. But Russian ills today are’no 
such inevitable result of a national at- 
tempt at- housecleaning: In’ ‘greater 
measure . Russia’s sufferings: are due’ to 
a deliberate program. If there has been 
famine, and there is now a threat:of re- 


“newed famine; if there has been a crush- 


ing out of_civic-and political liberties; 
if there : is. hatred : between town ‘and 


country; if: there’is stagnation of’ the in-. 


tellectual ‘life of the country, ‘the reasons 
are not to be ‘fourid in Czarist conditions, 
They are the accompaniment—and the 
Bolsheyiki themselves ‘admit it’ in large 
measure—of what , they regard as - the 
greatest social experiment . in history. 
Possibly ‘the event may justify the 
priyations which this ¢xperiment has 


‘ brought upon the- Russian’ péople, © but 


that is.to be judged in the future.  Rus- 
sia’s Czarist past was. wiped out by:the 
national democratic revolution. of March, 
1917;' which the Bolshevist,. revolution 
overthrew. ’ .

‘VISTAS BY THE NILE. 

Do the Pyramids need landscaping? 
A writer in. The American City is. bold 
enough to suggest that they do, ‘At 
first blush this would seem like gilding 
the lily. The.Pyramids are among those 
rare works of man so perfect as to 
deserve that inviolability accorded in 
theory, though’ not always in practice, 
to the: more sublime aspects of nature. 
As soon.think of planting fancy flower- 
beds ‘on the Acropolis, or hanging a 
wreath on the Venus de Milo! But the 
name signed to the letter commands 
attention. It is that of ARTHUR SHURT- 
LEFF, the landscape architect who has 
done so much to give beauty and dignity 
to the parks and purlieus of Boston and 
other cities. 

Evidently just back from Egypt, he 
speaks eloquently of the “gaunt sim- 
plicity” of these lonely desert monu- 
ments, What troubles him is that the 
approach ‘to them is so casual. It jars 
his artistic sensibilities to have to drive 
up to the terrace on. which they stand 
along a road which is narrow, steep, 
crooked, . rough, hemmed in -by walls 
which hide the Pyramids, flanked by 
hawkers’ stands and beset by camel-men 
and beggars. 

You .say to yourself, ‘If this was 

** America, a National Commission of 
‘«Fine Arts, or some other properly con- 
** stituted authority, would straighten 
‘out this mess and arrange an ap- 
‘proach to these monuments worthy: 
‘‘ of.their distinction and their meaning 
“‘to the traveler.” You have seen good 
approaches arranged in every city of 
Europe for monuments of vastly in- 
ferior significance and size, and you 
wonder why the Government of Egypt -’ 
is willing to sit by arid ‘let “the ‘world 
scoff at the third-rate approach to- these’ 
* greatest monuments ‘which the hand of 
man has ever reared.’ 

Mr. SHURTLEFF’s mind does not run ‘to 
any ornate treatment of the approach. He 
has no wish to sée.it “fussed up with 
“ fountains, balustrades; gazebos, flower- 

“ beds, and all that sort of thing,” but 
‘rather given dignity and spaciousness: by 
broader avenues and a ban on objection- 
able’ buildings and concessionnaires, 

It. would be.a, pity to give these ancient 
gems too modern’ a setting. Mr. SHURT- 
LEFF himself’ would ‘not let his’ zeal for 
desert zoning interfere with the scattered 
native mud-hut villages and ‘palm-tree 
groves. or with.the use of the.fields for 
market gardens. - If «automobiles -have 
penetrated. here, as they have.to far.more 
remote meccas, it would be a shame to 
deprive the camels and the donkeys of 
their ancient ‘.eritage.’ Even the beggars 
have certain inherited prerogatives. At 
the base of the pyramids the doctrine-of 
caveat emptor survives, and -it is ,the 
tourist’s lookout if the, scarab he buys 








frésh, from the tombs had its cartouche 


cut in Hoboken. “The travéled ‘way 
“ should. be widened for the safe handling 
“of automobiles,” says Mr. SHURTLEFF. 
Perhaps we must be ‘reconciled to “that 
too. »-But. from~ blinking traffic lights 
on the Plains of Gizeh, good Lord deliver 
The Pyramids should be seen by 
moonlight; then’ even the hawkers ‘and 
the Klaxons fade before their glanidur. |

Means - Suggested ‘to Relieve’ Es- 
tates of Inconvenience. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
From the standpoint of an execu-' 


tor, I would like to call attention to |’ 


the fact that certain inconveniences 
seem to result from the death of a 
person owning stocks, which it seems 
to me should be avoidable. 

One major point is the fact that 
transfer or inheritance taxes have to 


be determined and pete not only in 
the State of decedent’ run eeed, but 
also in every State in wh any 
company of which the Secedent 
owned stock has been incorporated. 
As this difficulty is being handled by 
interstate agreements with some suc- 
cess, I will not dwell upon it, but will 
take up a minor annoyance which 
apparently no one has attempted to 
remedy. 


Red Tape Hampers. 


Stocks owned by a deceased per- 
son usually have to be sold to pay 
debts and- legacies.' In: order to 
tranafer them it is nécessary to file 
with the transfer agent of each com- 
pany: a waiver of the tax authorities 
of the State of residence, and in 


many cases, also, of the State or 
States of incorporation, a certificate 
of the appointment of executor or- 
administrator, and a certified copy 
of the will, if any. There are ot gy 2 
requirements in. some ut 
these are the general ones. maga Pi it 
seems to me that there ought to be 
a simple and. uniform. system by 
which the transfer gras would en- 
dorse on or at to the certificate 
a statement that the necessary 
bullies have been filed and found 
sufficient, and that the. stock may.

Better clothes are worn, 
sturdier houses are built than ever 
before; electricity is becoming uni- 
versal in the big towns, and the 
standard of living of a people which 
boasts a literacy rate well above 
the scale of the so-called civilized 
powefs year by year cuts down the 
differential which enables Japan 
to sell by cheapness alone. It is 
already noted in this country that 
Japanese imports are more and 
more bearing the stamp of quality.

USING upon the question 

how to classify William 

Jennings Bryan, Herbert 

Asquith finally reached a 
conclusion. ‘A peculiar product 
of your country,”’ the future Earl 
summed up, addressing Ambassa- 
dor Walter Hines Page. 

As for Mrs. Asquith, she did not 
venture to sum up at all. She re- 
corded in her multifarious pages 
all the stars that crossed her orbit, 
but she shrank from recording 
Bryan. “It is a pity,’’ remarks 
J. C. Long. ‘One wonders what 
she made of this dark-haired, hand- 
some, evangelical gentleman.’’ He 
speculates on whether ‘‘some other 
lion was engaging her attention at 
the moment;’’ but Margot’s far- 
darting pen never faltered before 
numbers. It is a mystery. 

In this jovial and lustrous biog- 
raphy the sympathetic but not 
adoring biographer undertakes the 
task which abashed the dauntless 
Margot: ‘‘A cross between St. 
George and Don Quixote,’’ he de- 
termines. And John Wesley and 
Barnum? With that amendment, 
stet. For he was, as Herbert 
Asquith saw, ‘‘a Peculiar Product 
of the United States’’; and it takes 
at least four sides to comprise him. 

We first come upon the boy 
Bryan with the rest of the family 
around thé piano singing ‘‘When 
You and I Were Young, Maggie,”’ 
and ‘‘Farewell, Mother, You May 
Never Press Me to Your Heart 
Again.” His parent encouragingly 
bestows on him a double-barreled 
gun. He takes a young friend 
snipe-hunting. Arrived at the snipe 
habitat, they climb down from the 
buggy singing ‘‘For you must be a 
lover of the Lord or you can’t go 
to Heaven when you die."’ As they 
reach the last bar the gun goes off 
and blows a hole through the back 
curtain of the vehicle. 

Undeterred by this warning, he 
is ambitious for a musical training, 
but his father, Mr. Long tells us, 
thought he ‘‘had better make music 
with the handsaw,’’ and William, 
thwarted, turns his aspirations 
toward oratory, beginning by enter- 
ing the oratorical contest at 
Whipple Academy. He recites Pat- 
rick Henry’s “Give me liberty or 
give me death,’”’ but wins no prize. 

He grows up and meets a lovely 
girl named Mary Baird; the best 
thing that ever happened to him. 
“Your marriage was quite a ro- 
mance,’’ Colonel House said to him 
years later. ‘‘Stili is,’’ Bryan cor- 
rected, and it was no mere banality. 
He approached the paternal Baird, 
as soon as he and the juvenile 
Baird had reached a modus viven- 
di, and broached the subject deli- 
eately. ‘“‘Mr. Baird,” he said, ‘I 
have been reading Proverbs a good 
deal lately and notice that Solomon 
said, ‘Whoso findeth a wife findeth 
a good thing and obtaineth favor of 
the Lord.’"’ ‘Yes,’’ admitted Mr. 
Baird, who was learned in Holy 
Writ himself, ‘‘but Paul suggests 
that ‘he that giveth her in mar- 
riage doeth well; but he that giveth 
her not in marriage doeth better.’ ”’ 
The Peculiar Product was uncon- 
vinced. ‘‘Solomon,”’ he informed 
the ancestral Baird, ‘‘would be the 
best authority upon this point, be- 
cause Paul was never married while 
Solomon had a number of wives.”’ 

He meant to stay out of politics 
when he moved from [Mllinois to 
Nebraska. “But Bryan could no 
more keep out of politics,” says 
Mr. Long in his blithe tone, ‘‘than 
the Old Soak could pass the swing- 
ing door.”” At the age of thirty he 
was addressing the State conven- 
tion and saying, ‘‘The marriage be- 
tween the G. O. P. and monopoly 
has been consummated, and what 
God hath joined together let no 
man put asunder.”” This made such 
‘a hit with the Democrats that they 
nominated him for Congress—in a

He made such a reputation in 
Congress that it reached New York, 
and in 1892 Tammany invited him 
to speak at its Fourth of July cele- 
bration.

He made his fight and turned the 
convention into a roaring furnace 
of hate. ‘‘I will give $25,000 to any 
one who will kill him!” screamed 
one delegate, leveling his arm at 
Bryan. ‘“‘Why doesn’t somebody 
hang him?’ yelled another, He 
conquered the mad and riotous 
assemblage, compelled it to toe the 
mark and declare for progressiv- 
iam, defeated Clark (who had a 
majority), and dictated the nomina- 
tion of Wilson. It had historic 
consequences. Even those who love 
Wilson least must tremble at the 
thought of Champ Clark in the 
White House during the World 
War, with William Randolph 
Hearst writing his Presidential 


messages. 

Wilson offered the Secretaryship 
of State to Bryan. He replied by 
asking if he would have to serve 
wine at diplomatic dinners. Wilson 
told him to suit himself, so Bryan 
accepted. His appointment, Mr. 
Long remarks, was distasteful not 
only to the Eastern seaboard but 
to “‘the better tailored members of 
the Cabinet.” ‘He was essen- 
tially,’"’ Mr. Long adds, ‘‘a farmer- 
stateaman.’’

AMES BOSWELL has been 
neglected by the modern 
psychoanalytic biographers 
who have disturbed our pre- 
conceptions of so many literary 
figures of the past. The impres- 
sions of his character are for most 
persons. drawn from his ‘‘Life of 
Samuel Johnson’’ and the .‘‘Tour to 
the Hebrides,’’ wherein, with ap- 
parent meekness, he records the 
unflattering judgments passed upon 
him by the dogmatic doctor. The 
cue seems.to have sufficed for 
Crocker, his earliest commentator, 
who, after all, did little more than 
give us a cutaneous drawing, with- 
out attempting to find the main- 
spring of the ‘‘mysterious inconsis- 
tencies’”” of his makeup, the exis- 
tence of which might well have 
been a bid to livelier investigation. 
If any one has displayed these 
deeper divinations of a man per- 
functorily dismissed for his cap- 
and-bell réle in the Johnsonian 
court, with his capacities rated as 
merely reportorial, it has been 
Percy Fitzgerald, whose statue of 
Boswell ornaments the Litchfield 
market place. In his ‘‘Boswell’s 
Autobiography’’ one gets a depar- 
ture from the cliché estimate, a 
contention for what seems nearer 
the truths lying at the bottom of 
the Boswellian well. The Fitzger- 
ald version puts a different color 
on Bozzy’s servitude to cantanker- 
ous greatness, is at least a plausi- 
ble solution of the attendant dwarf 
endurance. The Auchinleck. laird, 
as he is thus painted, certainly 
gains by the canniness imputed to 
him. Instead of being an exagger- 
ated case of self-effacement, he is 
shown as a calculating egoist, a 
long-suit player who harvested the 
rewards of twenty years’ ignominy 
by writing a work that, ostensibly 
a life of Johnson, was in fact a 
personal apotheosis. It is claimed, 
too, that besides being autobio- 


graphical the “‘Life’’ scores a post-|- 


humous revenge on Boswell’s al- 
leged idol by exhibiting the latter’s 
boorishness and worst foibles; and 
that many of the talks with which 
the pages are packed are not, as 
has been taken for granted, ver- 
batim reports, the result of a phe- 
nomena! memory and the omnipres- 
ent tablet, but either invented or 
rewritten in a fashion to exhibit 
Boswell’s own conversational gifts 
in a flattering light and demon- 
strate the superior mind which 
Johnson denied him, and that the 
strongest evidence of Boswell’s un- 
suspected Tartuffism is found in 
the eventual breach with Johnson 
when his purpose was accomplished 
and the desertion of him in his last 
illness. However one may question 
the correctness of the general 
theory of Boswell’s surreptitious 
character, the ‘‘Life,’’ read by these 
interpretations, fully reveals the 
autobiographical elements claimed 
by Fitzgerald. And to the wit and 
learning called for by the hypo- 
thetical impromptus and embellish- 
ments of Johnson’s talk in the 
“Life” one need only turn to Bos- 
well’s generally overlooked other 
works, with their high literary

In early years, Max Aitken, a 
Canadian citizen, rapidly acquired 
a fortune. Where most people emi- 
grate from the Old World to the 
New, he emigrated from the New 
World to the Old. With money as 
the usual social resource, and the 
ability to add to it inborn in him, 
he decided to play at politics. He 
stood for Parliament and was 
elected. He spread a table for 
statesmen. He began to dabble in 
newspapers. Though an opposite 
party was in power, he was award- 
ed a knighthood. 

His task in life has not been con- 
structive but distributive. He does 
not add to what exists; he re 
arranges. One day it may be an in- 
dustry, the next an administration; 
then he may organize the press. 
Whatever the material for his ac- 
tivities, it is all the same to him. 
His genius—for genius is not too 
strong a word—consists in an abil- 
ity to ignore the past and the fu- 
ture and exploit the present. For 
measures, an instance was home 
rule—Sir Max Aitken, as he then 
was—cared ‘‘not a rap’’ and greatly 
irritated Borar Law by saying it. 
But, if measures, good or bad, did 
not matter, this only implied the 
deeper interest in- men. Aitken 
studied politicians as others have 
backed horses; he chose his favor- 
ites. And not a few of them have 
won a race. 

His charm is not easy to resist. 
There we see him on his frontie 
piece, frankly a soft col- 
lar or ill-adjusted tie and the broad- 
est smile, with the least brushed 
hair visible today in Europe. For 
the moment it is disarming.

Professor Bassett’s History Is 
An Impartial Appraisal 


Of Its Work 


THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS; A 
Chapter in World Politics. By

League of Nations, now 
about seven years old, has 
made history in the troubled 
areas of the world and algo 


has a history of ite own. It pos-

than the war itself. 

To write of it with a sense of 

detachment and impartiality im- 
poses a strain upon the historical 
conscience under which it is well- 
nigh impossible to bear up. Dr. 
Bassett, Professor of American 
History in Smith College, under- 
took this task with resolute cour- 
age and left his achievement as 
one of his most appropriate me- 
morials when a fatal accident cut 
short his prolific career last Jan- 
uary. 
To historians, then, this book has 
a special meaning as one of the last 
labors of a lamented comrade. For 
the general reader listening for a 
calm note in the tumult of contro- 
troversy about the League, it comes 
as a welcome message which will 
vibrate with a power unweakened 
by its posthumous character. The 
last fruits of Professor Bassett’s 
sincerity and craftsmanship were 
among his best. The book appears 
to have been left complete except 
for a preface, which Professor 
James T. Shotwell of Columbia 
University supplies with feeling and 
comprehensive appreciation. 

Here is the League, its rec- 
ord opportunities, successes, fail- 
ures, virtues, defects, aspirations, 
weighed on the appraiser’s scale 
down to the last ounce and 
weighed with as close an approach 
to complete fairness as was hu- 
manly possible on the part of one 
undoubtedly sympathetic with its 
best purposes. Dr. Bassett’s book 
is a real history, and as the read- 
er’s eye runs along the pages he 
is impressed with the thought that 
the time has come to write such a 
history. The view ordinarily ap- 
plicable that an institution only 
seven years old is too young to 
have its history recorded is offset 
by the fact that these formative 
years have taken on a definite as- 
pect which must be covered in at 
least the introductory volume to 
any complete story on the subject 
that may have its place in polit- 
ical literature later. 

Dr. Bassett had the wisdom to 
treat of the League as an organism 
rather than an ideal. Scarcely an 
important voice of dissent has been 
raised against the ideal itself. Ma- 
nipulators of national destinies long 
before Machiavelli, and after his 
time, have done lip service to the 
cause of peace. The whole argu- 
ment turns on the League’s effec- 
tiveness, or the deficiency in its 
effectiveness, as shown so far, and 
on the probabilities of its effective- 
ness in the future as judged by its 
beginnings. 

This argument, so far as the 
present work is concerned, must be 
in the reader’s mind. Professor

Hudson and John Bassett Moore. 
Abroad there have been treaties of 
the type of those by Bourgeois and 
Erzberger, and the bulk of the out- 
put has come from France. 

There is no doubt that the ma- 
terials for judgment were supplied 
before Professor Bassett attempted 
to do it, but they have been too 
scattered and incoherent to satisfy 
the inquiries of the general reader, 
who seeks a secure basis for his 
conclusions in the midst of the am- 
buscades and pitfalls of the dispu- 
tants. 

The strongest test of the author’s 
impartiality is his treatment of the 


41 Corfu incident. Here the tempta- 


tion of a sympathetic commentator 
to seek the rainbow in the cloud 
is almost irresistible. Professor 
Fisher, with his passion for figures 
and statistics, has argued with 
cogency that if the League did 
not function 100 per cent. in its 
grapple with Mussolini over the 
coercion of Greece, it functioned 
at least 75 per cent. He makes out 
a strong case for his contention 
that the League ‘‘changed Musso- 
lini’s mind as to holding Corfu,” 
since all signs indicated that the 
island was coveted as_a strategic 
post for Italy.

did something for Lithuania and 
the Aalands, even though the prob- 
lem of South Tyrol rises as a re- 
minder of what the League cannot 
do.

No one can foresee a time when the 
economic blockade, the mere threat 
of which was enough to calm 
Greece and Jugoslavia, will be ap- 
plied to Italy if her dictator chooses 
to flaunt Caesarism in the face of 
Geneva. 


Yet Italy is by no means the only 
big hurdle over which the League 
must leap. Professor Bassett's anx- 
fety is expressed as to a possible 
ultimate conflict between the 
League system and the methods of 
Great Britain in holding together 
her scattered empire by of 
a@ powerful navy. Great has 
been one of the mainstays of the 
League and her association with it 
is, of course, virtually indispensa- 
ble to its success.

E journey down the Missis- 
sippi from its source to its 
mouth in a small boat seems 
to be quite a sizable adventure. 

Mr. Speakman and his wife found 
plenty of thrills, some hours of very 
rea] danger, dramatic moments 
every now and then, unexpected 
chances, lots of hard work, many 
days of pleasure and a great deal of 
beauty in the long trip of 2,500 miles. 
Their craft was not speedy and they 
spent five months on the way, al- 
though they were going nearly all 
of the time. They started in the 
late Summer of last year in a can- 
vas canoe from Bimidji, on the lake 
of that name, which the author says 
‘is at the most northerly point on 
this lake and streamiet combina- 
tion” in which the river has its 
origin. In this canoe they paddled 
for days upon days down the ado- 
lescent river, between forests, be- 
tween ‘‘wild, flat marshlands cov- 
ered with tall grasses and wild 
rice,”’ between wildernesses of small 
ragged pine, down a growing river 
filled with logs, and so at last to 
St. Paul, where they secured a 
houseboat, the Isador, and on this 
1-by-20 craft, with its cabin 7 by 14 
feet, they set out valiantly for New 
Orleans. 

Mr. Speakman’s account of this 
unique adventure is very readable. 
He has put into it all the variety of 
things that happened to them—drab, 
colorful, dangerous, exciting, pleas- 
ant, and every one with an engaging 
savor—the people. they met when 
they tied up at the bank for the 
night, the wild things wind and wa- 
ter did to them on very frequent 
occasions. He has garnished his 
book with tales and anecdotes he 
heard here and there, while for spe- 
cial plums to be pulled out and rel- 
ished by those who like them are 
bits of interesting information about 
places they saw and the historic 
visi these inspired. But more 
than anything else the book is about 
the Mississippi River. That mighty 
stream is, he says, ‘‘by its sheer 
magnificent strength both the vil- 
lain and the hero of this book.’’ 
And that is the way the reader soon 
begins to feel about it. For he can- 
not read many pages anywhere in 
the book without feeling the pres- 
ence and the power and the sinister 
possibilities of its irresistible brown 
current. Sometimes the _ river 
“curled away like a twisted silver 
ribbon’’ on which “the Isador 
inched its solitary way like a con- 





scientious and highly determined 
bug’’; sometimes it took that little 
craft and shook it like a tiger shak- 
ing a lamb, threw it this way and 
that, jounced it up and down, lashed 
it with wind and rain until it al- 
most succumbed to the buffets; 
sometimes it stiffened the voyagers 
with cold and covered them with 
snow; sometimes it lured them hap- 
Pily down long, sun-warmed and 
lovely reaches; sometimes it led 
them through dark, weird, myste- 
rious, cypress-shaded waters; but 
always the reader feels that it is 
there, that it has this awkward, 
frail boat and its human cargo in 
its grasp and that at any moment 
their utmost effort may be futile 
against its strength. He sees the 
river growing in size and power and 
awesomeness as the voyagers slowly 
progress down its long, serpentine 
course. When they started they 
paddled through narrow, -shallow 
streamlets where there was barely 
sufficient water to carry the canoe 
while all about them was the wil- 
derness, ‘‘the forest dark and un- 
spoiled.’’ Not until they had trav- 
eled some hundreds of miles did the 
Mississippi ‘‘take on the first sem- 
blance of majesty.”’ But ‘‘at last 
the shores drew back,’’ notes Mr. 
Speakman, “into low hills ara- 
besqued with the jagged magnifi- 
cence of spruce and hemlock,

spreading out under the wide sky, 
passed on with fuller curves and 
contours toward a ripening ma- 
turity.”’ 

Still further down the stream and 
the author quotes with approval the 
statement of a Government engi- 
neer that from Cairo on the Missis- 
sippi ‘‘is just simply hell on wheels." 
Something like that the two voy- 
agers frequently found it long be- 
fore they reached Cairo, when the 
Isador would suddenly become 
“filled with emotion’’ and would 
“rear and buck like a horse with a 
burr under his saddie.’”’ Mr. Speak- 
man quotes the engineer not so 


experience as for adequate expres- 
sion of the eternal, untamed, invin- 
cible spirit of the Mississippi, the 
spirit which he succeeds very well 
in making the reader appreciate. 
But there is much, very much, in 
the book besides the river, for the 
author captures skillfully what he 
calls ‘‘the volatile essence of this 
adventure” and pours it over his 
pages with genial humor and charm 
of narrative and a striking knack 
in the colorful use of words and 
the making of expressive phrases. 
Every now and then the adventur- 
ers go ashore and see something in- 
teresting or have an entertaining 
experience or meet with people 
worth telling about. Once, not far 
from Little Falls, in Minnesota, a 
violent wind had caused their canoe 
to ship water so badly that they had 
to land at once and tock refuge on 
an oak-covered promentory. There 
they found a pyramidal mound of 
field stones and among the stones a 
bronze tablet which said: ‘“These 
assembled stones formed the chim- 
ney of the first blockhouse built in 
what is now Minnesota, in October, 
1800, by Lieut. Zebulon Montgom- 
ery Pike, Explorer and Surveyor of 
the Louisiana Purchase.'’ By acci- 
dent in that almost uninhabited sec- 
tion they had happened on one of 
the earliest historical relics of that 
northern country. 
At Nauvoo, Ill., the travelers an- 
chored heside an old, old house in 
which Lincoln and Douglas had 
pleaded their cases before the Judge 
of the Circuit Court, then several 
hundred yards from the edge of the 
river, and were shown about 
through the remains of the old Mor- 
mon town and given reminiscences 
that had been handed down to the 
descendants of those who had been 
associated with Joseph Smith and 
Brigham Young and had remained 
there and conformed to local laws 
and customs when the main branch 
of the believers trekked west.

FOREST FOLKLORE, MYTHOL-

IGENIOUSLY contrived and vre- 
pared with amazing patience and 
labor is this book, of English 

origin, which brings together an 

immense mass of notions from the 
childhood of the race about trees 
and forests. The author has read 
widely, variously and carefully for 
his material and has collected it 
from the books of explorers and 
travelers the wide earth over, and 
from many volumes dealing with 
the mythology and the folklore of 
nations of all time, and aboriginal

speaking trees, guardian trees, devil 
trees, marriage trees, birth trees 
funeral trees, trees as the origin of 
mankind, trees that have heen wor- 
shiped, and other strange fancies 
about them as trees and as groves 
and forests. Still other chapters 
recount distinctive legends about 
trees and forests and collect super- 
stitions and curious customs and 
folklore about the leaves, the bark, 
the spines and thorns, the logs, the 
rods and wands used for divination. 
Much information is scattered 
through the book about notable 
trees, groves and forests -that are 
still standing or, belonging to the 
past, have historic or scientific in- 
terest. 

The author presents all this. vast 
and varied amount of material in 
a well digested and carefully classi- 
fied scheme of treatment and he 
writes skillfully and with imagina- 
tion. The reader for whom the 
subject has interest will find it a 





book. It is perhaps in- 
evitable that in a volume collecting 


such immense quantities of matter 
there should be occasional lapses 
from accuracy, especially when the 
author is dealing with modern facts 
in countries with which he is not 
familiar. It is, for instance, rather 
startling to find Mr. Porteous say- 
ing of the Big Trees of California, 
and evidently meaning those still 
living, that they date from the 
Mesozoic Epoch, when it is a well- 
established fact that the oldest of 
them are not more than five or six 
thousand years old. He has ap- 
parently confused the persistence of 
the genus with the life of the in- 
dividual trees. The petrified forests 
of Arizona are the most distinctive 
and famous remains of that kind 
in the world, but the page he de- 
votes to them gives no indication 
whatever of their location, and it 
is only by a footnote reference to 
the title of the book from which 
he took his information, ‘‘Diary of 
a Journey from the Mississippi to 
the Coasts of the Pacific,’’ that the 
reader can guess even their ap-

The book has its entertaining in-

HE story of Cecil Rhodes is 

one of a life spent in devotion 

to a single ideal—the exten- 

sion of the British Empire. 
That story, rich in the romance of a 
type that lured men to the West 
half a century before, is one that 
makes Rhodes a name to conjure 
with even in this day and age; but 
of narrative biographies there have 
been many written on Rhodes, and 
there are literally scores of reminis- 
cences of him to be found in the 
writings of the men with whom he 
came into contact. Mr. McDonald 
has gone over the old ground, and 
it is such interesting ground to go 
over that the narrative he has given 
us, despite its uncritical outlook 
and some wearing repetitions, is a 
compelling epitome of the directing 
forces in a man whose courage, 
foresight and tenacity of purpose 
enabled him to play the greatest 
part in British colonial affairs since 
the days of Clive, whom Rhodes 
in many ways resembled. 

The author tells us that he be- 
came associated with Rhodes for 
about twelve years before the lat- 
ter’s death in 1902. From about 
1896 he saw a great deal of him in 
Rhodesia and elsewhere, and his 
biography is based therefore on con-

Until 
about this time it appears that 
Rhodes was flirting with the idea 
of entering the Church, but with the 
possibility of being able to acquire 
riches enough to put into effect his 
dreams of colonial expansion, he 
definitely renounced an ecclesiasti- 
cal career and joined his brother at 
Kimberley. How Rhodes eventually 
acquired control of the diamond in- 
dustry is familiar history, as is his 
acquisition of those priceless prop- 
erties on the Rand that did so much 
to make him a multimillionaire long 
before he was 40.

To Rhodes money was necessary 
only for carrying out his~ vast 
scheme of colonial aggrandizement. 
His life's aim was an Africa Brit- 
ish from Cape to Cairo. ‘ ‘All that 
Red—that’s my dream,’ he would 
say, with maps spread out before 
him.”” Later on, so far as Africa 
was concerned, he amended his vi- 
sion; he then wanted the union of 
South Africa under the British flag, 
and this he lived to accomplish. In 
fact, in thirty years he had extended 
British influence from the Orange 
River to the Tanganyika Lake, get- 
ting on for 2,000 miles farther north. 
Had he lived to witness the end of 
the World War he would have seen 
a further increase of British influ- 
ence; for the ‘‘red”’ runs now from 
Cape Town to the southern limits 


of Egypt, and even Egypt is under| 


British influence. 

Naturally all this was not accom- 
plished without many setbacks and 
@ good deal of trouble, and as a re- 
sult Rhodes was often greatly mis- 
understood by many of his country- 
men at home. But nothing succeeds 
like success, and success is more 
often than not the price of under- 
standing. Moreover, his methods in 
gaining control of the Kimberley 
and Johannesburg mines, while very 
largely honest, were in a few cases 
not above suspicion, but-the author 
blandly whitewashes him with the 
assertion that one must sometimes 
use an enemy's weapons. It is the 
same with the Bechuanaland deal, 
with the Matabele war, with the 
Jameson raid and with the South 
African war, in all of which Rhodes 
was, directly or indirectly, the guid- 
ing spirit. More than any other 
man he brought on the South Afri- 
can struggle that cost Britain thou- 
sands of lives and millions of 
pounds. Yet in this very fact lay 
the essence of Rhodes’s greatness.

Readers of Mr. McDonald’s book 
will agree that Rhodes was no or- 
dinary man, for few there are who 
go through life with any clear reali- 
zation of their purpose of living and 
fewer still have an ideal before 
them toward which they bend their 
will and nerve and sinew. Rhodes 
himself realized that he could not 
succeed without money, and his 
first task was the accumulation of 
wealth. Here it must be conceded 
that, able as he truly was, Rhodes 
was well served by fortune. Be that 
as it may, the laying of plans on so 
gigantic a scale and the taking of 
practical steps to insure the frui- 
tion of those plans was surely the 
product of no ordinary mind. 
Rhodes was perhaps no intellectual 
giant, but he might truly be called 
an intellectual genius. 

And there seems a rare quality 
about Rhodes’s reasoning, and this 
biography brings it out. Rhodes as 
a little boy once saw 4n old Admiral 
planting acorns, says Mr. McDon- 
ald, and was moved to ask him, 
‘‘Why are you planting acorns, sir, 
when you cannot expect to see them 
grow into trees?"’ The admiral re- 
plied: ‘‘My boy, I have the imagi- 
nation, and I already see them as 
trees with people walking under 
their shade and when mature pro- 
viding necessary timbers for many 
ventures. Today and every day 
they are growing. I have the pleas- 
ure of the conception of their shade 
and their glory.’”’ And so it was 
with Rhodes; his imagination was 
so vivid that he saw his goal as an 
already existing fact.

RITING in The Sunday Times, 

Philip. Guedalla declares that 

the day of the English novel 
is drawing toward evening. One 
sign of its failing health is that all 
the best work is being done by nov- 
elists of the older generation. The 
names of the star performers are 
still the names that decorated the 
programs of 1910. Before the World 
War the novel was so predominant 
as an art-form that any man with 
anything to say on any theme said 
it in fiction. If J. B. 8. Haldane 
had been born sixty years ago, he 
would have couched his specula- 
tions on the future in the form of 
scientific romances. J. M. Keynes 
might even have set his economics 
to the tune of fiction. This is not 
done nowadays. Students of social 
discontent write books upon ‘‘The 
Village Laborer’ instead of calling 
‘him John Smith and launching him 
upon a course of fictitious adven- 
ture. The novel is falling back into 
the hands of the story-tellers. Mr. 
Guedalia himself thinks the change 
a wholesome one, because the new 
tendency has been spontaneous and 
therefore natural.

S regards story-telling, Canon 
Hannay (G. A. Birming-

are neither historical ro- 
mances nor romantic his- 
tories, but simply good stories 
clearly and beautifully told: If 
characters known to textbooks ap- 
pear in them they do so out of 
life, not out of libraries. Pindar, 
Aspasia and Socrates are here, but 
not less naturally than nameless 
slaves and shepherds and soldiers. 
The best story in the book is 
about characters all but nameless, 
and it matters comparatively little 
that the setting is in accord with

called ‘‘The Lamb Misused,”” a 
poignant story of betrayal. For 
three years the Spartans had been 
besieging Ithome, a mountain fast- 
ness where the rebel slaves had 
found independence. Just within 
the thick walls lived Arné under 
the imperious protection of her 
married sister. One day two Spar- 
tan captives were dashed down into 
the courtyard, and Arné was given 
the task of caring for them enough 
to keep them alive for ransom. 

It occurred to Telestas, the more 
cunning of these, that they could 
escape through the help of Arné if 
his companion, Melyllias, won her 
love.

There are a dozen stories in the 
book, and they are all written with 
Greek simplicity, but in a very mod- 
ern idiom. Scattered through the 
book are poems that preserve the 
classic manner more thoroughly. 

The poems, then, have a special- 
ized appeal—but the stories should 
be universally appreciated. ‘‘Kryp- 
teia’’ is the story of Geranor, who’ 
killed a rebellieus helot when he 
was ordered to, but could not see 
the helot’s son tortured with equa- 
nimity. ‘‘O Lucky Thessaly!’’ pre- 
sents the poet Pindar at the time of 
one of his early triumphs, when 
he was called to Larissa to cele- 
brate a young athlete's prowess. 
“The Epiphany of Poieéssa’’ is a 
crucial instarice of the testing of 
the power of a pagan goddess, when 
a rite is profaned by vandals, and 
an earthly lover saves the high 
priestess.

REMBRANDT’S LAST DAYS 
REMBRANDT: A 


HE deep sympathy with his 

subject which is revealed in 

all the portraits of the great 
Rembrandt is to be felt in Sandor 
Brédy’s story of the painter’s last 
years. Like his pictures, Rem- 
brandt Harmens Van Rijn’s life 
was in light and shade. During the 
lifetime of his wife Saskia, who 
brought him a marriage portion of 
many guilders, he basked in light. 
Love, children, friends, pupils, 
commissions, all were his. Then 
came evil days. Long' wars and 
civil troubles. A scarcity of money. 
The fashion in painting changed; 
people liked and bought the works 
of Van der Werff and the younger 
Mieris, and the brilliant portraitist 
sank into shadow. 

It is from this obscurity that 
Sandor Brédy brings forth the for- 
lorn old Rembrandt, who still felt 
a fiery response to beauty, a joy in 
his art, a delight in painting his 
own portrait, but sick, unhappy at 
times, and poor. This book is not 
national, but as universal as Rem- 
brant’s art, and is a contribution to 
all literature as well as to Magyar 
belles-lettres. While it is beauti- 
fully written, it has evidently been 
marred in translation. The author 
has reconstructed the seventeenth 
century Holland. The reader feels 
the guild spirit, admires the glori- 
ous color of Rembrandt’s subtle 
golden-brown, is sorry for the man 
in his poverty, and comes close to 
this genius who painted the souls 
of men. Then to hear the Spanish 
Jew; kindly Ephraim Bonus, say 
“So that's that’’; to read of the 
Bonus ‘‘kiddies,’’ breaks the illu- 
sion. It would be: just as incon- 
gruous to paint a distorted cubist 
figure among the civic guards 
bustling out of their clubhouse in 
the picture commonly called ‘The 
Night Watch.’’ But even modern- 
isms cannot spoil the simple beauty 
of the story, and the reader is gen- 
uinely grateful for these glimpses 
of Rembrandt's last days. The

NDER a title which suggests 
ii the frothiest sort of whipped- 
cream fiction there has re- 
cently been published one of the 
saddest and most bitter books of 
the season.

MAURY, the subject of 

Professor Lewis’s biogra- 

phy, was a great American 
to whose merits justice has not 
been done. It would not be true to 
say that the Civil War, in which, 
as a Virginian, he was on the side 
of the Confederacy, eclipsed his 
fame; but he would be much better 
known to his countrymen if that 
conflict had not impaired his use- 
fulness as a scientist. As it is, the 
average American has a hazy idea 








the results of Maury’s labors. In 


1855 his ‘‘Physical Geography of the 


Sea’ came out in London, and was 
translated into several languages. 
It may be regarded as a classic. 
The Civil War brought Maury’s 
studies to a full stop for four years. 
As head of coast and harbor de- 
fenses in the Confederacy he invent- 
ed an electrical torpedo. Ordered to 
England to purchase torpedo mate- 
rial, he also busied himself with an 
undertaking that showed his heart 
was not in the war: he prepared 
and circulated a petition for peace 
addressed to the American people, 
which naturally was a fiat failure. 
The period immediately after Ap- 
pomattox found him in Mexico, 
where as Commissioner of Emigra- 
tion to the Emperor Maximilian he 
sought to establish a colony of Vir-

ticker. It is not proposed here to 
discuss the question whether tun- 
ing our lives to the noisy machines 
that serve us is precisely behaving 
with decent respect for our residual 
humanity. But in face of Mr. 
Frankl’s—or to take another mod- 
ern, Mr. Schoen’s—happy invention 
in the way of a chair that does not 
look like a chair or in the way of 
a bookcase that looks like a child's 
attempt to make a toy skyscraper 
with a pile of boxes, it is at least 
possible to refuse to accept these 
objects as expressing modern life 
any more adequately than great- 
grandmother’s Chippendale chair 
or grandfather’s Duncan Phyffe 
table which heirlooms it is proposed 
to throw out to make room for the 
experimental creations of these gen- 
tlemen. 

For what it may be worth, Mr. 
Frank! himself says that art in the 
right spirit of modern art may not 
be literally of modern make—for 
example, the Pyramids, which he 
finds perfectly expressed in the 
modern spirit.

Interesting, also, are some of the 
author’s pronouncements. For ex- 
ample, the statement that the key- 
note of modern art is simplicity. 
A more exact statement would seem 
to be that the keynote of modern 
art is the affectation of simplicity. 
Take the motor car—Mr. Frankl's 
own chosen illustration. The ex- 
ternal simplicity of the modern 
streamline sport roadster or town 
car is an arrant affectation-a 
nickel and enamel camouflage for 
a lot of complex greasy machinery. 
It is a disguise full of self-conscious 
airs of elegance for a power plant 
on wheels. The exterior shape does 
not necessarily bear any very direct 
relation to the space requirements 
of the particular power plant em- 
ployed, and the simple-seeming pol- 
ish is the result of elaborate proc- 
esses applied in accordance with a 
highly sophisticated and carefully 
calculated plan to dazzle and im- 
press the beholder. : 

Now the motor car, by general 
admission, is the outstanding 
achievement of modern art—recog- 
nizable as art even by the ene- 
mies of modern art. And, as we

have seen, it is a piece of de- 
sign as deliberately elegant as ever 
were the saucy vehicles of earlier 
fashion that bowled along behind a 
well-matched pair of bays with sil- 
ver-mounted harness. If the de- 
signs of chairs and tables and cabi- 
nets and things shown in this book 
are notably less successful than the 
design of a Cadillac limousine it is 
not because their simplicity is in 
the least less an affectation. Rather 
it is because, instead of trying to 
be something, they strive patheti- 
cally not to look like the particular 


,Something they affect to be. Such 


a negative aspiration cannot fail 
to be a handicap. 

By the way, though the title of 
this book is ‘‘New Dimensions’ it 
is not the new dimensions that we 
learn about. It is the new ‘“‘lines.”’ 
These are straight—or very subtly 
curved—as in the affectedly simple 
knee-length frocks of the lady of 
contemporary swank and fashion. 
The cue comes from the New York 
skyscraper which shoots straight 
up as far as the law will let it and 
then falls back and shoots up again. 
But the cue. also comes from the 
Paris dressmaker. And, perhaps. 
from the Berlin architects in the 
perpendicular. As for color, the 
note is contrast, not ‘‘sentimental 
combinations’ — ‘‘sentimental” is 
the word of anathema that con- 
demns al! the art that modern art 
intends to replace. Designs should 
strive for the Oriental quality of 
rhythm rather than the European 
quality of harmony. These, of 
course, are general observations. 
But there are particular and prac- 
tical pointers for the author’s fel- 
low-practitioners of modern art. 

The slogan of the decorator is 
“Decorating Is eliminating. In busi- 
ness art must be strict and severe. 
The principles are, straight lines, 
cold colors for backgrounds—such 
as grays, silver, black, light green— 
and sharp color contrasts. These 
three essentials make modern art.”’ 
You are directed to apply these es- ‘< 
sentials to the arrangement of the 
interior of the shop, to the window 
dressing and even to the letter head 
of the firm’s stationery. ‘‘A model 
letter head should be well propor- 
tioned, not too black with printing 
material nor too light and feminine, 
exce perhaps for a firm spe- 
clalizing in French perfume. It is 
decidedly’ bad taste to make a dis- 
play of all the medals awarded to 
the firm’s product on this letter 
head.”’ 

An entire chapter in the book is 
devoted to such “practical consider- 
ations’’—and they are so labeled. 
But enough has been said to show 
that our author’s strong point is 
the application of modern art to 
business.

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Emil Ludwig’s

His Interpretation of the Spiritual

Open to Question

LUDWIG’S vigorous and 
richly colored study of Na- 
poleon has reached its third 
hundred thousand. His book 

on Bismarck, even more valuable 
because he is closer to his subject, 
has also sold largely. Therefore it is 
natural, on reading the title of the 
present book, to think that, en- 
couraged by this great success, 
Ludwig cast about for another con- 
spicuous figure, as theme for yet 
another best seller. But, while 
évery author is rightly stimulated 
to new effort by the success of 
what he has written, it would be 
unfair to Ludwig to think that 
this has been his chief motive in 
undertaking a popular book on the 
life of Jesus. He is a genuine stu- 
dent, with a huge appetite for 
documents; and he throws himself 
into each new subject and period 
with whole-hearted enthusiasm, 
toiling for sheer love of work and, 
for the time being, losing sight of 
personal reward. When he was 
busy with Napoleon, he made him- 
self, so far as was possible for 
him, an enthusiastic Frenchman of 
the First Empire, with restless in- 
dustry gleaning every scrap of in- 
formation concerning Napoleon, 
and, as a result, bringing 

an admirable collection of docu- 
ments, especially from the writings 
of the Emperor himself. 

In writing of Bismarck, Ludwig 
was not less indefatigable, and 
ever more enthusiastic, because 
the atmosphere of the story was 
more native to him. It is true 
that he describes the Imperial 
Chancellor as Satanic and diabolic, 
but none the less he admires him 
immensely, and gathers an excel- 
lent collection of vivid passages 
from his letters and _ speeches, 
which form the backbone of the 
book. A well-chosen series of doc- 
uments held together by descrip- 
tion and comment is thus the plan 
of each of these successful books. 

Ludwig has followed the same 
method in this story of Jesus. Per- 
haps it would have been: better if 
his translators had retained the 
subtitle of the just-published Ger- 
man original: ‘‘The Story of a 
Prophet,”’ as this would at the out- 
set have struck the keynote of the 
book, which is a naturalistic, as 
contrasted with a theological or re- 
ligious study. The documents here 
were ready to hand: the narrations 
and sayings of Jesus as recorded 
in the Gospels. The publisher tells 
us that, in citing passages from 
the Gospels, Ludwig has almost al- 
ways modernized the phrasing. 
This may be so in the German orig- 
inal, but in this translation there 
is an almost complete adherence to 
to the wording of the Authorized 
Version of 1611. The only notice-

with ointment."" The translators 
have omitted the last two words, 
thus breaking the rhythm and los- 
ing one element of the antithesis. 

Again, there are cases where 
changing values of words would 
have made modernization advisa- 
ble. For example, the injunction, 
“Take no thought for the mor- 
row,”’ is a warning against gnaw- 
ing anxiety and not against intel- 
ligent foresight; a wise looking for- 
ward is indeed enjoined in such a 
sentence as this: ‘‘Which of you, 
intending to build a house, sitteth 
not down first and counteth the 
cost?”’ 

So far, the rendering of the docu- 
ments quoted from the Gospels. 
Ludwig follows what one may call 
the critical school of the day be- 
fore yesterday in preferring the 
first three Gospels, holding, with 
such a student as Alfred Loisy, 
that the fourth Gospel is less trust- 
worthy as history. He thus misses 
the acute conclusion of Dr. Shirley 
Jackson Case that the fourth Gos- 
pel is closer to history than the 
other three, and is, at least in part, 
the record of an eyewitness: for 
example, in the narrative of the 
first journey of Jesus to Jerusalem, 
and in the exact dating of the 
crucifixion. Nevertheless, Ludwig 
does cite from the fourth Gospel 
when it suits his purpose. He 
quotes the eloquent words of the 





Baptist: ‘‘I am the voice of one 
crying in the wilderness,’ which 
the Synoptics associate in a vague 
way with the Baptist, while the 
fourth Gospel alone shows how this 
association came about through 
the Baptist’s own words. Ludwig 
also takes from the fourth Gospel 
the story of the marriage in Cana; 
he holds that the change of water 
into wine was an illusion imposed 
by the stronger will of Jesus on 
the minds of the wedding guests, 
and, to that extent, a magical op- 
eration. And he interprets the heal- 
ing of the sick and the raising of 
the dead, the daughter of Jairus, 
and Lazarus, to a similar power, 
which one might describe as an in- 
tense force of personal magnetism. 
Incidentally, one is really grateful 
to Ludwig for distinguishing clear- 
ly between the two Marys: Mary of 
Magdala and Mary of Bethany, so 
markedly different in character, 
yet so often confused in popular 
tradition. 

So, on the whole, the story is 
sympathetically told, with a close 
adherence to the New Testament 
records. The book is. wholly free 
from anything like the lurid and re- 
pulsive of Henri Bar- 
busse. The pictures of cities and 
villages, the desert and the lake 
are well painted. Ludwig has bor- 
rowed skillfully from contemporary 
writings about Palestine and Rome. 


He has studied, though not, per- 
haps, profoundly, the two great 
Jewish writers contemporary with 
the New Testament, Fiavius Jo- 
sephus and Philo of Alexandria. So 
the method of his earlier books, 
studious collections of documents, 
with added interpretation and illus- 
tration, is faithfully followed. 
When we come to his interpre- 
tation of the character of Jesus, 
we are likely to find Ludwig's work 
less satisfactory. In his view, the 
spiritual history of Jesus is divided 
into two contrasted parts. First, 
the earlier and brighter period, 
where Jesus is inspired by a warm 
and tender love of men, the ex- 
pression of a whole-hearted devo- 
tion to a loving and merciful 
Father. This is the period of suc- 
cessful teaching among the towns 
and villages about the Sea of Gali- 
lee, a success which was enhanced 
by the healing of the sick, regard- 
ed not as “‘miracies’’ in the old

The merit of ‘‘The Battle of the 
Horizons’’ is to be found in its 
appeal as a popular story. As we 
have intimated above, it has the 
cinematographic quality of speed. 
It contains a plausible, if superfi- 
cial, picture of conditions in post- 
war England, with the members of 
the Graham family serving as 
mouthpieces for conflicting ele- 
ments. There is the father, a Mem- 
ber of Parliament, who hunts, reads 
the classics, fumes over newspa- 
pers and is satisfied with life on a 
conservative plane. He believes that 
a woman’s place is in the home and 
that her duty is to raise children. 
His wife, Mary, is the mother, too 
busy with worrying over her chil- 
dren to bother with contemporary 
problems save when they touch the 
:1 life of the family. Patricia, the old- 
) est daughter, is a sculptress; she 

has an unhappy love affair, but re- 
) her ch of redeeming it 
because her conscience won't let 
her take her lover away from his 
wife and children. Denis Mortlake, 
the combination Aldous Huxley- 
Noel Coward, who loves Patricia, 
typifies a stratum of post-war Brit- 
ain that has been vociferously artic- 
ulate on its own behalf in the past 
ten years: he has his effect on 
Athene and serves as an instrument 
in the unfolding of the plot. Bobs, 
the youngest daughter of the Gra- 
hams, is an ardent young Commu- 
nist until she forgets much of her 
theorizing in a happy marriage with 
a nice boy. Clifford, Bobs’s twin, is 
rather thoughtless, a bit of a waster 
but not in the least vicious. 

And there you have the family

UCH ink has been used in the

two baby girls. But her great fear 
was the man who was their leader, 
the cross-breed in whom ‘“‘the cold 
savage cruelty of the white man 
was grafted on the bestial ferocity 
of the jungle.’

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Japan Strides Ahead

is admirably depicted in the open- 
ing chapters. The code of restraint 
from early youth, leading to a sen- 
sitiveness utterly misunderstdod by 
strangers, the lack of philosophic 
detachment that makes a Japanese 
one of the last of the adult races to 
be able to take himself lightly, the 
lack of appreciation of irony, the 
avoidance of the blunt word and 
the umequivocal expression—all 

faults are handled frankly by 
an observer who believes the Japa~- 
nese posseas virtues as great if not 
greater than those he lacks. At 
any rate, the much higher degree 
of spiritual perception, the natural- 
ness of the real Japanese, the ca- 
pacity for self-denying discipline 
and heroism, the sustained idealism 
on the popular level are ali quali- 
ties on which Japan need fear com- 
parison, the author believes, with 
no people on earth. The race pride 
which perpetuates them and the 
oral and written tradition which 
hands them down have found a tre- 
mendous ally in the Japanese adap- 
tation of the modern school sys- 
tem, and the popular awe and ven- 
eration of the Emperor’s picture, 
so often derided by observers who 
do not realize low racial qualities 
are built up and sustained, form a 
characteristic embodiment of the 
mystical respect for the essential 
solidarity which is the very core of 
Japan's secret strength. 

Mr. Brown sees with a wider and 
a more politically inclined vision, 
but it is much the same Japan that 
one encounters in his more volu- 
minous pages. He has spent a life- 
time of more than thirty years in 
missionary work in Japan, and he 
is the logical successor of Dr. Gu- 
lick in the special work of justify- 
ing Japan and the things that go 
to make up the real Japan before 
the American public. ‘Japan in 
the World of Today” is written 
with the practical discursiveness 
one would expect from a writer 
who is producing his fifteenth book 
on the Orient. It is a current criti- 
cism from ‘‘old hands,’’ such as the 
Kobe Chronicle group has gathered

Brown’s method provides exact 
facts about many of the vita) in- 
ternational relations of Japan 
where Mr. Allen’s essays appear 
amateurish by comparison. In 
truth, the conscientious student of 
the Far East must read both these 
types of books to get a well-rounded 
vision of the people. For no group 
has more honestly identified itself 
with the Japanese mind than have 
the missionaries; and it must be 
admitted, as it cannot be in other 
- countries, that they and their fol- 
lowers are among the most power- 
ful and respected elements in the 

apanese people. 

The chapters on Japan in Korea 
and Manchuria, Japan's part in the 
World War and the subsequent 
adventure in Shantung are models 
of terse and informative history of 
the immediate past. The account 
of Japanese industry and Govern- 
ment are rich in personal observa- 
tion and apt instance, wherein not 
merely the anecdote but the retro- 
spect over a term of years make 
the observation telling. It is one 
thing to read of the humorlessness 
of the Japanese under certain cir- 
cumstances; it is another to come 
across this case of an applicant for 
a@ post as correspondent for a Lon- 
don newspaper: ‘As for my knowl- 
edge of English and capacity for 
journalistic work, I cannot myself 
say much for them, but you may 
perhaps be able to roughly estimate 
them by these lines. With regard 





to my personal reliability and 
honest character I can, however, 
unscrupulously vouchsafe them.”’ 
The signs that say ‘‘Antique Curios 
Bought, Sold and Made” and ‘‘Furs 
Made From Our Skin or Yours’ 
are old friends, but sumething can 
still be said for the tailor who ad- 
vertised ‘ Ladies and 
Gentlemen Are Invited to Come In 
and Have Fits,” and many an 
American will sympathize with the 
express company which promised 
“Baggage Sent in Every Direc- 
tion.”’ 

One of the most interesting parts 
of Mr. Brown's book is his discus- 
sion of the religious life of Japan, 
and particularly his narrative of 
the history of Shintoism during the 
past two or three generations of 
contact with Western thought. He 
draws an effective parallel between 
the essentially patriotic character 
of the faith and that of the Roman 
worship of its own pagan polythe- 
ism in the empire of Augustus. A 
worship sanctified among the peo- 
ple as a formal tribute to the exist- 
ing order was then not less sacred 
because not every one believed in 
the supernatural character of the 
responses that ran counter to the 
laws of nature. The Japanese Gov- 
ernment’s attempt to distinguish 
between social and patriotic Shin- 
toism on the one hand and relig- 
ious Shintoism on the other has led 
to a long controversy in which all 
the native sects of Christians have 
apparently joined, since their ob- 
servance is now commanded under 
pain of disloyalty. Likewise, the 
modern rejuvenation of Buddhism 
is thoughtfully and sympathetically 
treated, though along with the trib- 
ute to the modern Christian hero, 
Toyohiho Kagawa, like mention 
should surely have been made of 
Tenko Nishida, whose extraordi- 
nary influence on young Japan has 
reincarnated a Buddha-like spirit in 
the twentieth century, and has fur- 
nished a reminder to all who know 
Japan that in spite of all the na- 
tion’s modernism it is still heart 
and soul in and of the East.

Following the introduction are 
chapters on the development of 
these liberal and conservative 
forces in England, France, Ger- 
many and Italy during the nine- 
teenth century. One significant 
feature of this, the body of the 
book, is the tendency toward unifi- 
cation of the European liberal con- 
sciousness, and the striking illus- 
tration of this tendency is the mu- 
tual action and modification of the 
two types or systems of liberalism— 
French and English—rational and 
practical. Thus, in Engiand, the 
rise of industrialism and with it 
the rise of a new class unfettered 
by Burke's traditionglism made for 
freer consideration of social and 
economic questions. ‘‘Modern in- 
dustry, like everything modern, is 
the child of rationalism,’’ and there 
is ‘in the industrial mentality an 
inherent tendency toward clear and 
self-evident reasoning * * * and 
an equal hatred for all dogmatic 
obscurities, for the useless curiosi- 
ties of history and the medieval 
lumber of tradition.’”” Bentham was 
their philosopher and Ricardo and 
Malthus their economists. 

With the first Reform bill and 
the triumph of free trade in the re- 
peal of the Corn laws, liberalism 
almost against its will developed 
affirmative policies, at first to 
counteract the popular appeals of 
conservatism (such as the Reform 
bill of 1867) and then to combat 
the expanding imperialism that had 
not merely deprived the country of 
its insularity—no doubt a benefit— 
but also aimed to create in all 
branches of activity the super-or- 
ganization so familiar in America 
which tends to crush the individual 
in its machinery. France, on the 
other hand, commenced the century 
with constitutionalism as its ideal. 
But, radica] still and stimulated by 
the new industrial order, its think- 
ers from St. Simon and Fourier 
to Comte developed conceptions of 
society and the State as at once 
the lowest and highest unit of 
which individuals were merely com- 
ponent parts, like the molecules 
composing inanimate objects. A 
liberalism, truer to the author’s 
mind, is represented by de Tocque- 
ville, who has been the inspiration 





of the modern social and political 
conflicts, But they, too, have made 
distinctive contributions to the 
theory and practice of liberalism— 
Germany in the field of - political 
philosophy and Italy in its disposi- 
tion of the ever-present struggle 
between the temporal and the 
spiritual. And in Germany and 
Italy, as elsewhere, the problem of 
the day is to deal with industrial- 
ism: and the hordes it litters so 
prolifically wherever it takes its 
abode. 

‘That the curbing of industrialist 
is the vital problem of today is im- 
plicit in Professor Ruggiero’s whole 


.} statement. His ‘‘history’’ com- 


mences only with the industrial 
revolution (which happened to be- 
gin its portentous course at about 
the same time that the social and 
political revolution in France burst 
upon the world). The elements 
that constitute in the author’s view 
the crisis of liberalism today and 
the democratic, socialistic and na- 
tionalistic tendencies that he criti- 
cizes are nearly all the products of 
industrialism. But, facing these 
realities, he still will not concede 
the impossibility of a social and 
political organization that will not 
merely permit the free scope and 
development of individual activity, 
but will actually enhance and real- 
ize the potentialities of individual- 
ism. In the last section of the 
book the author defines liberalism 
as he understands the word, and 
shows how every variety of thought 
from conservatism to socialism has 
its contribution to make to the lib- 
eral state which is the ideal form 
that makes possible effective indi- 
vidual freedom. Liberalism is not 
radical and does not stand for an- 
archy—but the spur of pure criti- 
cism is one of its invaluable tools. 
Nor is it bound by existing conven- 
tions and customs—but the accu- 
mulated experience and thought of 
history are to be molded rather 
than thrown in the dump. The 
theory of the French and the prac- 
tice of the British are to be fused 
in such manner as to create a sys- 
tem at once actual and effective. 

The book is much more than a 
history. Indeed (admirably com- 
pact and exact as it is), like most 
good historical works, it is written 
from a particular point of view and 
perhaps, therefore, incompletely. 
The first two sections serve to illus- 
trate the last part, and the whole 
book is as much a new and lumi- 
nous page in the history of liberal- 
ism as it is itself a history. As is 
fitting for such a work, the style 
sometimes reaches heights of great 
eloquence, and there is scarcely a 
page that does not contain some 
pregnant and acute perception of 
the past or the present. An ade- 
quate review is peculiarly difficult 
because of the economy with which 
this book is written. 

There is an extensive bibliography 
at the end, which should be useful 
to students of the subject. In con- 
clusion, the reviewer should not 
fal to mention the excellence of the

(tTH the heat of battle 
over, it is now possible to 
take a calmer view of the 
events of the American 

auction season just passed. Thanks 
to a selected list of prices furnished 
by the American Art Association 
we are able to run over briefly the 
outstanding incidents that took 
place at their book sales. They have 
given prices without comment, leav- 
jing to whoever will the business of 
drawing inferences. One of the first 
that occurs is that this last year 
provided no greater thrills than the 
year before, in fact, the total figure 
of $756,212.50 for the season marks 
a@ decline of about $150,000 from the 
one previous. It is being dinned 
into our consciousness more and 
more forcibly that sales of such di- 
mensions as the Hoe, Huntington, 
Hagen and Jones are not being 
made any more. They belong tothe 
past and great private collections 
must be drawn from other sources 
hereafter. The most noted private 
libraries in this country have be- 
come institutional in nature and it 
is most unlikely that their contents, 
except duplicates, will ever appear 
at public auction. 

Of course we have still the phe- 
nomenon of the English auction 
room to reckon with, with its pro- 
cession of famous sales beginning 
with the Britwell Court series and 
coming down to the recent highly 
important collection of Americana 
sold by Lord Leconfield of Petworth 
House. Some of the overflow has 
reached this country in sales like 
that of Charles Plumtre Johnson 
and others and of Sidney Colvin at 
Anderson’s, and the Hatton collec- 
tion of Dickens, the Garnett letters, 
the Kipling and other sales from 
nameless English sources held at 
the American Art last season. 

*,* 

NE of the most successful sales 

of this nature was conducted 

at Anderson’s last November, 
when books and manuscripts from 
miscellaneous English sources shat- 
tered previous records with some 
startling new figures. Kipling’s 
“The Smith Administration’’ 
soared to $14,000, while a ‘‘School- 
boy Lyrics’’ and ‘“‘Echoes"’ reached 
$4,750 and $6,000 at the same sale. 
A Blake original water color “‘Si- 
meon Prophesying Over the Infant 
Christ’’ fetched $6,100 and an un- 
published letter of Keats $6,600. No 
summary of the Anderson Galleries’ 
season similar to that of the Ameri- 
can Art is available, but as they 
had several) brilliant successes lately 
it would not be uninteresting to re- 
view some of their records here. 

They had the distinction of selling 
two Gwinett documents, one at the 
Hollingsworth sale for $19,200, the 
other at the Jenkins sale for $18,- 
600. A book containing two signa- 
tures cf Thomas Lynch from the 
Jenkins collection brought $7,500. 
The prices on some Lincoln letters 
in the Hertz sale ranged from 
$1,050 to $2,900. The height of the 
Volibehr sale of incunabula was 
reached by the ‘“‘Schatzbehalter’’ of 
Koberger, which touched an even 
$2,000. There were three interest- 
ing dispersals of English literature. 
'The Kern collection boasted a 
Gray’s ‘“‘Elegy’"’ which fetched 
$4,900, and a ‘‘Robinson Crusoe,” 
$4,200. In the Tomlinson sale Her- 
rick’s ‘‘Hesperides”’ sold for $2,200, 
a Fourth Folio Shakespeare $1,725, 
“Tristram Shandy’’ $1,500, and 
“Leaves of Grass’ $1,800. The 
Elizabethan Library of 8. N. Levy 
yielded a large paper ‘‘Sentimental 
Journey’’ at $1,575. Spenser's 
“Complaints” at $1,000, Painter’s 
“Palace of Pleasure’ at $8,400, and 
Marlowe’s ‘‘Rich Jew of Malta’’ at 
$7,600. The last figure was reached 
in another sale by Poe's own copy 
of ‘“‘The Raven.’”’

000; the set of ‘Pickwick Papers”’ 
in the Hatton collection, which set 
a new high level of $16,300; Kip- 
ling’s ‘‘Letters of Marque,’ Vol. I, 
in wrappers, which climbed to $10,- 
900 (the identical copy having 
brought $1,525 in 1928); Blake's 
“Europe: A Prophecy,’’ which was 
knocked down for $11,300; a letter 
of Burns to “Chioris,”” which was 
sold for $7,800, and a presentation 
copy of Conrad’s ‘‘The Nigger,’’ in 
the Garnett sale, which realized 
$4,900. 

But these were the best that the 
season had to offer and for the 
most part the auction material was 
monotonously lacking in distinc- 
tion. Even at that the interest of 
collectors never lagged, bidders 
flocked to the sales, and hirtherto 
unconsidered trifles began to take 
on an aspect of importance. The 
predominance of the modern note 
and the enthusiasm which greeted 
sales which featured modern first 
editions is accounted for by the 
paucity of the older rarities and 
the advent of the man in the street 
as a collector. There is no mistak- 
ing the direction of the cfrrent 
when records are made such as 
$270 for Amy Lowell’s ‘Dream 
Drops,"’ the same for Dreiser's 
“Sister Carrie,”’ $160 for Hearn’s 
“Clarimonde,”’ $2,350 for Hardy’s 
1903 ‘‘The Dynasty’’ and $2,000 for 
another copy,

ENERAL SAM HOUSTON, for 
whom the 1928 Democratic conven- 
tion city was named, had but a few 
days before won the independence 
of the Republic of Texas at the Battle of 
San Jacinto when the Democratic National 
Convention of 1836 met at Baltimore. The 
gallant frontiersmen who had poured into 
the Texas country for nearly two decades 
before freedom was achieved came largely 
from the Southern Democratic States of 
the Union, and when their newspapers, 
weeks later, arrived from Baltimore it 
is of record that they paused in the prep- 
arations for their new nationalism and 
avidly read what the party had done back 
home. 

There was news indeed! Old Hickory, 
by whom the Texans swore, had done 
what he had vowed to do ‘“‘By the Etar- 
nal,’’ and the Democratic Party had nomi- 
nated a New Yorker for President, Martin 
Van Buren of Kinderhook. For second 
place it had chosen the slayer of Tecumseh, 
a Kentucky paladin, Richard M. Johnson 
by name. The Texans could not vote be- 
yond their own boundaries; they had tasks 
enough before them to set up the ma- 
chinery of a nation, its long southern bor- 
der picketed by an enemy which smarted 
under the defeat of San Jacinto and the 
capture of: Santa Ana on his fleet white 
mule. But the Texans hoped even then 
to join their land to the land whence they 
came, and, while there were plenty of 
Whigs among them, the inspiration of Jef- 
ferson and Jackson had put Democrats in 
the great majority.

The world was thrilled into an 
ecstasy of emotion when Lindbergh 
crossed the Atlantic, and certainly 
that adventure had the heroic touch. 
When that young man came to 
earth: after his long, long, lonely 
flight, our imagination was stirred 
by the romance of an achievement 
which outdid the gods of old my- 
thology.

RESIDENT COOLIDGE has

It 
does not take them long there to 
get back their flavor. That's a tip 
to Mr. Coolidge when it comes to 
the eating end.

lot above Pittsburgh, on what 
used to be known as the Schen- 
a massive steel 
framework is slowly rising. It might 
be mistaken for an ambitious new 
hotel, whose guests would catch 
glimpses of the skies above the hov- 
ering smoke and fog of the Golden 
Triangle. It might be mistaken for 
an office building, deposited by a 
clerical error on a spot where no 
office building ought to be. It is, in 
fact, the new plant of the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh. It is the first 
skyscraper ever erected in a cow 
pasture and the first ever devoted 

to the uses of higher education. 

The architects of American col- 
leges and universities have almost 
always tried to express in their 
buildings something of the tradi- 
tional, the monastic and the other- 
worldly. The splendid Gothic of the 
Harkness Quadrangle at Yale, of 
the Princeton dormitories and of 
the youthful University of Chicago 
is well known. The chaste clas- 
sical spirit broods over Harvard and 
the University of Virginia. Stan- 
ford glows in golden sandstone, 
with an ancestry running to the 
Alhambra and beyond. Pittsburgh 
will be Gothic, for its architect, 
Charles Z. Kilauder, has made a 
lifelong study of that exuberant 
style of building. But it will be 
Gothic frankly confessing its steel 
skeleton, speaking with an Ameri- 
can accent in every inch of its 
tenth-of-a-mile altitude, and look- 
ing to the future rather than to the 
past. It will be the voice of new 
ideals that are beginning to trans- 
form higher education in America. 
It will be the realized dream, both 
educationally and architecturally, 
of one of the foremost of the coun- 
try’s new breed of college Presi- 
dents, Chancellor John G. Bow- 
man. 

It will also be the interpretation, 
as nearly as building/materials can 
do it, of the aspiring soul of a prac- 
tical and material-minded city. For 
the University of Pittsburgh is as 
essentially a part of its city as are 
the steel mills. Of its 10,000 stu- 
dents, 90 per cent. go home every 
night. Of its graduates, the great 
majority settle in Pittsburgh or in 
Western Pennsylvania. The uni- 
versity is Pittsburgh trying to lift 
itself by its own bootstraps—and 
succeeding marvelously well. The 
steel in the new building is Pitts- 
burgh steel, the glass is Pitts- 
burgh glass, and the intangibles 
which these materials will symbol- 
ize are also Pittsburgh's. 


Y the end of the Summer the 
riveters will be riding aloft 
seven or eight stories. By the 

Fall of 1930 the structure, which 
Sir Michael Sadler called ‘‘the most 
beautiful of all modern buildings of 
its kind,” will be ready to receive 
students. Thus will be realized a 
dream to which for more than eight 
years Chancellor Bowman has de- 
voted himself. 


Dr. Bowman came to Pittsburgh 
at the height of a varied and suc- 
cessful career. He had worked his 
way through the University of Iowa 
by raising hogs and working in 
lumber camps.

5,000 rivers and sizable streams are 
mapped. 

Where State highways and coun- 
try roads of importance are slashed 
by these streams there are bridges, 
mostly modern, too, of iron and 
steel; for. nowadays, when an old 
wooden structure is condemned or 
is carried away by Spring fresh- 
ets, something in keeping with the 
requirements of twentieth century 
motor travel replaces it. But Maine 
is a fairly big State, many of its 
country roads are still of dirt and 
gravel, and bridges are lacking on 
some of them even in the automo- 
bile age. 

Horses as a means of transporta- 
tion are becoming scarcer each year 
on obscure farms as well as in the 
cities, and flivver-fours and snap- 
py-sixes more plentiful. The scope 
of the ruralist’s peregrinations has 
so broadened, therefore, that the 
homely old ferries at out-of-the-way 
places are very busy. 

Even the inconspicuous rowboat 
may be called a ferry when it trans- 
ports passengers for hire from one 
shore to another.

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GIRAFFES IN EGYPTIAN ART 


Grotesque Animal Figure, Carved on Rocks 
And Tombs, Was a Favorite Motif 


giraffe, gro- 

tesque physical structure, 
was a favorite subject of il- 
lustration among the ancients. 

The influence of this strange Afri- 
can animal on the art of past ages 
is. discussed in a monograph pre- 
pared by Dr. Berthold Laufer, Cura- 
tor of Anthropology of the Field 
Museum of Natural History in Chi- 
cago, and illustrated with modern 
photographs and reproductions of 


ress of the anima! from its earliest 
known beginnings. The giraffe ap- 
pears to have been known to the 
Egyptians from earliest antiquity. 
They had a pictographic sign for 
it in their hieroglyphic writing. 
They made ivory combs, - whose 
handles bore a marked resemblance 
to the. outline of the long-necked 
beast. And figures of the giraffe 
were painted on their vases and 
burned into their pottery. 

Dr. Laufer recalls that on an ex- 
pedition to Lower Nubia in 1906 
Professor Breasted heard a report 
current among the natives that 
there was an undiscovered temple 
far out in the desert behind Abu 
Simbel. Various explorers had 
sought it in the neighboring desert, 
but without success. Accompanied 
by a native who asserted that he 
had located this temple, Professor 
Breasted struck out into the desert. 
After a journey of two hours, his 
guide pointed to what looked like 
a distant building rising out of the 


fj sand to the north. 


‘As we drew near,”’ the explorer 
later wrote, “the supposed building 
resolved itself into an isolated crag 
of rock projecting from the sand 


and pierced by two openings which 


passed completely through it, so 
that the desert hills on the far 
horizon were clearly visible through 
them. One of these openings very 
much resembled a door, and tc 
complete the delusion, it bears on 
one side a number of prehistoric 
drawings—two boats, two giraffes, 
two ostriches and a number of 
smaller animals—-which might be 
easily mistaken by a native for 
hieroglyphic writing. There can be 
no doubt that this curious natural 
formation and the archaic draw- 
ings upon it are the source of the 
fabled temple in the desert behind 
Abu Simbel.’’ 


drawings, according to 
Dr. Laufer, are in all probabili- 
ty the oldest representations of 
giraffes in the world. They are, he 
adds, “‘the spontaneous productions 
of a primitive artist with a keen 
eye for observation and possessed 
of great power of expression.” - 
Some time between 1501 and 1480 
B. C., Queen Hatshepsut sent a 
naval expedition to establish com- 
mercial relations with the Land of 
Punt. A sculptured record of this 
peaceful is preserved 
on the wall of her temple at Der 
el-Bahri, on the west side of the 
Nile at Thebes. In this procession 
the giraffe is represented. Unfor- 
tunately the figure is mutilated, but 
even without its head, says Dr. 
Laufer, it is a work of art, body 
and legs being well modeled. 


Wealthy Egyptians kept dogs, 
leopards and 


*|jshowing a Nubian guiding a walk- 


ing giraffe with a rein dates back 
to the reign of Tut-ankh-Amen. It 
is depicted on the walls of the tomb 
of Huy, Viceroy of Nubia. In an- 
other scene from this same tomb 


in their branches and giraffes nib- 
bling at their leaves, a scene, says 
Dr. Laufer, ‘‘remarkable for its 
grace and exquisite realism.” There 
are also Nubians shown carrying 
gold, skins and giraffe tails. Inci- 
dentally, giraffe tails are still high- 
ly prized from Kordofan to Uganda. 
In an Egyptian story they figure 


among the presents given to a ship- 
wrecked sailor by his kindly host, 
a giant serpent. 

In the folklore of the Hottentot 
the giraffe also plays a prominent 
part. A wall-painting from a coun- 
cil room in the palace at Gaviro, 
Ubena, Southeast Africa, shows 
three giraffes in company with two 
zebras. On a weather-beaten rock 
in the Taureg country in the Sa- 
hara the figure of a giraffe was 
found engraved. E. F. Gautier, 
who discovered it in 1908, says, this 
picture bears all the characteristics 
of a great antiquity. The giraffe 
is not known ever to have lived in 
the Taureg country. It was, how- 
ever, traded back and forth across 
the desert. 


Old writers speculated about the 
peculiarities and origin of the 
giraffe. Some held the giraffe was 
a distinct species, others that it was 
a@ grotesque hybrid. 

“The giraffe,’’ says Ibn al-Fagib, 
an Arabic geographer who lived 
about A. D. 1022, ‘‘has the stature 
of the camel, the head of a stag, 
hoofs like those of cattle and a tail 
of a bird.”’ 


The Arabs, like most Oriental peo- 
ples, paid much attention to dreams 
and developed a pseudo-science of 
divination based on them. Thus 
the appearance of a giraffe in a 
dream is interpreted by Damiri as 
follows: 

“A giraffe seen in a dream indi- 
cates a financial calamity. Some- 
times it signifies a respectable or a 
beautiful woman, or the receipt of 
strange news to come from the di- 
rection from which the animal is 
seen. There is, however, no good 
in the news.”’

and sheli-shocked and maimed and 
massacred in another world war. 
The youth of England, whose lives 
depend a good deal upon his fine 
intelligence, are inclined to think 
him rather a bore. 

Outside the circle of very small 
groups of scholars and students 
few English people have heard of 
William Macdougall or Dr. William 
Brown, the biggest men today in 
mental philosophy and human psy- 
chology. They are building bridges 
between this life and eternity. They 
are studying the mechanism of the 
mind and reaching out toward the 
supernormal senses. They are, any- 
how, trying to find a clue to the 
philosophy of life by which men 
and women may get nearer to truth. 
Rather futile work, as one must 
admit. Who wants to get nearer to 
truth when it is so important to get 
nearer to the race track or the ring?

T needs a lot of courage for a 

man like Malcolm Campbell to 

drive a motor car at 207 miles 
an hour at the imminent risk 
of life. What marvelous nerve! 
What e gamble with death! But 
then what? . It needed more 
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haps we are all missing them in 
the overcrowded bookshops. Ber- 
nard Shaw and H. G. Wells have, 
among living English authors (not 
forgetting that Shaw is Irish), done 
most to change .the mentality of 
their generation by awakening the 
middle-class mind to its own absurd- 
ities. But they have not given any 
real philosophy to life, or be- 
queathed new hope to their fellow- 
creatures, or awakened a more sen- 
sitive appreciation of life’s great 
gifts. No, I am afraid we must 
leave out many of our best sellers 
from the pantheon of | national 
heroes, although some of them are 
artists and worth their reward. 

It is in science and social service 
—but very little in statesmanship— 
that we may find most of our heroes 
and heroines. I should say that 
Edison and Marconi are entitled to 
the immortality of fame because 
they have given to mankind new 
powers that have created opportu- 
nities of happiness and knowledge— 
not yet fully used. The leaders of 


typhoid inoculation—and a great 
body of men and women who are 
fighting disease with superb pa- 
tience and with a self-sacrifice that 
has gained many victories of knowl- 
edge in the last twenty years, de- 
serve more hero worship than our 
record breakers in the field of 
sport. Yet who knows their names? 

Who, beyond Harley Street, Lon- 
don, and one little crowd of devo- 
tees, has heard of Mary Scharlieb, 
the great woman surgeon and the 
pioneer of women doctors, now writ- 
ing her first novel at the age of. 83 
in her spare time between major 
operations and her work in the hos- 
pitals? Surely one of the great wo- 
men of the world, yet not so famous 
as Bebe Daniels! What do I know 
of women in America who are real 
leaders of thought? I can mention 
only one of them, Mrs. Catt, but I 
don't know much about her. Not 


"| nearly so much as I want to know. 


There is very little publicity for the 
people who are doing the work that 
counts. 

My little portrait gallery of Amer- 
ican heroes now living includes Mr. 
Kellogg for his scheme of outlawing 
war, which sounds pretty good to 
me, although difficult to work; and 
Mr. Hoover for what he did when 
the American Relief Association 
was saving the starving millions of 


Europe; and Mr. Hughes, who 
worked hard to get that naval 
agreement before later events seem 
to have raised new difficulties—and 
new dangers. And there is Henry 
Ford, who understands much more 
than the inside of his own motor 
cars. 

That's a poor list! There must be 
others. Perhaps Americans will 
disagree even with my limited selec- 
tion. But the point I am making 
is that the real leaders of thought 
are mostly unknown, while Babe 

Ruth with his sunny smile (I’ve no 
grudge against him) is world-fa- 
mous. 

What are we going to do about 
it? We ought to do something 
about it because the world is desper- 
ately in need of leadership at the 
present time, and, in my humble 
judgment, we can’t afford to wait 
very long for a general increase in 
intelligence without risking some 
very unpleasant consequences, 
which may spoil sport and break up 
the game of youth, and make even 
record breakers seem rather negli- 
gible, because science is putting 
new powers into the hands of man- 
kind which will make a mess of 
things unless our mentality and our 
morality rise to the same heights of 
power, and control them for the use 
rather than the destruction of hu- 
manity. 

The truth is, I fear, that we can- 
not get great leadership if we don't 
want it. Leaders are produced by 
the spirit of their age, and our age 
is mostly interested in having a 
good time at all costs, and avoiding 
thought as much as possible. Pro- 
fessional sport, the latest stunt, the 
applause of the crowd for some fel- 
low who gets in the quickest time 
from one place to another, are not 
likely to produce national leaders 
who dare to tell the truth or who 
are inspired by some spiritual gen- 
jus. At least they are not likely to 
get much encouragement. That is 
a gloomy thought. 

The cheerful hope is that in all 
nations today, however lacking in 


unknown, who are doing fine and 
splendid work without any desire 
for publicity, beyond the sense of 
service to their fellow-beings, and 
whose intelligence and character

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How Easily ‘We Are’ Satisfied 3 in: the Theatre 
Personality in Plays —Mareo as a

T the close of the season all of 
us playgoing. wights who 
are left in town may slyly 
congratulate ourselves upon 

having had an enjoyable year in the 
theatre. 
the productions have been good.. Ac- 
cording to figures compiled at an in- 
dustrious adjoining desk, 278 pro- 
ductions, including 155 musicals, 
have been made in New York since 
the theatres began to reopen last 
‘August. That may seém amazing to 
ny one who appreciates the amount 
of work involved in staging even the 
most lethal-blooded drama. But no 
matter how numerous the wretched 
plays have been—from ‘“‘What the 
Doctor Ordered” to ‘‘Kidding -Kid- 
ders’’—no season that has yielded 
*'Porgy, »» “Escape, tT “The Royal 
“Strange -Interlude,”’ 
pte Bound,” ’ “‘Coquette” ‘ and 
**Marco Millions” can be set down as 
meédiocre. ‘We of the audience ‘are 
not gourmands: If you feed‘us ex- 
tremely well eight or ten times in a 
geason we keepin good health and 
spirits. 
2 
VEN the slightest disinterested 
‘reflection, however, should 
prove that our’standards are too 
low. Eight or ten excellent plays, 
twenty or twenty-five good ‘ones, rep- 
resent a percentage that ‘would be 
intolerable in baseball. ‘To ‘be satis- 
fied, as we have to be, with plays 
that are merely workable, ’is to be 
satisfied much too easily. The 
patrons of what other art would ‘be 
content merely -to see the trick well 
turned—the novel ‘skillfully written, 
the concerto -ingeniously. designed, 
the portrait cleverly painted? Such: a 
comparison, of course, is ‘not com- 
pletely fair to the drama, for ‘noyels, 
concertos and portraits of .all: coun- 
tries and periods are by nature more 
endurable; they are. still.to ‘be had 
and: studied in their original forms, 
while the old -plays—even of; last 
season—cannot be’ re-created..on: the 
stage; their actors, their..directors 
have gone separate ways. For the 
most part, the comparison holds true. 
When the old favorites are occasion- 
ally revived, like “The Second Mrs. 
Tanqueray’”’ or ‘Mrs. Dane’s De- 
fence,’”’ they have obviously aged so 
disenchantingly that we know - at 
once they were not fashioned of im- 
mortal stuff. And the few plays that 
still endure the ordeal‘ of revival 
merely attest to the superiority of 
their authors—to Shaw’s dynamic 
personality, Ibsen’s genius, Sher- 
idan’s wit, Goldsmith’s warm: humor 
and Shakespeare’s grandeur. By and 
large, standards, motives, personal- 
ities in the theatre are so common- 
place that a workmanlike play is ac- 
counted an achievement. But that, 
as Sherlock Holmes used to say, is 
elementary. 
o,° 

OT that unalloyed entertainment 
N is. an inferior motive in any 

form of art. .Any standards 
that seemed to patronize ‘‘The Royal 
Family” or ‘‘Paris Bound’’ would ‘be 
insufferably false. Beyond their hug- 
ger-mugger of humors: and. wit, 
which delight us immeasurably, these 
comedies give expression to stimu- 
lating personalities, to authors who 
have something genuinely gay to 
contribute to modern life. Kneading 
materials with which they are per- 
fectly familiar, bubbling with fresh 
ideas, the writers of these two en- 
gaging comedies have communicated 
themselves along with their charac- 


. ters and episodes—their sympathetic 


and ironic points of ‘view, their tol- 
erance and understanding, their fund 
of merriment. ‘‘Inverting the cup of 
reason,’ they pour’ out” generous 
libations to Dionysus. Contrast these 
comedies with the otiose balderdash 
thrice familiar to the stage in which 
an arbitrary plot is laboriously in- 
flated into a play. In such pieces 
there is no flavor of personality; 
there’ is nothing except musty con- 
ventions, hackneyed dialogue and 
battered puppets for characters. Even 
when the author’s technique suffices, 
the achievement is mean. It debases 
the theatre. It lacks the odor of life.

ND as an example of the free play 
of a personality in the theatre

WHE ‘pendulum of art is con- 
stantly, oscillating between re- 
alism and fancy. In painting, 


the swing in Paris has for. 


some time been away from realism, 
and the rest of the, world has fol- 
lowed Paris. In the theatre Paris 
has allowed the rest of the world to 
lead and .is now only . following. in 
the same direction. She is trying 
hard to‘catch up, but I cannot help

HEN Arthur Hopkins was 

writing the party scene 

which helped to establish 

the fame of ‘‘Burlesque’’— 
thereby answering his own question, 
‘How's Your Second Act?’’—he 
made. ome of the characters a com- 
poser. Then last Summer, when he 
was rehearsing this same second act, 
preparatory to the run of the Wat- 
ters-Hopkins comedy at the Plym- 
outh Theatre, he found that this 
part: required a, real musician—any- 
way, a real piano player. Mr. Hop- 
kins had him drifting to the piand 
almost as soon as he entered the 
room and playing all the rest of the 
act. 

Under the circumstances, the pro- 
ducer engaged Oscar Levant to 
operate the grand piano on the stage. 
The latter had considered himself 
just.a pianist up to that time, but he 
then found it necessary to join the 
Actors’ Equity Asociation, Though no 
proof had been brought forward that 
he. could act, there was general agree- 
ment as to his. musical ability, and 
so he was admitted to membership. 
Ipso facto he became an actor. 

Levant hails from Pittsburgh. He 
once thought of’ himself as a poten- 
tial concert pianist, and studied for 
a while under Stojowski, at whose re- 
quest he played several times for 
Paderewski. The dictgphone fails to 
record exactly what the» former 
Polish Premier said, but soon there- 
after young Levant accepted an of- 
fer to play with Ben Bernie's orches- 
tra at the Hotel Roosevelt. He ac- 
companied Bernie into vaudeville, 
and then-went with Paul Whiteman’s 
band. Recently he has made records 
for Brunswick, ‘including George 
Gershwin's ‘“‘Rhapsody in Blue.’’ Up 
to the hour of going to press, Mr. 
Gershwin had not protested. 

Several tunes which Levant has 
written for his own enjoyment have 
proved popular, ‘‘Sweeping the Cob- 
webs Off the Moon” being perhaps 
the best known of these. 

When he first joined the cast of 
‘“‘Burlesque’’ Levant assembled the 
kind of score for. the second’ act 
which would meet with the approval 
of Mr. Hopkins. Said score was then 
set down for future reference, and of 
coufse the parts of it which are cued 
into dramatic scenes are always :fol- 
lowed, but so long as Mr. Levant is 
at the piano he changes songs from 
time to time. If he likes a new tune 
he plays that—Gershwin and Rod- 
gers tines come tinkling out as soon

The Love Interest. 

WO years ago Frances Shelley, 
ingenue of ‘‘Rain or Shine,’’ 
that musicalized depiction of cir- 
cus goings-on at the George M. 
Cohan . Theatre,, was, like Miss 
Chamberlain ‘directly helow, exhibit- 

ing her skill on a typewriter. 

Miss Shelley, in brief, first became 
entangled in the theatrical profes- 
sion when she was a stenographer in 
the office of Famous Players in To- 
ronto, the city of her birth. Pos- 
sibly because she ‘was considered too 
attractive to frivol her time away 
over box-office statements and the 
various other matters having to do 
with the executive affairs of amuse- 
ment enterprises, she was ‘inserted 
in the stage show of a’ Toronto 
movie house. There it was revealed 
that she had more or less talent and 
a considerable amount of what Eli- 
nor Glyn is said, in her quaint way, 
to call ‘‘it.’’ 

On January 23, 1927—her twentieth 
birthday,’ incidentally—~Miss Shelley 
invested $19.49 with the Canadian 
Pacific Railway and hied herself to 
New York, wotting not that a year 
and a month later she would be the 
leading feminine member of a 
Broadway musical.. She reached this 
destination by way of the Parody, 
Helen Morgan and Richman Clubs, 
brief service in the musical ‘‘A la 
Carte,” and the alertness of her 
agent, Ralph Farnum, who brought 
her work to the attention of A. L. 
Jones and Morris Green, producers 
of the. Jae Cook show, 


A Coast Comedienne, 
EARCHING the archives for 
S items about those who have “ar- 
rived” on Broadway, the thea- 
trical historian invariably discovers 
various references to the circum- 
stance that many players reach their 
goal only after intensive study and 
rigorous training.

definitely belongs Peggy Chamber- 
lain, who gives and takes rough 
freatment in ‘‘Here’s Howe!,’’ the 
Broadhurst Theatre’s musical play. 
Miss Chamberlain, in a manner of 
speaking, has never been inside a 
dancing school, and anybody with 
half an ear will confirm the state- 
ment that no voice’ culturist ever 
collected so much as a dime of hers. 

Actually she did not intend to go 
on the stage in the first place. A 
flash back to 1921 discloses her 
breaking the world’s record, no less, 
for speed in shorthand. The inter- 
national champion could then have 
been. found in a court room in her 
native San Francisco, a demure cub 
reporter of 15 years. There she sat, 
writing her 299 words a minute—all 
about scandalous divorce suits and 
murders and hold-ups for readers of 
The San Francisco Call. And until 
an observant policewoman concen- 
trated her gaze upon Miss Chamber- 
lain no one had noticed that she 
was a mere infant and had no place 
in court. But the officer let forth 
a howl of indignation and thus end- 
ed the chapter about Peggy, the girl 
reporter. 

Unwittingly the policewoman did 
Miss Chamberlain a favor and 
caused the young woman to turn 
to the calling of her parents, erst- 
while thespians. Notwithstanding 
the fact that her father managed 
then, even as he does now, the Fair- 
mount Hotel in San Francisco, the 
girl bought a ticket for Hollywood, 
where she secured a dancing job at 
the Plantation, a night club favored 
by various celluloid celebrities. The 
result was that before many Holly- 
wood suns had set Miss Chamberlain 
was doubling for several players and 
playing minor réles in Colleen 
Moore’s ‘‘Sally,’’? and with Laura La 
Plante in “‘The Midnight Sun” and 
Mae Murray in ‘“‘The Merry Widow.” 

About this time she began to cir- 
culate in the picture house presen- 
tations produced by Fanchon and 
Marco, They teamed Miss Cham- 
berlain with Ross Himes, with whom 
she hag been associated ever since.

MONG other acts which have 

deserted the varieties for a tem- 

porary: venture into musical 
shows is the team known as Jans 
and Whalen, now in and of “’The 
Greenwich Village Follies,’’ at the 
Winter Garden. Being somewhat 
versatile fellows who sing, dance, 
exchange repartee and play ukuleles, 
they were for several seasons con- 
sidered one of Mr. Albee’s comedy 
standbys. 

Harold Whalen comes of a theat- 
rical family, his parents being mem- 
bers of a vaudeville singing and talk- 
ing team. Although bérn in New 
York, he was literally snatched from 
his cradle and taken on tour. Up 
‘and down the country he traveled un- 
til he was five, when it was decided 





to have him join the act. His father 
devoted six months to teaching him 
how to execute a little jig, which he 
performed for the first time in Bos- 
ton, and survived. He had been two 
years at this when he was packed off 
to school, from which he did not 
emerge until he was 17, Soon he 
joined a burlesque troupe, which was 
chiefly notable for the fact that 
Jack Pearl was the comedian. He 
found two years of burlesque suffi- 
cient, and then went into vaudeville 
with a young woman named May 
Birch. 

Harry Jans, née Janswick, comes 
from New Haven, the home town of 
Yale, which university he attended 
for one long term. He left when the 
war began, returning with a com- 
mission and a Distinguished Service 
Cross. He had appeared in several 
amateur productions before going 
abroad, and in Paris he went to work 
with Elizabeth Brice. 

His next venture was‘ in Elsie 
Janis’s overseas show. When it 
closed Harry Jans and Winnie Light- 
ner made their appearance in- the 
vaudeville houses. They played to- 
gether until Miss Lightner deserted 
in favor of a London production. 

As it happened, the team of Wha- 
len and Birch had just dissolved 
partnership. Al Jolson introduced 
Jans and Whalen and suggested that 
they get together. That was seven 
years ago, and they have been to- 
gether ever since. Last Summer they 
were in Texas Guinan’s mélange, 
“Padlocks of 1927,” their first legiti- 
mate show. Rumor now has it that, 
unless prevented, they will soon pro- 
duce a play.

HE theatrical man on a bus- 
man’s holiday, arriving in 
Paris at 7:30 in the evening, 
still has time to go to the 
hotel ticket office and get seats for 
that night’s performance of some re- 
vue, It is well not to miss a night, as 
you will need them all for the revues 
put on for you and your kind, When 
you express your desire to see a 
show you will first be offered your 
choice of ‘‘Rose-Marie’’ or Ruth 
Draper, Brushing those aside, we 
hope you come first to Casino de 
Paris. That is the show that has 
Maurice Chevalier, Presuming that 
you haven’t seen M. Chevalier, we 
think of him as a sort of handsome 
Ed Wynn. It is reported that 
Chevalier. recently came to this 
country, but after watching Jolson, 
Wynn and Cantor decided that he 
couldn’t interest Americans. We are 
sure that he is wrong, for he is a 
combination of all of them, with a 
good deal of John Barrymore thrown 
in. 

One of the most laughable skits 
in the Casino revue was that. old 
one about the man rescuing -the 
suicide from the Seine, only.to learn 
from .her that she is a_ telephone 
operator ‘and to push her back >in.

The producers of the present. are 
coming more and more to realize the

must be no repellent thing, or idea, 
suggested: by -the title. It- must also 
have to do with something that is 
lively, vivid,.a recognized part of life 
and a definite reality.

Finally, and this is a very impor- 
tant adjunct, the title must be short 
enough to go easily upon a theatre 
marquee in’ electric lights. If it-is 
too long, it will be shortened, like a 
nickname, both by the salesman and 
the exhibitor, and will be abbrevi- 
ated in the sign. Some of its value 
will then be lost, and the picture 
must have a very considerable mo- 
mentum of popularity to carry it 
through. 

There is, for example, ‘The 
Hunchback of Notre Dame.’’ Plenty 
of reasons why this is a bad title 
may be found—and, indeed, the Uni- 
versal Company thought for an en- 
tire year of changing it. As a title 
it had almost everything against it. 
A hunchback is a repellent idea; 
the Cathedral of Notre Dame injects 
an element which. producers have 
steered away from—the religious ele- 
ment. Nevertheless, the wide popu- 
larity of Victor Hugo and this par- 
ticular novel, taken in: conjunction 
with a part which every one knew 
Lon Chaney would revel in, gave 
the production an impetus which 
made a change of title unthinkable. 

When Jack London’s story, ‘‘The 
Abysmal Brute,’’ went into produc- 
tion with Reginald Denny there was 
a loud hue and cry that the title 
should be changed. The word 
‘“‘Abysmal,’”’ while used ironically, 
did not carry much meaning to 
the general run of theatre owners 
or salesmen, and this lack of under- 
standing followed the picture pretty 
well throughout. It was Denny’s 
first picture after the remarkably 
successful ‘“‘Leather Pushers’’ series,

Another. instance is “My: Old 
Dutch.” This picture was made 
three times, by Vitagraph, by the 
London Film Company and lastly by 
the Universal. Its first production 
was unpretentious but successful; the 
heart interest.of the second was’ so 
good that it inspired a third to try its 
hahd:. But\times had changed in six 
years’ time, and the ‘moving’ picture 
audiénces shopped around for their 
entertainment, giving the lucre to 
the cleverest title. ‘‘My Old Dutch’? 
held no meaning for the youth and 
beauty of modern America, and in 
spite of the fact that it was a good 
picture it went begging: 

‘Ladies From. Hell.’’. Ps 

And again, ‘“‘Annie Laurie’ opened 
in New York under that-title. The 
producers. were not satisfied that. it 
was drawing as well as it could, so 
they decided to open it elsewhere 
under something else. From ‘‘Annie 
Laurie’ the show glided gracefully 
to ‘‘Ladies- From Hell,” a title de- 
vised by the Germans to describe the 
kilted Highlanders in the war. 

The ‘Annie Laurie’ symposium 
was followed coyly by United Artists, 
who felt that there might be a bit 


of foundation for exhibitors’ com: 


plaints that ‘““‘Two Arabian Knights’’ 
is a trifle misleading. The releasing 
staff of the company had wished it 
to be ‘‘Two Hot Yanks,’”’ but-appar- 
ently the production end objected to 
this box-office title. Some of the ex- 
hibitors are just waiting the word to 
make the change. 

One phase of modern life the title 
writers avoid is anything dealing 
with Russia. Many otherwise good 
names were cast upon the winds only 
because they might be construed as 
having something to do with that 
country or its revolution. Universal, 
for example, bought I. A. R. Wylie’s 
story, “The Red Mirage.” It had 
nothing whatever about Russia, but 
it. suggested that alarming fact and 
so. had. to .be changed. to~-‘“The~For- 
eign Legion.’”’ An excellent picture 
called ‘“‘The Red Dancer of Moscow”’ 
went begging about the picture com- 
panies for two years, although it had 
all elements of success save the title. 
Now it has been turned into an am- 
bitious melodrama by the Fox Com- 
pany. 

The modern tendency toward slang 
has proven a worthy box-office en- 
ticement, the titles speaking for 
themselves: ‘“‘We’re in the Navy 
Now,”’ ‘“‘Thanks for the Buggy 
Ride,” “Anybody Here Seen 
Kelly?’’, ‘Buck Privates,’”’ ‘‘Painting 
the Town,’’ ‘‘Home, James,’’ ‘‘Tell It 
to -Sweeney,’’ ‘“‘Casey at the Bat,’’ 
“‘Tell It to the Marines,’’ ‘It’s the 
Old Army Game,” “The Brown 
Derby,” “Atta Boy,” ‘‘Blarney,’’ 
“The Cat’s Pajamas,’’ ‘‘For Heaven’s 
Sake,’’ ‘‘So’s Your Old Man,’ ‘‘Stop, 
Look and Listen,’ “‘“Sweet Daddies’’ 
and ‘‘You’d Be Surprised.’’ 

And then there is the case of the 
Cohen and Kelly families... This was 
a suggestion of R. H. Cochrane for 
Aaron Hoffman’s play, ‘‘Two Blocks 
Away.’’ There was.no glamor or 
allure about the original name and 
it didn’t point out that the picture 
dealt with inter-racial activities. Mr. 
Cochrane looked up the New York 
City directory and found that Kelly 
and Cohen are the names appearing 
most frequently, ‘so that was that. 
The Cohens and the Kellys have paid 
a visit to Paris and. soon they will 
appear in a production dealing with 
Atlantic City. After that there are 
lots of places they can go, ad infini- 
tum.

CLEANING ROXY THEATRE 





PTER the curtain of the Roxy 
Theatre goes down each night 
on the final performance and 

. the audience leaves the theatre, it is 
raised again and reveals a_ single 


. brilliant working lamp on an empty 


stage. The empty auditorium soon 
becomes the scene of. bustling activ- 
ity. The theatre is taken over by 
the army of cleaners! 

An idea of the amount of surface 
et the Roxy Theatre which must be 
refreshed daily may be culled from 
@ rough division of the building that 
houses the: organization. The audi- 
torium itself has about 6,000 seats, 
and the adjoining corridors, the rest 
rooms, the elevators and the many 
corners away from the centre of ac- 
tivity add thousands of square feet 
of surface that must be cleaned. 
Backstage there are seventy-dress- 
ing rooms, rehearsal rooms and stu- 
dios. The basement of the theatre is 
almost large enough to accommodate 
a bicycle race. The executive offices 
at the front of the house comprise 
a six-story office building. All of this 
territory must be gone over daily.

Something that. the cleaners can- 
not explain is why the most expen- 
sive hangings are considered by some 
women to be the most efficient means 
of cleaning excess lipstick.from their 


fingers. An idea of the difficulty of 


removing lipstick even from walls 


may be gained by the fact that the 


cleaning crew finds it less trouble- 
some to have the. spots painted over 
than taken out. In some cases the 
paint of the wall has been worn off 
before the spot of lipstick is so much 
as lightened. 

From the superintendent of clean- 
ing one learns further that there are 
many types of wall construction—six 
at the Roxy alone—each of which re- 
quires different treatment. What will 
clean’ a tinted’ wall will be injurious 
to a painted one, and stippling obvi- 
ously must be cleaned in a different 
manner from the ore used for smooth 
walls. Woodwork may have.a wax 
finish or an oil finish; it may be shel- 
lacked or it may be varnished. Each 
requires different handling. Marble

LE’ WRITERS 





By MALCOLM STUART BOYLAN., 


men of assorted waist- 
“ines, wecents afid “origins, 
Nj 4re titling practically all of 
5 ithe big pictures’ with which 
‘Hollywood --entertains, or .. enrages 
20,000,000 people every. evening. 
Just what is a title writer, and why 
are there only nine of importance? 
An ‘embarrassing ‘question; indeed, 
for~oneé of the ‘self-appointed digni- 
‘taries! 


To begin with, a title writer rarely; | 


if ever, writes a title. That is, if we 

may-accept Mr. Webster's explana- 
thou that a title is a label, or. the 
name of the piece. The title writer 
accepts the main title of the picture 
as it is given him—usually with a 
wry face—and proceeds to write dia- 
logue between the characters as they 
appear ‘on the screen. Occasionally, 
and reluctantly, he will have to com- 
ment on the weather, or the emotion 
of the hero in a marrative passage, 
but his principal work is to make 
the players speak. as the character 
being depicted would naturally 
speak, and in the dialogue to. pro- 
gress the action of the play .to.its 
dramatic, ,Tomantic or bombastic 
conclusion. 

Incidéntly the title writer is a 
glorified. film et:ttor, and’ in the 
course “of © his’ travail frequently 
switches the sequerces of the. pro- 
duction around until the director is 
taken off with epaplexy or the pro- 
ducer intervenes. 

After ten days of plain and fancy 
writing the picture is reviewed. If 
the spectators shriek with glee the 
title writer is a fine boy. if the titles 
are received with sullen fortitude he 
blames it on the: location of: the 
theatre, the weather, and the direc- 
tor. 

Until three years “ago, the title 
writer was a nice young man of no 
importance. Today he is a personage 
at the studios, a man to be reck- 
oned with, before and after payday, 
and he has failen into the vulgar 
error of enjoying it. 

There are perhaps twenty title 
writers in Hollywood, but the mystic 
nine hold the big studio jobs and are 
banded together into a vigilance 
committee against the coming, of 
dawn. Less than a year, old, but 
conceited and cocky, is the associa- 
tion. It is called the Titular Bishops. 
The membership clings’ jealously to 
the original nine, and to break into 
the sacred mempership is not more 
difficult than getting into the College 
of Cardinals. 

To be invited to membership a man 
must have written the titles for one 
or more big ‘“‘road shows’’; he must 
be in active demand at the studios 
if he is not under exclusive contract; 
and he must be in the gilded circle 
of success. 

A sketch of the personnel of. the 
unique club reveals nothing start- 
ling. 

Julian Johnston of Lasky’s, the 
venerable archbishop, was a dra- 
matic critic in Los Angeles before 
his conquest of Broadway and his 
return to the Holy City. 

Ralph Spence, next in hierarchical 
line, is well known as the first title 
writer to become rich and famous. 

Herman Mankiewicz was a New 
York newspaper man. 

Garrett Graham, Randolph Bart- 
lett and the present writer were Los 
Angeles newspaper men. 

Joseph Farnham of M. G. M. had 
a@ varied career as a writer and pro- 
ducer before he became a title writer 
and editor. 

George Marion Jr. was also a Los 


Angee newspaper man. before his 
particular flair for brilliant comedy 
made him famous as a scteen dia- 


_John W. Krafft of the De; Mille 
studios was also a newspaper man 
and had written considerable maga- 
zine stuff before his entry into the 
films.. ; 

The industry today “would be’ glad 
td pay $50,000 a year apiece to twenty 
title writers. There is a place for 
that number, but there seems.to be 
no successful candidates for the jobs. 
The fault is with the studios. There 
is neither time nor patience to teach 
even promising men the intricate 
sereen technique. After a heart- 
breaking trial on one or two small 
pictures the candidate for title-writ- 
ing fame and fortune retires in con- 
fusion, having had little or no chance 
to learn the trade. 

In the last year the industry has 
imported a dozen famous Broadway 
‘twise-crackers’’ as potential title- 
writing talent. Not one of them has 
made a success. This, I believe, is 
due only to the fact that the tech- 
nique is quite different from any 
other writing and that it takes a con- 
‘siderable time to learn. 

The fall of Broadway idols is some- 
times amusing—sometimes pathetic. 
Imagine the embarrassment of a man 
who has written some of the scin- 
tillating lines for the stage play ‘‘Hot 
Pajamas’’ upon discovering that his 
language is not understood further 
west than Tenth Avenue. 

A monopoly prevails today, but the 
screen is a fickle mistress and to- 
morrow a distreessing phenomenon 
|mav take place. The enchanted nine 
|ma’y haul up at their several studios 
to find that nine other young up- 
starts, heretofore -unknown, = are 
seated on the inflated cushions. 

Then, perhaps, there will be a mem- 
bership drive for the Titular Bishops 
and a refurbishing of Rolls-Royces 
to make them last another year.

T the Cameo last week there 
was “Shooting Stars,” An- 
thony Asquith’s production,

Aherne the lover.. Mr. Aherne is a 
prepossessing young. man, and while 
Mr. Calthrop is by no means ugly, 
his whole manner in. this picture is

tone.- Chaplin has shown several 
times, especially in ‘“‘A- Woman of 
Paris,’’ that the sequences may spell 
a hush or flaunt themselves in a 
din. The screen, in these instances, 
may be silent, but it does not alter 
the fact that, with the orchestra’s 
efforts, one has the effect planted 
on one’s eardrums. But Chaplin 
accomplished his cadences of sound 
so that even in a projection room 
where there were no musicians one 
had an appreciation of stealth, rum- 
bles, shrieking laughter and clashing 
tureens, all in their.right places. 

It has long been said that being 
natural on the stage is a difficult 
art.. It is infinitely more important 
that an actor should seem natural on 
the screen, for a flicker of an eyelid 
is as if a comedian on the stage 
twisted up the whole side of. his 
physiognomy. Extravagance or exag- 
geration is unfortunately. one of. the 
chief failings of picture producers, 
and this fs astonishing: considering 
that one would imagine that they 
would appreciate that the magnifica- 
tion of the. screen ought to keep 
them in place and cause them to be 
ruled by whet they see in everyday 
life. 


A Bright Comedy. 

SINGULARLY successful at- 

tempt at funmaking was on view 

at the Roxy Theatre last week. 
It' is known:as ‘‘Chicken a la: King,’’ 
and while it occasionally slips into 
broad farce; it,;is for the most .part 
a picture that holc« the interest 
through well-sustained suspense.

HE English’ film firmament is 
suffering from a shortage of 
stars. There’ are only two 
first-class models for a bud- 
ding national picture industry. One 
is Hollywood and the other is Ger- 
many, and the greater of these is 
Hollywood. One of the main rea- 
sons why Hollywood rode so rapidly 
to success was that |it hitched its 
wagon to a star—to a whole con- 
stellation of them, in fact. It will, 
perhaps, never be _ established 
whether the film magnates first 
made th, stars or the stars the film 
magnates. But there is no doubt 
that both processes now go on con- 
tinuously, and so long as the public 
retains its passion for screen as- 
tronomy such action and reaction 

will be for the benefit of both. 


The English industry, seeking to 
follow Hollywood’s example in this 
as in other respects, has discovered 
not only that it lacks stars, but also 
the nebulous material from which 
such luminaries are constructed. %ne 
critic observed recently in a mood 
of pessimism that the English pic- 
ture industry could boast of only one 
real queen of the screen—Betty Bal- 
four. This fair-haired,; blue-eyed, pe- 
tite bundle of merry femininity is 
the darling of British cinema pa- 
trons. She has not only made a 
real success but consolidated it; and 
she is kept very busy. She has acted 
in French and German as well as 
English films. So far her fame is 
only European, but America will 
have an opportunity to judge her 
quality shortly in “‘A Little Bit of 
Fluff,’’ wherein she played with Syd 
Chaplin, and another film, ‘‘Cham- 
pagne.” 


Some Screen Favorites. 


-A number of English stage ac- 
tresses have tried their luck on the 
screen. One or two of them, Evelyn 
Laye and Isabel Jeans for example, 
have made good, but their success 
to warrant their permanent deser- 
tion of the boards. Among rising 
young film actresses there are Mabel 
Poulton, Dorothy Boyd, Eve Gray, 
Benita Hume, Annette Benson, Es- 
telle Brody, Elissa Landi and Pa- 
tricla Allon.

in France, and is still comparatively 
unknown in the land of her birth. 

All these are sound screen artists, 
nebulae, perhaps, but not stars. With 
the rapidly expanding British industry 
crying for outstanding screen person- 
alities and even Hollywood now seek- 
ing new screen faces wherever it 
can get them, there would see: to 
be an outstanding opportunity for: 
young talent. According to British 
producers, however, there is a great 
lack of screen heroes in this country, 
and almost a total absence of hero- 
ines, They do not deny that Ronald 
Colman, Reginald Denny, George K. 
Arthur, Charles Chaplin, Victor Mc- 
Laglen and, more recently, Walter 
Butler, were born in England and 
will grudgingly admit there may still 
be potential male actors in-the coun- 
try. But when the talk is of screen 
actresses they throw up. their hands 
helplessly and say they. do not know 
even where to look for them. 

American film scouts who have 
come to London on the hunt for new 
screen faces agree with them. Va- 
rious reasons have been advanced 
why the country that produces stage 
actresses of undeniable beauty and 
talent cannot provide equally good 
screen material. One theory is that 
English beauty is a matter chiefly of 
complexion and that complexions do 
not register. An American authority 
—had he ever heard of Helen Wills 
or Glenna Collett ?—speculated wheth- 
er it was not the English girl’s love 
of sport and generally independent 
nature which made her poor raw ma- 
terial for the films. ‘In America,’’ 
he said, ‘‘women are more feminine 
than they are here. Frequently their 
chief interests are beauty treatment 
and attending social functions.’’ 

It is to be feared that ‘‘frequently’’ 
the chief interests of English women 
are exactly’ similar.

If it is really impossible to. dis- 
cover these demigods and goddesses 
of the screen, :as British producers 
complain, it’ would seem that: they 
must. be invented. : To invent a star 
requires not so much ingenuity ‘as’ 
money. .Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars are annually spent by’ the 
American film interests in securing 
European publicity. for their reigning 
screen favorites by means of personal 
visits and other forms of adyertising. 

No doubt the British industry . will 
ultimately have to draw deeply on its 
bank account to the same end.

SCHONRERG’S METHOD ANALYZED 





Dr. Leicutentritt Finds “Modernist’s’ 


Principles of Composition 


Based on Definite Laws of Form—Music in Italy

| VOICES rose and fell, strident- 
\ } ly, with a monotonous dispu- 
tatiousness, as a German 
train lumbered its way from 
Donaueschingen to Baireuth. ‘You 
can’t listen to Schénberg and expect 
to like or understand him. You’ve got 
to study the scores. When you study 
them you begin to see what he’s driv- 
ing at. You see his lines. Sometimes 
the line is broken, deliberately, for 
a few measures. You have to think 
over the gap. The intermediate har- 
monies won't help you. In the first 
place, Schénberg doesn’t resolve his 
harmonies the way your ears have 
been accustomed to all these years. 
He jumps the connecting chords and 
he expects that you'll have the intelli- 
gence to jump with him. I admit” 
—sarcastically—‘‘that it takes some 
intelligence to follow this and then 
pick up the theme as it carries on, or 
jump from Schénberg’s bass to an 
upper register. You have to see it, 
that’s all, you have to see it before 
you can grasp his musical scheme. 
These people that go plump-into a 
concert’ hall, ‘and know nothing of 
the master’s music, or his methods— 
and how can they know his music if 
they don’t understand his methods? 
—well, it’s the old story of the fools 
who rush in—’’ 

‘Then you mean to say that music 
is music, provided it looks right on 
paper?”’ 

“IT mean to say that Socrates isn’t 
to be comprehended by the methods 
of Xantippe, I mean—’’

This conversation did not take 
place yesterday. It took place four 
years ago, soon after the premiére of 
Schénberg’s ‘‘Serenade,”’ at the mod- 
ern festival then held in the old 
town of Donaueschingen. But it 
comes back forcibly after persuing 
the last issue of Modern Music, 
which begins with an extremely il- 
luminating exposition of Schénberg’s 
musical methods. by Dr. Hugo 
Leichtentritt. He is not a dilettante, 
or a bore either, and there are few 
mer who in knowledge of musical 
form and profound comprehen- 
sion of its various evolutions sur- 
pass him. He observes that he was 
not always able to get intelligible ex- 
planation of Schiénberg’s music from 
pupils, enthusiastic, idolatrous as 
they were, Dr. Leichtentritt, fortu- 
nately for us, undertakes a first- 
hand analysis of a Schénberg score, 
and he retails with exemplary clear- 
negs the structtires and developments 
of the enigmatical ‘‘Six Little Piano 
Pieces,’’ Opus 19. By and in itself, 
this is a clean and authoritative job. 
No surgeon of international reputa- 
tion could do better his task of def- 
inition and dismemberment. 

The methods pursued by our 
analyst are rightfully those of the 
geometrist ‘and mathematician. ‘‘To 
explain means to reduce the un- 
known to known terms,'’ says Dr. 
Leichtentritt, ‘‘the x and y of an 
algebraic equation to definite quan- 
tities. Consequently, to illustrate my 
point most distinctly I will trans- 
late Schénberg’s unknown quantities 
to familiar terms of harmony, 
rhythm, part-leading or melody.’’ He 
proceeds: He ends by. demonstrat- 
ing to us, quite satisfactorily, that 
these pieces are not of the ‘‘atonal’’ 
-that is, the negation of tonality— 
character. Not at all. They follow 
long recognized and reliable har- 
monic formulae, strange as the 
music looks, stranger still as it 


sounds.

“The simplest and easiest of these 
Six Pieces is No. VI. Pursuing mel- 
ody and harmony through devious 
labyrinths of Schénberg’s devising, 
Dr. Leichtentritt discovers that the 
‘ little piece—it is nine bars long—‘‘is 
written in pure and simple E major, 
chromatically modified, and, present- 
ed in this manner, is not in the least 
startling or novel.’’ Certain chords, 
of a wholly orthodox nature, are 
simply soundéd together. The de- 
vice is not only explainable, logical 
and entirely feasible, as has long 
since been proved; it may even, un- 
der the right circumstances, by cir- 
cumstances of inspiration and genius, 
be musical, Admittedly, it is a de- 
vice that is creeping more and more 
into modern music. It is rather in- 
teresting to reflect that precisely in 
contrast to the methods of a Wag- 
ner, for example, who delighted in 
’ delaying the progressions of chords, 
one into the other, and often de 
layed this expected transition for 
many more measures than are con- 
tained in any one. of Schénberg’s 
“Six Little Pieces’—in contrast to 
these methods, certain present day 
composers telescope the chords in- 
to each other, crush them up, in- 
stead of separating them. Is this 
for conciseness’ sake? Or is concise- 
ness the method of self-defense of 
those composers. who ‘know too well 
how. short-breathed they are in in- 
vention, agi how much easier it 
maybe to fili nine measures than 
to essay 900 or 1,000. But let us 
exonerate Schénberg from this 
charge. No one will dispute his seri- 
olisness and technical mastery—how- 
ever he chooses to employ it—in 
music. Let us go back to Dr. Leicht- 
eritritt ‘and the ‘Six Little Pieces.” 

‘He enunciates a theoretical princi- 
ple which he points out is unknown 
to “the older theory of harmony: 
‘any two or three chords, no matter 
how dissonant, which can’ be re 
solved into the same chord, may be 
played together. 

“Number II is a. descendant of 
Chopin’s. famous ‘rain-drops’ prelude. 
The two tones G and B, inthe man- 
nef of an =e part, like falling 





sistently through all the nine meas- 
ures of the little piece, the regular 
succession being interrupted but 
once, in the sixth measure. Against 

this ostinato phrase there is set a 
brief melody of expressive sighs 
which shows a clearly defined to- 
nality occasionally clashing against 
the ever-repeated G-B. This tonality, 
belonging to the complex of E minor 
or B major, is veiled by the addi- 
tion of a lower parallel third, and 
by frequent enharmonic changes of 
accidentals, so that the eye, glanc- 
ing superficially over the page, is 
easily deceived as to the real tonal- 
ity. 

“Number IV, a little scherzando 
sketch of thirteen bars, is chiefly 
interesting not for harmonic effect 
but for melodic construction. In 
fact, for three-quarters of the little 
piece it is wholly without harmony, 
in one-part writing. The manner in 
which Schonberg shapes his melody 
here is novel. Two motives, con- 
sisting of seven and three notes re- 
spectively, are the elements of the 
structure. Motive A is used in four, 
motive B in five rhythmical varia- 
tions.

*The ordinary principle of melodic 
construction consists in preserving 
the rhythm of the motive and vary- 
ing the melodic substance, the inter- 
vals. Schénberg tries the reverse of 
this commonly accepted principle: he 
preserves the melodic substance ap- 
proximately, but varies the rhythm 
at every new appearance of the 
motive. That this inverted method 
of melodic construction will be wide- 
ly accepted seems to me question- 
able, but it is interesting as an ex- 
periment that opens new possibili- 
ties. 

“In the fifth piece the construc- 
tion of the fifteen bars is a two-part 
construction of eight and six bars 
respectively, with the connecting link 
of a single bar after the eighth. The 
whole piece develops out of the first 
motive, comprising bars 1-3, the sec- 
ond part of which—bars 2, 3—is also 
used as a building stone. The melody 
belongs to the tonality of the scale 
of B, with no more chromatic alter- 
ation than is found on any page of 
Chopin or of Wagner. 

“The third piece employs polyto- 
nality, 1. e., a different tonality for 
each hand. The left-hand part is 
easily intelligible, being written in 
the so-called mixolydian mode, in E 
flat, with D flat instead of D nat- 
ural. The tonality of the right-hand 
part is less apparent, but, afte: some 
enharmonic changes and by allowing 
for a few occasional little extrava- 
gances, it may finally be reduced to 
the B-tonality, major-minor inter- 
mixed. The questicn of the final ef- 
fect of these two different simul- 
taneous tonalities is interesting, but 
too complicated for brief treatment. 
It is my experience that in some 
cases polytonality gives the impres- 
sion of two separate tonalities going 
along side by side, whereas in other 
cases two different tonalities heard 
simultaneously produce, as a result, 
a third tonality different from either.

**Hardly less interesting is the con- 
struction of the right-hand melody. 
Schénberg employs a rhythmical va- 
riation of a motive here similar to 
the one pointed out in the discussion 
of Number IV. This piece is a one- 
bar theme, followed by eight varia- 
tions of a single bar’s length each. 
The novel feature is that these many 
miniature variations should at the 
same time have the character of one 
coherent melody. 

‘‘Number I is perhaps the most 
complicated piece of the whole set. 
It also shows a most subtle varia- 
tion-technique, similar to that of 
Numbers III and IV. As a clue to 
comprehension of its construction, 
we may single out the ascending 
third—B-D sharps in bar 1. Follow- 
ing the melodic line one will find 
this ascending third in almost every 
bar; sometimes, as in bars 4 and 5, 
in three or four parts in dialogue. In 
such places the so-called ‘linear 
counterpoint’ of Schénberg becomes 
noticeable, an adaptation of the old 
tonal counterpoint to the altered de- 
mands of the new ‘supertonal’ har- 
mony. Note also that the top-voice 
in bars 6-8 is answered by the bass 
(in the right hand) of bars 9-12. The 
free, barless rhythms of the old Neth- 
erlands music of the fifteenth and 
sixteenth centuriés are revived; the 
bar-lines, however, are a nuisance in 
such places, and the player ought to 
neglect them since he is tempted 
otherwise to render false accents. 
The correspondence of the last four 
bars with bar 1 will be easily seen. 
Less distinct is the correspondence 
of bar 2 with bars 6 and 7, top-voice. 
Note also that thematic coherence is 
scrupulously observed in the ‘accom- 
panying’ parts, even in the light, 
quick passages of 1-32 notes, at the 
very beginning, in bars 2, 8 and 10. 
To show these and other points, a 
comprehensive musical sketch would 
be required, in which the tonality of 
B major-minor in the principal mel- 
ody might also be reveal 


AN OPERA ‘EXCHANGE. 
‘Mian, June 1, 
LLOWING the enthusiasm 
created at Paris ‘by the short 
season of the Vienna State 
Opera at the Académie Nationale 
de Musique, verbal arrangements 
have been concluded between the 





Viennese organization and the man- 


agement of La Scala for a series 
of artistic exchanges between the 
two institutions, involving visits of a 
complete Scala troupe, with soloists, 
chorus, orchestra,’ ballet; technical 
staff and scenery, to Vienna, : and, 


vice versa, & complete Viennese co 


the exchange have not yet been 
fixed, although the impression has 
been created that it is hoped to ini- 
tiate the experiment in the course 
of the coming season. When ‘‘Tu- 
randot’’ was produced recently at the 
Académie Nationale, in conformity 
with the gesture of rapprochement 
patronized by the French Govern- 
ment, suggestions were put forward 
for a similar exchange between 
Paris and Milan. Judging from the 
subsequent silence on the subject, 
the conjecture may be hazarded that 
the standards obtaining at the 
Opéra are considered here to be too 
distinctly third-class for an exchange 
of worth-while artistic and political 
results. Also, the hostile reception 
of ‘‘Turandot’’ by the Parisian crit- 
ies was no doubt a factor. France 
and Italy seem unable to agree, even 
in art. 

The Philharmonic Orchestra of the 
Royal Opera 6f Budapest recently 
completed a tour in leading Italian 
cities, under the direction of Ernst 
von Dohnanyi. The programs com- 
prised Beethoven’s ‘‘Eroica,’’ third 
‘“‘Leonore,’’ and second piano con- 
certo, the overtures to ‘‘Anacreon”’ 
(Cherubini), ‘‘Vespri Siciliani’’ and 
‘“‘Tannhauser,” also Goldmark’s 
‘“Sakuntala,” Liszt’s  ‘‘Prélude,’’ 
Tchaikovsky’s Fourth, and a suite 
of the conductor’s own composition, 
“Ruralia Hungarica.’’ The tour is 
@ consequence of the political rap- 
prochemert between the two coun- 
tries. The concerts were preceded 
by the two Italian hymns and closed 
with the Hungarian national march. 

*,* 

As a pianist, Dohnanyi is not new 
to the Italian public. In the Beetho- 
ven concerto he consolidated his ex- 
isting reputation as a finely poised 
musician and virtuoso. As a conduc- 
tor, he proved no less engaging. The 
Philharmonic forces revealed imme- 
diately a high degree of fusion and 
precision, even of virtuosity. They 
obtained a particularly brilliant so- 
nority in the fortissimi. On the 
other hand, lack of ‘‘airiness’’ was 
noticeable in the pianissimi. They 
could profit in imitating Toscanini’s 
men. The double basses were a 
grateful surprise for their velvety 
fullness of tone, while the ’cellos, 
astonishingly mediocre, were curious- 
ly as much of a disappointment for 
their lack of these qualities, and the 
violin and viola: sections were only 
fair. The horns and wood-wind 
choirs were excellent. Mr. Dohnanyi 
conducts with a minimum of gesture, 
with his arms practically motionless, 
and moving scarcely more than his 
fingers. The Italian publics were 
momentarily disconcerted by this so- 
briety. 

The discriminating elements were 
disappointed at not having more up- 
to-date programs. Their interest 
centred chiefly in the ever-popular 
Beethoven numbers and in the ‘‘Ru- 
ralia Hungarica.’’ Of the former, 
the Hungarian director gave read- 
ings that were admirably dynamic, 
while remaining strictly pure in 
style. In the concerto, the men fol- 
lowed their leader at the piano with 
as much finish as if he had been oc- 
cupying the stand. 

The suite created a most favorable 
impression in all the cities of the 
tour. It exhibits with much effective- 
ness the poetic sensibility and sound 
musicianship of the composer, no less 
than his sure command of modern 
harmonic resources and of orchestral 
technique. In these rural Magyar 
sketches there is freshness of theme, 
vivacity of melodic and rhythmic de- 
sign, simplicity of texture, colorful- 
ness of harmony, propriety and pro- 
portion in development. They reveal 
modern technique without attempt- 
ing modernity. The Philharmonic 
men rendered them with a certain 
flavor of the gypsy contrast between 
sentiment and dash often associated 
with the Magyar manner of feeling. 
At Bologna this piece created such an 
impression that it had to be repeated. 
The orchestra’s performance of the 
scherzo of the Tchaikovsky sym- 
phony was also much praised. The 
visitors left everywhere a desire for 
their return next season.

Ambitious plans for 
the forthcoming series of eight 
weeks’ duration are announced by 
Mrs. Charles §. Guggenheimer, 
Chairman of the Stadium Concerts 
Committee. 

To satisfy the public demand for 
novelties there will be five dance pro- 
grams, including performances by 
Ruth St. Denis and her dancers and 
Anna Duncan with her group of pu- 
pils, Beethoven’s Ninth Symphony. 
with soloists, an act from ‘‘Faust’’ in 
concert form with singers, and the 
Hall-Johnson Negro Choir. 

Mr. van Hoogstraten will remain 
for three weeks, after which Albert 
Coates and Bernardino Molinari will 
visit as guest conductors, the for- 
mer for one week, the latter for two. 
The presence of both these eminent 
conductors is assured through the 
cooperation of four Summer concert 
organizations, including the Holly- 
wood Bowl series, the San Francisco, 
the Hillsborough (California) and the 
Lewisohn Stadium, which have ar- 
ranged their schedules so that there 
will be no loss of time between en- 
gagements. 

Mr. Coates, the English conductor, 
is well known through his. associa- 
tion with the orchestra of the Lon- 








don Symphony Society, the New 
York Symphony, of which he was 


guest conductor in 1920, 1921 and’ 


1922, and the Rochester Philhar- 
monic Orchestra, which he organized 
at the invitation of George Eastman. 
He arrived June 13, his first visit to 
New York in six years, and left at 
once for the Pacific Coast. 

Mr. Molinari, leader of the famous 
Augusteo Orchestra in Rome, made 
his American début this past Win- 
ter with the New York Philhar- 
monic and St. Louis orchestras. 

Mr. van Hoogstraten will return 
to the conductor’s stand for the 
final two weeks of the season. 

“The development of Summer mu- 
sic is eloquently testified to by the in- 
creasing interest shown by audiences 
from New York to San Francisco,”’ 
Mrs. Guggenheimer said last week. 
“It was only recently that Summer 
was synonymous with a dearth of 
musical fare and music lovers had 
to go to Europe for festivals, con- 
certs and opera. We are rapidly 
creating a discriminating audience 
for better music. The Stadium 
répertoire will be more extensive 
than a Winter season can offer. 
There will be no attempt to conform 
with the supposedly popular taste of 
the Summer audience, for we have 
found that the preferences of Sum- 
mer -listeners are no less exacting 
than those of Winter concertgoers. 
They demand the best in music and 
are dissatisfied with anything less. 
The works of the older masters, as 
well as the compositions of deserving 
contemporaries, will receive a hear- 
ing on our programs. As in the 





past, there will be at least one 
symphony or work of symphonic 
proportions on every evening’s pro- 
gram.”’

The 
music is ty Viliam Figus-Bistry. ‘‘It 
is a good beginning,’’ says the critic 
of the Prager Presse, ‘‘although in- 
stead of using the pretentious grand 
opera style, the composer could have 
been considerably more successful by 
drawing more generously from the 
rich store of folk music."’ 

The libretto of Boleslav Lukac tells 
the story of a yound Slovak peasant 
who gets into trouble by killing the 
King’s falcon. His rival denounces 
him and he is imprisoned. As he is 
about to be put to death, the King 
arrives unexpectedly and pardons 
him. This naive subject affords an 
opportunity for effective use of pic- 
turesque settings. 

The opera was produced by Direc- 
tor Nebdal, who has done much for 
the cause of Slovak national art.

opening of the renovated 
Staatsoper Unter den Linden 
with “The Magic Filute,”’ 
‘‘Meistersinger’’ and ‘‘Rosen- 
kavalier’’ has eclipsed all other 
events in the operatic world. Prior 
to the opening this writer had oppor- 
tunity to inspect the building in de- 
tail. The auditorium glitters in all 
its old glory. The changes it under- 
went. are to the casual observer 
hardly noticeable. The regions con- 
nected with the stage, however, have 
been greatly enlarged and supplied 
with technical devices and lighting 
apparatus of which any stage could 
justly be proud. Best of all, the 
acoustics of the house have not suf- 
fered; the orchestra resounds, the 
singer can sing and does not need 
to shout. : 

From a critical point of view the 
performance of ‘‘The Magic Flute” 
was, of course, a rather unfortunate 
beginning. The conductor, Erich 
| Kleiber, wes hardly in his best form 
and the performance in general was 
not what it should have been, con- 
sidering the fine settings of Paul 
Araventino, which combined dignity 
and richness in the happiest vein. 

‘‘Meistersinger’’ was much more 
successful, with Leo Blech conduct- 
ing, Schorr as Hans Sachs, and 
Fritz Wolff, a very promising tenor, 
as Stolzing. The ‘‘Rosenkavalier’’ 
was equally good. Georg Szell, the 
regular conductor of this opera, gavté 
over the baton on this occasion to 
the cemposer, Richard Strauss. 

Before the opening of the new 
house the latter composer conducted 
a “Strauss Week,’’? in which his 
“Salome,’”’ ‘Elektra’? and “Ariadne’”’ 
were featured. The impartiality 
with which he faces his own compo- 
sitions is indeed remarkable. He 
conducted in the most earnest, and 
therefore most convincing way, his 
“Sirfonia Domestica,’’ which was 
the feature of the closing concert 
of the Berlin session of the Société 
d’Auteurs et Compositeurs. 

*,? 

Aside from these, there have been 
very few outstanding events in the 
Berlin opera houses. The Staats- 
oper and Platz der Republik re- 
vived Auber’s ‘‘Schwarzer Domino”’ 
without arousing great enthusiasm. 
The “Stadtische Oper’’ brought out 
Montimezzi’s ‘‘Amore dei Tre Re,’’ 
which was baptized in New York in 
1914, with Bori, Caruso and Amato. 
It is a serious work, full of genuine 
feeling but of no particular appeal 
to us. It offers Alexander Kipnis, 
however, an opportunity for a great 
achievement. 

In the concert world there has been 
a jubilee, the seventieth anniversary 
of Siegfried Ochs, an outstanding 
figure in Berlin’s musical life. He 
is one of the most temperamental, 
aggressive but withal most success- 
ful leaders of the German chorus. An 
interpreter of Bach and Handel in 
both spirit and letter, he is also a 
promoter of Anton Briickner and 
Hugo Wolf. With this birthday cele- 
bration he will retire from public 
life, and it will indeed be hard to 
find a substitute for him and his 
chorus, which will disappear with 
him. 

The Reich can boast of a few truly 
remarkable revivals. In Stiittgart 
they experiment with Boito’s ‘‘Ne- 
rone’”’ for the first time in Germany, 
four years after the opera’s premiére 
at the Scala. The most painstaking 
effort failed to convince us either of 
the viability of the work or the ne- 
cessity for its transplantation to 
Germany. Aiming high, it reveals 
insufficient knowledge; showing a 
very much justified self-criticism,‘ 
there is evident a limited capacity. 
A ‘Meyerbeeriade,”’ in short, but 
without the qualities of genius and 
inventiveness Meyerbeer undoubted- 
ly possessed, despite his lack of 
principles as an artist.

By way of recompense, Verdi’s 
“Macbeth,” presented by the Staats- 
oper of Dresden, was a revelation. 
It is naturally rather difficult to 
permit one’s self to be moved by this 
work, written in’ 1847 and rewritten 
In 1864 to suit the Paris taste. It 
is even more difficult for Anglo- 
Saxons and Germans to accept an 
operatic Macbeth, for Shakespeare’s 
gigantic figure will always loom be 
tween them and Verdi. 

At first: hearing one’ is:a hundred 
times tempted to: feel that the great 
poet and ‘his theme of the magic 
Middle Ages have been violated by 
Verdi’s operatic conventionalities 
and typically Italian ‘style. Yet Verdi 
must be vindicated each of these 
hundred times: ‘He did not. adapt 
Shakespeare's Macbeth for the opera 
but created a Macbeth of ‘his! own. 
The witches are here a three-voiced 
witch chorus, sorceresses of. the 
sultry’ South, gypsy spell-weavers, 
but quite as sinister as their grim 
sisters of Scottish moors. ‘The mur- 
derers of Banquo become a band of 
Mafia men, whose prowling around. 
the scene of the murder in no wise 
weakens its gruesome realism.

seria.”” Yet it is a scene instinct 
with dramatic suspense, organically 
connected with the work as a whole. 
Fantastic, uncanny, of truly sym- 
phonic power, it makes the scene of 
the Furies in Gluck’s ‘“Orpheus”’ 
seem by comparison pale: and inef- 
fective. There is nothing like it in 
all the literature of opera. Verdi 
gains his effects by means of stir- 
ring recitatives, arias, duets, en- 
sembles and finali. All this may 
sound very conventional, but the 
opera, within its scope, reveals not a 
single compromise or betrayal of the 
material. There is but a single scene 
in which the composer does not quite 
maintain this high level: the scene 
when, before the final catastrorhe, 
Macbeth sentimentally deplores in D 
flat major the curse which will dis- 
grace his memory. But what is a 
moment’s weakness when we have 
the ensuing arias and duets culmi- 
nating in the “Gran scena del son- 
nambulismo”’? In this famous “‘sleep- 
walking scene” there is a tragic 
power, a searching into the most 
profound depths of the human heart 
which make it the music.1 and 
dramatic raison d’étre of the entire 
work. One of its “‘leitmotives’’ is 
repeated when Hecate appears in the 
incantation scene. Not even Wagner 
ever invented anything of more 
sweeping power than this symphonic 
presentation of the conflict between 
weak mortals 
forces of evil. 
The stage of the Wiesbaden Opera 
has been enlivened with three 
‘‘Opera-mipnutes’” by Darius Milhaud, 
“L'Enlevement d’Europe,” “‘L’Aban- 
don d’Ariane”’ and “La delivrance 
de Thesée.”” They are brief little op- 
erettas in the Offenbach style, with 
a minimum of music. On the sare 
bill. were three one-act opéras by 
Ernst Krenek. We were eager to 
learn what the composer of ‘“‘Jonny’’ 
has to say after his immense success. 
The prettiest of these stories was the 


“Secret Kingdom,’’ which has a few 


delicate melodies and a colorful 
scene. One of the other two operas 
is a ‘‘tragic’’ opera buffa called ‘‘The 
Dictator,’’ the second a blunt: farce 
called ‘‘Die Ehre der Nation.’’ None 
of them deserves detailed discussion. 


AMERICAN WORKS WANTED. 

HREE American composers are 
T to be commissioned by the Bee- 

thoven Symphony Orchestra to 
write works to be played in the 
second half of the coming season, it 
was announced last week. The selec- 
tion of the composers rests with The 
American Compositions’ -Committee, 
associated. with the Beethoven 
Orchestra. 

Apart from those one are to re- 
ceive special commissions, American 
composers are asked to submit scores 
to the Beethoven Symphony Orches- 
tra during the Summer months. It 
is the intention of the orchestra to 
include at least one American cir 
position on every program of the 
one hundred concerts to be given 
during the coming season. 

“The invitation extended by the 
Beethoven Orchestra,” it was an- 
nounced, “is not merely one of 
watchful waiting. Various activities 
are being organized to arouse and 
inspire composers throughout the 
country to offer their works-for per- 
formance. It is the opinion of the 
Beethoven Orchestra that American 
composers have been so badly dis- 
couraged during the course of many 
years that they need stimulus and 
proof of more than vague sincere 
intentions to do something or other 
with American compositions. 

“The American Compositions’ Com- 
mittee is being organized .among 
leading authorities in various walks 
of musical life throughout the coun- 
try. It will name the three com- 
posers whose works are to be com- 
missioned, and arouse the interest of 
musicians everywhere in sending 
their scores 'to the Beethoven Orches- 
tra. On the committee will be music 
critics and music publishers and 
directors of conservatories.”’ 

A Conductors’ Advisory Board is 
also being organized. Conductors of 
orchestras throughout the United 
States have been invited to serve in 
this body. Georges Zaslawsky, con- 
ductor of the Beethoven Symphony 
Orchestra, in the invitation to his 
colleagues, said: “I hope that where- 
ever you find a composition worthy 
of performance, you will speak on 
our behalf for performance by the 
Beethoven Symphony Orchestra.

HE publication by Hari G. Govil, 


ciety of America, of ‘‘Nritan- 
z jali, an Introduction to Hindu 

Dancing,”” by Sri Ragini, fits itself 
very =eatly inte the scheme of things. 
‘With interest in Indian affairs stirred 
up to an unusual degree, it is only 
logical that the arts should also come 
in for a share of the attention. Cer- 
tainly in no department of human 
activity have the. East and the West 
been further from understanding each 
other than in their approach to the 
arts. This little work by Ragini, a 
gifted dancer, singer and performer 
upon the sitar and. the tambura, 
should do something toward clearing 
up in. the Western mind the hazy 
conception of, to a large extent, the 
dancing of the East. 

Sadly enough, to us. the phrase Ori- 
; ental dancing has pretty generally. 

- brought up little else than the picture 
of the ‘‘danse du ventre,’”’ which was 
for many years the particularly spicy 
feature of every carnival or fair from 
Maine to California.. Though it is an 
unfortunate misinterpretation, it is 
not an unnatural one, for it grows 
directly out of the attempt to judge 
Eastern dancing by Western stand- 
ards, and these, after all, are the 
only standards we can be expected to 
have to any extent. 

To us of the Western world dancing 
is, and probably always will be, a 
highly personal art. In its commoner 
manifestations it is an exhibition of 
personal skill, an exploitation of per- 
sonal charm or an indulgence of per- 
sonal emotiopg—at its best the ex- 
pression of a personal concept of 
beauty. The finest type of Western 
dancer is he who, through the power 
of, his personal vision, can penetrate 
furthest into the realm of the abso- 
lute and bring it into tangible rela- 
tionship with the understanding of 
| | others through his personal adapta- 
| |. tion of the principles of form. In 
proportion as he lacks these personal 





gifts he lapses into banality and in- 


effectualness.

The attitude of the onlookers is 
frequently described as a seeking for 
release from the routine of: daily, life. 
Generally this may be interpreted as 
merely the desire to be temporarily 
diverted; more solidly it is the de- 
sire to glimpse a fuller view of the 
unrealized verities that lie beyond 
esthetic faith, under the leadership 
of' one who is capable of revealing 
such a view. Thus our art is always 
young, and must always continue to 
be, for it is engaged’ in forging ‘ever 
into new regions. 

The dancer of the East has no inact 
problems. The dance, according to 
the Hindu, was created by Brahma, 
the Creator, and given to men 
through the ‘sage Bharata and his 
hundréd ‘sons. The ‘Natya Shasta,’’ 
the great work which contains the 
complete revelation, is spoken of as 
the Fifth Veda, or sacred treatise. 

| he dancer’s mission, therefore, is 
to be obedient to the laws laid down 
in this book, and under no condition 
to add‘anything of his own at risk 

| of being guilty of trying to add to 
| the work of the gods. The onlooker 

_ comes to share in a religious ritual 
| gather than to be carried into any 

, uncharted fields of esthetic adven- 
ture. The whole process is familiar 

| to both dancer and audience, having 

| been performed in exactly the same 
| manner for generations. 

“All the activities of the gods,’ 
wrote Bharata in the ‘‘Natya Shas-

It is con- 
cerned with the visible interpreta- 
tion-of the common ideal experience 
of mankind... Subjective 
experience, colored by personal im- 
pulses and idiosyncrasies, does not 
enter conspicuously into the exposi- 
tion cf either Hindu dancing ' or 
gnusic.”’ 

is And again: 
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through drama, music and dancing 
is not only a means of spiritual, 
understanding but a... necessary 
method of character development. 
Character means well-regulated emo- 
tion. Dancing and music in India 
were considered excellent regulators 
of‘the emotions.”’ 

Needless to say, they are not so 
considered in America! Of the rela- 
tion of music to the dance there is 
also an interesting difference. The 
dancer and musician, says Ragini, 
“are always in unison. The dancer 
is ‘not concerned with the necessity 
of interpreting a composer’s inten- 
tion. There are.no scores.or notes 
to. be played. * * * The emotions 
and spiritual moods of the various 
melodies (Ragas) and rhythms 
(Talas) have been fixed by the 
canons of art, which also devised 
their plastic representation 'in‘ dance 
form. Dancing has therefore a power 
and vitality of expression which is 
in no sense inferior to that of 
music.’’ 

The difficulty of retaining anything 
of. authenticity when a Western 
dancer attempts the classic Hindu 
dance is evident... There are only two 
points at which he can hope to ap- 
proach the original; one is in the 
matter of visual design—not a very 
vital consideration with the Hindu— 
and the other is in the matter of pre- 
senting the fact of the Hindu 
dancer’s consecration, if not its ac- 
tual spirit. Some of our dancers have 
attempted more, with what conse- 
quences to the feelings of Hindus 
present may well be imagined. There 
seems to be no reason, however, why 
the exquisite externals of the dance 
May not be adapted and applied to 
our own art authentically and made 
to enrich our plastic vocabulary with- 
out damage to the original. 


Even in India, it seems, the classic 
drama is no longer to be seen in its 
purity, the only substantial relic be- 
ing the Nautch, which is such a pop- 
ular subject for misrepresentation by 
Western dancers. That even this will 
probably succumb in time to the 
Europeanizing of the art of the East 
seems likely; and it is, therefore, a 
happy circumstance that there should 
be a few devotees like Ragini who 
are able not only to perform the 
classic dances but also to write about 
them in such a form that we of the 
West may acquire some appreciation 
of them before they disappear from 
the earth.

effects, good and bad, of the 

radio and the phonograph on the 

. .musical life of the people are 
discussed by Francis Toye in The 
London Post. The advantages of 
music mechanically reproduced to 
the infirm, the isolated and the stu- 
dious, he believes, are obvious, while 


—_ the disadvantages to the lazy, the 


carcless and the too easily satisfied 


|are equally obvious. 


“Every musician; every real music- 
lover even, is agreed, however, on 
one point: They are a ‘second-best.’ 
Second-best to what? To concerts 
and opere-going; first, because there 


|seems to be something in the sense 


of sight that reinforces the sense of 
hearing, quite: apart from any ques- 
tion: of the: degree of perfection as 
regards the reproducing of sounds 


od| that may be attained in the future. 


This, however, might conceivably be 
denied by some people. 

“What will.command universal as- 
sent.is that they are ‘second-hest’. to 
the, practice. of music by; the individ- 
ual himself. Thus if it is true, as 
one authoritative speaker said to the 
B. M, S., that the gramophone and 
the wireless are killing the music 
making ‘of the individual, to that .ex- 
tent they are wholly bad. I am not 
quite sure that it is true, but it is 
certainly possible. When one can 
hear at any time the best profession- 
als perform music, if. only on. the 
gramophone ‘and the wireless, it is 
reasonable to, expect that many peo- 
ple may be discouraged from indulg- 
ing their own poor efforts. | 

‘‘Nevertheless, ‘they are. -wrong, 
hopelessly, utterly, eternally wrong. 
Nothing can take the place,of the 
practice of music by. the individual 
himself. _That is not to say that he 


;| need feel obliged. to inflict his efforts 


on other people. On the contrary. 
But for himself, for his musical. sal- 
vation, no outside factor can take 


not the best gramophone record, not 
the best wireless wets nor even the 
best concert. 

“These. things are ‘invaluable, in 
their different ways, as purveyors of 
sheer delight, as- maintainers of a 
high standard of accomplishment. 


the place of his own music-making, ’ 


They can, however; never give that 
insight into the nature of the art, 
that wholesome, stable outlook, com- 
paratively impervious to the gusts 
and caprices of fashion, which are 
the attributes of true musicianship. 
By his mere striving the individual 
ecquires something denied to him 
who is merely content to listen. He 
catches a glimpse, at any rate, of 
wh2t may be called music in action. 

“Show me, for instance, a regular 
vilayer of piano-duets, and I will 
show you a good musician, whose 
orinion on music I would rather 
take than that of most highly eclec- 
tic, widely-traveled dilettanti, of 
many experienced or merely slick 
theorists, who themselves do noth- 
ing. Music is, primarily, meant to 
be performed, not listened to. One 
of the basic troubles of our age is 
that we listen so much and perform 
so little. 

“Besides, there is no joy like that 
of making music oneself. Without 
being unduly personal, I would em- 
phasize this point by my own expe- 
rience. I suppose I hear all the best, 
and too many of the second and 
third best concerts. Yet I get more 
musical pleasure out of the couple 
of months when I must remain per- 
force content with my own horrid 
noises on.the piano, or the painful 
making of a few indifferent compo- 
sitions, than out of all the finest 
productions of the Queen’s, Wigmore 
and Aeolian Hall combined. A path- 
ological case, of course, because the 
rnusic critic, surfeited with other 
people’s music, is a pathological 
creature. 

**Nevertheless, in music as in psy- 
chology the pathological case is in- 
valuable as showing the true nature 
of a problem; it presents, in an ex- 
aggerated form, what happens, less 
obviously, in an average instance. 
Listening to music, in its proper 
place and in due measure, is an ex- 
quisite delight, but making music is 
a veritable necessity to the true mu- 
sician. It may best be described as 
being. to him as the earth to Anteus— 
if there are enough people left famil- 
iar with Greek eer to remem- 
ber what: that was.

A calm, hot Sabbath morning 
dawned over woods and fields along 
the Englishtown road to Monmouth 
Court House on June 28, 1778. Most 
of the dozen houses in that village, 
and many about Old Tennent, had 
been abandoned’ by women and 
children on Saturday afternoon, 
when Washington arrived at Eng- 
lishtown in pursuit of General 
Clinton. 


The sun glistened on dew-wet 
“fields of wheat, oats and flax in 
~“ clearings between woods and moras- 
. ses. There was not air enough stir- 
, --ring to rustle the corn which covered 
; . the slopes of Coomb’s Hill, from Old 
Tennent Church to the parsonage, 
.down the road, The brook, which 
“twisted its way through forests and 
fields, slid silently beneath the 
_ bridge where Washington met Lee 
and turned retreat into victory. 
Mary Ludwig in the Battle. 
Clear springs fed this brook and 
from here Mary Ludwig, of New 
Jersey: birth and German descent, 
wife of John. Hays, gunner in the 
Continental Army, drew water for 
gunners until her husband fell, when 
she sprang to his place at the gun. 
Her first hours of service won her 
the gunners’ humorous sobriquet, 
“Molly Pitcher’; her last, the per- 
sonal compliments of Washington, 
Lafayette and Greene, the official 
title of “‘Captain,’’ and a pension 
_ from Congress. 
Naturally, a county which through 
. birth and achievement claims Molly 
Pitcher, ‘“‘the Heroine. of _ Mon- 
_,mouth,” has made a careful investi- 
Segation of her life and deeds of valor.. 
‘Some historians have been careless 
in this respect. Most histories state 
that John Hays was killed in action 
at his-gun. Monmouth historians re- 
_. Jate that Hays fell insensible from 
~.~hheat and exhaustion. Molly is said 
“to have quickly nursed her husband 
‘back to health after the battle. 
“It is: not known exactly how far 
Molly had to cs:::; water from the 
brook. Some :2-": avo a local rail- 
* yvoad, displayc. .:'z_ cigns.at a spot 
beside .its track: ‘‘Molly Pitcher’s 
Well,’ and ran excursions for years 
to this modern well which a farmer 
had enclosed for domestic use. The 
writer of this’ article published a 
little “historical. sketch about Molly 
and both signs and excursions 
ceased. Today -a néatly walled spring 
bears the title: ‘Molly Pitcher’s 
Spring.’’ But traditions and facts 
related by the son of a man who was 
in the battle point definitely to the 
brook, which may or may not have 
‘owned a spring at the spot from 
which Molly drew water. 


’ All that sultry Saturday night be- 
fore the battle the armies of Wash- 
~dngton and Clinton were stirred by 
excitement. The scattered villagers 
were athrill with patriotic zeal and 
apprehension for the safety of their 
families. Skirmishing began at dawn 
as American advance. troops harassed 
the rear of the British. ‘General Clin- 
ton had the flower of the British 
troops under Lérd Cornwallis and 
General ‘Baron Knyphausen—10,000 
men in good condition... © 
Early on Sunday morning people at 
Old Tennent were aroused by British |' 
troops and artillery trains passing 
on thelr way to Navesink. The boom 
of artillery and crack of muskets 
came from some: three and a half

General Lee Ordered to Attack. 

‘It was 5 o’tlock in the morning 
when: General Charles Lee was or- 
dered to move his detachment and

““"“Dieckinson’s reconnoitring troops 
were first to engage the enémy at 
Monmouth Court House, between 7 
and 89’clock in the morning. Butler 
followed with a charge on the Queen’s 
Rangers at the present site of Battle 
Monument, and drove back this small 
rear guard. General Anthony Wayne 
led the next attack; a little nearer the 
rear of the main body of the British, 
on their march toward the high

tally wounded. 

Through the forenoon skirmishes 
of increasing violence engaged some 
5,000 Americans in several detach- 
ments. From noon, smitten by a 
hot sun, the battle raged until 
darkness blurred the ae of friend 
and foe. 

General Washington, at English- 
town, heard the cannonading in the 
forenoon and knew that a serious 
encounter. was in progress... Setting 
his army. in motion, about midday 
he. swept. along the road by Old 
Tennent Church with his artillery 
and some 6,000 infantry troops press- 
ing towards the center of conflict. 

David Forman and Peter Wikoff 
guided this army by safe routes 
through woods and fields, avoiding 
the morasses, known best to wild 


-beasts and Indians, and feared by 


both armies. 
At the moment when = General 





panic or demoralization. Under 
pressure of the British advance, the 
Americans retired through the woods 
and down the road between the vil- 
lage of Monmouth Court House and 
Old Tennent. 

Meantime Washington, mounted on 
a splendid horse, rode on toward 
eee Church, where he met men 

hastening up the road, The Gen- 

efal could scarcely credit their story 
of a retreat until he dashed into the 
midst of the disordered regiments. 

Surprised and exasperated, he 
reined in near the bridge over the 
brook, a mile beyond the church. He 
saw Lee. Angrily addressing his 
retreating General, Washington re- 
buked him, terming him ‘‘a damned 
poltroon.”’ 

The appearance of Washington rid- 
ing down the lines on his magnifi- 
cent horse inspired the soldiers. He 
quickly rallied the troops, re-formed 
the line and brought up his fresh 
troops into position. Setting his bat- 
teries in advantageous positions and 
placing Lord Stirling in command of 
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The Tall Monument at Freehold, N. J. 





Wayne made his attack, General Lee 
and his Americans began to fall back 
before the British, who had swung 
their rear guard into an advancing 
front. Disappointment, perplexity 
aad some confusion ensued, but no 


the left wing and General Greene 
of the right, Washington took com- 
mand in the centre, with General An- 
thony Wayne in front of him. On 
his staff was Colonel James Wilkin- 
son, then 19 years of age, who later 





succeeded Washington as Command- 
er-in-Chief of the American Army. 

Clinton moved ‘against the Jeft 
wing of the Americans: but was re- 
pulsed by’ Lord Stirling: Turning 
against the right, his troops were 
forced to retire by’ Greene. General 
Wayne at last advanced against the 
British and drove them back to a 
defensive position, which they held 
until ‘dusk—about 8 or 9 o’clock in 
the evening. 

As Anthony Wayne made the last 
charge of the day through Tennent’s 
trampled cornfields, battalions of 
British Grenadiers fell back, trying, 
in vain, to carry away the body of 
their ‘heroic commander, Moncton, 
which lies beside Old Tennent 
Church beneath a tombstone given 
by an American admirer of courage. 


Twilight falls late in June. With 
its coming both armies threw them- 
selves on the ground, exhausted. Be- 
neath an apple tree slept Washing- 
ton, wrapped in his cloak. He in- 
tended renewing the attack in the 
morning as the broken ground, mo- 
rasses~and forests thereabout made 
the night attack he desired. unsafe. 
But during the night General ines 
withdrew. 

The Battle .of Monmouth, which 
must have continued for some fifteen 
hours, strengthened the morale of 
the army, worn by their Winter at 
Valley Forge,.and encouraged the 
Colonies in their. struggle. It made 
their Commander-in-Chief more he- 
roic than ever as they pictured him, 
constantly exposed to fire, rallying 
his troops. 

The Battle’s Losses. 


. In dead, wounded and missing; the 
British lost 362 and the Americans 
360 men. Included among these 
were four British and ‘eight Ameri- 
can officers; fifty-nine British and 
many Americans died of fatigue and 
sunstroke. The banks of Molly 
Pitcher’s Brook were ‘strewn with 
dead and wounded soldiers who had 
dragged - themselves’ to the water. 
Dr. Samuel Forman stated that ‘‘the 
tongues of living hundreds were 
swollen so as to render them in- 
capable of speaking.” 

The British dead and not a few of 
the Americans were buried on the 
field. 

. At some period after the War of 
the Revolution the village of Mon- 
mouth Court House chemged its name 
to Freehold. But the old Scotch set- 
tlement, whose first church was the 
Scots’ meeting house at Topanemus 
(now in the borders of Freehold), 
centred about the court house, and 
all roads led to its tree-shaded 
square. Then, as now, June is sweet 
with the perfume of lilacs and roses. 
That June of 1778 reeked with 
fumes of gunpowder; June, 1928, 
reeks with: the odor of gasoline. 
Freehold is the cross-roads from in- 
land cities to the coast_resorts, and 
oil filling stations have replaced 
many shady sidewalks and flower- 
filled dooryards. 

- Radiating from Monmouth Court 
House, every old road passes land- 
marks in Colonial and Revolutionary 
history. Under the bridge on the 
Englishtown Road ripples that en- 
client brook—forever young. It bore 
life-giving ‘water to friend and foe 
that June day in 1778; it refreshes 
bird and beast and bending roadside 
flowers this June of 1928. And when 
the guns of this sesquicentennial 
shall have been hushed a hundred 
years it will flow on, forgetting. 





FORT KEARNY AS SITE FOR A MEMORIAL 


MOVEMENT is. under. way im 


Wyoming to restore old Fort 

Philip Kearny, the scene in 1866 
of one of the worst massacres in 
American history and the forerunner 
of Custer’s experience at the Battle 
of thé Big Horn, ten years later. 
The post was established July 13, 
1866, by four companies of the Eigh- 
teenth Infantry and was first com- 
manded by Colonel H. B. Carrington. 
It was named after Major General 
Philip Kearny, who was killed in the 
Battle of Chantilly, Va., Sept. 1, 1862. 


Manning the New Posts. 


In the Spring of 1866 Colonel H. 
B. Carrington had been ordered to 
‘proceed from Fort Kearny, Neb., by 
way of Fort Laramie, Wyo., to gar- 
rison Fort Reno and build two new 
posts near the Bozeman Trail. He 
reached Fort Laramie in June, 
reached Fort Reno later in the same 
month, and, leaving a garrison there; 
pushed on to Big Piney Creek, a 
tributary of Powder River. 


, Preparations were at once begun 
for the construction of the new fort. 
The post was located in Carbon 
County, Wyo., sixty-five miles north- 
west of old Fort Reno and directly 
on the route from Fort Laramie to 
Virginia City. The fort was situated 
on a slightly elevated site between 
the Big and Little Piney Forks of 
the Clear Fork of Powder River, 
Dakota Territory, at their junction. 
It was four and one-half miles from 
the foot of Big Horn Mountain and 
280 miles north of Cheyenne, in the 
very heart of the hunting grounds of 
the Northern Indian. 


Indian Fighting Begun. 


The troops had already been 
warned by .the Indians that they 
must build no more forts and must 
leave the country. No attention was 
paid to the warning. The troops had 
scarcely settled themselves on the 
site selected for the post when they 
were attacked by a large force of 
Indians, who were successful in mak- 
ing off with the horses of the gar- 
rison, besides attacking and turning 
back the party that followed them, 
killing several of the soldiers. 

Undaunted at the opposition, two 
companies were sent out to erect a 
second post, Fort C. F. Smith, nine- 
ty miles northwest of Fort Philip 
women|Kearny. This was established in’ 





August. 
Meanwhile,

brought into Kearny to be sawed; a 
stockade was constructed and quar- 
ters, stables and a corral were built, 
for the new post was to be a com- 
plete establishment. The parties sent 
out to bring logs to the Government 
Sawmill were constantly harassed by 
Indian raiders, resulting in a num- 
ber of deaths. Sentinels were sta- 
tioned on some of the nearby high 
hills to watch for the approach of 
enemies. When Indians gathered 
within range of the howitzers, explo- 
sive shells were fired at them, usual- 
ly scattering them into the canyons. 

The officers and enlisted mén of 
Colonel Carrington’s command were 
ignorant of Indian fighting methods. 
Some of them had seen service on 
the battlefields. of the South, but 
the elusive Indians on open prairie 
or in mountain canyons were an un- 
known quantity. 


A Narrow Escape. 


Early in December, 1866, Brevet 
Lieut. Col. W. J. Fetterman, a Cap- 
tain in the Eighteenth Infantry, was 
sent out with forty men to protect a 
wood train. Pursuing a band of In- 
dians he found his little party almost 
entirely. surrounded. In an effort to 
intercept the red warriors and res- 
cue.the men, Colonel Carrington led 
forth twenty additional men. Coming 
up at a critical moment he succeeded 
in driving the enemy away with a 
loss of only two or three of the res- 
cuers. 


This experience taught the soldiers 
a lesson, but direct disobedience of 
orders in the very same month 
brought about the massacre that was 
the most serious of its kind un- 
til the death of Custer and his five 
troops of the Seventh Cavalry. 

On Dec. 21 the picket on one of 
the hills signaled that the wood 
train was being attacked. A relief 
party of seventy-six men—forty-nine 
from the Highteenth Infantry and 
twenty-seven from the Second Cav- 
alry—was ordered out. The com- 
mand was given to Captain Powell; 
but, just as they were about to:start, 
Colonel: Fetterman begged leave to 
lead the expedition, pleading his 
seniority as justification, ~His re- 





quest was granted and h> rode forth 
from the stockade with the seventy- 
six soldiers, two frontiersmen and 
Captain F. H. Brown, who had vol- 
unteered to accompany him. 


Before the command left the gates 
of the fort, Colonel Carrington had 
issued orders, twice repeated, that 
the party’ was only to relieve the 
wood train and drive back the at- 
tackers. Under no consideration 
were the Indians to be pursued be- 
yond Lodge Trail Ridge. The force, 
instead of heading directly toward 
the corralled wood train, however, 
was led in a semi-circle, possibly 
with the intention of cutting off the 
retreat of the savages. As the troops 
approached, the Indians gave way. 


The Command Destroyed. 


At the same time another band ap- 
peared near the fort and was fired 
on with cannon. By the time these 
had been driven away, the garrison 
could plainly hear heavy firing on 
the other side of Lodge Trail Ridge. 
The sound continued for a half-hour 
or more. When it finally ceased, 
Captain Ten Eyck with all the avail- 
able men left in the. fort was sum- 
marily dispatched to ascertain if 
Fetterman had met with trouble and, 
if so, to assist him in any way pos- 
sible. When the reinforcements ar- 
rived on the field, they found that 
every man in Fetterman’s command 
had been killed and the Indians were 
celebrating their victory. 

Story Told by Indians. 

According to Indian ‘witnesses—no 
white man lived ‘to tell the 
‘tale—Fetterman’s troops. had : been 
ambushed by some 2,000 warriors 
beyond Lodge Trail Ridge, where, 
had Fetterman obeyed. orders,. they 
would not have gone.. No retaliatory 
measurés were taken against. the red 
men, as there were not enough sol- 
diers in the vicinity to operate 
against them with ees of any 
degree of success. 

Fort Philip Kearty was kept in a 
state of virtual siege by the Sioux 
and Cheyennes for somie‘time, The 
destruction of the forcé under Fet- 
terman led to a long investigation 
resulting in the abandonment of Fort 
Philip Kearny on July 31, 1868, The 
post later was burned to the ground 
by a -Sioux war party under Old 
Little Wolf and for many years the 
site of the famous old frontier’ post: 
was marked only by —— and 
a few prairie dog holes, *.""_

Swimming Suits, Lounging Dress and Beach 
Wraps Come in Lively Ensembles ~~ 


EACH dress ins come to mean 


something far‘miore elaborate 
than a mere bathing suit and 
the necessary’, accessories. It in- 
cludes a whole outfit,- from. the suit 
itself to an attractive costume of 
‘wrap, in which to go from the bath- 
house to the water or to lounge in 
on the beach, and hat and shoes, and 
‘ perhaps the new trousers, which 
promise a widespread pppearance 
this Summer. — 


The ensembl> idea is, damisans in 
dress of both the simple and intricate 
sorts, and the new .models present 
many varied styles in line, color and 
material. In a way the bathing suit 
of the season reflects the general 
mode in dress, being more feminine, 
more artistic and distinctly more in- 
dividual than the. fashion’ of past 
“ seasons. A. bathing suit may now be 
a8 practical as the’ most athletic 
bather and swimmer may ‘require. 
Also it may be as smart and ‘‘dressy”’ 
as needed to present the wearer most 
_ becomingly on the beach. 


The leading couturiers both abroad 


_ and at home have given their atten- 
tion to the beach costume with 
charming success. Lucien Lelong has 
_ blazed the trail with a number of 
_ striking ensembles which include 
everything for style and comfort 
that can well be included in one 
. wardrobe. His bathing suit is of a 
more definite design than the simple 
slip-on of past seasons. It. has now 
a semblance of being in two or three 
pieces, with a belt with which the 
- trousers are held to the. shirt. In 
some of the two-piece suits the shirt 
is made in the shape of a waistcoat 
or cardigan and buttoned down the 
front and sewn to the short trousers. 
With these, a belt is worn at the 
normal waistline. 


This model is varied in several 
ways. In one design, the shirt is‘cut 
like a sweater extending well over 
the hips. It is finished at the neck 
with a small turnover collar, and is 
buttoned down the.front and belted 
with a narrow strap of the material. 
This model is made of one of the new 
artificial silk jerseys.

NOTHER designer, Mary Nowit- 
x sky, makes a bathing suit in 
which the shirt, of jade green 
jersey, is worn with a pair of wide 
trousers of brown, green and white 
checked wool. These are belted, and 
are cut almost knee length. Jane 
Regny is making some smart bath- 
ing ensembles, using much white, 
white and black and scarlet. 
of her models include a sleeveless 
shirt, trousers that fasten at one- side. 
with a row of pearl buttons, and 
usually a shirt, worn outside, which 
is trimmed with an appliquéd motif 
and belted with a bright contrasting 
color. 

Little straight coats of the same 
material as the suit are shown with 
these models, trimmed in some deco- 
trative fashion. Odd coats are made 


of different fabrics with an appliqué | 


of a geometric pattern in a contrast- 
ing color. White-jersey, flannel or 
moire is used for the suit, and over 
this is worn a jacket of green, scar- 
let or blue wool, or one of white with 
a decorative. appliqué in color or 
black. All of these coats have caps 
and shoes to match. 

Lelong has succeeded in’ intro- 
ducing the beach coat as a part of 
the conventional. bathing ‘costume of 
this season. It is shown in designs 
that may suitably be worn with any 
of several suits. In.one of the com- 
plete beach outfits yellow and brown 
jersey are effectively combined. The 
shirt and trousers are of pale: yel- 
low and have stripes of deeper yel- 
low and brown woven to form .a 
border about tha top and bottom. A 
knee-length coat with the stripes 
used down each side of the front is 
tied about with a sash of the goods, 
and the sandals are made of yellow 
rubberized leather with straps of 
brown. 

This ensemble includes’ a parasol, 
a flat valise-shaped bag and cushion; 
all of the same material. and.,all 
trimmed with the stripes. The same 
designer is making, other original 
models in combinations of  differ- 
ent fabrics, using linen on wool, and 
other fabrics on silk rae Canes in 
—r patterns.

HE bold, modernistic designs in 
ds sharply contrasted colors are 

especially effective on bathing 
suits, and some ultra-smart models 
of this type are-shown. A suit of 
athletic type is made with a ‘shirt 
of white tussah: silk and trimmed 
with a narrow band of. navy. blue 
flannel stitched about the’ edge of 
the square nec«,.a monogram of the 
same cloth being: appliquéd in front 
and a wider band forming a V run- 
ning up from the waist line. The 
trousers and wide belt* are both of 
the flannel. 

Jean Patou makes a "diet suit ot 
moss green-flannel,..the shirt.and 
trousers being joined with @ fitted 
yoke, and a topcoat cut finger-tip 


length. The trousers of this suit are 


made wide, almost like a skirt, with 
a cluster of pleats.at.each. side,.and 
both shirt and coat are mono- 
grammed in light green cloth. 

The three-piece suit, w _is, .a 
modern version of an old fashion, is 
very stylish. It consists of a shirt 
bodice, a short skirt and ‘‘shorts,”’ 
of flat crépe, all in one shade: of 
blue. ‘The shirt is sleeveless and the 
skirt, which is laid in inverted box 
pleats back and front, is attached 
with a wide girdle of the crépe tied 
in a bow at one side. A bathing suit 
of white washable moire built on the 
Vionnet bias lines is cut in one piece 
but with a godet at each side to give 

&. skirt,  Thjs- is 





sleeveless and décolleté; and has 
stitched bands * forming shoulder 
straps, all of the edge and’ seams 
being piped. with coral silk. Each 
of these suits: has a cap and sandals 
to match, and many have also a coat, 
parasol and smaller accessories in 
the same color scheme. 

In a wardrobe that is planned for a 
season-at the seashore some ‘design- 
ers are making a sort of ensemble 
now called a beach set. It consists 
of a: beach. coat, umbrella, rug and 
cushion:of decorative material’ that 
will serve as a background for the 
bathing. suits, which are made in 
harmonizing colors. - These sets. are 
usually of heavy: printed linen,: cre- 
tonne or a rubberized material which 
is popular among Parisians . for 
beach clothes, and they are ;jshown 
in colors that-will toné with. that-of 
many of the new suits. Some of the 
designs are. conspicuously geometric, 
others are — flowered. _ 


AJAMA otha are an item in sea- 

shore dress that has become 

very popular. They are made 
to replace the bathing suit for the 
siesta on the beach, and one’ made 
of crépe, tussah silk or lightweight 
jersey of silk, wool or artificial silk. 
A wide assortment of ‘colors and 
color combinations is shown, espe- 
cially the new blues and greens, 
purple in several shades, and yellow. 
Another pajama suit of yellow wash- 
able taffeta is bordered with havana 
brown, with a line between of deep 
orange. — 

Pajamas of vivid green crépe are 
edged with brocaded ribbon in bright 
purple, yellow and blue in a small 
flower design, and others in a solid 
color are trimmed: with the fancy 
“‘wash’’, ribbons,. which are now 
shown in many pretty patterns. 
Some lovely beach. pajamas are made 
in ombré tinted crépes ‘and tub silks, 
usually in pastel shades.

Suits for the Water and Others for Near the 
Water Have Gay Innovations

NY discussion of Paris bathing 
A suits must first determine the 
seriousness of purpose with 
which the suit is to be worn. If it 
is meant actually forthe water, then 
its description differs radically from 
that of suits intended only to grace 
the sands. 

The suits for the water do not vary 
greatly from the one-piece models in 
favor for these ‘many seasons. 

When all is said, there is no ma- 
terial quite so satisfactory for.bath- 
ing as wool jersey and no cut quite 
so suited to free movement of the 
body as the one-piece garment. It 
follows that only those Paris models 
based on these two tried and proven 
essentials have had any chance of 
permanent success. 

Patou is showing a number of 


; charming bathing suits which for de- 


sign are above criticism. Their ab- 
breviated circular skirts are bordered 
in contrasting stripes and the little 
straight waists are cut with ex- 
tremely low backs in the V or U 
outlines. once thought too daring for 
the drawing room. In cut and in 
color—usually red with blue or beige 
stripes—these suits are highly attrac- 
tive. But Patou has made them in 
silk jersey and only a person who 
has worn a wet silk suit can appre- 
ciate the clammy coldness which the 
very memory conjures to mind. 

Jane Regny, very sensibly, has 
made all her bathing suits in: wool 
jersey and has introduced some very 
radical changes in even such a di- 
minutive. garment as the one-piece 
suit already was. She has eliminated 
the little: skirt entirely, leaving only 
the trunks; has made the suit with 
a diagonal neckline, cutting off one 
shoulder strap. completely, and, 
finally, has made it in all-white or 
flesh color, so that it is not too ob- 
trusive. But she allows. scanty con- 
solation in all this, for she includes 
a belt that has grown wider! It is 
of patent leather and of a width of 
nearly three inches.

ANY useful articles for the 

Summer traveler are now _ to

FASHIONABLE TABLES AT DINNER 





The Preference for Fewer Courses Has acai With 
It Great Simplicity in the Service — 


eight and nine course dinners 

so stoically endured by the 
older’ generation, the utmost simpli- 
city has come to be the fashion in 
dinner services. An imported, hand- 
made lace cloth is the favored cov- 
ering for the table, especially where 
a large number of guests are: invited, 
but-in these- days of shrinking mé- 
nages and small parties, fine linen 
doilies and runners, frequently em- 
broidered or decorated with hand- 
made lace, are used to a large ex- 
tent, since they present less difficul- 
ty int Taundering.

Fruit is sometimes served 
as an extra, accompanied. by finger- 
bowls in silver holders. 

After dinner coffee is now frequent- 
ly served in the dining room, espe- 
cially since women now smoke on 
an equal plane with men, but the 
preferred .custom .(for the benefit of:

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Now a Banker, the Proceeds of His Book of 
Ballads Is Used to Assist Lincoln Memorial 
University on the Modern Frontier 


N unusual way of raising money 
for a collegé has been adopted 
by a man who lived in Wyom- 
ing during the frontier days 

and now héads a large financial or- 
ganization in New. York. His name 
is Ferdinand W. Lafrentz and he has 
recently collected his réminiscefices 
of the days of the open range in a 
volume of verse called ‘‘Cowboy 
Stuff,’’ dedicating all profits from the 
gale to Lincoln Memorial University. 

For though the American cowboy 
ig passing with the days of his glory, 
there are still other frontier people 
in America. Down in the Appala- 
chian.country a nopulatior. of some 
6,000,000 souls still lives in a State 
not far advanced from the frontier 
stage. In that mountain empire situ- 
; ated where Virginia, Kentucky and 
Tetinessee convérge, at Cumberland 
Gap, Lincoln University stands, its 
mission an attempt to leada race out 
of bondage. -Mr. Lafrentz has for 
some time been interested in helping 
to raise the funds that the univer- 
sity needs in its work and already 
more thah $100.000 has been raised 
through private subscription to his 
volime of cowboy lyrics. Thus the 
record of the passing cowboy has ma- 
terially helped the lives of those 
mountain people who have been called 
our contemporary ancestors. 

Mr. Lafrentz is Chairman of the 
board arid former President of the 
American Surety Company, and 
sometimes his friends forget. that he 
Was once a cattleman. ‘I must ad- 
mit,’’ John Wesley Hill, Chancellor 
of Lincoln University, said, ‘‘that it 
ig sométimes hard for me to believe 
that Mr. Lafrentz was éver confiected 
with cowboy life.’’ 


Stuff of the Cowboy Life. 


“Cowboy Stuff’’ contains the types 
of frontier days—the rustler, the bad 
man, the bronco-buster and the rest 
ars here and many episddes of that 
life ara dramatized in these verses. 
Reading them, one has a vivid pando- 
rama of Mr. Lafrentz’s life among 
men whose refrain was, as he gives 
it in his ‘‘Loading Song’’: 

I never mind the weather! 
Let it do what it wants; 
I’ll sport my rooster feather 
Slicker and leather pants! 


Or when they were going about 
their more sober duties the mood 
changed, as in the last verse of his 
“The Stay Dance’’; 


Fiddiés are wailin’: 
“Shoot out the lamps!” 

Punchers are trailing 
-Back to their camps. 


In all hig verses Mr. Lafrentz wrote 
out.of the actualities of his expeéri- 
ence. Born.in the Island of Feéh- 
marn, in Schleswig-Holstein, Mr. 
Lafrentz came to America when he 
was 14 yéars old. Once here he stud- 
ied to-such purpose that presently, 
as a young man, he found himself in 
Chicago, teaching financial and eco- 
nomic subjects and called ‘‘Profes- 
sor’ by men older than himself. Then 
a friend asked him to go out to Wyo- 
ming to- look after some financial 
matters. Mr. Lafrentz, being of an 
adventurous turn of miid, wanted to 
see the life of the cowpunchers, and 
accepted the position, and now, after 
many years, he has beccra¢ one of 
the chroniclers of that vanishing 
phase 6f Ameérican ‘history. 

In Wyoming Mr. Lafrentz became 
identified with one of the cattle com- 
panies, He found himself living the 
life of a cowboy, riding across vast 
open ranges where fences and farms 
and “dude ranches’? and railroad 
tracks and towns are strewn now. 
And he became fantiliar with the point 
of view: of the men who had been 
drawn to that life from the widest 
variety of homes. Some of them 
were uneducated, others had coms 
from distinguishéd families abroad. 
Altogether they forméd a free com- 
munity whose way of life has not 
been duplicated.

across the hills at dawn, thinking, 
“by gut, how fifie leather feels!’’

Then there fs the cowboy in a 
lighter mood, proceeding to shoot up 
the landscape in an informal way. 
Theré was the case of one whose full 
and complete name seems to have 
been ‘‘Hen,’’ who took-a notion to 
ride around the counter inside a 
store, producing considerable excite- 
ment—up to the time when the Mar- 
shal arrived and put an end to the 
escapade. And there were the two 
gentlemen of horses who found that 
the Painted Desert lacked color 
until a number of internal applica- 
tio $ of a beverage known. as red-eye 
supplied a richer pigment to the 
view: ‘‘Rank,. ain’t it? .Let’s paint 
at!’"3

Mr. Lafrentz tells the story of 
Calamity Jané, who could shoot and 
ride and drink with the best of the 
men, and swear with rather pointed 
adéquacy when occasion arose. She 
married an appropriate mate in suré- 
shot Wild Bill, and the two made a 
rip-roaring team. Now they lie in the 
Biack Hills, longing to get up and 
tide down the strects of the frontier 
town with pistols flaming once more. 





HOME ECONOMICS TEACHING 
EXPANDS IN HIGH SCHOOLS 





Educators Look to the Work to Help Offset the 
Influences Against Family Life - 


SJBLIC school training in the arts 
and crafts of the home meant 
until récent years little more 

than thet the daughter of the family 
should be able to maké a dress for 
hérsélf or put in an occasional hour 
in thé kitchen trying out recipes 
mostly unsuitable for everyday use. 
As these lessons in cooking and sew- 
ing have grown up into home eco- 
nomics departments, however, an én- 
tirely new spirit and objective have 
been introduced into such studies. 
Somewhere the ebbing of the tide 
of influence exerted by the American 
home must be stemmed, as one City 
Superintendent of Public Schools puts 
the situation. The teaching of home 
economics is consequently more and 
more sériously considered as the 
means to that -end, and the depart- 
ments are expanding in directions 
hardly considered as within their 
scope until recently. No longer lim- 
ited to instruction in cooking and 
sewing, home economics education is 
concerning itself with the business 
of keeping people fit and helping 
them to lite long and efficiently as 
well as developing good citizens. 


Problems Carefully Studied. 


This advance has not comé about 
haphazard. In Washington, Denver, 
San Francisco, Cleveland, Baltimore, 
Detroit and other cities research 
studies have been made to determine 
the extent of household activities in 
various localities and ways in which 
high school girls may be trained to 
appreciate and contribute to their 
homes. On the findings of such 
studies the new conception of home 
economics education is based. Some 
of the work’s possibilities are noted 
in a survey recently made by the 
United States Bureau of Education. 

The extent to which high school 
girls help spend the family income 
by doing some or all of the shopping 
and marketing has led in some 
places to courses on the economics 
of the home, a subject previously 
touched only superficially in connec- 
tion with other studies. Within the 
last few years, California high 
achools. have offered what is known 
as a ‘“‘citizen homemaking’’ course 
which takés up .such matters as 
expenditures of American house- 


wives, standards and problems of 
consumption, costs and standards of 
living and quantity and cost esti- 
mates for a typical family with 
normal living standards. 

Increase in the number of disin- 
tegrating families and the rising 
divorce raté have brought home 
economists to the conclusion that the 
study of human relationships in the 


home is as: much a part of their 


management. Now courses in social 
relationships are given in several 
regular and senior high schools, 
covering the history of the family; 
the function of the home in every- 
day life; the responsibility of the 
members of a family toward one an- 
other and toward the community; 
lessons in cooperation for raising 
living standards and ~« conditions; 
establishment of correct personal 
habits; development of fairnéss, 
orderliness, poise, unselfishness; bé- 
havior for all occasions; and the 
profitable uses of leisure. The ob- 
jects of the courses are to cultivate 
high ideals for family life, to create 
a finer sénse of appreciation for 
cultural things and to develop in 
youth personality that will uphold 
the morale of the home. 

Child development and parental 
education courses are also rapidly 
finding a place in public schools, 
some of which are following the éx- 
ample of colleges and universities in 
providing laboratory facilities for 
such work, to teach high school girls 
proper methods of caring for the 
younger members of their families 
and to prepare pupils for homes of 
their own. 


Spread of the Work. 


Wisconsin’s slogan for home eco- 
nomics instruction in public schools 
is ‘‘Every Wisconsin girl educated for 
intelligent motherhood.’’ The High- 
land Park, Mich., High School has 
its own nursery school for the obser- 
vation of juniors and seniors, and in 
Detroit and in Peterborough, N. H., 
cooperative arrangements have been 
made for similar use of outside nur- 
sery schools. In the sixteen or more 
day nurseries of Los Angeles, ele- 
mentary school pupils, too, learn to 
feed and clothe babies, amuse them 
and make them comfortable. 

And home economics education is 
no longer régarded as a departmént 
for girl pupils only. Within the last 
two years there has been a growing 
sentiment that household mechanics, 
household sanitation, household fi- 
nance and elementary nutrition are 


things boys too should know about. 
Parents of boys in the junior class of 
the Tulsa, Okla., Central High School 
80 enthusiastically endorsed home 
économics training for their sons 
that the ‘“‘‘thome crafts for boys’’ 
course Was initiated sevéral years 
ago and made compulsory in the 
third yéar. In all but six States 
some such instruction is now offered 
for boys and more than 7,000 are én- 





rolled in thesé courses.

Poland, declared that the boys had 
done more to give the poople of Po- 
land an idea of what America is like 
and what she stands for than all the 
other tourists that have visited their 
country.”’ 5 


Such a reaction, Mr. Clark ex- 
plained, is a result of the way the 
tours are conducted. In each coun- 
try a citizen of standing joins the 
party and rémains with it throughout 
the visit. These men act as interpre- 
ters and through them and others in- 
terested in the tour, the Americans 
Meet boys of their own age. They 
are enabled to see something of the 
normal home life of the countries 
they visit. 


Thirteen Countries on List. 


This year we shall visit our friends 
in England, Scotland, Norway, Swe- 
den, Denmark, Holland, Belgium, 
Czechoslovakia, Austria, Hungary, 
Switzerland and France,’’ said Mr. 
McClain. ‘‘One of the high lights of 
the trip will be the week we spend 
in the Association’s International 
Boys’ Camp at Vaumarcus, on Lake 
Neufchatel, Switzerland. Here there 
will also be camped 160 boys from 
practically every country in Europe. 
One of the most impressive events 
in the Camp Vaumarcus program 
will be the Fire of Friendship, around 
which boys from more than a dozen 
nations will gather, each holding a 
torch of friendship and world brother- 
hood. 

“Another one of the ‘big’ experi- 
ences of the trip will come during 
the first days of August. The boys 
are to form an American cheering 


section at the Olympic Games on 
Aug. 2, 3, 4 and 5. In England, Ox- 
ford and the Shapespeare country 
ate on Ourlists, Last year we camped 
in thé King’s preserves with a party 
of English boys. Over in Switzerland 
we will climb Jungfrau while we are 
at Interlaken. 


Home Cities and Destination. 


The boys come from Bérkeley, Los 
Angles, Sacramento. and...South 
Pasadena, Cal.; Portland, Ore.; Ta- 
coma, Wash.; South Bend, Ind.; 
Evanston, 11l.;Detroit and Monroe, 
Mich.; Newton, Iowa; Akron, Ohio; 
Bronxvillé, Little Falls and Kenmore, 
N. Y.; Jacksonville, Fla.; New Ha- 
ven, Conn., and Dorchester, Mass. 
The cities they will visit include Lon- 
don, Newcastle, Bergen, Oslo, Stock- 
holm, Copenhagen, Berlin, Dresden, 
Prague, Vienna, Venice, Milan, Lu- 
cerne, Interlaken, Geneva, Mainz, 
Basel, Mannheim, Cologne, Amster- 
dam, Paris and Versailles.

NEW BOY SCOUT CAMP MADE 
READY IN SULLIVAN COUNTY. 





Site Comprises 10,500 Acres, With a Whole Lake 
For Each New York Council 


HE new camp site of the Boy 

Scout Foundation. of . Greater 

New York, located near Nar 
rowsburg, Sullivan County, N. Y., 
will be used by the scouts‘ for the 
first time when a Brooklyn detach- 
ment inauguratés the Summer camp-< 
ing séason 6n July 2. Brooklyn Coun- 
cil will be the only one to go to the 
new camp this year. Other New York 
scouts will use the Kanohwokke 
camps at Bear Mountain Park this 
Summer. 

The new Sullivan County camp site, 
covering an area of 10,500 acres, was 
purchased by the foundation at an 
expenditure of approximately $350,- 
000. About $450,000 more is being 
expended in preparing the site for 
the camps of the other scouts of the 
greater city. 


According to Lindsley F. Kimball, 
Seout Executive, of Brooklyn Coun- 
cil, about’ 3,000 scouts from that bor- 
ough are to go to the new camp. 
While it is believed that applications 
will exceed that number, improve- 
ments do not warrant the acceptance 
of more than 3,000. 


An innovation in camping will be 
made by Brooklyn Council this year 
in the exclusive use of the patrol sys- 
tem in the operation of the camp. 
The patrol system, it is explained, 
reduces the unit of patrol to eight 
scouts and places greater responsi- 
bility for the camp program and dis- 
cipline in the hands of the scouts 
themselves, making for the develop- 
ment of initiative, resourcefulness 
and leadership. 

The Brooklyn scout camps are to 
include an entire lake, as will be the 





case with the camps of the other 
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councilg of Greater New York when 
they are madé ready. In the Kanoh- 
wohke scout camps at Bear Moun- 
tain two lakes wére sharéd by four 
councils; but on the néw site éach 
council will have the exclusive use 
of an entire lake.

There has recently come to the at- 
tention of the national offices of the 
Boy Scouts of America the record in 
archery made by Scout Stephen A. 
Douglas 5th of Greensboro, N. C., at 
the toutnament of the Southern 
States Archery Association at Pinc- 
hurst, N. C., early this year. Scout 
Dougias, who is a great-grandson of 
the “Little Giant’? of Lincoln’s day, 
won the Junior Championship Cup 
with 292 hits and a score of 1,752.

FOR GREAT BRIDGE 


Geology Played Its Part in Fixing the Site of 
The Long Hudson River Span — What 





SUMMER IS LATE! 
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termining the site of the new 

Hudson River Bridge and in 

ite design, according to Dr. 
Charles P. Berkey, Professor of 
‘Geology at Columbia University. Dr. 
‘Berkey wrote the report on géolog- 
ical conditions at the bridge site for 
‘the Port of New York Authority. 
‘The huge structure will cross the 
river from 178th Street, Manhattan, 
‘to Fort Lee, N. J. 

“Undergfound conditions govern 
the length and, consequently, the 
form a bridge must take,’’ Dr. Ber- 
key explained recently. ‘‘The Hud- 
son River Bridge takes a suspension 
design owing to the impracticability 
of sinking piers far out in the river. 
When completed, this will be the 
world’s longest single-span bridge.’’ 

The Size of the Bridge. 

Figures compiled by the Port 
Authority compare the Hudson 
River with the Brooklyn and Dela- 
ware River bridges in certain re- 
spects. The length of the river span 
of the Brooklyn Bridge is 1,595 feet; 
of the Delaware Bridge, 1,750; of the 
Hudson River Bridge, 3,500 feet. 
The lengths between anchorages are 
3,455 feet for the Brooklyn Bridge, 
8,253 for the Delaware Bridge and 
: 4,800 for the Hudson River Bridge. 
The weight of the suspended struc- 
turé has in turn been more than 
doubled ‘by each of the newer bridges. 
As against 16,000 tons for the 
| Brooklyn Bridge, the Delaware 

Bridge suspension structure weighs 

40,000 and the Hudson River Bridge 

is to weigh 90,000 tons. The increase 

in strength of the carrying cables is 
even more apparent, The figure for 
the Brooklyn Bridge is 45,000 tons; 
| for the Delaware Bridge, 120,000 
' tons, and for the Hudson River 

Bridge, 350,000 tons. 

“The geologist can tell by looking 
at the surface rocks much about con- 
ditions undeérground,’’ Dr. Berkey ex- 
plained. He sees the ground slopé 
gently westward from the Palisades. 
Probably the same slope marks the 
rock formations to some depth he- 

| yneath the surface. To verify this 
supposition and exploring device 

; known as the diamond drill was 
used. 





The Test by Drilling. 
“The drill looks like a hollow iron 
_ pipe with black diamonds set in the 
| jagged edge at one énd. When the 
| Grill revolves, these diamonds cut 
| a cylinder of solid rock. This cylin-

What the Borings Showed. 


Conditions on the Néw Jersey side 
received spécial attention to make 
sure that beneath the water there j 
: | was not another cliff like the Pal- 

isades, said Dr. Berkey.  Borings 
} were put down not only on the pier 
| site but as much as 450 feet out in 
: | the river. These showed the beds of 

| | rock beneath the surface dipping 
i gently to the west, just as they do 
‘om the surface. The borings also 
,@howed the rock to be sandstones 
‘and shales of the same general na- 
itute us those beneath the talus 
| slopes between the base of the Pal- 
i .| isades and the river’s edge. 
' “Different conditions mark the 
|New York side. There the rock is 
of muvh greater age, of greater 
istrength and solidity. The same 
rock, which geologists call thé Man- 
hattan schist, may be seen in Cen- 
tral Park. Although ite behavior is 
known to be. rélatively consistent, 
the drill was used to prove its under- 
ground stability. 


River Bed Conditions. 


-t- “On the New York side the 
| rocks slope gently down to the river, 
‘leaving plenty of room above the 
' watér-line for the pier. Below the 
i -water’s edge the rock slopes down 
steeply. into water of swift cufrénts 
| marking the main channel of the 
| river. 
“On the New Jersey side a good 
} foundation was found out in the 
_sweter a short djstance from the 
; shore, within the pierhead line estab- 
lished by the War Department. Sub- 
stantial rock was reached at a depth 
not exceeding seventy-five feet. The 
water is not so deep, but a heavy 
@oating of mud, shells and boulders 
@evers the rock itself.’’ 

The New Jersey pier construction 
nécessitated the use of two coffer- 
| -dams—hollow forms sunk through 

water and silt until they encounter 

rock or other resistant material. 
{ Water and loose material are drawn 
out over the top, which is above 
water-level. This removal brings 





the device, which is strengthened by 
bracing with timbers and steel. Con- 
eréte and granite are then put in- 
side, forming the pier foundations. 


‘Unique Construction Problems. 

According to the éngineer in 
charge, the largest and deepest open 
cofferdams ever constructed for 
bridge work were used for the Hud- 
s0n Bridge.

The Diamond Drills Revealed 
BOLOGY played its part in de- 


be fastened so there is no possible 
danger of’ collapse of loosening,” 
Dr. Berkey explained further. ‘And 
‘here again the two sides of the river 
present. gadlogical conditions requir- 
ing different treatment. 

“On. the Néw Jersey side more 
than 200,000 cubic yards of rock 
must be blasted and removed. Then 
the cables must bé buried in the 
solid rock, in tunnéls extending to 
a depth of 8560 feet, and locked in 
with concrete. A great cut, 50 feet 
deep and 103 feet wide, in the Pali- 
sades permits an approach on the 
same level as the bridge floor. This 
approach extends 900 feet back from 
the cliff face. 

“On the New York side the cables 
are fastened in a massive artificial 
anchorage made of concrete and ma- 
sonry, where gravity and weight 
hold them. This anchorage will also 
form the bridge approach, extending 
1,000 feet eastward to a point just 
west of Pinehurst Avenue. 

“So when the Hudson River 
Bridge is completed, the ensemble 
will be symmetrical, the effect har- 
monious ahd you will look at the 
great span, the pier towers, the ap- 
proach and think how much alike 
both sides are. 
Dr. Berkey with a quiet smile, ‘‘un- 
léss you note the differences—for, 
like a Chinese pattern, both sides 
balance but are not alike.” 





THE GIGANTIC GEYSERS 
OF YELLOWSTONE PARE 


H@RE are said to be more gey- 

sers in Yellowstone National 

Park than in any other part of 
the world. The most famous is Old 
Faithful, which thrusts a column of 
boiling water and live steam 150 feet 
into the air every hour. According 
to observations made by the United 
States Geological Survey, every sixty 
to eighty minutes 1.500,000 gallons of 
water are erupted by this one gey- 
ser alone, or 33,225,000 gallons a day, 
which is enough to supply a city of 
$00,000 inhabitants. 

Other geysers play at irregular in- 
tervals of days, weeks or months. 
The Lone Star Geyser, which makes 
one of the most beautiful cones, 
sends a stream upward 60 feet for 
ten minutes at intervals of forty 
Minutes. The Giant Geyser reaches 
& height of 250 feet. Then there is 
the Great Fountain, a jet from 70 
to. 150 feet high spouting at inter- 
vals of eight to twélve hours; the 
Beehive, 200 feet; the Giantess, 150 
to 200 feet every ten to twenty days; 
the Grand, 200 feet, lasting fifteen 
to thirty minutes at ten to twelve- 
hour intervals. 

Other weird natural phenomena of 
the region include beautiful multi- 
colored hot springs.. The Fountain 
Paint Pot is especially popular. It 
is & basin of boiling clay. The Tur- 
quoise Spring, which is 100 feet in 
diameter, and the Emerald Morning 
Glory are other famous ones.

‘UNDER VARIED LIGHTS 





Boyce Thompson Institute Finds Blue Rays Promote 
-Development—Some Flowers Thrive Without Periods of 
Darknéss—Tomato Prefers.a Seventeen-Hour Day

i I=: people know in a vague 
way that the earth’s life is 
dependent on the heat of the 

sun; that even wood or coal 
owe their stored-up heat to the sun’s 
rays. Of late years we have begun 
to try to catch the invisible ultra- 
violet rays, especially for our chil- 
dren, to insure their vigorous growth. 

But few persons realize that only the 

Plant can. manufacture starch and 

sugar; that all the animal world, in- 

cluding man, is dependent on the 
green plants for these energizing 
substances. 

The process by which the green 
plant uses the energy of light to com- 
bine carbon-dioxide from the air with 
water to create starches and sugars, 
is imposingly christened by the sci- 
entists ‘‘photosynthesis.’’ This means 
*‘putting things together by light.”’ 

To determine the conditions most 
favorable to photosynthesis and 
rapid growth, several extensive ex- 
periments are under way at the 
Boyce Thompson Institute for Plant 
Research at Yonkers. One is de- 
signed to find out what éffect on 
growth is produced by longer hours 
of light; and another to study the 
effect produced on the plant by the 
different constituents of light, the 
rays of different color and different 
wave length, from the shorter wave 
lengths at the ultra-violet, violet, 
blue, green end of the spectrum to 
the longer wave lengths of the red, 
orange, yellow end. These are long- 
time investigations, calling for the 
most accurate apparatus and per- 
fectly controlled conditions. 

Spectral Glass Greenhouses. 


The study of the effect of color is 
made in a series of five ‘‘spectral’’ 
glass greenhouses, where tempera- 
ture’ and other conditions are the 
same, the light only varying. Full 
sunlight range is from 290 to 720 mil- 
limicrons. To indicate results ob- 
tained by H. W. Popp, the light con- 
ditions in the greenhouses must be 
noted: 

Greenhouse No. 1 had ordinary 
greenhouse glass transmitting prac- 
tically all of the sun’s light except 
the invisible ultra-violet (312 to 720 
mm.). 

Greenhouse No. 2 transmits prac- 
tically the entire spectrum, includ- 
ing most of the ultra-violet (296 to 
720 mm.). 

Greenhouse No. 3 includes most 
of the blue violet end of the spec- 
trum (389 to 720 mm.). 

Greenhouse No. 4 takes in. the 
green, but excludes most of the 
blue and violet (472 to 720 mm.). 

Greenhouse No. 5 includes: yel- 
low, orange and red, with only a 
little green (529 to 720 mm.). 
Tobacco, carrots, petunias, soy 

beans, coleus, buckwheat, tomato 
and sudan grass were grown in each 
house. The outstanding results were 
obtained in Houses 4 and 5, from 
which the entire blue-violet end of 
the spectrum was cut out. Here the 
low-growing, sturdy soy bean bush 
became: a spindling, twining vine. 
The stems of all plants were length- 
ened with long spaces between leaf 
nodes; the tissues were weak and 
the stems and cell walls thin. Near- 
ly all plants had to be’ supported 
after a few weeks. Leaves showed 
large air spaces and loose structure, 
with a tendency to crinkle. 


Color and Growth Affected. 


The variegated coleus; usually a 
dark red, was much paler in color, 
and the color of petunia flowers and 
four o’clocks was also pale. The 
plants in these ‘red’? houses were 
delayed in maturing, except that the 
soy bean leaves and pods turned yel- 
low and no new ones were formed. 

It was found that ultra-violet rays 
had little effect on the plants, where- 
in they differ from human beings. 
They were a little taller and blos- 
somed slightly earlier. in some.cases, 
but for the most part plants in the 
first three houses were all healthy 
and vigorous. They must have some 
of the green-blue-violet rays to be 
healthy; condemned to yellow-orange- 
red only, they become ‘weakened bagi 
abnormal.’ 

A question that may be explored 
later concerns whether or not the 
ultra-violet rays make any difference 
in the vitamin content or other food 
values of the plant. So far no rea- 
son has been found for equipping 
greenhouses with experisive glass for 
the transmission of the ultra-violet 
rays. 

Effects on Flowering. 


Taking out the violet-blue rays had 
a marked effect on flowering. The 
plants in the red houses. uniformly 
flowered later than in the others, the 
soy beans showing the least differ- 
ence. Sunflowers in House 5, ‘‘the 
reddest house of all,” practically 
failed to flower. Little difference 
was observed between the effects of 
Houses,1 and 2 in this regard. House 
3,- where the ultra-violet. was-elim- 
inated, induced the earliest flowering 
in the largest number of cases (to- 
matoes, petunias, sudan grass and 
sunflowers). 

The final and most serious testi 
mony against the effect of the red 
end of the spectrum on plant life was 
the tact that under its light seeds, 
fruits and storage organs developed 
poorly; the plants not only made less 
growth but weighed less and there 
was a considerable decrease in the 
teh t of starch and sugar that the

plants,: reactions to color, Dr.: John 
M. Arthur and his associates at the 
Boyce Thompson Institute have made 
extensive experiments, under exactly 
controlled conditions, to determine 
what effect additional hours of light 


forty-eight 1,000-watt lights that could 
be swung over the greenhouse to give 
any additional hours of light desired; 
a constant light room was also under 
close control and, lighted with 
twenty-five 1,500-watt lights, was

For these experiments greenhouses 
were used in which temperature and 


moisture -were controllable to an un- 
precedented degree. A gantry crane 


moved by an electric motor carried 


connected with a dark room by a 
dark passage, so that plants could be 
transferred and grown under any 
conditions desired as to light, tem- 
perature and moisture.

PRIZE GOES TO 


LOUISVILLE 


FOR THE SAFEST STREET CARS 





URING the year ending Dec. 31, 
1926, only one out of every 
155,000,000 passengers. carried 

by the street railways throughout 
the United States was fatally injured. 
This fact was recently brought to 
light by the awarding of the Anthony 
N. Brady Memorial Medals to the 
three companies that showed the best 
record of safety for the traveling 
public and their employes. The com- 
panies singled out for their efficiency 
were the Louisville Railway, the El 
Paso Electric Company, the Tide 
Water Power Company of Wilming- 
ton (N. C.) and the Pittsburgh Rail- 
ways. The first three mentioned re- 
ceived medals, the last-named com- 
pany received an honorable mention 
and a certificate. 


Increased - hazards due to traffic 
congestion have caused street sail- 
way companies to co-centrate upon 
safety campaigns. The American 
Museum of Safety and the American 
Electric. Railway Association, serv- 
ing as channels for the exchange of 
ideas among the companies, have 
made a concerted drive for the intro- 
duction of safety methods. The 
united effort has brought down the 
number of accidents from 1 passen- 
ger out of every 100,000,000 in 1922 to 
1 out of every 155,000,000 in 1926, a 
reduction of 15 per cent. in four 
years. 


Effect of These Methods. 


Anthony N. Brady started the or- 
ganized movement to stimulate the 
operating companies and the em- 
ployes in a joint effort to combat 
accidents. In 1914 he aroused the 
interest of the street railway com- 
panies ‘by ‘offering a reward to the 
three which at the end of the year 
could show the best record. The 
first medals went to the Boston Ele- 
vated Railway, the Union Traction 
Company of Indiana and the Con- 
necticut Company. During the 
World War period the award was 
discontinued and was not revived 
until, 1926. when Nicholas F. Brady 
renewed the competition in. memory 
of his father. 


Briefly stated, the conditions of the 
contest require that all companies 
submit accident data covering the 
entire system operated by them, and 
information regarding all the new 
and improved. safety practices, 
either developed by the competing 
company or by others, which had 
successfully promoted the desired 
object. The__material submitted 
showed that the companies had con- 
ducted intensive educational cam- 
paigns among their employes, the 
riding ‘public and» school «children 
and that all manner of safety devices 
had been ‘installed by them. 

The winner of the gold medal, the 
Louisville Railway, tried out several 
innovations - in‘ “1926, Noteworthy 
among them were the “car-turn”’ 
signs, especially designed for motor 
drivers; .the. construction .of new 
saféty zones and the shortening of 
the car lifeguards. The greatest con- 
tribution to the winning of the prize, 
the company holds, was the close co- 
operation between employes and

The Pittsburgh Railways Company, 
which received honorable mention,

“To those acquainted with the 
problems of street railway opera- 
tion,’”? says Arthur Williams, Presi- 
dent of the American Museum of 
Safety, ‘‘these figures indicate an 
extraordinary degree of security. 
Here not only are the hazards in- 
herent in the movement of street 
cars, often through the densest 
areas of population, but in addition 
there are many uncontrollable haz- 
ards occasioned by drivers of horse 
vehicles and automobiles, and, what 
is perhaps an even more serious 
problem, the attitude often of ex- 
treme carelessness, indifference and 
seeming willingness to assume wn- 
necessary risks by pedistrians of all

For plants 
breathe through their leaves and in 
breathing carbon-dioxide is given off, 
while in photosynthesis, or building 
up starch, it is combined again with 
water inthe plant cell, temperature 
and light playing their part. 

To find the ideal conditions in- 
‘volving all these factors and so al- 
low the plant to do its best in the 
shortest time is the object of these 
experiments, fundamental laws being 
studied in the belief:that in the last 
analysis these will- be applied in 
practice and be of great practical 
value in furnishing food and sup- 
plies to the human race. 

The Boyce Thompson scientists are 
both socialists and fundamentalists, 
seeking to establish the ‘‘best rules 
of the game’’ for the plant world, 
and enable each individual to play 
the game to the best advantage and 
develop itself most profitably. 


Clover: Thrived on . Light. 


In this experiment the. control 
greenhouse had the usual conditions: 
Greenhouse No. 1 had six hours’ ex- 
tra light from the gantry crane; 
Greenhouse No. 2 had the same ex- 
tra light plus additional carbon- 
dioxide.. -Plants grown in the con- 
stant light room were given five, 
seven, twelve, seventeen, nineteen 
and twenty-four hours’ exposure to 
light and extra carbon-dioxide. 


Highly contrasting results were ob- 
tained: Red clover was grown from 
seed to flower in thirty-eight days 
in the extra light greenhouses, and 
in the constant light room on eigh- 
teen and twenty-four hour days. The 
carbon-dioxide markedly increased

__Republican Party—His Unique Career Has Embraced Varied. Activities. the. World Over:

ERBERT HOOVER is -now 
the accepted candidate of 
the Republican Party for the 
Presidency of the United 

States. Had they: been able to fore- 
wee the results of the Kansas ‘City 
convention, many of Mr. Hoover's 
friends and admirers would have 
confidently predicted, even’ as re- 
‘cently as a year or two ago, that it 
would now be virtually‘all oyer. but 
the shouting. They had’ some mis- 
givings about their ability to nom- 
‘inate him, none at’ all about their 
‘ability to elect him: “Was not ‘the 
country normally Republican? Was 
not their man fitted as few candi- 
dates in history for the high office 
‘of President? Was not he known to 
-the rank and file: of the Republican 
-Party—and of the Democratic Party, 
too, for that matter—the country 
Over? a 
’ ‘The nomination, on the other hand, 
‘offered a real hurdle,-for Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s friends realized that he was 
not -very popular with the political 
machines. If he went into the pri- 
maries he would have to contend 
with the entrenched organization 
and local popularity of the favorite 
fons. The delegates to the conven- 
tion itself. would not be easily moved; 
a Republican convention is seldom 
swayed by those er ations that. some- 


. be other strong 
ways there would be the bogy of 
the farm bloc. 


A Hard Fight in Prospect. 


All these difficulties have now 
been ‘surmounted. Mr. Hoover 
emerges triumphant from this first 
and: most trying ordeal. .That he 
has today. the best chance of being 
the. next President of the United 
States most independent “observers 
would probably agrees: But nis “Bidey 
‘tion is by no meang-a foregone 
¢lusion. He. and his’ friends will

All that is changed. An increas- 
ing number of Democratic leaders 
have come’ to see not only ‘the fact 
but the logic of the handwriting on 
the wall. With McAdoo out’ of the 
running, and men like Senator 
Walsh of Montana and Senator Reed 
of Missouri making a comparatively 
poor showing in the primaries, and 
with Governor Smith himself steadily 
growing in stature and favor, the 
Democrats seem almost certain to 
nominate ‘him. And honest Repub- 
lican ‘leaders would:.‘be the last ‘to 
underestimate the threat of his: can- 
@idacy. 


A Help for ‘Hoover. 

“Incidentally, that very ‘fact: doubt- 
less helped to nominate Hoover. 
One day. in the. Fall-of..1924.one.of 
the Secretary’s independent Wash- 
ington admirers remarked as he 
caught a train for the North: ‘‘I’m 
going up to New York to vote for 
Al Smith. He is altogether the best 
Governor.we have. had ‘in years and 
deserves to be re-elected. Besides, 
the only way we can ever get Hoover 
nominated for the Presidency is. to 
throw the fear of God into the Re- 
publican politicians, and there is no 
man that can do that more effec- 
tively than Al Smith.”’ 

The event seems to have - proved 
the soundness of that rather uncon- 
ventional view. To meet the grow- 
ing strength of Governor Smith the 
Republicans have chosen to put their 
best foot forward. If they are to 
win in November they will have ‘to 
make the most of their opportunities 
._ between now and election day. 

There are obstacles.in Mr..Hoover’s 
path on his own side of the fence. 
If ‘‘sales resistance” did not prevent 
his nomination by the politicians, an- 
tipathy and ‘prejudice remain, at 
least among isolated groups. ‘A num- 
ber of the Old Guard. leaders, par- 
ticularly of the Senatorial’order,; have 
no more fondness for him than: they 
ever had. A man-eannot ‘‘‘drink de- 
light. of battle with his peers’’ in the 
primaries without sooner .or’ later 
tasting some of the bitter dregs. of 
local resentment. How much rancor 
may be left over from.these contests. 
only the event. will prove. 

Other Political. Obstacles. 

Hoover has: never “been popular 
‘with certain groups in Wall. Street 
who resented his activities during 
the. railroad shopmen's strike ahd 
have not: taken kindly to the Admin- 
Astration’s: attitude either on the ‘in- 
terallied debts <r on’ foreign ‘loans.

Fortunately, from Mr. Hoover’s 
point of view, most of these adverse 
factors haye ‘their’ compensations. 
As the convention proved, Hoover 
is by no means so lacking in strictly 
political support,:as he was eight 
years ago.. Senator Moses is not, the 
only organization leader who has 
come to recognize that a man of Mr. 
Hoover’s ability and. integrity, occu- 
‘-pying the White House for four 
years, could do much to rehabilitate 
the party itself and maintain its 
prestige. Mr, Hoover thoroughly un- 
derstands the place of party govern- 
ment in the. American system, his 
supporters insist, and will be willing 
to sit down and work out common 
problems with the responsible lead- 
ership. 

Politics and Wall Street. 

As for the disgruntled machine pol- 
iticians,. they: know who it is that 
must_butter their bread, and most 
of them would rather have it. thinly 
buttered. than not buttered at all. 
The.recognized opposition of some 
groups in Wall Street will help Hoo- 
ver with the rest. of the country. As 
a matter of fact, it is only from a 
comparatively small group in the 
Street ‘that. most of ‘this anti-Hoover 
talk has been coming; most of its 
members will probably be found vot- 
ing under the eagle’ when the time 
comes. Hoover’s strength, after all, 
is with the common people, whose 
votes count on Election Day, even if 
they are not always as successful as 
they were this year in registering 
their choice at party councils. 

Even the opposition of the farmers 
may not prove so critical a factor 
as many of the anti-Hoover leaders 
would have had us believe. ‘The col- 
lapse of the ‘‘farm crusade’’ at Kan- 
sas City tells ‘its. own story. There 
is always the question how much of 
the opposition to Hoover in the farm- 
in community was real and had its 
source close to’ the soil‘ and how 
‘much’ of it -wais ‘Inflated to serve the 
ulterior 5 §- of the tarm lead- 


As the eaniphign flevelops Mr. "Hoo" 
ver may be counted on-to develop a 
farm: program of his own, ‘unaccep- 
table to the radicals, no doubt, but 
calculated to give: sober: considera- 
tion to the needs ‘of the agricultural 
community. 

With Hoover in the running,: too, 
the Democrats will find it hard to 
make capital. out of the pessibility 
of hard times. Should they come, 
Hoover might even be at his best 
as a candidate. For his supporters 
will then argue that his familiarity 
with the problems of unemployment, 
his: capacity ‘to make the most of 
American industrial. efficiency, his 
services to such special causes as the 
elimination of waste in industry, and 
his: recognized administrative genius 
all conspire to make him ‘an ideal 
foul-weather President. 


A Man of Many Interests. 

Hoover wilt bring to the campaign, 
as he will to the Presidency, if he 
is elected, great driving force, the 
mind of an engineer, rich experience, 
and a ripe ecoriomic and social 
philosophy. President Wilson used 
to.say that he had a. ‘‘one-track 
mind.’’ Hoover is at his best when 
his mind is running on many tracks. 
To change the metaphor, he likes to 
have many irons in the fire. He is 
accustomed, ever since his engineer- 
ing days, to carry on a number of 
undertakings at once. In Washing- 
ton his work has offered a con- 
spicuous contrast to that of the 
typical bureaucrat. Instead of sit- 
ting at his desk waiting for some 
assistant to bring him a paper to 
sign, he is constantly taking the in- 
itiative. His mind works like yeast 


in. the department; ‘which is con- 
stantly seething ‘with his:ideas. — 
“The campaign.will-be managed by. 
Herbert Hoover. ‘There: will:be the 
usual machinery and the ‘necessary 
political direction, and. Hoover ‘will, 
at all times, consult with the re- 
sponsible leaders, but the decisions 
will be his, as to management, as'to 
publicity, as to the part he himself 
will play. es 

It must not be forgotten, too, in 
estimating Mr. Hoover’s personality

' Statistical Services. - 


One of the recommendations of the 
committee was the need of improved 
statistical services; Americah busi- 
ness had never had ‘anything ap- 
proaching adequate reports, either as 
te commodity supplies or general 
businéss trends. Under: Mr. Hoover's 
administration the current statistical 
services of the Bureau of, the Census 
were ‘widely expanded’ and .made 
promptly available: as a contribution 
to stable credit and production... An- 
other outgrowth.’ of the -unemploy- 
-ment conference was the appoint- 
ment by Secretary Hoover. in 1923 
of a Committee on: Seasonal Opera- 
tions» in the Construction Industry, 
which reported that with. improved 
methods: of construction much work 
could proceed in. most parts of the 
country as.economically: and effec- 
‘tively in Winter as in. Summer. It 
was urged that the, extension of the 
active. building . season . would . give 
steady employment .to .men and 
equipment both in the construction 
and: material trades, and-would then 
even out the load:on, the country’s 
transportation facilities. ; 

Under Hoover the Department of 
Commerce took the lead.in the cam- 
_paign for the elimination of waste 
in industry, in order to maintain the 
American: standard, of, living. in. the 
face of European competition and to 
help stabilize production and em- 
ployment, ‘‘The need is plain, ” Sec- 
retary Hoover declared in his annua! 
report. for . 1924;. ‘‘the . American 
standard of living is the product of 
high wages to. producers. and low 
prices to consumers, .The road to 
national progress .lies in increasing 
Teal wages; through. proportionately 
lower prices. .The, one and only way 
is to improve methods and processes 
and, eliminate waste.. Just as twenty 
years ago we undertook: nation-wide 
conservation of natural resources, so 
now we must undertake nation-wide 
elimination of waste,”’ 


- A Chain of. Conferences, 


Hundreds | of ' group’ conferences 
were held to further this effort, and 
scores of committees were set up to 
‘work on various phases of the pro- 
gram. A division’ of ‘Simplified 
Practice’ was established in’ the de- 
partment’ to help maritifacturers re- 
duce the variety in size’ and dimen- 
sions ‘of everyday commodities, in 
order to avoid the accumulation of 
excessive stocks. It ‘was not long 
before ‘Mr. ‘Hoéver ‘was ‘able ‘to: re- 
port that: through’ voluntary agree- 
ments in‘ the iridustries themselves 
paving bricks had been reduced from 
66 to 4 varieties, ‘gtades of asphalt 
from 88 to 9, files and rasps froni 
1,351 to 496, milk bottlés from 40 to 
9, bed’ blanket sizes from 78 to “12, 
and so on down ‘an’ astonishingly 
long list, with ‘savings’ estimated 
from $500,000 in one commodity 
field to $225, 000, 000° in another:

York, digging deeply to find 
footholds for skyscrapers, 
.. carving subways from living 
rock, “inking the 
‘shores, occupy a legion of labor, that 
comes irom ail varfs of the country. 
. It is organized by’ cohorts of con- 
tractors, members of a nomadic call- 
ing, who follow great public works 
and construction all over the globe. 
This Summer New York has an‘ un- 
usual opportunity to 
streets, or coming from under the 
surface of her thoroughfares, a class 
of men who toil mixed with ad- 
_vénture, and who are assembled here 
by those who have contracts requir- 
ing skill and speed in execution. 

.Many local contractors conduct ex- 
tensive operations in other cities, as 
‘well as in New York; contractors 
from Chicago, Pittsburgh and other 
centres are, at the same time, busy 
in New York. But in the realm of 
contracting all roads lead to New 
York, and below, aloft and at every 
street corner is seen the veteran of 
drill and pick and sledge. 

Men. of Small. Beginnings. 

Beneath all the grim precision of 
the business are stories. of Hazard, 
of ‘success ‘and of failure: From 
small beginnings come most.. con- 
tractors: Large contracting and en- 
gineering corporations with millions 
of ‘dollars behind them! have risen 
through the enterprisé and ‘initiative 
of mén who started at the bottom. 
One of the best known builders of 
the city’s subways was a newshboy. 
Another firm which has a large sec- 
tor of this work consists of two en- 
gineers who were level men on the 
original subway. iA third engaged in 
this same contract started years ago 
with pick and shovel. 

The head of an international cor- 
poration now building public works 
and utilities was once a college pro- 
fessor at the University of Nebras- 
ka. Members of another firm started 
in a modest way after they had 
taken their degrees from the Massa- 
chusetts’ Institute of ‘fechnology. 
John B. McDonald, general contrac- 
tor for the first subway in New 
York, arrived from Treland asa boy, 
gained a common school education, 
struggled as a railroad contractor 
with scant capital until certain tun- 
nel work he accomplished for the 
Vanderbilts enlarged his opportuni- 
ties. : 


The first step to success in the con-' 


tracting business is to ‘accumulate 
working capital. Two or three aver- 
age jobs that yield a profit can fur- 
nish the essential reserve fund. The 
burden of ‘paying interest on bor- 
rowed capital is héavy, for although 
it is possible for’a contractor to get 
a private ‘capitalist 6r a financing 
corporation to advance money, such 
accommodation comes ‘high and fn 
some cases means Splitting the ult!- 
mate profit on a fifty-fifty basis. 
Advantage of Large Concerns. 


Contracting, on the whole, is haz- 
ardous and.even men who. have.made 
huge fortunes at it have died poor 
or have. wound up their, affairs, in 
the bankruptcy courts., There is a 
comprehensive. limit to, the line. of 
credit a bank will extend; the mere 
fact that a contractor has obtained 
an important contract. does not. in- 
dicate that he. can induce his bank 
to make extensive advances, without 
gilt-edged collateral...The large con- 
cern, able to finance its own opera- 
tions with its own reserves, therefore 
has a ipemendous advantage in bid- 
ding. 

Comparatively few -eontractors in 
the, United States, for instance, could 
heave undertaken the construction of 
the independent. subway system, for 
which $60,000,000 in contracts were 
let in 1925. by, the Board of Trans- 
portation. A wider variety of, bids 
was obtained by dividing the Man- 
hattan line, ten miles in length, into 
twenty-two sections, so that various 
contractors. might. compete. 

The vehicular. tunnel connecting 
Jersey City and New York under the 
Hudson .river cost $42,000,000, of 
which $25,000,000 went. to one firm 
for the boring of the tubes and the 
building of one of the approaches. 
The remaining $17,000,000 was dis- 
tributed among other contractors, 
who. furnished. the tiling, the ven- 
tilating systems and other parts 
necessary to complete operation. 

Just how much capital‘a contractor 
must have before he can swing large 
jobs—and, in these days, ‘contracts 
for $3,000,000 to $5,000,000 are not

Machinery Used but Once. 

In estimating his costs, the con- 
tractor who is engaged on large pub- 
lic works usually figures that his 
equipment and, machinery will be a 
total loss, and that he must.be reim- 
bursed out.of-the price he is to re- 
ceive. This estimated loss is not ex- 
pected to result so much from. de- 
preciation in tools, big and little, as 
from the swift. mechanical progress 
that. renders many, appliances: obso- 
lete almost before the completion of 
a: long-term contract. Again, some 
equipment is so.heavy and requires 
so much. labor in putting it.up and 
taking it down, that, unless ‘a con- 
tractor.can use it on work.within a 
short distance of that just: completed, 
he finds it cheaper to scrap it. 

One of the-costliest pieces of equip- 
ment. in tunneling is the shield. It 
is a steel, wheel-like structure, twen- 
ty-five or.thirty feet in.diameter,. riv- 
eted together-and braced, with a cut- 
ting. edge in front, which is forced 
forward ahead of the workmen en- 
gaged in driving the bore. It weighs 
from 200'to 300 tons.’ Even the steel 
in it at 5 cents a pound is worth 
several thousand dollars. 

Shields are burned up. The bars in 
the big wheels are cut out with oxy- 
acetylene torches and the rims are 
left to become parts of the tunnel 
wall or. lining, 

The human element in contracting 
is of prime importance. The success 
of work that requires a constant 
struggle with difficulties lies in an 
organization flexible and easily re- 
cruited. When a contract is on, the 
overhead is tremendous. The con- 
tractor is probably more experienced 
in keeping in touch with skilled men 
upon whom. he.can depend than is 
any other industrialist. He seems 
able to clap his hands and.cause an 
army of men to appear from no- 
where. i 

The Personal Following. 

The heart ard the centre of this 
army is the go-getter, the engineer- 
salesman, who always is looking for 
new work to undertake. Even when 
the organization is going at full 
power the scouts are out seeking the 


next contract. If they cannot get a. 


large one they will go after a’small 
one as a’ stop-gap. 

Once it is known a’ big job has 
been landed, the organization snaps 
into action. Salesmen besiege the 
purchasing’ agent. The Accounting 
Department takes on - timekeepers. 
Grizzled veterans of the air drill, 
hard rock “2 and. sand hogs, 
brawny erectors of structural steel, 
timbermen, shorers, blacksmiths, 
tool sharpeners, regiments of a work- 
ing army assemble. All these work- 
ers will have heard in underground 
ways of the new subway or. tunnel 
contracts; or the rock blasting work 
that the firm was bidding for. Re- 
sponse to announcement ofan award 
is mysterious and. sudden, 

The gathering of the contracting 
clans is due to the fact that every 
company, or firm or individual op- 
erator has a personal following. The 
organization itself is made. up of 
men.who have also their own connec- 
tions, and all the foremen who are 
hired to take on the new work are 
natural leaders of men who at- 
tract others who wish to work with 
them. In the course of many years 
a, contracting organization shifting 
its forces all over the country accu- 
moulates a reserve corps composed of 
men who are likely to drop any tem- 
porary employment—and often what 
seem permanent jobs—to work for it. 

The experienced foreman, who is 
to his employer what a top sergeant 
is to his captain, is -~e of the im- 
portant units in the game. The day 
of the blustering superintendent has 
long sincé passed. In his place is the 


“boss” who'leads instead of drivés.:

THE DYNAMITE THAT BLASTS OUR CITY 


By BERTRAM REINITZ. 


HEN a law-abiding citizen of 
the Bronx, as he hurried to 
work one morning recently, 


found a rather large oblong 
box marked “special gelatine’ on 
the street near his home, he didn’t 
even pause to open it but informed 
the police of his discovery. So far 
as he knew it was just a case filled 
with packages of potential dessert 
that had jounced off the back of a 
grocer’s wagon. It must have been 
quite a surprise to him when he 
learned later that the flavor of this 
“special gelatine’ was pure and un- 
adulterated dynamite. It was a 
fifty-pound portion of the city’s daily 
ration of between six and seven thou- 
sand pounds of high explosives. 

It should not be imagined, however, 
that to encounter a container of 
blasting sticks on the highways of 
New York is an everyday occur- 
rence. The resident of the metropolis 
has just about as much chance of 
meeting up with a herd of buffalo 
or a covey of partridges on the local 
thoroughfares as he has of being 
suddenly confronted by a vagrant 
shipment ofthe stuff which turns 
solid rock to gaping chasms. 


Use Carefully Guarded. 


Considering the: precautions en- 
joined by’a broad and :sweeping as- 
sortment of State, Federal. and 
municipal statutes. governing its 
career from factory to explosion, a 


stick of ‘dynamite appears to have’ 


as little likelihood of being mislaid 
in transit-as a-grand piano.or.a ten- 


ton steel girder. Its awesome poten-|° 


tialties induce: those who. traffic in 
it’ to satiction legislation in safe- 
guarding it from rude contact with 
the outside world. And, of course, 


where its presence is-known,: hearty- 


cooperation to this end is vouch- 
safed by the lay. public. 

The authorities chargéd with the 
task of keeping dynamite from ex- 
ploding informally maintain a vigil 
that for constancy rivals the sentry 
service of the Statue of Liberty in 
New York Harbor. ‘The protection 
of that traditional victim of destruc- 
tive mishaps—the innocent bystander

Deliveries 
must ‘be promptly reported ‘to the 
Division of Combustibles, and there 
isa sévere penalty for any infraction 
of the regulatidns.

city must post a bond of $5,000; and 
the firms that maintain local.maga- 
zines must be prepared to indemnify

As outlined by Mr. Dixon, the rules 
applicable to the actual employment 
of the explosives are calculated not 
only to safeguard life and property 
but also to prevent interference with 
the traffic and the other routine. of 
the particular locality. The Division 
of Combustibles has not sufficient 
confidence in beginner’s luck to 
cause. it to allow a tyro to ignite a 
rock-shattering charge. Journeymen 
blasters must serve two years as as- 


|sistants before they are granted li- 


censes to practice blowing things up 
by themselves. 


How Blasting Is Carried Out Here. 


The procedure of softening and re- 
moving stone by means of violent 
chemical action is prescribed. by un- 
At 
least three minutes before the spread- 
ing power of the dynamite is freed, 
every possible point of danger is 
manned by a worker equipped with 
a large red flag and a loud carrying 
voice. 

Electric drills make the perfora- 
tions into which the explosive is 
thrust. The holes are tamped and 
over the rock that is to be agitated 
ponderous mats of closely woven 


_|wire or steel are placed, accounting 
|; for the absence of geysers. of débris 


after the fuse is fired. The blaster 
is the last man to leave the site of 
the impending explosion. This regu- 
lation is religiously observed, there 
being little or no inclination on the 
part of his colleagues to loiter in the 
immediate vicinity. 


The Old Care-free Days. 

T. E. Doremus, New York manager 
for du..Pont..de Nemours & Co.,

Children on: Hands-and 


Feet Conform to Their 


Muscular Requirements, Says’ Dr. Hrdlicka; 
Who'ls Studying the Subject 


OME children; before: the»time 
they begin to walk upright, go 
on all fours instead of creeping. 
Dr. Ales Hrdlicka, ‘Curator of 

Physical Anthropology at the United 
States National Museum in Washing- 
ton, is convinced that this..quadrd- 
pedal instinct’ is atavistic, He seeks 
to. learn how commen this uncon- 
scious habit is in babies. Informa- 
tion on this point would help to forge 
another link to add to the chain that 
ties humanity up with evolutionary 
beginnings. 

These ‘“quadruped progressors’’ 
range in age from ten months to two 
years. 


“In every case under my observa- 
tion,” said Dr. Hrdlicka, ‘their 
methods of getting about—their 
movements—have been identical. 
They all show the same type of pos- 
ture and progression. The hind 
limbs are upright with a moderate 
bend in the knees, but nearly 
straightened as the limb extends 
when the child moves forward; the 
fore limbs are upright, straight, or 
with a slight curve outward; the 
body inclines moderately forward 
and down-2rd; the head is_ but 
slightly r-iced, the eyes looking 
downward and a little forward; the 
palms of the hands are applied to 
the ground extended, the fingers 
partly sepdrated. The soles of the 
feet are flat on the ground, slightly 
turned outward and with sometimes 
a tendency to put the weight on the 
outer parts of the foot, as common. 
with little children when thcy learn 
to walk.” 


Needs Further Instances. 


In twenty years Dr. Hrdlicka has 
learned of thirty. cases. But these 


-| have been mostly among the children 


of college professors .or readers of 
the technical scientific periodicals in 
which accounts’ of’ the researches 
have appeared. He wants to learn 
more of cases in other-walks of life. 

“The first ‘quadruped progressor’ 
I encountered .was when we were 
working among. the Huichol Indians 
in the Sierre Madre of Mexico,”’ said 
Dr. ,Hrdlicka, ‘The case was 80 
natural and at the same time so 
Striking that it left a lasting impres- 
sion on me. Since then I have been 
watching for such children. I have 
found . them , among. the. white, 
the’ yellow-brown (American Indian), 
ig and Australian, races,"’ 

r. Hrdlicka’s file of letters from 
mothers who have sent him informa- 
tion of babies that moved about: on 
hands and feet is full of interest. 
In every case described the babies 
who moved on all fours arrived at 
where they wanted to go'in half the 
time taken by those who crept on 
their knees in the usual way, and 
they developed muscles that made 
them afterward more competent 
walkers. 


All Otherwise Normal. 


One mother reported that her baby 
always dropped to all fours when he 
was in a hurry, even after he could 
walk quite as well as his playmates. 
“He never crawled as. ordinary 
babies do,’’ she wroté, ‘‘and people 
invariably laughed when they saw 
him going around - appearing very 
similar to a bowlegged bull pup. He 
always sat up and refused to move 
until the laughter stopped.’’ 

One all-fours baby had become a 


senior at Radeliffe at the age of 19, 
when data were contributed about her 
early method of locomotion. So her 
mother’s remark”that ‘she was’ in 
Other respects a normal child” is 
deemed justified. 

‘The. inclination to walk on hands 
and feet seems to be purely a matter 
of natural preference,’’ said D>. 
Hrdlicka. ‘None of the children av 
it for play; none of them were taught 
to do it, either directly or in imita- 
tion of others. In the movements or 
in the posture of these children there 
is nothing. strained.” 

All such. children who have come 
Hrdlicka’s observation 
were healthy and normal. Any child 
could do the trick. ‘It is in com- 
plete conformity,’’ Dr. Hrdlicka says, 
“with any child’s muscular and skele- 
tal development.”’ ‘. 


Then why. do not all very young 
children use quadrupedal progression 
as the quickest way of getting about? 
When confronted with this question 
Dr. Hrdlicka answered meditatively; 


under Dr. 


A Dormant Impulse. 


. “There must be an additional fac- 
tor, a factor connected with the ner- 
vous system. This must be asleep in 
the human child, though the little 
body would lend itself if there was 
an incentive to running on all fours. 
This dormant impulse might be 
aroused when the child tried it by 
accident. But more likely it is just 
a case of the particular child having 
& naturally stronger impulse than 
the general run of children.’’ 
“Proving what?” he was asked. 
“‘What may one prove?” Dr. Hrd- 
licka shrugged in a way peculiar to 
the followers of science who hesitate 
to draw conclusions, no matter how 
long they may have been gathering 
research toward that end. ‘The 
most one can say is that it is defi- 
nitely atavistic—that the child in 
that respect. is a ‘throw-back’ lo 
some distant ancestor, human or pre- 


more conclusively we shall prove 
that.”’ 


The Information Requested. 


For the study of a case Dr. Hrd- 
licka requires answers to these ques- 
tions: ‘‘Was the child the first, 
second or third (&c.) of the family? © 
Has any other child in the family or 
among relatives. shown the same 
phenonemon?”’. ae 

Dr. Hdrlicka until etal: ‘bas: had 
no records of more than one ‘‘quad- 
ruped progressor’’ in a family; now 
he has. received data concerning six 
all-fours. children—‘‘a unanimous 
family of them.’’ . 

Other questions he asks regarding 
cases reported are these: 

“At what age, and how, has the 
child begun to.run on al] fours?’”’ 

‘*‘When and how did he stop?” 

‘How did he place his hands and 
feet in running on all fours?” 

‘‘How did he hold his head?’’ 
“Please note any other peculiari- 
ties, if any, manifested by the child 
during that period.’’ A picture of 
the child in action is usually re- | 
quested.

BIG PROBLEM 


FOR ALL OLYMPIC ATHLETES 





Method of Extracting Utmost From Efforts Is 
Aim of the Training to Which Each Submits 


years—athletes have been train- 

ing assiduously for the Olympic 
track and field events to take place 
in August at Amsterdam. The public 
will hail those that win, forget those 
who lose and .probably never give a 
thought to the hours of painstaking 
drill that is rewarded with victory or, 
in'a way, wasted in defeat. And it 
will never know of the thousands of 
youths who strove valiantly but did 
not ‘‘make’”’ the team. 

The story of how these athletes 
train would require a volume for’the 
telling. There are almost as many 
methods as there are athletes—cer- 
tainly as many as there are coaches. 
Keeping in condition is of course ele- 
mental. The-most important factor, 
however, is in the. development of 
style—the performing of some. par 
ticular feat in such a way as to take 
full advantage of the individual ath- 
lete’s natural endowments,:: - 


From Mile to Marathon. 


An outstanding example of the 
change of style required of an ath- 
lete, changing from one competition 
to another is: that -of : Joie. Ray. 
**Chesty’’ Joie is one of, the greatest 
milers of all time: He has done the 
distance sixty times under 4 minutes} | 
20 seconds—and any one who knows 
the mile knows what that means. 

_ After a few years of idleness Ray 


. months—in some cases for 


daunt Joie. He set out to toughen

his feet. One of his methods was to 
soak. them in brine, as Dempsey did 
his fists. He. not only. won the Long 
Beach marathon in a few ‘minutes 
under the Olympic record time, but 
did it through New York traffic, 
while the Olympic marathon is run 
without interference.

Matt MacGrath is another example 
of how an athlete trains. At 52 Matt, 
a New York Police Captain, who has 
competed in four Olympics, is out 
again to ‘‘make”’ the tearm. He keeps 
himself in good condition, but as the 
competitive day approaches his first 
problem is to take off weight, Matt 
has worked off twenty-five pounds, 
but that is.-only routine. The. rea) 
problem is perfecting his style. In 
Matt’s own words, ‘he questions 
whether he ‘has the ‘‘technique’’ of 
his former days. He believes that he 
is as.strong as ever and that he-sti}! 
has'the ‘‘explosiveness’’ that is essen- 
tial to the hammer throw; but. he 
doubts if he'has the “concentration,"’ 
by which he means the ability: to plan 
ahead and. execute. every step so that 
every ounce of: ister goes into: ithe 
final ‘‘explosion.”’

AYOR WALKER announces 
that he plans to devote the 
coming Summer to a study 
of the report of his Com- 
mittee on Plan and Survey, sub- 
mitted to him on June 5 by Morgan 
J. O’Brien, as Chairman. If he. is 
able to carry out his plan, this Sum- 
mer should prove to be the most pro- 
ductive ever spent by any Mayor of 
New York. 

When the Mayor sits down to study 
the report, what is it that he will 
have to consider? Will the sugges- 
tions be new to him? Will he be able 
to do anything with them? How long 
will it be before action can be 
started? What will the proposals 
cost and from where is the money 
to come? — 

Not since the adoption of the con- 
solidation charter in 1897 and its re- 
vision in 1901 has a more significant 
document on the government of the 
City of New York come to light than 
the group of reports of the subcom- 
mittees constituting the Mayor’s 
Committee, which makes up what it 
has to say as the result of two years’ 
study of city questions. It has been 
a long time since New York has had 
so representative a town meeting to 
analyze its problems and to come to 
well-considered conclusions. 


Although with few exceptions the 
recommendations of the report have 
at some time or other been made by 
groups of citizens or individuals in- 
terested’ in the progress of the city, 
not until this document was written 
have so many important. suggestions 
been brought together and given the 
stamp of approval of a group whose 
judgment fairly well reflects the best 
opinion’ of New York. Many of the 
suggestions have been put forth at 
various times during the past twenty- 
five years. That is not important. It 
merely proves that it takes a genera- 
tion for big ideas to fit into the 
common opinion and to grow ready, 
if they .stand the test -of’‘time, for 
fulfillment.

Planning for the Future. 


The committee gives particular 
emphasis to the physical planning 
of the city. Congestion of traffic, 
endless discussion of subway prob- 
lems, tearing up of streets, and one 
thing and another have made every- 
body unpleasantly conscious that the 
growth of New York has been tur- 
bulent and that radical measures 
need to be done to refashion it to 
meet present-day requirements. But, 
unlike our familiar politicians, the 
committee does not say that New 
York’s: physical welfare hinges en- 
tirely on a five-cent subway fare. It 
also has had the good judgment to 
make it clear that not even a com- 
mittee with such varied points of 
view, and experience can put down 
what needs to be done during the 
course of the generation or two re- 
quired to accomplish the tasks now 
before the city. The sensible sug- 
gestion runs all through the reports 
of the main and subcommittees that 
@ permanent, official, professional 
and paid board be created to take 
over the job of planning. 

This proposed Commission on Plan 
and Survey of the City of New York 
is not to be an administrative or ex- 
ecutive body to carry out projects. 
It is'to devise the solution of physi- 
cal problems other than those having 
to do with transportation and port 
development, -but it is to coordinate 
its work with that of the transit and 
port authorities. Others will execute 
the plans. 

The Mayor will. have eight reports 
in all to study this Summer, for 
each. of the subcommittees has sub- 
mitted separate recommendations in 
detail. -He will find the report of 
the Subcommittee on Finances in- 
teresting and informing but not 
thrilling. He will unquestionably 
find thrilling the reports of other of 
the committees, notably the one-on 
housing,.zoning and distribution of 
population. All together they en- 
visage a new. city. 


Slums Should Go. 


It would take a long'catalogue to 
list all of the things that are pro- 
posed to be done. Some stand out 
vividly. They are: 

A bold program of slum clearance, 
in. which. the city will condemn 
blocks at a time, leasing, or ‘‘pref- 
erably. selling,’’ the outer margins 
for the building of a tenement two 
rooms deep, the front facing on the 
street and the rear on a large in- 
terior garden or recreation ground 
which the city will retain and con- 
trol. 

The gradual rebuilding of the 
‘North River waterfront so as to pro- 
.vide.accommodatisn for transatlantic 
liners. 

,.Cooperation in establishing inland 
freight. terminals to relieve freight 
congestion. 

Development of markets with 
waterfront facilities and establish- 
ment of new ferry services. 

Developing air. ports and ianding 
stations. 

Development of belt line railroad 
connections for industrial purposes 
te divert traffic around rather than 
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st cisinunhid centres and to af-, _. 


ford easy access to union passenger 
stations in all the boroughs of! the 
city.

Extensively reconstructing high- 
ways with new main arteries of large 
capacity, with new north and south 
routes east of the East River and 
along the Hudson River, and ‘“cir- 
cumferential’’ ruotes through at bor 
oughs.

How the City. Can Pay. 


The committee _ recommends : the 
fulfillment of a.proposal, which has 
been under consideration ‘for many 
years, that an adequate department 
of purchase be established for all of 
the city :departments,: including -the 
Borough Presidents.’ The time has 
come, the committee ‘thinks, fora 
general revision of salaries, ‘titles, 
grades and rates, provided it is defi- 
nitely understood that’ no existing 
salaries are to be-cut. 

The committee also considers ‘the 
future burden on ‘the ‘city to finance 
capital undertakings» now’ contem- 
plated:and ‘to’ meet the growing cost 
of government c- the adequacy of 
existing’ sources of ‘révenuie' to foot 
the bills. ‘After weighing the pros-

these recommendations will be given. 
Major questions will receive first at- 
tention. There must be traffic con- 
trol. The present state of New York 
streets is what the reformers used 
to call ‘‘intolerable.’’ It takes longer 
to go about Manhattan today if one 
travels by motor than it used to take 
to go to the furthest end. of the city. 
It is ridiculous to continue to use al- 
ready congested areas as the reser- 
voir of new thousands ;of people. 


From all sections of the city and 
from all the contiguous area around 
millions of people travel daily to-a 
half dozen congested centres in Man- 
hattan. ._The. daytime population in 
Manhattan was nearly 3,000,000 on a 
typical business day in 1924. The 
resident population of Manhattan is 
1,945,000. Each day the city’s busi- 
ness centres bulge to receive an 
added million people from other sec- 
tions. 


Shifts of Population. 


One way of relieving this situation 
is to bring about a decentralization 
of industry: to encourage manufac- 
turers to-locate in the less densely 
populated sections. It can be done if 
good transportation is furnished. It 
is true that Manhattan is steadily 


losing ground as an industrial centre, | 


the peak in manufacturing having 
been reached in Manhattan as-long 
ago as 1900. But, nevertheless, too 
many industries still remain. 

In, Manhattan and elsewhere, too, 
apartment house expansion has gone 
on without reference to playground 
spaces and street capacity. Apart- 
ment areas are becéming’ canyons 
and apartment living is increasingly 
less inviting to young middle class 
families because of the difficulty ‘of 
giving children -proper play facilities. 
As a result they are migrating to the 
suburbs. . From .1920 to 1925. New 
York. City increased. only. 4.5. per 
cent. 4n. population; White Plains 
grew 30 per cent.;. New Rochelle, 22 
per cent.; Nassau County, .65 -per 
cent.; Mount. Vernon, 18 per cent., 
and so on. The loss of these young 
people is not good for New York. 


On this point the committee says: 
‘‘Perhaps the chief. loss to the.city: is 
in the nature’ rather than the quan- 
tity of the population it is giving-up. 
Tens of thousands of. the. families 
that have gone to-live in the adjacent 
counties, particularly . Westchester, ; 
Essex. and. Union (N..J.), are people 
of considerable means, whose’ new 
homes represent a very considerable 
investment... The wisdom of. those 
who. in those counties .have secyred | 
the layout of extensive park systems 





at public expense has been. particu- 
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larly. shown in the attraction of a 
sturdy new. citizenship of all types.” 

The committee strikes a welcome 
note in calling attention to the pos- 
sibility of developing by reconstruc- 
tion certain areas in the lower east 
and west sides as comfortable and 
accessible dwelling places. for the 
middle class now.on the trek, to the 
suburbs. These localities would af- 
ford residences convenient to places 
of: employment, which would ~ have 
the effect of retarding the “growing 
exodus from Manhattan, would prob- 


ably aid in relieving congestion, and 


be of advantage in increasing tax- 
able values in the borough. 
A Big Order.

The housing report was presented 
by Lawrence Veiller, who is one of 
the veteran housing reformers with

Mr.: Veiller speaks his mind without 
reservation. He recites with pride 
that New York has dealt with its 
superiatively. difficult housing prob- 
lem with good.effect. It is shown, 
in part at’ least, by the fall in the 
general death rate from twenty in 
1900 to twélve.in 1927 per thousand 
living; and a more striking cut. in.the 
death rate from tuberculosis, Amer- 
ica’s barometer of misery. 

‘But Mr. Veiller says: ‘‘The job of 
securing decent housing for the mass 
of the population is not yet accom- 
plished.”” He answers in the nega- 
tive these questions: “Are the great 
mass of ¢ the ‘péople, of this city today 





living under adequate conditions? Is 
New York’s housing something that 
the city can be proud of? Is it 
worthy of a city of the greatness, 
the wealth and the intelligence of 
New York?’’ He maintains that ‘‘a 
third of the city’s population, over 
2,000,000 people, live under unsatis- 
factory conditions, many under dis- 
tressing conditions, some under dis- 
graceful conditions.’’ :

Solutions‘are proposed. Mr. Veil-

That it 
does so is a trémendous’ tribute to 
the steadfastness and ability of the 
rank and.file of its 100,000 employes.

NCE more disaster has brought 

‘to a tragic outcome a chapter 

-in the long saga of polar ex- 

plorations. General Nobile’s 
airship Italia, sailing proudly north 
from Spitsbergen, ‘reached the Pole 
only to be wrecked on the ice while 
returning to her base. The whole 
world kept in touch with the expedi- 
tion as it soared over the earth’s 
roof-tree. Then, ominously, the air- 
borne messages told of impending 
trouble. 

Suddenly communication | was cut 
off; Radio operators all over the world 
listened intently day and night for 
messages from the airship in dis- 
tress. And at last when coherent 
signals came again they bore frag- 
mentary news of disaster. Thus the 
Nobile expedition takes its place 
along with those of Sir John Frank- 
lin and Andree and Shackleton and 
Scott in the stirring roll of those 
hardy adventurers who.met catas- 
trophe in the frozen desert regions of 
the Poles, 

Odds Against Man. 

A thousand years after the first 
Norseman ventured on his earliest 
voyages to those perilous Arctic seas, 
there are today far greater odds for 
the survival of the latest victims. 
Accumulated scientific and geo- 
graphical knowledge, gathered by 
generations of explorers, is at the 
service of the rescuers. Airships and 
radio, motor-sledges and other per- 
fected equipment speed the search. 
But men cannot live without food, 
and no supplies are limitiess. The 
stabbing Arctic winds and murder- 
ously cold temperature have yet to 
be conquercd, All man’s weapons 
against the perils of the North still 
prove: pitifully inadequate. And so 
Nobile, who led a gallant expedition 
to forge new weapons for scientists 
and explorers and travelers of the 
future, found himself a prisoner of 
those inexorable powers. Like his 
predecessors who had been once in 
the Arctic and returned, he sought 
the bright face of danger once more 
and encountered a disaster compara- 
ble to theirs. 

The Elizabethan heritage of an 
undying desire to find the Northwest 
Passage sent Sir John Franklin to 
the tragic adventure of the first 
great Arctic disaster more than 
tighty years ago. 

The flag of England flew  buoy- 
sntly from Sir John’s two ships, the 
Mrebus and the Terror, when he set 
out in 1845 with the best-equipped 
expedition that had ever started 
northward. Reaching the Whale 
Islands in July, they sent back con- 
fident messages. They had provi- 
sions enough to last for three years 
if necessary. Everything was going 


well, 

$ The Last Word. 

That was the last direct word that 
ever came from Sir John Franklin. 

No one in official circles in Eng- 
land worried about the expedition 
for some time. The months passed. 
Political upheavals on the Continent 
absorbed a great deal of attention. 
A year passed and lengthened to two 
years. Then people began to won- 
der. Men who had been in the Arctic 
said there was reason for apprehen- 
sion. Relief expeditions were fitted 
out. The Admiralty offered a re- 
ward of £20,000 for any word of the 
expedition or any service rendered 
to it. Relief expeditions set out. 

The whole world was aroused at 
last. Expeditions from America went 
into the Arctic to search for Sir 
John. But, like the expeditions from 
England, they had ‘no success in 
finding him. 

Nine ‘years after Sir John had 
started out the mosaic of rumor and 
fact that had been collected was 
pieced together to make the tragic 
record of his fate. The story the 
Eskimos told was corroborated by 
plates and spoons they found with 
the initials or crests of members of 
the explorer’s party. Cooking uten- 
sils and other relics were uncovered. 

The two ships had been crushed in 
the ice. One by one privation and 
hardship had killed the men. Sir 
John himself died. The survivors at 
last had to abandon the ships and 
face the fury of the Arctic Winter. 
They had neither sufficient food nor 
elothing. Fighting their way toward 
the mainland through the cruelly 
barren country, forty men out of 
more than 100 survived when the Es- 
kimos had been encountered and 
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y obtained from them. The sur- 
vivors ‘pushed on toward a destina- 
tion that was never reached by a 
single man of the party. 

Still the Pole remained ~ uncon- 


quered, and in the years that fol- 
lowed the challenge was taken .up 
again and again by expeditions that 
returned with new stores of knowl- 
edge. England had held the honor 
of furthest North for. more than a 
century. In 1881, an American under- 
took to wrest that honor from the 
British and in that undertaking un- 
derwent one of the most stirring of 
all the long chapters of misfortune 
in the annals of polar exploration. 


‘Lieutenant Adolphus Greely, who 
hau declined command of a private 
venture ‘to the Arctic, accepted when 
the expedition was made national by 
act of Congress. In the Summer of 
1881 the sealer Proteus. carried 
Greely and his men northward until 
ice barred ‘the way: They settled 
down for the Winter at Discovery 
Harbor, and the Proteus sailed away, 
to return. with fresh supplies the 
following year. At least that was the 
plan. 

Through the long darkness of the 
Arctic Winter Greely prepared for 
the scientific work that was to be 
accomplished in the Spring. Summer 
found him exploring with dogs and 
sledges, penetrating the Northern 
wilds and mapping the country. De- 
pots -were established at various 
points so that further work could 
be carried on. New land was discov- 
ered. The hardships of the country 
were cheerfully endured. Presently 
they began to look for the relief 
ship at the time appointed. 


No ship came that Summer. At- 
tumn passed.and the men went into 
Winter quarters again, continuing 
their work. A great deal had been 
accomplished. They had explored 
one-eighth of the way around the 
world in a region unknown, and the 
American flag had been planted 
furthest North. 


But no ship came the next Sum- 
mer. The expedition was now in 
terrible straits. Abandoning camp, 
they started south under the most 
terrible conditions. Time and again 
only» the most desperate efforts 
saved them. The pressure of the 
elements was inexorable, and one by 
one members of the cxpedition be- 
gan to die. 


A Tragic Success. 


With clothing in rags, fuel want- 
ing and forty days’ rations to tide 
them over, 250 days of waiting 
for the Spring, when help could 
come, faced them. Yet they kept 
up their scientific work wherever 
they were. Finally food. gave 
out. The six men left were living 
chiefiy on lichens and _ sea-weed. 
They were scarcely alive. Yet they 
saved records and instruments grim- 
ly “to, tell the story of an expedi- 
tion that failed not in aught en- 
trusted to it.’’ For suddenly, after 
all hope had been abandoned, a re- 
lief ship from the United States 
saved Greely and the few indomita- 
ble survivors of his expedition. 

The first aeronautical attempt to 
reach the North Pole enued in dis- 
aster. Some time in the '90s a 
distinguished Swedish balloonist, S. 
W. Andree, conceived the idea of 
drifting c- - the Pole in a carefully 
ballasted balloon. Andree was not 
only a brave man but an able scien- 
tist as well. He had penetrated the | 
polar regions with the Swedish in- | 
ternational expedition in the ’80s, 
and he had had considerable experi-;' 








exce in aeronautics. The King of 
Sweden was his sponsor in the daring 
venture and elaborate preparations 
were made. 

Spitsbergen was chosen as the aero- 
nautical base. There Andree tested 
and equipped his balloon. It was es- 
timated that the wind would carry 
the Ornen—Eagle—at a ten to twenty 
knot rate northward, 86 that Andree 
and his companions:*would reach the 
Pole in betweén thirty and sixty 
hours. They carried equipment and 
provisions s0. that if they did not 
reach” Alaska they could get.along 
for about four months without ‘aid. 

Hopes were high at the start. The 
balloon was tugging at its mooring 
ropes. Andree and hi8S, craw were 
saying good-bye to their friends. The 
wind was right. 


Suddenly Andree tore himself from 
farewell embraces. “Strindberg! 
Frankel! Let us go!” he said. They 
climbed on board. Andree gave the 
final signal to the sailors. holding 
the ropes: ‘‘One, two; cut!’’ The 
ropes were, severed. The balloon 
rose, swayed, dipped once—and 
sailed away into oblivion. 

Andree carried. pigeons and mes- 
sage buoys that were to bear tidings 
of the adventure to the world. Four 
of the buoys were found, giving the 
location of the balloon—long after- 
ward. But the balloon was never 
seen again. One carrier pigeon came 
back not long after the. expedition 
had started. “This is the fourth 
pigeon ...released,’’ it said. *‘Good 
progress. All. well on board.’’ It 
was the spirit of all polar adventure. 

All these men had gone north. But 
the South Pole, too, has its epics 
of disaster and of adventure not less 
hazardous. Since the days of the 
great navigator, Captain Cook, men 
had sought to penetrate that icy con- 
tinent that ig nearly twice as large 
as the United States, that man might 
know what lies beyond the bound- 
aries of the habitable ‘world he lives 
in. 


Perhaps the greatest of all .intarc- 





fell among rough ice and injured 
his head. Then they had.to go 
slowly. Their food dwindled. The 
injured man died. A frost-bitten 
man grew ill. One night he left 
thiemiforever. “I am going. outside 
and I may be some time,’’ he said. 

‘Three were left alivé. They pushed 
on. They fought their way on, 
through hunger and depression and 
agony. Eleven miles from the camp 
that would have saved then they 
camped. A gale was blowing so they 
could’ not, moye,.. They had not had 
one good day for traveling. 

Eleven miles from the . supply 
camp, with fuel for one hot meal 
and foed for two days, they were 
held for four days while the blizzard 
raged, Captain Scéott recorded in the 
diary that was found with his body. 
Then he ceased to hear the winds 
of the conquered Antarctic. 


An Antarctic Epic. 


A polar expedition that was saved 
from annihilation by the tenacity of 
its leaders began when war clouds 
hung ominously over Britain. On 
August 4, 1914, King George com- 
manded Ernest Shackleton to appear 
before him, and the King presented 
the explorer with the British flag he 
was to set up in the Antarctic. That 
night war was declared. Shackleton 
was already on board his ship, wait- 
ing to start. But he at.once offered 
the services of himself and his entire 
expedition to the Admiralty for war 
duty. The reply came in one terse 
word: ‘‘Proteed,’’ 


This was the plan of the expedi- 
tion: To enter the Antarctic Con- 
tinent from the South American side, 
through the Weddell Sea, a route 
that had never been attempted be- 
fore, and cross the desolate plains 
at the bottom of the world, passing 
the South Pole, where Amundsen had 
planted the flag of Norway and 
where Scott had left the British en- 
Sign. Shackleton’s ambition was 
“that the first crossing of the last 
continent should be achieved by a 
British expedition.’

Andree’ 8 Balloon Goes North, Never to Return. 


Pastearanh by Brown Bros. - 
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tic epics and one of the great epics 
of exploration in the history of the 
world is that of Captain Robert F. 
Scott, who raced, Amundsen to the 
South Pole and. lost though he got 
there, paying with his life the gal- 
lant price of death. Every nation 
wanted to get: there first. It was a 
friendly race. Amundsen::won for 
Norway. Scott got there, :too, but 
going back he died only eleven miles 
from. the stores that would have 
saved him. 

We have the record of Scott’s 
voyage—how they battled crevasse 
and storm; how their poniés: and 
motor sledge broke down—and yet 
they went on. Jan. 17 they reached 
the ‘Pole and found that Amtnd- 
sen had “been there before them, 
leaving tent, records and flag. They 
planted their flag néar the. Norwe- 
gian, spent two days resting and 
making observations and then start- 
ed back. 

The return journey bégan well. 
Then Evags grew ill, Another man

passed. Then, dramatically, the at- 
tention of the world was turned from 
the war for a thrilled and admiring 
moment when the cables told of the 
arrival of the leader of the expedi- 
tion at the Falkland Islands after 
a superbly heroic battle against mis- 
fortune. 

It was first the fice barrier and 
then the ice pack that set the pur- 
pose of the expedition at naught. The 
barrier raised a high, impenetrable 
wall along the eritire coast. There 
were no openings that would make 
a landing possible. “Then the ice 
pack caught the ship: ' Mountainous 
tons of ice caught it like a reed in 
the hands of a giant: There it was 
held for ‘months until at last it was 
crushed and‘ sent to thé bottom ‘of 
the frozen sea.

Urtguayan steamer was fitted 
out. .Again drifting ice and a dimin- 
ishing fuel supply turned them back. 
Then. a third:expedition was organ- 
ized. That, too, was balked, and once 
more temporary defeat had to be ac- 
knowledged: The fourth relief ex- 
pedition set out from Punta Arenas 
in the Magellan Strait. And this 
time success crowned the venture. 
The men who had been prisoners of 
the ice for nearly two years returned 
to the world with a story that is 
unique in the history of Aretie ex- 
ploration, 

It was at Huvik, in South Georgia, 
that Shackleton heard the first 
rumor of the misadventure of the 
Aurora, the ship that had been sup- 
posed to await them at the other side 
of the Antarctic Continent. Instead, 
the Aurora had broken away from 
Winter quafters and drifted far to 
New: Zealand. That explained why 
no:help had: come from that quarter. 
And it necessitated another hazard- 
ous expedition later on. 


Airplane Adventare. 


One of the most spectacular recoy- 
eries from an Arctic disaster oc- 
curred just three years ago this Sum- 
mer, when Amundsen and Blisworth 
reappeared in Spitsbergen in one of 
the two. airplanes that had carried 
them on their first polar flight, af- 
ter having been for more than three 
weeks lost at the top of the world. 

No chapter in the saga of the new 
era of aeronautical polar exploration 
has surpassed the drama of that ad-

the afternoon on May 21, 1925, that 
the dash for the Pole began. Amund- 
sen, Riiser-Larsen and Feucht were 
in the N-25; Ellsworth; Dietrickson 
and Omdahl in the N-24. “If all 
went well,’’ Ellsworth wrote, ‘‘we 
would have been at the Pole and 
back to Spitsbergen in time ‘for 
breakfast next morning. If all did 
not go well, we would be back when— 
well, when we got back, if ever we 
got back.” 


Landing on the Ice. 


All did not go weil—but they did 
get back at last. It was after they 
had flown for hours over regions 
never before traversed that trouble 
began. An agreement had been made 
that when half the petrol supply was 
gone both.ships: would: land, so that 
there would be fuel enough to take 
them back. At 1'o’clock in the morn- 
ing of May 21 that became necéssary, 
and both planes descended, 136 nau- 
tical miles from the Pole. 


The first gerious difficulty to be 
overcome was to bring the two par- 
ties together. Elisworth’s plane was 
sinking in the ice and water: Several 
times foothold gave way, and one or 
the other of the men went’ in, nar 
rowly escaping death. And ahead 
of them, still inaccessible, ‘was 
Amundsen’s party, with their plane 
jammed and frozen in the ice. 


Two Crews in a Plane. 


Finally the two crews werd te 
united at Amundsen’s landing place. 
Five attempts to raise & plane in the 
air ended in failure. Rations had to 
be reduced. The party settled down 
to wait for open water, that the 
flight to the Pole might be continued. 
But at last that had to be given up. 


Then the question of how to get. 


back to civilization arozée. Some were 
for attempting to walk back over the 
treacherous floes. The rest chose to 
make the attempt by air, and that 
was the final decision: ‘Tons ‘of ice 
were laboriously moved to make a 
runway. It was decided to abandon 
the N-24 and pool resources in the 
other ship... As the days wenf by 
more attempts to raise the plane 
ended in failure. Provisions were 
running low. 

At last success crowned an attempt, 
and the ship rosé from the icé. Civil 
sation lay ahead: But théy were 
forced to land in the sea before they 
reached Kings Bay. Fortunately, a 
little sealing steamer was sighted, 
and that took them back to the 
world three days later.

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-MODERN SEWAGE PLANTS 
ARE NEEDED IN NEW YORK 





Controller Berry Wants the City to Begin Work at Once on 
“Remodeling the Antiquated System That Has Long 
ie Defiled the Waters Around the City 


—

HARLES W. BERRY, Control- 

ler of New York, after a trip 
through the country to inspect 
the’ sewage disposal methods 
in other large cities, is convinced 
that. the metropolis must begin at 
once the task of remodeling its anti- 
quated system. He was accompanied 
by Arthur S. Tuttle, Chief Engineer 
of the Board of Estimate, George W. 
Fuller, consulting engineer, and their 
assistants. They have made their 
recommendations in a report to 
Mayor Walker, who, General Berry 
believes, is already favorably dis- 
posed to a change. 

Under New York’s present system 
1,000,000,000 gallons of sewage are 
dumped into its rivers daily. Man- 
_ hattan alone has 548 miles of sewers 
emptying 381,000,000 gallons from 186 
openings. _ This waste is supposed 
to be carried out to sea, but a con- 
siderable part of it, it has been 
found, is thrown back into the harbor 
and onto the shores by the currents 
and tides that sweep back and forth 
around the island. It finds lodging 
places ynder the docks, where fre- 
quent bubbles tell of marsh gases 
being generated, and on the beaches, 
where it is a menace to public health. 


A Recurrent Outcry. 


Every Summer there is a recurrent 
outcry against the pollution of the 
waters surrounding New York. Of 
the .585 miles of waterfront only 31 
are considered absolutely safe for 
bathing owing to sewage deposits 
and to the garbage that floats inland 
from the dump scows and liners. 

The worst conditions are found in 
the Harlem and East Rivers. The 
Harlem receives the flow from upper 
Manhattan and lower Bronx. In its 
murky waters the waste matter is 
juggled back and forth, unable to 
find an adequate means of escape 
owing to the conflicting currents of 
the North and East Rivers. Walla- 
bout Basin, Gowanus Canal and New- 
town Creek can almost rival the pol- 
lution of the Harlem River and the 
East River as well. 

Not only does the Hudson carry 2 
large part of New York City’s sew- 
age but it also receives the waste 
from some eighty other cities, such 
as Troy, Albany, Poughkeepsie. 

“When you think of this,” said 
Controller Berry, ‘‘remember that 
the people living along the upper 
Hudson are dependent on the river 
for water for home consumption. 
This is the case until it begins to be 
too salty to use.” 

In addition to this waste the har- 
bor receives that from the Passaic 
Valley sewer, which empties near 
Robbins Reef, amounting roughly 
to 125,000,000 gallons per day. 

Practically all of the material that 
passes from the sewer pipes of New 
York mMto its rivers is raw or un- 
treated. To be sure, the city has 
sewage disposal plants, twelve of 
them, of which one of the best 
equipped is at Canal and West 
Streets, but they are only screening 
plants, a makeshift in the scientific 
care of sewage. The grosser ele- 
ments are separated from the efflu- 
ent and dumped into the ocean after 
having been subjected to chlorina- 
tion. 

This is not an effective manner of 
handling sewage disposal, according 
to Controller Berry. ‘It may make 
bathing safer,’® he said, ‘‘but it does 
not help animal life.”’ 


The Evils Growing Greater. 


Since 1900 many committees have 
been appointed to consider the evil, 
but it has gone unabated. Last year 
a report made by the office of the 
Chief Engineer said that a rapid in- 
crease of pollution was taking place 
in all parts of the harbor. It was 
this report largely that moved Con- 
troller Berry to make his tour of in- 
spection. 

Any adequate handling of New 
York’s problem, he believes, must 
begin by bringing the sewer systems 
of the city under a unified control, 
as is the case in the other cities he 
visited. 

“At present,’’ he said, ‘‘we have 
five distinct sets of sewers, as in- 
dividually operated as if they were 
in as many cities. Each borough 
President does the best he can, but 
it is impossible for them all to act 
in unison. I suggest that a special 
board be appointed, composed of 
three active members, an expert pub- 
lic health man, the best sanitary en- 
gineer that can be found and an-in- 
dustrial chemist. The Commissioner 
of Health and the head of the Street 
Cleaning Department should be ex 
officio members. In my opinion, all 
problems relating to sanitation, gar- 
bage and the disposal of nuisances 
should come under the jurisdiction of 
this board. 

“This body should be empowered 
to inaugurate and supervise the con- 
struction and operation of modern 
plants to handle the sewage. Actual 
construction ought to be begun with- 
in three months. The entire city 
should bear the cost, the funds be- 
ing raised by the customary budget 
charge. 

“In every city visited we found 
that special agencies had been set up 
to take charge of the sewage dis- 
posal. Chicago, for example, has a 
sanitary.commission in charge of 
the sewage control, not only in the 
city but in the adjacent territory. It 
employs a large staff of experts to 
carry on the work. The same plan 
is followed in Milwaukee.” 

The Controller favors the installa- 
tion of what is known as the ac- 

‘@ivated-sludge process, which is a 
system of bacterial treatment. He 
agrees in general with the plan put 
forward. last year by the New York 


City Committee on Main Drainage 
calling for the erection of a sewage 
disposal plant using this process on 
Ward's Island, wnich should handle 
the sewage from the sections of the 
Bronx and Manhattan that is now 
emptied into the Harlem River. 

The suggestion that Ward’s and 
Riker’s Islands should be used as 
sites for sewage disposal plants has 
come up repeatedly. The fact that 
Ward’s Island was leased to the 
State for a long period of years, 
however, was a stumbling block. 
Last year this was overcome. By an 
act of the Legislature fifty-two acres 
east of the New York Connecting 
Railway was granted to the city for 
the erection of a plant for the treat- 
ment of sewage. 

Such a plant, the Drainage Com- 
mittee urged, would strike at once 
at the greatest danger spot in the 
present system. Also, by having the

interceptors in both boroughs built 
so as to permit of future extensions 
to adjoining territory, sewage from 
a part of Queens might be treated 
there. The plant would relieve the 
situation in the East River to such 
an extent, the committee believed, 
that it could continue to be used for 
the untreated discharge from Brook- 
lyn and Queens. 

Proposed sites for other activated- 
sludge plants are in Jamaica, East 
New York and Sheepshead Bay, 

“The activated-sludge process,” 
General Berry said, ‘‘can be relied 
upon to remove upward of 90 per 
cent. of the suspended matter. 
Where the effluent passes into) 
streams used for irrigation, chlorina- 
tion is resorted to as a safeguard.” 

When, in the past, it has been 
suggested that the activated-sludge 
treatment bs iptroduced into New 
York, criticism Bas been offered be- 
cause of its possible offensiveness 
to the public. 

“This is one of the things we 
looked into as we went from city to 
city,’’ said Controller Berry. 

‘“‘We found that when the equip- 
ment was not adequate unpleasant 
odors sometimes resulted, but that 
they disappeared when the proper 
chemical and mechanical methods 
were employed. The lagooning proc- 
ess is attended by odors that vary in 
offensiveness with the condition of 
the lagoon, but sludge drying beds 





seem to be inoffensive. Plants using 


the product in the manufacture of 
fertilizer may give off an odor, but 
it is no worse than that created by 
many manufacturing plants. 
“Milwaukee has the largest acti- 
vated-sludge plant in operation in the 
country. There the venture has 
proved successful not only from the 
viewpoint of sanitation but as a 
source of considerable revenue. The 
sludge after having been ‘‘digested’’ 
is subjected to a drying process and 
then converted into a fertilizer. It 
becames a clean, dry powder having 
a 7 per cent. nitrogen content. The 
city nets a sufficiently large income 
to pay for the cost of operation and 
has orders for the by-products of its 
plant far in excess of its capacity. 
“Ts this not a much better solution 
of a difficult question than the tre- 
mendous waste of plant food that 
goes on here in New York? When 
we consider that today there is such 
a shortage of natural fertilizer that 
a large market is being created for 
patent products, the utilization of 
sludge seems highly advisable. 


Chicago Has Four Plants. 


*‘Chicago now has four plants. Be- 
fore 1900 its sewage was carried out 
into Lake Michigan, which was also 
the source of the city’s drinking 
water. The city could not stand for 
such pollution, consequently a canal 
was built and the course of a river 
was changed so that the drainage 
could be emptied into the Missis- 


sippi. In course of time this, too, was 


found inexpedient. Then the city 
turned its attention to the construc- 
tion of sewage plants. A magnifi- 
cent one is now under construction 
on the north side. When completed 
it will have a capacity of 175,000,000 
gallons daily. On the west side of 
the city another plant, though not so 


‘| large, is already in operation. Here 


a two-story Imhoff sedimentation 
tank is employed.”’ 


In the small plant at Antigo, Wis., 
the Controller’s party saw gas being 
successfully produced from sludge. 

“In Los Angeles,’’ he went on, 
“‘we went through the largest screen- 
ing plant in the world. The screen- 
ings there are incinerated. Both Los 
Angeles and Pasadena show that 
there is no need of overlooking es- 
thetic values in the building of 
plants. They are as attractive as 
many of our public buildings in the 
East. 


‘The ‘shortage of water in parts of 


‘jthe West creates a unique situation. 


Pasadena sells the fluids for irriga- 
tion. So does the plant in the Grand 
Canyon; there the reclaimed water 
is used for locomotives, sprinkling 
and sanitary purposes. Water is 
very expensive in Arizona; it is 
brought in in tanks and sold at $3 
per 1,000 gallons—thirty times the 
cost of water in New York City! 
“Europe has gone far ahead of us 
in the handling of its sewage. The 
location of Berlin, for example, is 
such that its waste can be sent to 
the surrounding farm country, which 
would be obviously impossible in 
New York. England is perhaps the 
most advanced of all countries. Her 
big industrial centres have gone in 
extensively for scientific methods of 
disposal. But though European cities 
may have progressed further than 
we have, the honor of having first 
experimented in this field must go to 
Massachusetts. In the United States, 


Houston was the first city to use an/|~"

ALL ENGLISH-SPEAKING LANDS 
OBSERVING MAGNA CARTA DAY 





Commemoration Is Designed to Link the Na- 
tions Sharing the Great Document’s Benefits 


AGNA CARTA DAY, as a 

symbol of the liberties and 

culture held in common by the 
English-speaking peoples of the 
world, is to have fresh recognition 
this year in unofficial cemmemora- 
tive services in churches and Sunday 
schools today, according to J. W. 
Hamilton, founder and Secretary of 
the International Magna Carta Day 
Association. 

The great charter was dated June 
15, 1215, and was sealed and deliv- 
ered to the Barons by King John 
four days later. In the churches and 
Sunday schools of the United States, 
Canada, Newfoundland, Great Britain 
and Ireland, Australia, New Zealand 
and South Africa, accordingly, the 
third Sunday in June, Mr. Hamilton 
explained, is observed as Magna 
Carta Sunday. 

“Today 200,000,000 people live un- 
der the traditions, laws, and culture 
born of Magna Carta,” said Mr. 
Hamilton. ‘‘The need of awaking 
and uniting these millions—I do not 
m..n politically—is of the utmost 
importance. Unify these English- 
speaking millions in mind and spirit 
and there is created such a power 
for peace as the world has not yet 
seen. It is being done more and 
more every year in the celebration 
of Magna Carta Day. 

“The supreme power for world 
peace rests in the cooperation «* the 
English-peaking nations and there 
is vital need, therefore, to keep this 
cooperation strong and intelligent. 

“The association has two main 
objects: To develop English-speaking 
fellowship through the annual ob- 
servance of Inter-dependance Day, 
thus promoting mutual understand- 
ing and the political and economic 
stability of the world, the surest 








foundation for world peace; and 
to encourage respect for law through

a greater knowledge and apprecia- 
tion of Magna Carta and other great 
constitutional documents, 


“The movement has grown rapidly 
in the seven nations. This associa- 
tion, beginning its efforts some twen- 
ty years ago, recognized the value to 
the English-speaking peoples of :ob- 
serving annually one day in. com- 
mon. It does not duplicate the work 
of any other association and is hap- 
py to cooperate with all societies 
having better relations in view. It 
is non-racial and welcomes all those 
who believe in the fundamental prin- 
ciples of our free governments. ‘ 


“An .essential objective toward 
which we work is the recognition 
of Magna Carta Day by the issu- 
ance of official proclamations call- 
ing for its observance. Such procla- 
mations have been issued by the 
Governors of Virginia, Colorado and 
Arkansas and the Mayors of San 
Francisco, Vancouver and Winnipeg. 

“The association’s plan of cam- 
paign, moreover, includes the wide- 
spread distribution of copies of 
Magna Carta suitable for framing 
and accompanied by a statement of 
what Magna Carta has meant to the 
peoples of the English-speaking 
world. ‘This association, moreover, 
hopes to act somewhat as a clearing 
house of ideas, with a view to a 
closer union in thought and action 
of the English nations.’’ 


The first Magna Carta Day sermon 
to be preached in the British Isles by 
an American clergyman is to be that 
of the Rev. Dr. Edwin Van Etten of 
Pittsburgh, of the Protestant Episco- 
pal..Church. He is to.deliver an 
address today in Durham Cathedral.

Eighteen Years After His: First. ‘Premiership * ‘the Veteran 
_ Statesman Returns to His ‘Country in Time tO: 


Averta Revolution—Hellenic Problems: = / ' 


* By T. J. C. MARTYN. 
LTHOUGH to all intents and 
purposes the recent change in 
Government in Greece was] 
the result of deep-seated party: 
differences to which all parliamentary: 
régimes are heir, in reality'it has far 
greater significance and:.symbolizes 
the success of what has apparently 
been nothing less than a bloodless rev- 
olution. This was made clear when, 
following the resignation of the Zaimis 
Government, the veteran statesman 
Eleutherios Venizelds* abandoned his 
studies of Thucydides-and.left. Crete, 
to. go again to the political battle- 
field under the shadow of the 
Acropolis. ‘ ‘ 

The return to Athens of M. Veni- 
gelos was ;brought -about~ by .the 
sundering of the Grand Coalition and 
the imminent ssibility of a Royalist 
revolt. The crisis: was‘aggravated by 
the fact that through the resignation 
of former Finance Minister Kafan- 
daris as leader of the Liberal Party 
the very existence of ‘that party was 
threatened:* And, ‘since the Liberal 
Party is the ‘largest of: the numerous 
parties. that. compose’ the Hellenic 
Parliament, the gravity of the situa- 
tion, in M. Venizelos’s own words, 
“obliges me to reconsider my former 
decision not to return to the political 
stage.’’ 

A Royalist Defeat. 

The result of his return, according 
to well informed observers, has been 
to deal a death-blow to Royalist 
aspirations, for one of the first 
things M: Venizelos did when he re- 


assumed the leadership of the Liberal | 


Party was to force the’ Royalists to 
declare themselves.” Did they’ intend 


| | to launch a Royalist ‘niovement?- If 


not, would they accept the republic? 
This obviously put the Royalists in 
/ an uncomfortable position. If they 
| Tefused to accept the republic, they 
would prematurely disclosé . their 
| policy; if they “accepted” the republic, 
they would stultify ‘their-policy and 
at best relegate their political im- 
portance and prestige to a wholly 
nugatory condition. 


The answer was, of.course, a com- 
| promise. They had no intention of 
| starting an offensive ,at : present, 
| probably because it has little chance 
| of success; but they neatly avoided 
| avowing allegiance to the republic, 
| thus making it clear that’ they. have 
by no means given up their dreams 
of restoring the monarchy. Never- 
| theless, M. Venizelos’s stratagem 
, has succeeded: to the extent that it 
made them renounce for the time -be- 
ing any immediate execution’ of their 
plans, certainly not out of any re- 
spect for Venizelos, but because of 
his bold assertion that he would align 
| himself with any party to maintain 
the republican régime and because of 
the fact that public opinion at the 
present time is decidedly opposed to 
further internal strife, even though 
_| there is considerable doubt as to 
| whether the national sentiment is 
pro-republican or pro-monarchical. 
Indeed, the Greeks have been the 
most sorely tried of all the Balkan 
peoples; for they were ‘almost con- 
tinuously at war from 1912 to 1922; 
and, until the Grand Coalition was 
formed in 1926, they had more than 
their share of internal strife. And 
the shrewd Venizelos knows that be- 
cause they are heartily sick of polit- 


bid for: power. |. WhatiM.,. Venizelos 
apparently: feared was a disguised 
dictatorship; and -that, forthe time

“A Political Storm Centre. 
It is a strange reflection that Veni- 
zelos, the creator of modern Greece 
and the stanchest champion of her 
liberties, should have béen at ‘the 
same time the direct cause of, much 
of her turbulent domestic’ and exter-, 
nal trouble. . Transferring his ardent 
nationalistic aspirations from’ Crete 
to the mainland, Venizelos was first 
made Premier in 1910. Two years 
later he led the nation against the

Turks in, the first Balkan War. -If 
the sécond war was forced on her by 
Bulgaria, ‘she at least emerged from 
it confirmed in the possession of 
Crete, Southern Macedonia and .Sa- 
loniki. * Thus it came about through 
the ‘policy of Venizelos that Greece 
added to -her territory forthe first 
time’ since her independence was rec- 
ognized in 1830. 

But that was not enough for’ Venk 
zelog. : In‘ 1914 King‘ ‘Constantine, as 
the brother-in-law of the Kaiser, nat- 
urally wished to remain neutral, Not 
so Venizelos. He had in mind a 
still greater Greece; and, fearing to 
let pass.so auspicious a moment in 
which to realize his aims, he enlisted 
allied aid in expelling Constantine, 
making himself dictator of the king- 
dom. Thus Greece was plunged into 
the World War and, owing to the 
subtlé . diplomacy of Venizelos, 
emerged from it with practically the 
whole of Thrace and a large slice of 
territory in Asia Minor to which she 
had no valid title. 


A Decade of Dissensions. = 


Venizelos’s ,quarrel. with the .King 
hed, however, despite his success, 
cost him much popularity. In 1920 
-he was heavily defeated in the gen- 
eral elections, and 3oon afterward 
quitted the country. After the death 
of King Alexander in 1920 from a 
monkey bite; Constantine returned 
to the throne only to be expelled

the war with ‘euteds, _in ’which 
Greece ‘also ‘lost all “her , Possessions 
in ‘Asia Minor. “In the peace nego- 
tiation that’ followed Venizelos - rep- 
resented his country, Without, how- 
ever, returning, ‘there. “And when in 
1924 King Géorge II was ousted,’ the 
Republicans invited ° the , veteran 
statesman to come back, whjch he 
did, but not for Jong. 

Advocating a plebiscite ‘to ‘settle 
‘the quéstion, of what the future ré- 
gime should ‘be, Venizelos, ‘in’ ill 
health, with his: party hopelessly di- 
vided, resigned the Premiership’amid 
wild' scenes in Parliament and’ again 
left the country: ‘His second rétire- 
ment did not, however, end the tur- 
moil of the Venizelists, and the anti- 
Venizelists, into which factions the 
country had then been split for tén 
years. Within a year Genetal Pan- 
galos had seized power:and made 
himself dictator on the model of 
Mussolini, but less successfully; and 
he, too, fell within the following 
year, only to be succeeded by a suc- 
cessions of unstable Governments. 

The Return to Power. 


Finally, in 1926, general elections 
were held, resulting-in a nominal but 
not very convincing majority for the 
Republicans. But by this time the 
country was sick and‘ tired of politi- 
cal troubles and forced the parties 


*|to come*together in what.is called 


the Grand Coalition. This worked 
well: until recently and performed 
many great services for the country, 
es~ :cially in the economic way. 

Now Venizelos is back. What does 
his return signify? The inference is 
more trouble, and he himself was 
quick to comé to the same conclusion 
when he said in a recent statement: 
“I do not conceal the fact that such 
{his own] intervention presents dis- 
advantages, that it will contribute to 
the -rekindling of political antago- 
nisms.’* But there can be no doubt 


+; that-his return has also great latent 


advantages for Greece; for, when all 
is said and done, he is the strongest 
political figure in Greece and already 
he seems to have pricked the bubble 
of Royalist pretensions. 

’ Both in her domestic and interna- 
tional outlook Greece is confronted 
with no ‘insuperable difficulties, but 
rather with the. prospect of rapid, 


.| ordorly development. Under.the lead- 


ership of the new Premier, M. So- 
foulis, with’ Venizelos virtually at the 
helm, there would appear to be no 
cogent reason . for supposing that 
political differences will be allowed 
to destroy what progress has been 
made. 

Greece is a small country, contain- 
ing fewer people than Greater New 
York, and can ill afford to play with 
fate. Peace, stable government and 
a sound financial condition are with- 
in her reach; an immigrant popula- 
tion of about 1,500,000 people has 
been settled on the land; many im-

In 
addition, Italy and Yugoslavia are 
playing for her favor, and on the 
results of megotiations will depend 
the future orientation of Greek for- 
eign policy, with important effects on 
her credit and international standing.

The isedepenies Exhibit.

given daily by some one: of the staff.

- Poe Kylsant, in Command of the Greatest Fleet of Merchant 
Vessels in the World, Builds His Network of 


Lines to Be Permanently British 


By CLAIR PRICE. 
LONDON. 
N a’ sense ‘the rise of’ Lord Kyl- 
sant is a sequel to the memo- 
rable shock that J. P. Morgan’s 
ee acquisition of the White Star 
, kine gave the British in 1902. The 
“head of the Royal Mail group, the 
greatest shipping combination in the 
world, was ‘then a shipowner in a 
“comparatively small way. He was 
plain Owen Philipps, whose ances- 
tors for centuries ruled Pembroke- 
shire in South Wales. A generation 
ago, however, Picton Castle descend- 
ed to a daughter who married an 
Englishman named Fisher, and the 
family found itself.on the alien soil 
of England with no property left. 


Only the Baronetcy and the family | 


tradition remained. 
The tradition was inherited by all 
the tall Philipps brothers, who grew 


up in the peaceful close of the ca-| | 


thedral at Salisbury, where their 
father, the twelfth Baronet, lived to 
a green old age as Canon. The Bar- 
onetcy descended to the eldest son, 
“X_ck” Philipps, who was 6 feet 3 


inches in height. Owen Philipps, the |- 


beanstalk of the family, is 6 feet 5 
inches tall, and when he came out of 
Salisbury he began as a clerk in a 
shipping office in Newcastle; the 
honors which he has since accumu- 
lated—the K. C. M. G. in 1909, the 
G. C. M. G. in 1918 and the title of 
Baron Kylsant in 1923—have been 
bestowed on him in recognition of 
his own achievements. 


An All-British Combination. 


He had become a shfpowner in a 
small way, having bought his first 
ship in 1889, when the International 
Mercantile Marine of New Jersey, 
then known as the Morgan combina- 
tion, gave the British a shock by 
adding the White Star Line to its 
other properties apd operating it 
thereafter in the position of a line 
of British registry but American 
ownership.. The London papers 
howled for weeks. The White Star 
became ‘“‘the lost British fleet.’’ Its 
sale became ‘‘a disaster.’”’ A year 
later, in 1908, Owen Philipps joined 
the board of the Royal Mail Steam 
Packet Company, which then oper- 
‘ated 190,000 tons of shipping over 
the South American and West In- 
dies routes. One of his first acts 
was to apply for a supplementary 
charter providing that its ownership 
and direction were to remain forever 
British. 


At the beginning of last year, Lord 
Kylsant brought the White Star Line 
back to British ownership and added 
it to the now numerous family of 
the Royal Mail, the International 
Mercantile Marine retaining its 
American agency. The White. Star 
now brings the total tonnage under 
his control up to the colossal figure 
of 2,500,000 and makes the Royal 
Mail group easily the greatest ship- 
ping combination in the world. 

Men who know Lord Kylsant say 
that his intention has not been 
merely to add line to line and ton- 
nage to tonnage, but to build up a 
world-wide network of lines to be for- 
ever British, a powerful driving force 
in maintaining the laboriously 
achieved leadership of the British 
shipping interests through the cur- 
rents of technical, economic and po- 
litical change-that. continually beset 
it. Lord. Kylsant’s is today the most 
powerful single brain behind the in- 
finite daily work of the red ensign. 


Reaching Out Into Other Seas. 


What he has’ done with the old 
Royal Mail has been done in exactly 
twenty-five years. It was in very low 
water when he joined it in 1903, hav- 
ing passed its dividend the year be- 
fore; but he was 40, recently mar- 
ried, and in search of his place in 
the sun. Three months after he 
joined its board he was elected 
Chairman. He believed. that the 
wealthy South American passenger 
traffic demanded the luxury accom- 
modation the North American traffic 
did, and when the Aragon was de- 
livered at Southampton her de luxe 
suites and single-berth rooms were 
a revelation. 


His reorganization of the old-fash- 
jioned Royal Mail soon was making 
him famous and he began reaching 
out into other seas. In 1908 he ac- 
quired an interest in the Shire Line 
trading to the Straits, China and 
Japan. In the same year he bought 
the Forwood Line. Gibraltar, the 
Moroccan ports, Las Palmas and Ma- 
deira began their acquaintance with 
the Royal Mail house-flag. In Euro- 
pean waters he opened a pleasure 
cruise service to the Norwegian 
fjords. In American waters he 
started a weekly passenger service 
between New York and Bermuda. 


On the death of Sir Alfred Jones 
of “Have a Banana!’’ fame, it was 
freely said that no man could fill 
his place at the, head of the Elder 
Dempster Line to West Africa, but 
Sir Owen Philipps and the late Lord 
Pirrie startled Leadenhall Street by 
themselves acquiring the 329,000 tons 
of the Elder Dempster Line. The 
outcome of this combination was 
a further acquisitio, which again 
startled Leadenhall Sereet. This was 
the purchase for £1,500,000 of the en- 
tire share capital of the Pacific 
Steam Navigation Company, whose 
forty-one steamers of a total tonnage 
of 170,000 were the Royal Mail’s 
only passenger-carrying competitors 
on the South American routes. 

In the South American cargo traf- 
fic he acquired the good-will of his 
chief rival, the old Lamport & Holt 
Line, and in the Far East he bought 
the remaining interests in the Shire 
Line amd annexed the Gien Line, 


which also traded to the Straits, 
China and Japan. 

He was then, at 48, a colossus of 
the seas, but Leadenhall Street, pre- 
pared though it was to be startled 
by him, was not prepared for the 
greatest sensation he has ever given 
it. The South African Government 
had passed a bill preventing the mail 
contract from going to any line 

which gave rebates to shippers, and 
Donald Currie & Co., managers of 
the Union-Castle Line, were thus de- 
barred. Rumors began to fly. The 
South African Government intended 
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The Dominating Influence in 
British Shipping. 





to. open a State service and carry the 
mails itself. The Morgan combina- 
tion was bidding for the Union- 
Castle’s shares at double their price 
of £12 10s. Nobody knew what was 
happening except that the shares 
climbed to £28. The shareholders 
themselves were in ignorance until 
Dec. 15, 1910, when it was suddenly 
announced that the Union-Castle Line 
had been sold and that the details 
had been arranged in thirty-six 
hours. 

It is now history that the Royal 
Mail and Elder Dempster paid 
£5,173,572 for the whole of the Union- 
Castle’s ordinary shares at £32 10s.

agership and withdraw from the 
field. No oil king, no steel king, 
no diamond king ever came into 
such immense popularity as Sir Owen 
Philipps did when that memorable 
deal was announced. His holdings 
staggered the British imagination. 
His first ten years with the Royal 
Mail cover only part of the story of 
his rise, but that the most excit- 
ing part. After the war he entered 
the North Atlantic trade with a 
direct service to New York, and last 
year, in a deal which involved some- 
thing like £7,000,000, he absorbed one 
of his biggest North Atlantic com- 
petitors and one of the most famous 
of all British lines, the White Star. 
The services he controls now thread 
the seven seas. The ships he oper- 
ates vary from the great Majestic 


and Olympic down to little cargo 
;boats that lie rolling their masts out 


as they sling Birmingham hardware 
and Manchester cotton over the side 
into surfboats paddled by the cheery, 
brawny black men of the West Afri- 
can ports. His freights vary from 
the mails down to what is known 
as ‘general cargo.’’ Frozen meat 
from the Argentine, fruits from Cali- 
fornia, tin and rubber from the 
Straits Settlements, wheat from Aus- 
tralia, are all grist to his mill. There 
are few commodities whose supply 
and demand in the world’s markets 
do not have their bearing on some 
aspect of a world-wide cartage busi- 
ness such as his. There are few 
British dependencies in whose pros- 


perity he has no stake. 


An Easy-Going Giant. 


At the age of 65 Lord Kylsant is a 
giant in more ways than one. Seen 
walking across Leadenhall Street, 
seven feet tall in his top hat, he is 
the complete picture of the more 
silvery and easy-going type of City 
man. It is difficult to believe, how= 
ever, that easy-going men come wanh- 
dering out of country cathedrals to 
scoop up 500 steamers into a single 
combination. If he is at heart a 
dynamo of energy, as most giants 
of business are said to be, he is a 
soundless and effortless dynamo. 


He sat as a Liberal in the House of 
Commons for four years; in fact, 
with two of his brothers there was a 
time when his father had nineteen 
feet of son in the House. But he is 
no orator, and the greatest stir he 
ever occasioned in the House was his 
first appearance there with the 6 
feet 3 inches of his brother Jack 





COMEDY AND TRAGEDY BOTH 
INVADE HEALTH DEPARTMENT 





HE story of the boy who arrived 

at a health centre and asked to 

be vulcanized, as a result of his 
parents having heard about vaccina- 
tion, may be apocryphal, but the 
doctors in charge of the free clinics 
in the New York Health Department 
on Pearl Street say that it has been 
equaled by incidents coming under 
their notice. Thousands of patients 
go there seeking relief from real and 
imaginary ailments and, while with 
them there is always drama, comedy 
is often present. 

Those white-walled rooms down- 
stairs draw in as many children as 
older people to receive the attention 
of the doctors and nurses. One room 
is devoted to examinations for the 
working certificates that boys and 
girlg between 14 and 17 must have 
before they may get employment. 
Boys and girls’ may be seen there 
standing beside the desk, waiting to 
have their certificates signed: an- 
other boy, probably, will be having 
his eyesight tested, and reading with- 
out difficulty, apparently, the bottom 
lines of the sight chart that remain 
blurs to most adults. The examina- 
tions are thorough, and unless a 
child is found generally healthy he 
is apt to be sent back to his school 
or high school and local clinic for 
further attention. 

One-third Need Treatment. 


“Some of-them are so anxious to 
get to work,”’ one of the nurses said, 
“that they try to help us to find 
them normal. We have had amusing 
experiences with children who were 
under weight and who tried to make 
up for it by putting something heavy 
in their pockets. Sometimes they 
put books under their coats. 
little boy who was a cobbler’s son 
brought an iron bootjack along. We 
found another with a foot of lead 
pipe in his pocket.”’

English at all, which increases the 
difficulties of treatment. 

As examples of this, Dr. Charles 
Bolduan cited the case of a girl who 
came with the request that she be 
“‘knock-eyes,"”” which the doctors 
finally discovered meant inoculated, 
and that of several parents who 
wanted their children ‘‘intoxicated’’— 
a more simple problem in translation. 

In the rabies inoculation clinic Dr. 
Caccini, who is in charge, said that 
between thirty and a hundred people 
applied to him for inoculation in a 
day. While some of these, he said, 
made difficulties by being unneces- 
sarily nervous and hysterical, the 
biggest problem was to get people to 
go to the clinic at once after having 
been bitten by dogs. “‘Out of the 
thirty-three people who came here to- 
day,” he said, ‘‘only nine had actually 
been bitten by rabid dogs,’ but he 
emphasized the necessity of imme 
diately reporting to the Health De- 
partment because of the grave seri- 
ousness of the malady. ‘“The value of 
the inoculation is in prevention, no* 
in treatment,” he said. 

Much Needed Certificates. 

Upstairs in the Health Department 
is the Bureau of Records, where vital 
statistics are on file. Here the parade 
of humanity is most congested, as 
New Yorkers come thronging for 
certificates of birth and death or 
copies of marriage certificates. Last 
year, according to Dr. W. H. Guil- 
foy, who is in charge of the bureau, 
about 250,000 searches were made, 
and nearly 200,000 certified copies of 
certificates were issued. Forty thou- 
sand of these were birth certificates 


issued for purpose of obtaining pass-|

There have been numerous cases of 
people who wanted to have the dates 
on their birth certificates or the 
death certificates of their relatives 
altered, according to Dr. Guilfoy. 
That is sometimes because of diffi- 
culties in collecting insurance, when 
the late lamented relative got a lower 
premium rate by asserting that he 
was younger than the_ records 
showed. 

Persons who want to find out how 
old their neighbors are have not 
been unknown in the bureau, accord- 
ing to Dr. Guilfoy. These are speed- 
ily dispatched about their own busi- 
ness. An amusing request for a 
birth certificate came from an elder- 
ly gentleman who wanted a copy to 
show to his doubting fiancée. 

'“She won’t marry me,” he is re- 
ported to have said plaintively ‘‘be- 
cause she thinks I’m lying to her 
when I tell her I’m only 57 years old. 
She says I look 70.”

Ee 1928 edition of ‘‘What’s 
Wanted’’ has recently been is- 

- sued by the Institute. of Pat- 
entees, en inventor’s mutual 

aid organization whose President is 
Lord :Askwith and. whose .member- 
ship now is more than 1,500. First 
suggested in an after-dinner speech 
by Sir. William Bull in. 1923 and 
launched in: an. ordinary . large-sized 
memorandur. book which he present- 
ed to the institute; ‘‘What’s Wanted” 
has now become a unique annual of 
steadily increasing size and interest. 

Thousands of suggestions to inven- 
tors are now submitted every year 
at the institute’s headquarters, .39 
Victoria Street, London, and the 
most promising of them are incor- 
porated in ‘‘What’s Wanted.’’ The 
1928 edition contains 339 selected 
ideas, more than twice as many as 
the last previous edition. Some are 
ideas which have previously. ap- 
peared. A method of harnessing the 
tides, for ‘instance, was suggested as 
a-profitable field for inventors in Sir 
William Bull’s original memorandum 
book in 1923 and is still suggested 
in the 1928 edition of ‘‘What’s 
Wanted.’ There is, however, a large 
proportion of .new and hitherto un- 
published suggestions for the 1928 
edition.

‘Inventions for Comfort. 


Professor A. M. Low, a British 
scientist, in an epilogue to the 1928 
crop of new ideas, summarizes the 
present-day trend of invention and 
forecasts the probable direction in 
which new invention will be most 
urgently demanded. 

“There are,’ he writes, ‘‘two main 
directions along which the march: of 
invention proceeds toward speed and 
toward comfort. Up to now-nearly 
every, important invention “has lain 
in the speeding up of an existing 
process, but at:last we are beginning 
to realize that the gallop of today 
is sometimes: temporarily.less com- 
fortable than the leisurely canter of 
the ‘good old‘ times.’

“It is possible, even probable, that 
our character and mental develop- 
ment are built up. by an, «immense 
series -of electrical influences. If this 
be true, scientific invention may be 
able to arrange the sex of a child 
while it is yet unborn, and further 
electrical treatment in its ‘infancy 
might help to develop its mind along 
whatever path’ is desired. The pecu- 
liar talents of poets, painters, musi- 
cians, will be stimulated by scientific 
treatment, which will include perhaps 
haps a diet of specially. prepared 
chemical nourishment.’’

Inquiry in St. Louis 


Shows “Intellectuals” 


Have Many Unsuspected Rivals. 


T is not the so-called intellectuals 

but the salesmen, trunk makers, 

stenographers and. beauty parlor 
Managers who are reading the 
classics, according to the results of 
recent inquiries in the St. Louis Pub- 
lic Library. Charles H. Compton, 
assistant librarian, made the in- 
vestigation in the interest of adult 
education. 

“Tf took the records of approxi- 
mately 100 readers of William James, 
100 readers of Carl Sandburg, and 
100 readers of Honier, Aeschylus,

same classes of society. First of all, 
there were very few, if.any, from 
among our so-called intellectuals.

sider the uncultured “and certainly 
the humble occupations.

GROWING UP IN CAIRO 





Founded After the War, It Finds It Has a Valuable Place in 


ee

FEW years ago an Egyptian 
Prince satin a chair at the 
head of a long. table in a 
front room of a building in 
the modern part of Cairo. Since 
Egypt. was at that time a British 
Protectorate, there was no particu- 
lar future for this Egyptian Prince, 
even though he belonged to the fam- 
jly of the Khedives who had ruled 
over Egypt under the suzerainty of 
Turkey. When it came to attaining 
any celebrity in the rest of the 
world, he seemed destined to end his 
life as obscurely as he had begun it 
and lived it thus far. 

It was the same way with the 
building in which he found himself. 
First, it had been the palace of an 
Egyptian Pasha; the room in which 
the Prince sat had been one of the 
apartments of the ladies of the 
Pasha’s harem; on the windows the 
grilled lattice-work still remained 
through which, invisible to passers- 
by, they had gazed on the street out- 
side. 

Then it had fallen upon evil days 
and become a cigarette factory. Now 
—at the time the Prince sat in it— 
it bad blossomed forth as the head- 
quarters of an Egyptian university. 
The Prince was Chairman of the uni- 
versity’s Board of Directors—a 
rather empty honor, since the univer- 
sity seemed to have as little chance 
of survival as the Prince had of be- 
coming a celebrity. 


The Changes of a Few Years. 


Suddenly, however, the wheel of 
fate spun around with surprising re- 
sults for both Prince and building. 
His chairmanship of the Board of 
Directors of the new-born Egyptian 
University vanished into space and 
he suddenly found himself King 
Fuad I of Egypt. And the Egyptian 
Universit; of which he had been a 
director also vanished from the 
building in which he had sat, to give 
place to the American University at 
Cairo. 

King Fuad became ruler of Egypt 
six years ago. The American Uni- 
versity at Cairo came into being 
seven years ago. And now he is one 
of its stanchest patrons and bene- 
factors and, in testimony both to his 
interest in its work and the fact that 
he has not forgotten the days when 
he used to sit in what is now the 
institution’s main building with no 
thought of ever occupying a royal 
throne, King Fuad has presented to 
the American University a large por- 
trait of himself, duly autographed. 
It hangs in the front room, which 
used to be his office, close to the 
lattice-work from behind which the 
Pasha’s wives used to watch the 
street life of Cairo stream past. 

That rocm is now the office of Dr. 
Charles R. Watson, President of the 
university. He may be found there 
any day dictating letters, conferring 
with Dr. R. S. McClenahan, the 
Dean, and otherwise attending to the 
manifold duties devolving upon the 
head of a live and growing institu- 
tion. For the American University 
at Cairo now hasa Faculty of twenty- 
five members and a total enrolment 
of 317 students—an appreciable. in- 
crease over the number of its teach- 
ers and students. when it began its 
existence seven yéars ago. 

The institution is an outgrowth of 
the American Presbyterian Mission, 
which has conducted schools in 
Egypt since 1854, but it is entirely. 
non-sectarian. The idea of estab- 
lishing an American university in 
Cairp first came up about thirty 
years ago. After years of prelimi- 
nary investigations, a commission 
was sent from the United States to 
Egypt some ten years ago and subse- 
quently made an exhaustive report to 
the American Presbyterian Mission. 

At first it was proposed that the 
university should form an integral 
part of the mission, but this idea was 
eventually dropped and the whole 
project turned over to a body of in- 
terested men in New York, Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburgh, Cleveland and other 
American cities, for them to develop 
it as they saw fit. 


Cairo as a Seat of Learning. 


Cairo was chosen as the proper 
place for the university for a num- 
ber of reasons, notably because it 
had been for centuries an intellectual, 
educational-and religious centre, ra- 
diating its influence throughout the 
Mohammedan world. In fact Cairo 
is to the Mohammedan world what 
Oxford and Cambridge are to the 
British Empire. At Cairo is the re- 
nowned El-Azhar University, where 
thousands of.Moslems.spend years in 
study, returning to their homes scat- 
tered all over Africa and Asia to dis- 
seminate what they have learned. El- 
Azhar teaches only the Koran and 
the life and teachings of Mohammed, 
together with the Arabic language 
and commentaries and literature 
based entirely on the Koran and that 
language, paying no attention what- 
ever to modern developments and 
jealously excluding everything per- 
taining to foreign languages or mod- 
ern science from its curriculum. 

For this reason it was felt by those 
sponsoring the American University 
project that Cairo presented an es- 
pecially promising field for an insti- 
tution offering Moslem youth courses 
of study entirely different from those 
at El-Azhar and infinitely more prac- 
tical in a world in which the Mos- 
Jem attitude toward life was not of 
predominant importance. 

Moreover, it was realized that a 
university in Cairo presided over by 


Egyptians 
natives of other Oriental lands than 


if it were headed by Europeans, since 
the United States has no political 
axes to grind in Egypt. 

Definite steps toward founding the 
university were taken shortly before 
the World War, but the actual foun- 
dation was delayed until that great 
conflict was over. Finally in 1919 
the American University at Cairo 
was incorporated under the laws of 
the District of Columbia, with some 
fifteen charter members. A plot of 
ground on El-Kasr-el-Aini Street, in 
the most modern section of Cairo, 
together with the buildings on it, 
was..acquired for $350,000. Soon 
afterward additions were made to 
the original buildings, culminating 
this Spring in the opening of a hand- 
some, modern auditorium costing 
$150,000 and seating 1,200 people, of 
which Faculty and students are in- 
ordinately proud. 

Up to now a total of $1,333,000 has 
been contributed to the university, of 
which $500,000 has been invested in 
real estate. The university now has 
an annual income from endowments 
of about $100,000, but this is not 
enough to meet proposed develop- 
ments, so a definite study is being 
made of the possibility of securing 
additional funds. 


Scope of the University. 


The American University at Cairo 
consists of four departments: the 
College of Arts and Sciences, the 
School of Oriental Studies, the Ex- 
tension Department and the Depart- 
ment of Teacher Training. 

The College of Arts and Sciences, 
in which all the students of the 
university are enrolled, is divided 
into what are known as the ‘‘non- 
Government’? (or -rts) and ‘‘Gov- 
ernment’’ courses. 

The non-Government course is de- 
signed for students who intend to 
complete their education in Europe 
or America and wish to learn ac- 
cording to educational systems prev- 
alent in those lands, whereas the 
Government course is based upon 
the system of education laid down 
by the Egyptian Govery':aent for 
Egyptian schools and is designed pri- 
marily for, students desiring to com- 
plete their education in Egypt. In 
the non-Government course instruc- 
tion is given in English; in the Gov- 
ernment course instruction is in 
Arabic. 

Graduates of the non-Government 
course often continue their studies 
in professional schools at Beirut and 
Constantinople, or in Switzerland, 
France, Germany, England and the 
United States; whereas those elect- 
ing the other course are qualified on 
completing it to take the Egyptian 
Government examinations for admis- 
sion to its schools of medicine, 
engineering, agriculture, dentistry, 
&c. 

All ‘students in the Government 
course study English and French and 
90 per cent. of those in the-non-Gov- 
ernment course*«take Arabic lan- 
guage study. ; 

The second department of the uni- 
versity, the School of Oriental 
Studies, gives instruction to Egyp- 
tians: and foreigners specializing in

study of the Arabic language and the 
civilization of the Near East. - 

The Extension Department is de- 
signed to contribute to the education 
of adults. It offers, largely through 
meetings in the new auditorium of 
the university, discussion of scien- 
tific, social, political, industrial, 
sanitary and kindred problems. In 
addition to the work being done in 
Cairo itself, the department sends 
lecturers to other parts of Egypt, 
even to out-of-the-way villages, to 
give the inhabitants useful hints on 
matters pertaining to sanitation, pub- 
lic drinking water, the combating of 
disease, &c. 

It also conducts a Child Welfare 
Centre, situated in the native part 
of Cairo, which provides instruction 
for women and children through a 
committee of American women, who 
volunteer their services. They are 
assisted by an English nurse, three 
Egyptian doctors and six Egyptian 
and Syrian women. Medical treat- 
ment is given on three mornings 
weekly, the average number of per- 
sons treated monthly being more 
than 2,000. Native mothers are in- 
structed in the care of children, in 
bathing and home treatment, care 
of minor ailments and similar mat- 
ters. In addition, the department 
runs a school attended by about 
thirty-five little Egyptian girls. 

The fourth and newest department 
of the university is that of teacher- 
training, opened this year. It is in- 
tended to offer instruction to those 
who desire to become teachers in 
Mohammedan lands. One of the 
most important branches of its work 
is the publication of the first maga- 
zine ever issued in Arabic devoted 
to the discussion of modern educa- 
tion and the adaptation of progres- 
sive principles to the educational 
problems of the Near East. 

This department is headed by Rus- 
sell Galt, who also edits the maga- 
zine in conjunction with a native 
Egyptian coadjutor. When it was 
started last January its sponsors felt 
that it would be doing well if it got 
150 subscribers within its first year 
of existence. It now has 400 and its 
editors confidently expect to run that 
total up to 500 before the year is out. 

Of the 317 students enrolled at the 


‘American University in Cairo 238 


are Egyptians, 23 Armenians, 21 
Syrians, 14 Palestinians, 6 Greeks, 2 
English, 2 Arabs, 2 Persians and 
one from each of the following lands: 
Hedjaz, India, Java, Rumania, Rus- 
sia,-Siam, Sumatra, Turkey, Yemen 
(Arabia). 

Classified by religions, the Mo- 
hammedans predominate overwhelm- 
ingly, with a total of 172, or 54 per 
cent. of the whole student body. 
Then comes the Coptic Christians, 
totaling 88, followed by 83 Protes- 
tants, 12 Catholics and 12 Jews. 

The ‘‘Government’’ course of study 
has been elected by 140 students, the 
‘“‘non-Government”’ or arts course by 
115. The rethaining 62°studests are 
enrolled in preparatory classes which 
will eventually qualify them for 
either Government or non-Govern- 
ment courses, .

MAN IS HERE 


AS HERALD OF. THE SUMMER 





E hot dog and the chocolate- 
covered ice cream bar are suf- 
fering a temporary lapse of 
popularity .on the sidewalks in the 
neighborhoods fringing lower First 
Avenue. - Roasted chestnuts have 
gone their seasonal way and steam- 
ing sweet potatoes, too, having lost 
their lure, the sweet potato man has 
trundled off his clumsy, high-stacked 
cart with its trays of baking roots. 
The hot corn man heralds Summer’s 
approach. : 

The hot corn vendor turns off from 
the busy avenue, where fruits and 
notions mingle on carts in the gutter 
and snails bring twenty cents a 
pound in the shell.

With an odd little stove, 
freshly besméared with a thin coat 
of aluminum paint and its capacity 
augmented by storage bins made 
from old gasoline cans, the hot corn 
man creates a.smal] sensation in the 
side_ streets. He. trudges along 
silently, leavirig it to his kettle’s 
aroma to speak in his stead, and by 
the time he.reaches the middle of 





the block business is waiting and 
dashing after his stove. 

“Hot corn| Oh, gee|’’ a child on 
the sidewalk exclaims and rushes 
homeward for a coin. Pennies are 
extended to the hot corn merchant in 
as many grimy hands as he can 
serve for the moment. He lifts a 
newly polished lid and pokes into the 
vaporous depths with a bent fork 
bound to a long stick. Out comes 
a dripping ear, none too carefully 
shucked and still entangled in its 
silk. It is sufficiently tempting, 
however, to those who stand by, 
judging from the eagerness with 
which they crowd around. With 
something of a flourish the ear is 
laid on a board and firmly grasped 
while a sharp knife divides it into 
portions. About an inch‘of hot corn 
sells for a penny, with a free hand 
permitted at the big tin salt-shaker. 


One youngster after another takes 
his bit of corn, loosely folded in a 
scrap of paper and puts it to 
smacking lips. 

Any odd bits left unsold for the 
moment go into a pot on the other 
side of the stove, to be fished out 
.when other pennies are proffered.

have béen chosén from a large num- 
ber of -pplicants. Many belong to 
leading Egyptian families, among 
them being sons of well-to-do land- 
lords, high Government officials, pro- 
fessional and business men. Each 
student pays a fee amounting to 
about $125 yearly for tuition and 
lunch, or about $325 yearly for full 
board and tuition. 

The teaching staff is about half 
American, half Egyptian. The Amer- 
ican staff is divided into permanent 
members, who constitute the admin- 
istrative Faculty, and six additional 
members, graduates of American 
colleges and universities, who are 
appointed for three years and give 
instruction entirely in English in 
such subjects as English literature, 
mathematics, science and history. 

President Watson and his senior 
colleagues are veterans in dealing 
with Oriental youth and fully aware 
of the immense differences between 
Oriental and Occidental mentality. 
They lay particular stress on the im- 
portance of imparting to their stu- 
dents a knowledge of modern scien- 
tific progress, which is haughtily ig- 
nored by the professors at El-Azhar 
and other conservative centres of 
learning in the Mohammedan world. 

In talking about this phase of the 
activities of the American University 
in Cairo President Watson szid: 

“The average Oriental looks upon 
the universe as a bag of tricks. He 





has no conception of science. For

instance, I asked one of our stu« 
dents: ‘How long does a palm tree 
live?’ 

***You will have to wait until the 
end of the world to find that out,’ 
he replied. ‘Then, and then only, it 
will be revealed how long each palm 
tree has been ordained to live.’ 

“That student and many others 
like him have been taught in our 
scientific courses not only how long 
a palm tree may be expected to live, 





but many other things which they 
thought beyond human knowledge. 
As a result of this they show a great 
interest in science, a great eager- 
ness to master it. You can see 
dozens of them any day in our lab- 
oratory, absorbed in studying prob- 
lems in chemistry and physics, de- 
termining things which they thought 
before were impossible of determina- 
tion—just a part of that bag of 
tricks, the universe!’’

Outlines the Best Plan 


For the Annual Treatment of Winter Clothing , 


HEN a succession of mild days 

indicates that heavy Winter 

clothing and coverings may 
be. discarded .for the Summer,. the 
housewife has a busy day making 
blankets and cloaks safe from moths. 
Furs, Persian rugs and other valu- 
able objects are packed off to cold 
storage, while everyday household 
and personal effects are taken care 
of in the house. - 


For generations housewives each 
year have taken up the cudgels 
against these destroyers. Many ot 
their old-fashioned remedies are ac- 
cepted still by science, such, for in- 
stance, as sunning clothing to kill 
the larvae. But others science has 
pronounced worthless—tobacco ex- 
tracts and tobacco powders, lavender 
flowers, cayenne and black pepper, 
dustings of allspice, of air-slaked 
lime, of salt, of eucalyptus leaves, 
hellebore, quassia chips, angelica 
root, pyretheum stems, powdered sul- 
phur, borax, colocynth pulp, sodium 
bicarbonate, lead carbonate and lead 
oxide are specified in this category 
by the United States Bureau of En- 
tomology. Cedar chips and shavings 





are said to be only partially effec 
tive, ‘ 

The first essential in battling moths 
is to make sure that no larvae are 
hidden away along the seams, in 
deep folds or in pockets of the cloth- 
ing to be packed away, and then that 
all containers are absolutely tight. 
Beating and brushing and cleaning 
must precede laying away, and furs 
suspected of being infested must be 
gone over with a fine tooth comb. 
Larvae lodged on material to be put 
away may be killed by ironing, by 
exposing in superheated rooms or by 
leaving several hours in the sun. Or 
the fabric may be dipped for ten sec 
onds in water heated to 140 degrees 
Fahrenheit. A strong solution of 
neutral laundry soap also has a kilk 
ing effect. 

The Bureau of Entomology consid- 
ers naphthalene in flakes or balls the 
best preventive of destruction from 
moths, provided the clothing is close- 
ly confined and not packed on closet 
shelves or in drawers where the 
fumes may readily escape. Paradich- 
lorobenzine, m camphor and py- 


rethrum powder are also pronoun 
effective.

The phenominal rise of Germany 


brought a new element into the field, 


and the ambitious project of this na- 


tion to place herself on a plane with 
the older powers precipitated the 
World War. Germany was a menace

States bade fair to adopt the tradi- 
tional supremacy attitude. 

The consequence was that England, 
the most hopeful of the European 
nations, perhaps, endeavored to step 
out and maintain her sea suprema&cy, 
and consequently her empire, against 
this new colossus which seemed to 
be taking the place of Germany. 
The old international anarchy was 
about to start all over again. 

Then America made an attempt to 
square things with England by the 
Washington Conference, and show- 
ing to her that we did not mean to 
compete on the sea to destroy her 
empire. But England refused to ac- 
cept us on faith, and, while giving 
up her capital ships, went on to keep 
her navy supreme with cruisers. She 
did not believe the United States sin- 
cere unless she saw them in the 
League of Nations. 

Thus, when 1927 came around, the 
United States, with every chance in 
1919 to set things square, had played 
her cards wrong, and Europe sus- 
pected us instead of trusting and 
looking to us for guidance. Ameri- 
ca’s isolation, her refusa] to assume 
her responsibility, had accounted for| , 
the suspicious attitude of Europe. 

Consequently, when President Cool- 
idge made a gesture, which was no 
doubt sincere, in the Spring of 1927 
to bring the important nations of the 


|| world to a conference for the limita- 


tion of sea forces, France and Italy 
refused, and England accepted, along 
with Japan, all the while intending 
that she should maintain the suprem- 
acy that she held in naval forces. 
The Geneva Conference was an evi- 
dence that the United States was be- 
ginning to realize her position in the 
world and her responsibility as the 
most powerful nation. Unfortunately, 
the Geneva Conference was handled 
poorly by technicians instead of 
statesmen, and England could not be 
made to see the futility of holding 
out against America. The conference 
failed, and the people of the United 
States accepted it as evidence that 
Europe did not want the assistance 
of this country, but, on the other 
hand, were antagonistic and ready to 


join competition with us. Thus, there 
were a great many people in Amer- 
ica, including the Administration, 
who were ready to’give Europe—es- 
pecially England—a real lesson by a 
navy race. Fortunately, the error of 
this way has become evident, and it 


But when Roosevelt became Presi- 
dent of the United States and adopted 
an attitude of forcing obedience from 
these people, then he was accused 
of waving a ‘“‘big stick,’ and the 
people who had looked to us for pro- 
tection now began to look upon us 
as a bugbear. With time all things 
change, and the Monroe Doctrine was 
taken as something much worse than 
what it had started out to be by those 
most vitally affected. 

The United States, of course, 
adopted the doctrine as a protection 
of her own southern borders against 
the encroachment of any European 
State which might try to enter to the 
south of us. But the danger from 
this menace became less and less 
during the century, and now may be 
said to exist not at all. Consequently, 
the Latin-American States ask why 
we keep it. 

The answer to this cuestion lies pri- 
marily in our desire to defend the 
Panama Canal and its approaches. 
Any disturbance or instability in this 
region is more or less of a menace 
to this vital point. Consequently, 
the United States still keeps a close 
eve on Latin America. y, State 
which shows inclination to revolution 

enerally called to task by the big 
on to the north and made to sit 
quiet, Resulting from this attitude 
has been intervention in the affairs 
of many of these States, and at times 





continued maintenance of United 
States forces in the country to assure 
quiet. 

The policy which the State Depart- 
ment adopted as a way to assure 
continued quiet was by agreeing to 
refuse to recognize any Government 
in a Latin-American nation founded 
on force. This means that the only 
way for a country to have the ad- 
vantage of relations with the United 
States is to keep quiet. 


The Trouble in Nicaragua. 


Such being the situation, a revolu- 
tion broke out in Nicaragua in 1925, 
engineered by a force of Liberals, 
who were endeavoring to overthrow 
a Conservative Administration. Ihe 
revolution assumed such proportions 
that the United States State Depart- 
ment decided to send a force of ma- 
rines into the country. Marines had 
been withdrawn only a few months 
before the revolution broke out, and 
that perhaps was the circumstance 
which led the Liberals to think that 
they had a chance to overthrow the 
existing régime. 

American marines were sent into 
Ni @, and a great to-do was 
aroused in this country by those ac- 
cusing the Government of imperial- 
istic motives. The revolution contin- 


ued, the efforts of the United States 
forces to secure order seemed to be 





futile, and nothing but failure arid 
mismanagement appeared to result. 
Under these circumstances Presi- 
dent Coolidge sent a citizen; Mr. 
Stimson, to Nicaragua last May, and 
this gentleman secured from the 
leaders of the two factions an agree- 
ment to lay down their arms and be 
at peace, under the assurance that 
the Presidential elections of Nica- 
ragua in 1928 would be supervised by 
the United States. Both sides laid 
down their arms, the Liberals who 
were fighting for control and the 
Conservatives who were defending 
themselves—and the hope was for 
quiet. 

Let us consider just what this 
means. In the first place, no Gov- 
ernment in Latin America—that is, 
no party which rules in any country, 
no matter what it calls itself—is a 
great deal more enlightened than 
any other. One party, when it gets 
into control, usually runs things to 
its own advantage, and to the en- 
richment usually of its influentia} 
supporters. Furthermore, one party 
in control is usually able to keep any 
opposition party out altogether, be- 
cause it has control of the army, 
Treasury and every other asset of 
the country. Consequently, the pol- 
icy of the United States which would 
not let our State Department recog- 
nize any government founded on 











) tons simply meant that we would 
not recognize any new party which 
came in; for the existing party was 
always able to swing an election its 
own way, in view of the fact that it 
had control of the ballot boxes, and 
the only hope for a new party to get 
in was by revolution. 

Thus the attempt of the Liberals 
to gain control of the Government of 
Nicaragua was only assured through 
revolution. .The country seemed to 
be, on a whole, in favor of the group 
of men who called themselves Lib- 
erals. Consequently, the assurance 
of the United States that a fair elec- 
tion in 1928 will be held was alto- 
gether agreeable to the Liberals (ex- 
cept Sandino and his forces, who 
have been kicking up a row in the 
northern districts).. The Conserva- 
tives, on the other hand, felt that 
their doom was sealed, and so re- 
fused to pass the bill in their House 
of Deputies which would allow United 
States supervision. The bill was put 
through by a Supreme Court decree, 
however, and a Presidential order. 
It appears that the present Presi- 
dent, Diaz, is willi to

TNHEY deliberately put traps 
and bunkers on a golf course 
to make the game harder. 
Sometimes it seems as if they 
did the same thing to an automobile 
course to keep -it from being too 
easy for motorists. 

There are 561 highway detours east 
of the Mississippi and north of the 
Ohio Rivers, according to the Amer- 
can Automobile Association. How 
many of them have. been laid: out 
with the idea -of offéring. the least 
possible resistance to the movement 
“The answer ought |” 
to be, 561. It isn’t. Ask any motor- 
ist. -He- knows: 


Detours ‘and_ delays . are inevitable. 
They result from construction work; 
and that means new and better 
roads, which is what all motorists 
want. But it isn’t necessary to send 
the. operator of _an. automobile 
through the purgatory of rocky roads 
and traffic jams before he is per- 
mitted to enter the heaven of con- 
crete. In the locality of almost any 
detour, there are natives who know 
a better way around the obstruction 
than that indicated by the official 
signs. Why aren’t visiting motor- 
ists directed to follow these easier 
ways? 

It often happens that a detour may 
be avoided entirely by the choice of 
s.me alternate route to a popular 
destination, and directions posted at 
the proper point of-departure from 
the obstructed highway would send 
many drivers on the better way 
around. 

There are times, too, when needed 
detours are not provided. Roads in 
no condition for travel are often 
kept open. It has even been said 
that contractors sometimes invite 
automobiles over unfinished high- 
ways so the cars will pack the road- 
bed for. them. 

All these things add to the diffi- 
culty and- disagreeableness of mo- 
toring. They lessen its popularity. 
And the cost in damage to cars and 
delays to business would” probably 
run into important figures. if any 
one could compute it. | 

Automobiles cannot ‘always travel 
on smooth concrete. Motorists-should 
not be unreasonable. : They. have :to 
put up with .a certain. amount. of 
highway inconvenience. But this, it 
will be agreed, should be’as littie: as 
necessary: —It-is-also agreed among 
those who drive that it is usually -a 
good deal more than necessary.

Due From Drivers. 

J. B. Hulett, Chandler distributer 
in New York, adds something for 
motorists to think ‘about in‘ this: gen- 
eral discussion of the pleasures and 
pains of motoring.

Premier Primo de Rivera Defends His Policy of 
Strict Control—A Press Law.to Continue 
2 The System of Censorship | 





N the following. article the 
Premier of Spain explains 
his attitude to the press and 

tells why he has found it neces- 
sary to keep the Spanish news- 
papers under control since he 
took over the Government. 











By GENERAL PRIMO DE RIVERA. 


is of the greatest satisfaction 
to me that’ the dictatorship in 
Spain is passing, so to speak, un- 
noticed. A‘foreigner who comes 
“to this country without having read 
the newspapers would never believe 
’ that Spain lives under a dictatorship. 
No more soldiers are seen in the 
streets and life continues as before. 

I must, however, modify my state- 
ment: The foreigner who has known 
this country in its parliamentary 
epoch would notice today that there 
is more order, more discipline, more 


economic activity, than before the 


coming of the dictatorship. I have 
just said that life goes on as for- 
merly. I should have said that life 
‘is much mofe different, but in a 
better sense, for five or six years 
ago certain regions like Barcelona 
lived under a terrorist régime. 

’ Under the dictatorship the existence 
of the great majority of the people is 
In 
‘fact; nobody could deny that my 
dictature is unaccompanied by those 
unjust or exaggerated persecutions 
‘which characterize certain dictator- 
ships. Everybody recognizes—even 
“"my political adversaries—that the 
‘military dictatorship and the Govern- 
ment which replaced it have re-estab- 
‘lished order and have given a consid- 


‘*- erable impetus to the economic devel- 


opment of the country. This repre- 


a sents the constructive effort of the 


“dictature. . 
The Press and the Nation. 


What is the price. that has been 
; paid? Not a drop of blood, no perse- 
cutions, no acts of violence. Then 
what? The suppression-of the elected 
Parliament and its substitution by 

. the National Assembly and the re- 
| striction of the liberty of the press: 
|. If I am permitted I will again refer 
to the subject.. 

The freedom of the press cannot be 
a dogma, not even an axiom; it must 
be examined from the point of view 
of its utility with regard to the na- 
tional clause.* If the absolute free- 
dom of the press, without the slight- 
est restriction, is useful to the na- 


» » tional cause, if it contributes to raise 
a°the moral and cultural level-4f a na- 


. tion; if-it helpd the:Government to 


comply with its duty, the freedom of 
the press must not only be respected 
but even acknowledged by the laws 
as an unshakable dogma. 
Unfortunately this is not the case. 
A day may come when everybody 
will know his duty, when nobody will 


| undertake anything against the na- 


tional interests. That day the Gov- 
ernments will and must respect the 
freedom of the press. I do not. wish 
to meddle with the affairs of other 
countries; therefore I shall merely 
say (without discussing the subject) 
that in certain countries the above 
mentioned state has already arrived. 


far from the perfect State to which 
I have referred. Consequently I 
frankly declare that the press must 
constantly be watched over and con- 
trolled by the Government. 


Played Part in Revolutions. 


: When one studies history it is 
clearly to be seen that the press has 
played a preponderant part in the 
revolutions during the last century 
and a half. For example, the 
French Revolution of 1880, which up- 
set the traditional monarchy of the 
Bourbons, did not have any economic 
causes; it was the work of a certain 
number of.intellectual scoffers and of 
some newspapers who together suc- 
ceeded in representing the Govern- 
ment as a lot of imbeciles. and cor- 
rupt men. .. 

I must frankly state that in some 
sections of the Spanish press there 
still exist similar irresponsible in- 
clinations to the censorious and evil 
spirit of the ‘French newspapers of a 
century ago, and I will add that so 
long as I am empowered I shall not 
permit this spirit to manifest -itself 
and to imperil the public order—and 
with the order the marvelous. eco- 
nomic and financial progress which 
we have achieved. 

I consider that political difter- 


political problems, are a real. gnaw- 
ing worm in the life of the nations. 
It will be understood that I strive 
to eliminate it from the Spanish 
people. What, above all, imparts a 
difference between the National. As- 
sembly and.the old Parliament is the 
total absence of politics in the for- 
mer. We discuss only - economic 
problems. I should like the news- 
papers to arrive at a similar result 
and that, instead of mean political 
quarrels, they should offer to the 
nation economic, « 
‘studies, &c.; jn short, that they 
should -contribute to raise the moral-

and cultural level instead of sharp- 
ening the lowest passions. 


The newspapers. must. not be the/ 


propagators of dangerous ideas; and 
as the immense majority of the 
nation is opposed to the entrance of 
agitators into our country, we must 
proceed against the newspapers 
which strive to embitter our exis- 
tence. As it is the duty of the Gov- 
ernment firmly to suppress arita- 
tion, it must also do likewise with 
agitation fomented by means of the 
printed word. 

From the very first day of my 
coming into.the power I introduced 
the preventive censorship, ‘which 
has somewhat hindered the news- 
papers from the technical point of 
view; but, on another hand, it has 


rendered them very great. services| 


in the sense’ that they were con- 
stantly warned of what they could 
publish and of what they had to 
suppress in their information. With- 
out the preventive censorship it is 
certain that many newspapers would 
have published articles or items 
which must have rendered necessary 
their temporary or definitive suspen- 
sion. 

But it will be understood that this 
somewhat rudimentary censorship 
cannot be indefinitely prolonged; it 
will be necessary for the National 
Assembly to vote a press statute 
which. shall. clearly establish the 
rights, the duties andthe responsi- 


bilities of the newspapers and the. 


journalists. The press statute will 
not serve the purpose of persecuting 
the press, but it will oblige-it to. be 
scrupulous and to concern itself with 
cultural and. moral aims. 


I am convinced that a good news- 
paper is more useful than half a 
dozen schools, but also that a bad 
newspaper can produce more de- 
struction than a cyclone.  Conse- 
quently it is absurd to suggest that 
the. Government should treat -with 
the same impartiality or indifference

these two sorts of newspapers. The 
duty of the Government is to use all 
the means and resources of the na- 
tional activity to raise the material 
well-being and the moral and cul- 
tural standard of the people. 

I myself am an old journalist, hav- 
ing collaborated firstly in El Gua- 
dalete of my old native town, Jerez 
dela Frontera; later on in El Lib- 
eral‘ of Madrid, La Corespondencia, 
Militar, Revista. Técnica, Memorial 
de Infanteria, and, finally, in La 
Nacion. I am thus not an enemy of 
the journalists—on the contrary. 
But I place the interests of Spain be- 
fore those of.the press, and I insist 
that the freedom of the press must 
be submitted. to the restrictions 
which assure that it will never harm 
the well-being and the asap of 
my country.

N view of the rate at which labor- 
saving machinery is displacing 
workers in the Austrian Republic 

it is considered remarkable in Euro-

country has been able to reduce the 
number: of its unemployed drawing 
doles during the last two years. This 
is partly explained by the municipal 
construction activities of the City 
of Vienna; these furnish work for 
many thousands who otherwisé 
would be idle, and at the same time 
they reduce the housing shortage.

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TO TAKE THE YEAR’S CENSUS] | 








NOW GO OUT 





: Songsters of Each Area Are Listed by a 
Host of Volunteer Observers 


ENSUS time for the birds is here 
in park and forest and on plowed 
acres. The period, just. at 

the end of the Spring migration, 
when the nesting birds have estab- 
lished themselves and the young 
are not yet on the wing, calls the 
census taker into service to help 
enumerate the bird population. From 
early June onward in this section, 
and even in the neighborhood of 
New York, in the suburbs and on 


1 outlying estates, an occasional bird 
.} counter may be met in the early 


; mornings. 


The bird census depends altogether 
on voluntary labor, and census takers 
to work on many types of land are 
in demand. . Yet far from all with na- 
ture interests are eligible. They must 
possess highly specialized knowledge, 
80 as to be able to recognize each 
bird with which they are likely to 
come into contact, both by sight and 
by sound; for the returns, to be of 
any value at all, must be complete 
and exact. 

Census Taker in Action. 


In the chill gray dawn the worker 
sets out for the scene of his labors. 
This is usually a plot containing 
from forty to eighty acres. It must 
be large enough to be representative, 
yet not too large to be covered in a 
single tramp. At his destination the 
worker finds himself-well rewarded 
for his early rising. The birds are 
at their matins and woodland, farm- 
land and marshland resound with 
song. Early morning is chosen for 
the. work so that the birds may be 
caught singing, since counting the 
singing males has proved the most 
convenient method of census taking. 
When the migration is over each 
songster may be considered to repre- 
sent a breeding pair. 

The observer zigzags back and 
forth across his tract, counting the 
singers as he goes and watching 


he finds one of an unusual species 
he searches until he actually locates 
the nest or some other certain evi- 


there, rather than merely transients 
belated on their way. Experience has 
shown that a fifty-acre tract may be 
covered in three hours, but a few 
days later the census taker must 
repeat his observations to see that he 
has not missed any of the bird resi- 
dents and that. all those counted are 
actually nesting there: 
The Average Per Acre. 

For anything like satisfactory re- 
sults such counting work must be 
repeated for many years, according 
to Miss May Thacher Cooke of the 
United States Bureau of Biological 
Survey. Records over at least five 
years are considered. necessary for 
an adequate idea of the bird life of 
a given tract. 

e Bureau of Biological Survey 
first set out to collect. definite in- 
formation on the number and distri- 
bution of breeding birds in the Unit- 
ed States in the Spring of 1914. The 
assistance of many interested per- 
sons throughout the ‘country was 
sought, with such satisfactory re- 
sults that the work was repeated on 
a larger sale the following year. 
Since: then the force of .census tak- 
ers has grown each season until now 
the Northeastern States, at least, are 
fairly well covered. 

There was noticeable a gradual in- 
crease in the number of birds per 
acre on many tracts in the Eastern 
United States until the destructive 
season of 1917, and, following that 
setback, further increases. The av- 
erage for farmland, according to the 
latest report, is a little more than 
one pair to the acre, for woodland, 
182 pairs to 100 acres, and in deep

FINE CABINETS MAKE RADIO 
MORE INVITING TO THE HOME 





Latest Receivers Displayed at Chicago Trade Show Reveal Radio and/| 


Furniture Are Closely Related—Loud-Speakers Given 
Decorative Touch—New Tube Is Discussed 


INE feathers are said to make 
F fine birds. Fine cabinets are 

the feathers for radio. The new 
receiving sets displayed during the 
past week at the Radio Trade Show 
in Chicago revealed that the radio 
wares to be marketed this Fall will 
allure the eye and the ear. Fine 
woods and decorative metal panels 
are expected to sell fine radios. 

If the eye is pleased with the cabi- 
net then it.is not difficult with a 
scientifically. designed .radio circuit 
and a good-quality loud-speaker to 
sell a broadcast receiver, according 
to retailers. The cabinet style is what 
gives the radio set individuality, 
which the tubes, condensers and 
coils can no longer do inside their 
modern metal shields. The electrical 
part of radio is the factor that must 
be depended upon to please the ear. 
Radio as radio never has been at- 
tractive to the eye; in fact, it was 
not so long ago that housewives 
branded receiving sets and loud- 
speakers as an ‘‘eye sore’? in the 
home. The new sets indicate that 
radio can now beautify the living 
room no matter how sumptuous it 
is. Cabinet workers are cooperating 
wits radio engineers to make radio 
in the home a dual pleasure. 


New Loud-Speakers Are Seen. 


The new designs are considered 
the forerunners of .the complete 
line of receiving sets that will be on 
the market in the Autumn. There 
is a marked desire on the part of 
manufacturers to house their radio 
circuits in cabinets styled to match 
historic furniture models. There are 
more console models than heretofore. 
The exponential or orthophonic 
type of horn is featured in many of 
the console sets, while the electro- 
dynamic loud-speaker has entered 
into strong competition with the cone 
type of reproducer. Several manu- 
facturers contend that they cannot 
manufacture the electro-dynamic de- 
vices rapidly enough to meet the 
current demand, which they antici- 
pate will be greatly increased this 
Fall and Winter. 

Heavy metal shielding is utilized in 
practically all sets as a precaution 
against non-selectivity and other ill 
effects caused by high amplification. 
The shielding enables the designer to 
take full advantage of high amplifi- 
cation, and stability of operation is 
insured. All of the new receivers 
make use of a power tube in the out- 
put socket to enhance tonal quality, 
which is one of the main factors 
radio engineers are striving for this 
year. They say that long-distance 
tuning is no longer the most attrac- 
tive sales point of a receiving set. 
The features most desired ‘by the 
public are said to be superior tone 
quality and attractive cabinets. The 
ability of the circuit to tune sharply is 
another preferential point, but the 
non-technical public now look first to 
good tone, decorative cabinets and 
then to the tuning item. The wide- 
spread call for tone quality is the 
element held responsible for popular- 
izing the exponential horn and the 
electro-dynamic loud-speaker. 

There is great interest in the all- 
electric set which is complete in it- 
self, requiring neither batteries nor 
current-supply devices.. The alternat- 
ing current set is reported to be 
leading the battery-operated set in 
sales. The ratio is placed at approx- 
imately 3 to 2 in favor of the alter- 
nating-current receivers. This ratio 
is being followed in manufacturing. 
It is expected that the demand for 
the electric set will increase as the 
Autumn season approaches and more 
sets are purchased.” 


Radio Sets in Colors. 


Radio sets of the table model type 
‘ were introduced in colors ‘‘to capti- 
vate the women and harmonize with 
the color schemes ‘in the home.” One 
manufacturer describes. the decora- 
tive product as ‘‘Nile green,’’ ‘‘Man- 
darin red’’ and ‘‘Labrador gray, a 
neutral shade reminiscent. of the 
misty hills of the northern coast.’’ 
Out of a-display of. thirty-two loud- 
speakers only one was a plain parch- 
ment cone disk free of decoration. 
Most of the speakers are in small 
decorative boxes which match furni- 
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ture. The mantel clock-shape design 
is popular with the faces grilled or 
decorated in. a variety of designs. 
The power amplifier loud-speakers 
are built as small consoles or table 
models. It is plain to be seen from 
the popularity of the console receiv- 
ers, .decorative loud-speakers and 
table loud-speakers that the furniture 
design of radio today is considered 
almost as important in selling the set 
as is the electrical part of it. The 


In the meantime, the research engi- 
neers, circuit designers end manufac- 
turers will carefully consider the 
possibilities of the new tube and, be- 
cause of its already proved efficiency 
along certain lines, they will strive to 
groom it for days to come—but not 
this season. The screen-grid tube is 
a powerful amplificr. But because 
of its amplification powers it be- 
comes necessary to design a circuit 
1to give adequate selectivity. 




















New Stromberg-Carlson. 
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1928-29 season might well be called 
the ‘‘era of radio furniture.”’ 

There is little or no change in the 
external. appearance of tuning meth- 
ods. The majority of cabinets have 
a tiny, neatly arranged window or 
opening in the centre of the panel 
through which the dial numbers ap- 
pear. Tuning and volume control are 


accomplished usually by two small | 


inconspicuous’ knobs. The old style 
of. circular dial has in ninety-nine 


out of one hundred cases given way. 


to the drum-control tuning system 
which features the tuning window. 

Short-wave sets are. making their 
appearance in the general market. 
One has been named. the ‘Round 
the World Four,’’ with which an 
amateur operator contends that he 
had ‘‘loud-speaker reception from six 
continents in one evening.” This 
set is offered.in a. kit ready to 
assemble. Plug-in coils are employed. 
The cabinet is of aluminum. The 
circuit’ utilizes a screen-grid radio 
frequency amplifier and is said to be 
the first to include this type of tube. 
The tuning range is from 17.4 to 204 
meters. 


Circuit Called ‘‘Equasonne.”’ 


A new radio receiving circuit in- 
troduced ,last week is called the 
“‘Equasonne.’’ It was developed by 
the Sparks-Withington Company. All 
the selecting is done direct from the 
antenna. The impulse passes through 
a single dial detector unit which al- 
lows a band of ten kilocycles to pass. 
No tubes are employed in this ‘‘band 
pass ffiter’’ selector. The new de- 
vice is said to select so accurately 
that noise and interference are élimi- 
nated as completely in the shorter 
wave léngths as in the long. It makes 
the set a pre-selective one, for all 
the tuning is done before there is 
any amplification at all. No impulse 
from adjoining channels is admitted 
into the amplifier or detector units 
with the idea of-filtering it out at.a 
later stage of the process. 


‘New Tube Looms Up. 
Shielded grid-tubes are beginning 


to make their appearance, especially. 


in amateur experimenter kits. It 


seems to be the opinion’of~ the ma- 


jority of manufacturers that this 
tube has: great possibilities but that 
it.is a bit ‘‘too tricky’’ to use in the 
1928-29 receivers. Next June, they 
say, is in'‘another year, and what 
may happen then with the screen- 
grid tube is classed as speculation. 
Nevertheless, there are some who 
wonder if several of the large manu- 
facturers who did not display new 
wares at the Chicago Trade Show 
are holding out until Fall before in- 
troducing new setr equipped ‘with 
the screen-grid tube. This, they say, 
would make the sets introduced now 
look obsolete in September, when the 
Radio World’s Fair is held in‘ New 
York, Inquiry among the leading 
manufacturers reveals that no such 
action is contemplated. They point 
out that what may happen~a year 
from now in radio is another matter.

It was remarked in Washington 
last February that one of the prime 
motives behind the provision for a 
Federal Radio Board was that it 
would prevent too much power from 
being handed to Secretary Hoover, 
whose hat was in the Presidential 
ring. If Congress had failed in March 
of this year to give the Radio Com- 
missioners another ycar in office, the 
jurisdiction over radio would have 
automatically returned to the Secre- 
tary of Commerce, in accordance 
with the Radio act. But Mr. Hoover 
was fortunate in not finding radio 
on his door step on the Ides of March: 
He would have had to contend with 
the ire of the broadcasters. He 
might have had to order 162 stations 
to show cause why they should re- 
main on the air after Aug. 1, 1928. 
As it turned out the Radio Commis- 
sion had to do it. Mr. Hoover might 
have been blamed for being slow in 
sweeping the howls from the ether. 
But not so. Responsibility rests with 
the commission. Now thé broadcast- 
ers look to. Mr. Hoover as the man 
who may help them later on from a 
more powerful position. Those who 
moved politically to take the control 
of radio from’ the Secretary of Com- 
merce have unconsciously aided him 
in his climb toward the White Hoisé. 
Aspirants for the Presidency in the 
Senate who-breathed easier when Mr. 
Hoover. was shorn .of power by the 
Radio act can probably’see now how 
they ‘helped him.. ‘They overlooked 
the fact that the.Secretary of Com- 
merce with his corps of- radio -mern 
might have found a flood of com- 
plaints showered upon him as has the 
Radio Commission. As one Wash- 
ington‘ observer said:  ‘‘Sendtorial 
foresight ‘resulted in advancing: Mr. 
Hoover's prospects when it attempted 
to tHwart ‘his: ambitions.”’ 

‘There is no disputing that’ Herbert 
Hoover’ isa friend of the radio’ in- 
dustry, of the broadcasters and the 
millions of listeners. As Secretary of 
Commerce in control of radio he did 
all in ‘his power to cooperate with the 
leaders in the industry to help it 
grow. He called national radio con- 
ferences in Washington at which rep- 
resentatives of the radio industry 
from all parts of the country attended 
to-solve problems relating to broad+ 
casting. He won praise for the mas- 
terful manner in which he conducted 
the negotiations leading up to the In-}: 


-| ternational Radio Telegraphic Con- 
ference held last Autumn in Wash-| 


ington, D. C.,-“He. was Chairman, of 
the conference. ..

Radio grew under the guiding hand 
of the Secretary of Commerce. When 
Mr. Hoover entered the Harding Cab- 
inet in 1921 broadcasting was in the 
bud. Station KDKA at Pittsburgh 
radiated -the first program on Nov. 
2, 1920,. when the Harding-Cox elec- 
tion returns were radiated. The busi- 
ness of the radio industry in 1920 did 
not amount to more than $2,000,000 
for the year. The broadcasting cudi- 
ence consisted chiefly of a few hun- 
dred amateurs. The public interest 
was not awakened until 1921. Then 
radio took the country by storm. The 
industry grew. In .1927.the annual 
business was estimated at approxi- 
mately $600,000,000. The National 
Broadcasting Company estimates that 
that the audience in tune with the 
national political. conventions this 
month are 50,000,000. 

What of the future? Will radio 
enable its friend, Herbert Hoover, to 
be the first President of the United 
States whom television will let tr: 
nation see inaugurated?. Or will it 
be Alfred E. Smith?

This short-wave station will 
send it out in an attempt to effect a 
pick-up with foreign broadcasters. 
The plans for this pick-up are now 
being completed with European sta- 
tions, according to H. C. Cox, Pres- 
ident of the Columbia Phonograph 
Company, sponsor of the concert. 

The coast-to-coast chain taking the 
concert, headed by WEAF, is made

ROXY LAUDS RADIO 
AS ALLY TO THEATRE

SURVEY REVEALS 


TRADE OPTIMISTIC 

Radio sales so far in'1928 are ahead 
of 1927, according to a survey made 
by: Radio Retailing. Boston reports 
that ‘“‘sales show greater strength 
than last year.’’ Chicago says, ‘‘In- 
creasing market this Summer and 
Fall estimated at 10 to 30 per cent. 
ahead of last year.” Toronto has 
optimism unbounded as far as Au- 
tumn prospects are concerned. Sales 
in New York are reported to be hold- 
ing up well. 

The first half of 1928 is 20 per cent. 
ahead of the same-period a year ago 
in St. Louis radio circles, while 
Kansas City reports April and May 
sales 35 per cent. higher than last 
;year at the same time. 

Equally . optimistic reports | ‘come 
from New Orleans, San Antonio, San 
‘Francisco, Denver, Los Angeles, De- 
troit and Atlanta. Electric sets sell- 
ing from $69 to $150 are said to be 
popular.

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FOR LOUD-SPEAKERS 





Moving Coil ‘Type of Reproducer Enters Compe- 
tition With the Cone—How Set Owners Can 
-Obtain. Best. Results.With New Unit 


NEW .loud-speaker, known a3 the 

moving coil type or “eléctro 

dynamic,” .attraeted  consider- 
sole interest among dealers at the 
-Chicago Radio Tradé Show: It is a 
new device to many listeners and 
they ask how it differs from the 
horns and cones. 

The chief points in-favor of the 
dynamic loud-speaker are, according 
to radio men, “‘more equal reproduc- 
tion of musical tones over a wider 
range of frequencies, ability to ytil- 
ize comparatively large amounts of 
power without distortion, such as de- 
livered by the new output power 
tubes used in some.of the latest radio 
sets, and the comparatively small 
size of the complete unit,’’ The com- 
pactness of the dynamic unit enables 
manufacturers to place a powerful 
sound-radiating device in a small 
cabinet or console, Radio engineers 
declare that with special emphasis 
now being placed on_ high-quality 
audio amplifiers, fitted with large 
output power tubes, in order to sat- 
isfy the popular demand for tonal 
quality with maximum power, the 
dynamic speaker is but a natural 
development. 


Principle Is Explained. 

The electro-dynamic principle has 
been characterized. as the third era, 
or development, in loud-speaker con- 
struction, the first being a small 
magneic vibrating unit, such as a 
head telephone coupled to a horn; 
second, a similar but more powerful 
vibrator coupled to a parchment cone. 

Speaking in terms of redio engi- 
neers, electro-dynamics is that part 
of the study of é¢lectricity which 
treats of the ‘‘force exerted by one 
current upon another.’’ In the dy- 
namic speaker there are two coils of 
wire, one carrying a steady current 
which energizes a powerful electro- 
magnet. In a circular magnetic air- 
gap where this force is concentrated, 
the second coil is suspended. This 
coil carries the amplified radio sig- 
nal from the receiver. Sin.e the cur- 
rent from the set, when a radio sig- 
nal is tuned in, is actuated in accor- 
dance with the vibrations of the 
voice or instrument before the micro- 
phone at the transmitting station, 
the dynamic speaker’s second coil, 
which is made small and of light 
weight, vibrates in sympathy, due to 
the changing magnetism between the 
two coils. To this small coil is fast- 
ened a paper cone, or diaphragm, 
which ‘‘grips the air’’ and causes the 
sound. 

The small rovable coil of the dy- 
namic speaker which actuates. the 
cone is generally made of a very few 
turns of wire, so that approximately 
equal amounts of sound energy will 
be radiated by the speaker regardless 
of the musical tone frequency. For 
this reason it cannot be placed direct- 
ly ecross the output of the set, but 
must be connected through a small 
step-down transformer, which has a 
turn ratio of approximately 20 to 1. 
Most of the dynamic speakers are 
initially equipped by the manufactur- 
er with this transformecr, mounted in 
the base of the unit. However, to 
avoid the possibility of damaging the 
speaker, this must be ascertained 
before the speaker is connected to 
the receiver, 


Precaution Is Necessary. 


The large magnet coll, when con- 
nected to a source of direct current, 
performs the function of making the 
magnetic force in which the small 
coil operates. This coil is encased in 
an iron frame and core, the parts of 
which constitute the magnet prover. 
One type of magnetizing coil is con- 
structed of large wire to operate 
from a six-volt storage battery. 
Another type is made of very fine 
wire and operates from the 110-volt 
Girect current lighting lines, Other 
types may now be had equipped with 
a small alternating current rectifier. 
It works directly. from the 110-volt 
alternating current lighting lines. 
Before connecting up the speaker 
one should ascertain whether the 
magnetizing coil is constructed to 


operate from a. six-volt storage bat- 
tery, 110-volt direct current or 110- 
volt alternating current light socket. 

Two other cords, which are gen- 
érally of the loud-speakér connector 
type, connect directly to the output 
binding post terminals of the set un- 
Jess the directions with the speaker 
ativise otherwise. Through this cord 
the output of the: radio set’s ampli- 
fier. goes to the twenty-to-one step- 
down transformer in the base of the 
dynamic unit. . This transformer’s 
secondary winding is of large wire 
and few turns so that it will match 
the resistance of the small movable 
coll in the dynamic speaker, which is 
approximatély of eight to ten ohms. 
The primary of the step-down trans- 
former is made of many turns of 
fine wire to match the resistance of 
the power tube, transformer or choke 
coils in the set to which it is con- 
nected. As explained before, most 
dynamic. speaker designers have 
found it desirable to make the small 
movable coil, which actuates the cone 
to generate sound, so that it gives 
the most even response to all mu- 
sical tones throughout its entire 
range. In the parlance of radio and 
electrical engineers and designers, 
the small coil is made of few turns 
to make it “‘act as nearly as possible 
like a pure resistance, which cannot 
discriminate as to tone frequencies, 
but treats all alike.’ 


In most of the current types of dy- 
namic speakers, where paper or 
parchment cones are used as the me- 
dium to grip the air, these cones are 
attached at their periphery or outer 
edge to a métal frame bolted to the 
frame of the large magnet. The apex 
of the cone where the movable coil 
fs attached is allowed to ‘‘float’”’ 
freely in the magnetic gap except for 
small guiding vanes or membranes. 
These vanes are provided for the ptr- 
pose of preventiig the movable coil 
from ‘striking the sides of the air 
gap when the speaker is operating 
but otherwise offer no appreciable 
retarding effect, so that the cone and 
coll move freély in and out in the 
air gap. The cone’s outer edge is at- 
tached by a resilient membrane to 
the outer edge of its metal support- 
ing frame. 


Baffle-Board Is Used. 


There is one precaution, however, 
to be taken if the listener requires 
the best bassa-note reproduction. Ra- 
dio engineers advise that the low 
frequencies “‘run around the cone’’ 
and do no work in setting up audible 
low-frequency air waves unless an 
efficient ‘‘baffle-board’’ is provided. 
When the dynamic unit is used in its 
cabinet or is installed in a console 
so that the edge of the cone is placed 
against a circular opening of the 
same diameter in the front of the 
console, an effective baffle-board is 
provided, The front of the cabinet or 
console around the cone opening, 
also the sides of the console, becomes 
part of the baffle. This prevents the 
audible sound waves generated by 
the front of the cone from becoming 
ineffective through interference or 
cancellation with the wave genérated 
by the back of the cone, the engi- 
neers say. The larger the ‘‘effective 
baffie’’ the greater the reproduction 
of low notes up to the limit of the 
set and amplifier from which it is 
operating. 

Where a dynamic speaker is util- 
ized in connection with an alternat- 
ing current ‘‘B’’ power device, the 
speaker’s magnetizing coil may be 
connected into the eliminator’s cir- 
cuit so that it functions as a choke 
coil in smoothing out the pulsations 
from the rectifier tube. At the same 
time the current flowing through the 
magnetizing coll keeps the magnet 
energized. This current should al- 
ways be between forty and fifty milli- 
amperes. The adjustment can gen- 
erally be made by placing a 25,000- 
ohm variable power resistor across 
the output terminals of the elim- 
inator and adjusting for the correct

Factors that havé made instal- 
ment selling safe, according to Mr. 
Lewis, are: (1) A sufficient down 
payment to give the buyer a sénse of 
ownership and to penalize him heav- 
ily in case of default. (2) A suffi- 
ciently rapid rate of payment for the 
balance to build up his equity to 
complete ownership and decrease the 
seller’s equity to nothing faster than 
the reSale market value of the mer- 
chandise depreciates. (3) The title- 
retaining instrument on which the 
goods are sold, which makes com- 
plete forefeiture the penalty of delin- 
qucney at any stagé of the contract. 
(4) The careful credit work of the 
well-established finance companies. 
(5) Alert but»discriminating collec- 
tion work. (6) The spread of risk 
between thousands or millions of 
buyers, depending on the industry 
under consideration. Thére is no 
concentrated hazard nor any condi-+ 
tion approaching a frozen inventory 
in the instalment sales picttire. 

Mr. Lewis ‘said that experience 
shows thata complete plan of instal- 
ment sales for fa¢tory adoption 
should embody the following “fea- 
turés: (1) A 25 per cent. down pay- 
ment. .(2)..A maximum of twelve

non-interest-bearing monthly instal- 
ments. (3) Paper to bear the deal- 
er’s full endorsement. (4.) A fac- 
tory repurchase agreement to give 
the plan widest effect at the lowest 
practicable rate. (5) Payment of 
90 per cent. of the face of the note 
to the dealer at date of purchase, the 
remaining 10 per cent. to be paid him 
also immédiately upon liquidation of 
the transaction. (6.) Colléctions to 
be made by the finance company 
rather than by the dealer. (7) Fire 
and theft protection for the buyer 
and conversion protection for the 
dealer, if desired, at a Slightly higher 
than standard rate.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 





Opinions Differ Relative to Merits of an Underground 
Antenna—Basic Contention Is That It 
Reduces Static Noises 


By ORRIN E. DUNLAP JR. 
UESTION—I have a_ ten-tube 
radio set, two radio frequency 
tubes ahead of an eight-tube 
super-het. Am using A 210 push-pull 
power pack. Have experimented with 
different aerials, light socket, inside 
and outside. Am wondering whether 
I could expect to get good results 
from the use of a buried antenna. 
There are a number of makes on the 
market, and I understand that you 
could not recommend or comment on 
any particular brand, but I would 
like to know whether there is any- 
thing to the claim that waves travel 
underground as well as overhead, only 
better, and that the underground 
waves have great power with very 
little static. In case the underground 
antenna has merit, is it just at 
favorable locations? I am living on 
the first floor of an apartment build- 
ing with locker rooms in the base- 
ment below. The basement is partly 
above ground, the foundation being 
some six feet underground. (2) 
Would it be necessary to bury the 
antenna below the foundation? There 
is no steel in the building.—H. H. C. 
ANSWER —Opinions differ relative to 
the merits of underground antennae. 
Some say that the signals are just 
as loud and that static is diminished. 
The latter is likely to be a fact in 
the majority of locations. Others say 
that it is natural for static to be less 
because the wire is not exposed to 
the air, but on the other hand they 
say that the signal strength is re- 
duced in proportion. There are nu- 
merous things in radio that must be 
tried in individual locations to prave 
their worth. An underground antenna 
is one of them. (2) Yes. 
QUESTION—A few months ago I 
built a set using a sefeen grid tube 
and received waves from 18 to 3,000 
meters by means of interchangeable 
coils. Though I tried reception on 
short waves several times I never got 
anything, not even the dashes and 
dots from a code transmitter. In Tur 
New York Times recently I found 
very useful information about this 
kind of reception and see why it may 
be impossible for me to receive 
KDKA, WGY, WABC or WRNY~be- 
cause I am too near these trans- 
mitters. My set works fine on waves 
from 200 to 600 meters, but by using 
only the three-tube regenerative side 
of the receiver with short wave 
coils it does not work at all. It seems 
that I cannot bring the detector near 
the oscillation point. I use an inside 
antenna 100 feet long, the radiator 
as the ground, and I live neat the 
business section of Philadelphia. 





Could you inform me why I don’t 
receive stations 300, 400 or 500 miles 
away?—G. G. ANSWER—There is 
apparently something wrong with the 
short wave part of the set, other- 
wise commercial and amateur code 
stations would be heard. There are 
hundreds of them on the air day and 
night. The skip effect of short waves 
in some cases might explain why 
certain stations are not heard, but it 
does not account for silence; It may 
be that the colls used for short wave 
réception have too many turns ‘of 
wire. Disconnect: the 100-foot an- 
tenna when trying for short-wave 
reception and use an antenna only 
about twenty to thirty feet in length, 
including the lead-in. There is_no 
certain length of antenna which will 
receive all waves alike. 


QUESTION—I have a_ three-tube 
home-made radio which has been in 
use for some years with satisfactory 
results until WGY raised its power 
to 60,000 watts. The set is located 
at Troy, N..¥. I have tried various 
wave traps but cannot cut out WGY. 
What can I do to stop the interfer- 
ence?+M. B. B. ANSWER~It may be 
that the antenna is too long. Try a 
single wire about 100 feet long in- 
cluding the lead-in and use the wave 
trap. If that does not help the fault 
is in the tuner, which is designed for 
reception a number of years ago and 
will. not give the selectivity in,tuning 
thet is required today. A modern 
tuning coil unit should be used. 


QUESTION—I have purchased re- 
cently a seven-tube electric Atwater 
Kent set (model 38). The set per- 
forms satisfactorily when local sta- 
tions are being listened to, but every 
time I try to get a distant station, 
there is a terrific amount of static. 
How can this be remedied? (2) Would 
shortening the aerial help this situa- 
tion or not? (8) What should be done 
in order to get good distance, as I 
have bought this set primarily be- 
cause I considered it the best dis- 
tance getter within its price range?— 
R. U. R. ANSWER—LOOK for 4 loose 
contact on the volume control poten- 
tiometer at the point where it is 
turned up to intensify the signals of 
distant stations. It may be that you 
are overloading the tubes too much. 
(2) No. (3) Use an outdoor antenna, 
a good ground and do not burn the 
tubes above normal brilliancy. Long 
distance reception cannot be expected 
at this season of the year as com- 
pared with Winter. In fact, there 
are distant stations that are audible 
in the Winter that will not be heard 
again until October, November, De- 
cember and January.

Listener Must Be Supplied With Strong Signal 


Under All Conditions, 


Says L. B. Raycroft— 


Increased Power Called Highly Beneficial 


GH-POWER broadcasting is fa- 

vored by the majority of radio 

engineers and radio organiza- 
tions. The chief reason for this is 
that weak stations cannot combat 
the elements of nature that tend to 
destroy strong, clear reception. <A 
tiny part of the energy radiated by 
@ broadcast tranemitter is picked up 
by the receiving antenna. The 
stronger this current can be made 
the easier it is for the receiving set 
to perform its duty and the upkeep 
cost at the receiver is reduced. A 
feeble signal requires the operator to 
turn up the filament control rheo- 
stat. This forces the tubes and 
shortens their life. It runs the 
batteries down quicker. If an elec- 
tric set is used the main effect will 


'be short tube life. Distortion is an- 


other factor that enters into the re- 
ceiving circuit that is forced. So for 
ideal reception and good public ser- 
vice from broadcasting stations high 
power is advocated. 

The BHlectrical Manufacturers’ 
sociation is the latest organization 
to go. on record as a booster for high- 
power broadcasting. 

“The radio manufacturer and the 
radio listener have a strong parity 
of interest,’’ said Louis B. F. Ray- 
croft, Vice President of NEMA. ‘It 





is to the. interest of the radio mdatiu- 
facturer to see that the listener is 
not only supplied with the best pos- 
sible receiver, but that he is also sup- 
plied with the best possible broad- 
casting stations. He cannot gener- 
ally receive satisfactory broadcast- 
ing signals at all hours of the day 
and night, Winter and Summer, in 
most locations, unless the broadcast 
stations which furnish him his pro- 
grams is of sufficient power to pro- 
vide him with a strong signal under 
all conditions. We shall have to re- 
vise our ideas of the power of broad- 
casting stations if the listener is to 
have generally the signals to which 
we believe he is entitled. 

‘“‘We all know the radio art is 
changing rapidly, and it is as surely 
changing in respect to the power re- 
quired from our broadcasting sta- 
tions to suit modern ideas and condi- 
tions as it has changed in respect to 
receiving appafatus in the past seven 
years. Some voices have been raised 


As-| against the use of higher power, but 
‘they are the voices of those who 


will not see the situation as it is. 
As the general level of power is in- 
creased, just so will the general sat- 
isfaction of the listener improve.’’

Course of Instruction Is Being Prepared for Radio 
Merchandisers—Importance of Service to Buyers Is 
Stressed—Trade In of Old Sets Discussed 


COURSE for instruction of the 
A radio trade is béing prépared by 
the Radio Division of the Na- 
tional Electrical Manufacturers’ As- 
Sociation in collaboration with the 
Radio Institute of America. 

“The merchandising of radio ap- 
paratus has long since passed the 
stage where the actual sale of recéiv- 
ing equipment constitutes the cessa- 
tion of personal contact betweén the 
purchaser and the dealer,’’ said R. I. 
Duncan, director of the institute. ‘‘In 
the few years passed, we have ob- 
served the city cigar and drug stores 
and the general stores in the smaller 
towns selling radio to the public. 
We have found that the marketing 
of such apparatus has rightfully be- 
come the sole property of radio and 
electrical merchandisers, and mer- 
chandisers of what we might term 
allied merchandise. The exception, 
of course, lies in the smaller towns 
and villages where radio can only 
profitably be sold as a side line. It 
is only reasonablé for us to assume 
that the public has become educated 
to the point that it is going to pur- 
chase radio equipment from the 
dealer who can and will render sér- 
vice. 


“Now what is our interpretation of 
the word service? How does it tie 
in with the sale of radio equipment 
to the public? It is in this néw course 
which we propose to prepare for the 
radio trade that we stress the mean- 
ing and importance of service and all 
that the word service implies. 


“Two texts will be prepared—one a 
book of radio instruction, the other 
& book containing the wiring dia- 
grams of standard receiving equip- 
ment and power devicés now if tse. 
In our book of instruction we shall 
endeavor to teach the principles of 
radio from the angle of broadcast re- 
ception only, and treat only receiving 
equipment and receiving equipment 
accessories. This text will contain in- 
struction covering: An outline of 
radio—radio phenomenon explained; 
the purpose of each component in 
radio réctivers, the proper use of 
tools and testing devices, vacuum 
tubes, battery operated sets, elec- 
trically operated sets, power devices, 
installation, ethics of service and 
definitions and symbols.’’ 


The radio industry is approaching 
the day when trade-ins of receiving 
sets will be on a comparable basis 
to the trade-in situation in the auto- 
motive industry, according to H. 
Curtiss Abbott, General Sales Man- 
ager of the Crosley Radio Corpora- 
tion, who spoke before an all-industry 
radio conference held under the 
auspices of the National Blectrical 
Manufacturers’ Association. 


‘“Tradé-ins present a problem to the 
radio industry. With the universal 
acceptance of self-contained, all-elec- 
tric units in predominance, now and 
in the future, a standardization of 
trade-in values should be arrang 
Mr. Abbott said. “Although the auto- 
motive industry has for some time 
had a standard method of valuing

trade-in merchandise, the high unit 
cost in that field perhaps does not 
offer a fair comparison to the radio 
field in considering any systems for 
handling trade-ins for radio receivers. 
The sales problems in the washing 
machine and vacuum cleaner fields 
offer a better parallel to our prob- 
lems. 

‘The majority of trade-ins for 1928 
will be battery-operated receivers,’’ 
said Mr. Abbott. ‘‘Dealers will be 
prone to make allowance Only on the 
battery-operated set, neglecting the 
accessories. Any attempt to place a 
valuation on a battery-operated set 
should be based on the receiver and 
not its accessorieés. This means a 
much lower valuation on trade-ins 
this season. Next season wher all- 
electric AC receivers will take the 
place of the battery set as the sub- 
ject of trade-in, the allowance may 
be higher.’’

Secretary of Commerce and ‘to the 
Federal Radio Commission on the 
questions of higher power follows: 
‘‘Whereas the question has been dis- 
cussed: publicly as to what, if any, 
power limits should be placed on 
broadcasting stations, and, whereas 
the gradual increase of the power of 
many well-known broadcasting sta- 
tions has: resulted in better broadcast 
service to radio listeners generally, 
and, whereas, the increase of power 
is in the public interest, convenience 
and necessity; therefore, the radio 
transmitter section of the National 
Electrical Manufacturers’ Associa~- 
tion heréby expresses its opinion 
that the increase of power in broad- 
casting stations is highly beneficial 
end should not be hampered by un- 
desirable restrictions.” 

It is pointed out that feeble radio 
waves cannot penetrate ‘‘dead’’ spots 
caused by skyscrapers, mountains 
and other obstacles that absorb 
power from the broadcast waves. 
High power is the best remedy for a 
“‘dead’’ spot in the ether. In thickly 
populated sections the large broad- 
casters have moved away from the 
city so that high power could be 
used to give good service without in- 
terference. Engineers call attention 
to the fact that if these stations are 
reduced in power their broadcasts 
will be weak by the time they cross 
the city. They will be unable to over- 
come the ‘“‘dead’’ spots. Listeners 
will find that forcing the tubes is of 
no avail. They will find that nature 
has not reduced the power of her 
static and that the atmospheric 
clicks dominate the programs. Other 
oxtraneous electrical noises stirred 
up by man-made static machines 
would mix with nature’s interference, 
resulting in unpleasant ' reception. 
But if the radio waves are high 
power they will be stronger than the 
noise Ievel and will be master of the 
loud-speaker. That is why high 
power is an asset. Up-to-date re- 
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that travel far intermingle ios 
howls will result. t is why advo 
cates of high power also advocate 
exclusive waves for such stations.

-ONDON’S enlarged airport at 

_ Croydon, with its new system 

“| of wireless control, is believed 

to be the best-equipped civil 
airdrome in the world, even better 
than ,Le Bourget of Paris or the 


magnificent ‘Tempethoter airdrome of 
-Berlin. 


~ The old war-time huts have been 
displaced by an imposing new sta- 
‘tion * building, in which’ reception 
halls, buffet, customs, booking of- 
fices ‘and.all the other services in- 
éidental to air travel are grouped 
together under one roof. 


“ “An immense expanse of concrete 
‘has been laid in front of the new 
building and the hangars so that 
passengers will no longer have to 
wade in chalky mud to reach their 
Machines, and will no longer be 
‘smothered in dust by departing air- 
‘craft. The area of the port has been 
doubled by the closing of a cross- 
road and by the absorption of the 
‘old ‘adjacent Beddington airdrome. 
‘Both airdromes now make one 
spacious landing group able to ac- 
commodate the largest civil aircraft. 
“To old hands at air travel the 
changes bring a certain sentimental 
regret. Hanging about the machine 
with a half-dozen other passengers 
while the luggage was being stowed 
came as near to old-fashioned stage- 
coach travel as anything in present- 
day England. All this is changed 
now. Since the new building stands 
not ; far from the Waddon Railway 
Station there is even a prospect that 
some, day it will be possible to reach 
it by rail from the West End of Lon- 
don within twenty minutes, one-third 
of the time it now takes. 


“The Main Entrance Hall. 


The outbound passenger is now 
dropped. at the main entrance and 
the car that brought him from Lon- 
don proceeds to the waiting airplane 
to’ unload the luggage. Beneath the 
domed ceiling of the main entrance 
hall, the passenger finds one entire 
wall occupied by a large weather 
map giving a complete picture of 
the weather between Croydon, Paris, 
Brussels, ‘Cologne ‘and Amsterdam. 
Along the other walls'are the book- 
ing offices of the four air lines that 
use the port, the offices of two 
travel agencies, a postoffice, book- 
stall and telephones. A commodious 
buffet opens off at one side. 

There are separate doors for out- 
bound and inbound passengers, so 
that the two streams are kept sep- 
arate. The picturesque confusion of 
passengers and freight that used to 
distinguish Croydon. has been done 
away with. Freight traffic now has 
a separate building to itself with a 
bonded warehouse. attached. The 
outgoing passenger leaves the main 
entrance hall by a corridor which 
takes him past the police and im- 
migration officers and out onto the 
concrete where his plane, with the 





luggage already stowed, waits only 
a few yards. from the door. 

The prevailing wind at Croydon is 
from the southwest, and, instead of 
bumping along over the ground as 
they taxi away to face the wind, 
machines now have only to turn off 
the concrete to be heading into the 
wind with the whole of the air- 
drome in front of them. 


Inbound passengers receive an 
even more impressive view of the 
new Croydon. From the air the 
word ‘‘Croydon’’ is seen written in 
the centre of the airdrome and_ the 
white expanse of the cancrete before 
the main block and: hangars is seen 
in one corner of the port. As he 
descends the passenger sees the main 
building as a two-story structure, 250 
feet long, with the eighty-foot control 
tower rising from the middle of it. 
The roof on both sides of the tower 
is flat and if Lindbergh ever lands 
at Croydon again it will be used as 
@ grand stand. 


Wireless Control Tower. 


Not far away at one side are the 
new hangars with concrete in front 
of them. They are 300 feet long by 
150 feet deep, with doorways thirty 
feet high, much higher than is 
needed by any present-day civil air- 
craft. Behind them smaller build- 
ings concentrate in one corner of the 
port everything needed for the work- 
ing of the services. Incoming planes 
taxi up to within a few yards of the 
entrance to the main block and pas- 
sengers pass into the large customs 
room. As soon as their luggage has 
been passed it goes through a door 
direct to the waiting motor car for 
London, while the passengers use 
another door, which leads to the 
passport room, joining their motor 
car eventually at another exit. 


But perhaps greatest importance 
attaches to a room which the average 
passenger neither sees nor thinks 
about. This is the control room at 
the top of the tower, where the new 
wireless control service has been in- 
stalled. Wireless control has become 
so important in commercial air 
transport that no part of the new 
Croydon has had more study given 
to it or has been more tightly con- 
centrated than this. It has been 
worked out by the Air Ministry and 
is now believed to be unequaled any- 
where. 

Direction-finding, ordinary recep- 
tion and transmission, the route traf- 
fic room, which is connected with the 
control room by a pneumatic tube; 
the meteorological room, which trans- 
mits the latest weather reports to the 
control room through another pneu- 
matic tube, and the master map on 
which the positions of machines on 
any of the cross-Channel routes can 
be marked at any given moment—all 
these have been concentrated in the 
control tower. This is the operating 
brain of the airdrome.

HOW AIR KEEPS A PLANE UP 


EXPLAINED 


IN A NEW BCOK 





Le Page Produces a Primer on Aviation That 
Answers Lay Questions Simply 


URING the preparations last 

year for the transatlantic flights 

both Chamberlin and Lindbergh 
at Curtiss Field and Commander 
Byrd at Roosevelt were questioned 
scores, perhaps hundreds, of times: 
“What is it that keeps: the plane up 
in the ‘air?’’ 


Of a Sunday or Saturday afternoon 
thousands of spectators would gather 
at the fields, They knew that the 
plancs would fly, yet they watched 
take-off after take-off with tense in- 
terest, and efter the machines were 
well away they would turn to each 
other or to a pilot and make ime same 
inquir Tre 

There has just been published a 
little book, a primer in aviation, 
which explains in words of one sylla- 
ble just what makes a plane fly. For 
boys who are building gliders, : for 
grown-ups who are still afraid to face 
the fact that their children.will be as 
much at home in the air as they are 
in an automobile, : a power boat or a 
train, this little book by-W. Laurence 
Le Page of the Pitcairn Aviation, 
Inc., of Philadelphia is bound to be 
something: of a revelation. 

Flight is simple and safe in heavier- 
than-air machines. ‘‘Air has weight, 
namely, about thirteen cubic feet to 
the pound. It therefore has re- 
sistance and obeys Newton’s laws, 
the most simple of which establishes 
the fact that where there is action 
there is of necessity reaction. It is 
this reaction that enables flight in a 
neavier-than-air structure like an air- 
plane. Moreover, this reaction is as 
firm and as solid to an airplane wing 
2s a concrete roadway is to the wheel 
of an automobile.’ 

This fact, that the air has weight, 
‘that it is capable of supporting prop- 
erly designed and powered struc- 
‘tures as water supports the properly 
‘designed and powered liner, seems to 
contain an idea most difficult. to 
grasp; it is most firmly driven home 
‘by Mr, Le Page, After, asserting this, 
it is ‘made plain exactly how the fly- 
ing machine builder proceeds to take 
advantage of it. . 

, “If a thin flat plate is held edge- 
‘wise to a stream of air there will, 
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generally speaking, be no reaction or 
force applied-to the plate. If, how- 
ever, the plate is rotated through 
ninety degrees and is held in the 
stream of air there will be a reaction 
on the plate. * * * This reaction ‘is 
exactly equal in quantity to the force 
exerted by the plate upon the air.”’ 

Then, if the plate is placed at an 
angle between ninety degrees and the 
parallel or edgewise position with the 
frontal edge higher than the rear or 
trailing edge, the air is deflected 
downward and the reaction resulting 
is a push upward. Given the means 
therefore (motor and propeller) for 
creating this air stream artificially 
we have a crude but actual flying 
machine. 

Mr. Le Page does not stop with the 
incomplete explanation given here, 
but goes on to describe one of the 
important discoveries of aviation en- 
gineers—that the greater part of the 
lift is exerted by suction over the top 
of the wing. 

Stability and control, illustrated by 
simple drawings and equally simple 
explanations, are described. Those 
hinged flippers at the ends of wings 
known as ailerons, the horizontal 
rudder or elevator, the vertical rud- 
der and the fin to which it is hinged, 
all have indispensable duties and 
about each of them Mr. Le Page tells 
the complete story. Through these 
factors are obtained the control and 
stability around the three axes, lat- 
eral, longitudinal and vertical. 

Concerning flying itself, after going 
minutely into the various simple 
manoeuvres of flight, the writer says 
something that the circulars of cer- 
tain correspondence. aeronaitical 
schools do not emphasize: 

‘No one can learn to fly any. air- 
Plane by reading about it any more 
than an automobile driver is made 
anywhere else but on the road. There 
is not the slightest doubt, however, 
that the student who has a thorough 
knowledge of how and why his air- 
plane flies and how it’ is built, to- 
gether with at least a broad imagina- 
tion- of how the machine should: be 
controlled, will hake a much better 
pilot in a shorter time and with far

When a machine leaves a foreign 
airport for Croydon the duty officer 
is notified by the foreign airport 
officer. He marks its position on the 
master map and from that time until 
it lands beneath the control tower 
he watches its progress. He gets his 
departures, arrivals and other rou- 


tine messages from foreign airports | 


on a wave length of 1.400 meters. 
He communicates with machines in 
the air on a 900-meter wave length, 
sending or receiving either in teleph- 
ony or Morse. If there are any 
changes in the weather or if in fog 
or mist there are other machines on 
the route, he tells the pilot. If two 
machines are approaching each other 
he issues instructions to both pilots 
so as to prevent risk of collision. 

In foggy weather the direction- 
finding apparatus adds to his work. 
When a pilot asks for his position 
the direction-finding stations at Pul- 
ham, Lympne and on the ‘control 
tower each takes a bearing on his 
signal. Pulham and Lympne com- 
municate their readings to the con- 
trol tower and these are laid out on 
the special ‘direction-finding chart. 
This is a five-foot map under glass 
with holes on each direction-finding 
station and weighted threads run- 
ning from the holes. As each read- 
ing comes in the operator runs the 
thread across the map to the given 
bearing and the intersection of the 
three threads gives the pilot’s posi- 
tion. 

Aids for Landing in Fog. 

For guiding aircraft onto the 
ground in fog the duty officer can, 
if necessary, use the open veranda 
around the control room. Accom- 
panied by a wireless operator wear- 
ing a helmet fitted with telephones 
and a microphone, he can tell a pilot 


groping for the airdome whether he | * 


is flying toward it or away from it 
or whether he is to the right or left 
of it. It is thus possible to bring a 
pilot safely down onto an airdrome 
he cannot see. 

For fog working the old flashing 
lighthouse with the white cone has 
been done away with. The neon 
beacon giving out a diffused red 
glow able to penetrate fog and mist 
has been mounted on one of the 
sheds and its light is expected to be 
visible for thirty or forty miles. 
Illuminated wind vane _ indicators 
have displaced the old landing ‘‘L’’ of 
sunken lights. All the buildings can 


be outlined at night with small red 


lights and the actual landing ground 
will continue to be outlined by auto- 
matic flashing red lights on white 
pests. 

his has worked satisfactorily, but 
it is possible that it will be super- 
seded if experiments show that sunk- 
en neon lights can be used econom- 
ically. These would practically solve 
the problem of landing in fog, for the 
pilot. would be able to see them as 
bars of red light, across which he 
could land in safety. 


The change over from the make- 
shift old airport to the magnificent 
new port has been in progress bit 
by bit since the first of the year, 
but the whole enlarged airdrome is 
expected to be finished to the last 
detail in time for the opening of the 
Summer traffic. The cost of it, in- 
cluding the expense of diverting the 
road that used to divide Croydon 
and Beddington airdrome, has been 
nearly $1,330,000.

Plane Sucessfully Transports. 27,000 Brook 
Trout to Ohio—Other Aviation Items 


ANSPORTING live fish by air- 

plane is one of the latest inno- 

vations of aerial transit. Re- 
cently an army plane carried for the 
first time. 27,000 ‘baby brook trout, 
reared in the Government fish hatch- 
eries of Michigan, from Selfridge 
Field, Mich., to Wright Field, Day- 
ton, Ohio. The fish were taken 
aboard in twenty ten-gallon tins and 
so expeditiously were they carried 
that only a very few were killed, 
whereas in the older method of trans- 
portation up to half of them are lost. 
The fish were afterward deposited in 
the tributaries of the Mad River by 
an army of small boys, who were 
waiting on the airport when the 


plane arrived.

purposes. But ‘és a joy ride there 
is nothing to compare anywhere in 
the countrv with the marvelous ex- 
perience of ‘traveling by air ‘over 
New England and’ reaching New 
York at night time. One receives 
an’ inspiring’ impression of -the im- 
perial nature of the metropolitan dis- 
trict. 

In all of my travels I never ex- 
perienced such a thrill as when a 
few nights ago I viewed this city 
from the air at abcut 8 o’clock. It 
was just a little too hazy ‘to give a 
perfect view of outlying portions, to- 
ward the Long Island shore on one 
hand and toward the Atlantic’ shore 
on the other. When first the Con- 
necticut shore line comes into view, 
with Bridgeport ‘and Norwalk in the 
distance; one begins to glimpse the 
magnitude of the metropolitan dis- 
trict. 

Crossing the Hudson, vision ex- 
tends to Paterson and Passaic, while 
Newark makes an overpowering im- 
pression with the tower lights of the 
Prudential shining like a single star 
in a firmament of countless celestial 
bodies of apparently lesser magni- 
tude. Words fail to express what 
must be seen to be appreciated. 
When once the American people 
have become air-minded there will 
be thousands of planes flying here- 
about. At present hardly a single 
plane is available for the purpose. 


Boston Airport Too Small. 

I left the Boston Airport at 7:15 
under fairly good weather conditions. 
It had been raining for two days and 
the outlook was dismal in the morn- 
ing, but the sky cleared. toward noon. 
The Boston Airport, in a few words, 
is a disgrace, considering the aerial 
facilities a city the size of Boston 
should provide for the development 
of air transportation. The port is 
too small for the large number of 
corporations making use of it at pres- 
ent—including the Flying School of 
the Airport Corporation, the Har- 
vard Flying School and other inter- 
ests. The few hangars are insuffi- 
cient for adequate accommodations; 
the shabby little lunchrooms. are un- 
worthy of the needs of the port. But 
the Boston Airport will be one of the 
best located on the Atlantic Coast in 
the event of transatlantic flight de- 
velopment. 

Misunderstanding between the Gov- 
ernor and the Mayor seems to pre- 
clude an early settlement of a long- 
drawn-out controversy; the State 
needs the land: which the city owns. 
Governor Fuller has been rather dere- 
lict in having the difficulty overcome 
by action that would lease the land 
to the City of Boston under favor- 
able conditions. At a meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce the day before 
I left the situation was visualized, but 
no solution was. offered. 

The New York-Boston airway is 219 
miles long, operated at present chief- 
ly for mail-express purposes by the 
Colonial. Air Transport Company. 
This organization is hindered in its 
development ‘by airport conditions. 
It carries passengers occasionally as 
a matter of courtesy, except during 
the Summer months when better ser- 
vice is maintained.

The take-off was easy, and we were 
soon over Boston at an elevation of 
about .800. feet.

The 
air was somewhat misty but the view 
unsurpassingly beautiful. 

Vast areas of land are still covered 
with the second growth of trees. Be- 
tween Boston and-Hartford most of 
the country is in a state of undevel- 
opment; holding out immense possi- 
bilities for the future. Occasionally 
the plane would go down to about 300 
feet; it reached a maximum height 
of 1,500 feet on:two or three occa- 
sions. I experienced no air pockets; 
anyway, all they do is give one the 
sensation of an elevator stop in a 
tall building. The weather was fairly 
warm and I enjoyed every moment 
of the: journey.

The Hartford Airport was reached 
about 8:30. Here a short stop was 
made to wait for the mail, the plane 
apparently being somewhat ahead of 
time. 

By 8:50 Long Island Sound came 
into view. and at 9:20 we crossed the 
Hudson River. Twenty minutes later 
we arrived at Hadley Airport, near 
New Brunswick (N. J.). 

Hadley is the most impressive air- 
port I have seen in this country. It 
is marvelously well’ equipped with 
lights and facilities, but a little too 
far from New York to be of use. I 
can best explain this statement by 
pointing out that from: the near-by 
railway station at Shelton the train 
leaves at 10:01 A. M., reaching. the 
Pennsylvania Terminal at 11:05.

Manhattan. It is regrettable that 
the metropolis should have failed to 
be one of the first to provide ade- 
quate landing facilities near to its

Above and beyond the need of ade- 
quate: airports in promoting aviation 
lies the sieed uf making tne Ameri- 
can public air-minded. ‘lhe averagé 
man is apprehensive of danger in 
air travel. Yet last year the Na- 
tional Air Transport Company cov- 
ered more than 1,000,000 air miles be- 
tween New York and Chicago with- 
out the loss of a single plane or the 
loss of a. single life. The Colonial 
Air Transport Company during 1927 
covered 152,000 air miles, but un- 
fortunately. suffered one accident 
(not in the line of regular transporta- 
tion) in which three passengers were 
killed. Throughout the United States 
in 1927 there were 200 air casualties 
with a loss of 164 lives. Of the casual- 
ties only seventeen occured in licensed 
planes and: only twenty. passengers 
were killed in licensed. planes. 

The Accident. Problem. 

This is: the crux of the accident 
problem, which may be summarized 
in the statement that safety in the 
air rests essentially upon the pilot, 
who should~ be licensed by the Fed- 
eral Government; upon the plane, 
which should be inspected by the 
Federal Government; and upon air- 
ways which should be supervised by 
the Federal Government. This is at 
present the’ case, and is a ma- 
terial: contribution toward. making 
air travel safer than in former years. 

While in these respects we are 
probably ‘approaching European 
standards, we are falling behind Eu- 
rope in the amount of public interest 
aroused for air travel. In my flight 
from Boston to New York the plane 
made. an-average of about 100 air 
miles an hour. That speed rate un- 
questionably will be increased in the 
near future.. A plane recently made 
a trip from Paris to Berlin at 135 
miles an hour; 150’ miles'an hour may 
possibly be‘ reached in a short time.

NDISPENSABLE as histories of 
art undoubtedly are to the stu- 
dent attempting an orderly ar- 
rangement of his mind, too much 
dependence upon them is likely to 
bring about a spinsterish concern for 
tidiness at the expense of better 
things.. The kind of history that 
comes nearest to satisfying a mind 
less eager for boundaries than for ex- 
tensions must include a series of cat- 
alogues of personal collections, espe- 
cially ‘of collections formed upon a 
more liberal plan than that suggested 
by the golden inscription of the Na- 
tional Gallery in London, to which M. 
Alexandre refers in his preface to the 
catalogue of the Kelekian collection, 
and which decides autocratically for 
ancient as against modern art. 


The most valuable of all, regarded 
simply as histories, are the anno- 
tated catalogues of that art which 
is thrown across the ever existent 
gulf between the past and the fu- 
ture, the gulf which we, in our puz- 
zied nomenclature, call the present, 
although before we speak the word 
it becomes the past. 

“The catalogue of the Adolph Lewi- 
sohn collection of modern French 
paintings and sculptures, edited by 
Stephen Bourgeois and published by 
E. Weyhe, is an example of this use- 
ful type. . Mr. Bourgeois’s preface 
takes reading. His introductory es- 
say on ‘‘French Painting During the 
Nineteenth Century’’ traces back to 
the Catacombs and forward to that 
Custom House officer, Henri Rous- 
seau, about whom so much has been 
written and so little is known, and 
who, Mr, Bourgeois believes, took 
the first decisive step ‘‘leading to 
the solution of all the problems 
which had agitated the artists of the 
nineteenth century.’’ Doubtless, as 
this critic says, the fact that Rous- 
seau had no schooling to get rid of 
made originality easy, and his ex- 
traordinary impressionable tempera- 
ment made the strange aspects of 
exotic growth in southern forests, 
seen during his Mexican experiences, 
an indestructible part of his mental 
equipment. It is open to doubt, how- 
ever, that the path he blazed will be 
followed by any save those who, like 
himself, are born with the rare power 
of what Blake called ‘‘organic 
perception.’’ Blake himself found 
no difficult problem in the difference 
between opticnl and mental seeing; 
“a3 a man is so a man sees,” he ex- 
plained to a dull patron; “ the tree 
which moves some to tears of joy 
is in the eyes of others only a green 
thing which stands in the way.”’ 
The parallel between. Blake and 
Rousseau stops there, but they con- 
tinue alike in the extent to which 
each is isolated among his fellows. 


art in the Lewisohn collection are 

of the finest. Both jungle scenes, 
through which cnimals peer, alert, 
watchful and fierce. Both charac- 
terized by sharpness of silhouette and 
clarity of light. Again one of Blake’s 
illuminating explanations serves. “‘A 
spirit and a vision,’’ he says, ‘‘are 
not a cloudy vapor or a nothing; 
they are organized and minutely ar- 
ticulated beyond all that the mortal 
and perishing nature can produce.” 

Seeing spirits and visions thus 
definitely is supposed to be an indi- 
cation of abnormality, and in the 
literal sense certainly it is. Genius 
and madness alike are off the norm, 
and if the great genius of Blake had 
its tincture of madness, we hardly 
can doubt that only a thin partition 
divides Rousseau’s gift from the 
heightened sensibility of an over- 
excited mind. At any rate, he be- 
lieved in ghosts and saw them every- 
where, those who knew him tell us. 
One of these tortured him for more 
than a year. He was also tortured 
as well as exalted by his habit of 
falling in love. He had the great 
generosity of the truly simple mind. 
He attributed to those whom he 
loved in succession potent and kind 
influences. He had also the straight- 
forward vindictiveness of the truly 
simple mind, uncomplicated by pas- 
sion for his art. ‘‘When he received 
an order for a portrait or a land- 
scape,” gays Mr. Bourgeois, ‘‘the 
question of payment dictated the re- 
sult. If the patron paid well, Rous- 
seau painted a good picture; if the 
patron was stingy, the quality of the 
work wag in accordance.”’ 

As one surveys the record of this 
catalogue the collection seems to re- 
volve about this simple, childish, 
gifted man, with his pinch of mad- 
ness, “more modern than any of the 
artists of the present time,’’ the 
“first interpreter of a new idea.’’ It 
would be an uncomfortable thought 
to entertain if the new idea pre- 
sented itself as limited to this first 
interpretation. But as we look back 
through the orderly sequence of the 
ert brought together by Mr. Lew- 
isohn in a manner to indicate mile- 
stones and stages along the path pur- 
sued by the modern art of France, 
we see gathering about the little 
douanier other interpreters of ideas, 
not quite so new, yet each marking 
@ definite turn in the path. 


TTIHESE others also sre n little 
3. mad, or more than a little, and 
greatly gifted, and possessed of 
rimplicity; but their simplicity, un- 
like his, represents the fusion into a 
strong umity of many constituent 
elements. Turning to Van Gogh, in- 
tensity of seeing is the visible sign 
of intensity of feeling. He wrote to 
his brother that what he wished to 
achieve was that one should say in

less nature did not reach the clear, 
objective outlook necessary to com- 
plete control over the phenomena of 
nature and the fusing of these phe- 
nomena in sharply defined forms, 
Van Gogh himself felt that he was 
so devoured by curiosity for the pos- 


the wish nor the courage to seek an 
ideal which could arise out of his 
abstract. studies. He nevertheless 
felt that nature contained more than 
mere actuality and continually sought 
to fuse nature’s phenomena in an 
expression of vital significance. A 
letter written from the Asylum for 
Nervous Diseases describing a land- 
scape seen from that place is quoted 
by Mr. Gordon in his ‘‘Modern French 
Painters.” It reveals not only Van 
Gogh’s close and penetrating obser- 
vation but his power to evoke by 
means of line ‘and color in significant 
relation a poignant life drama inde- 
pendent of subject. The final passage 
of the letter reads: ‘“‘You can well 
imagine that this combination of red 
ochre, of green bedimmed with gray, 
and of black lines defining the forms, 
may help to call forth the feeling of 
fright which often seizes many of my 
fellow-sufferers. * * * I have de- 
scribed this in ‘order to show you 
that one can give the impression of 
fear without going direct to the his- 
torical Gethsemane.’’ These are the 
words of a painter pure and simple, 
though not of a simple man. 

Mr. Lewisohn’s ‘‘L’ Arlésienne’”’ rep- 
resents Van Gogh in his calmest, 
most objective mood, trying to give 
space values and arabesque as a 
Japanese master might give them, 
and reading character with Oriental 
precision. It is a great picture on 
‘he side of its qualities as art, but 
to get the whole man, isolated by the 
depth of his emotions, we must go 
also to one of his landscapes impreg- 
nated with feeling.

NING from Van Gogh, so 
great, so tortured, tossing into 
the fire of his art all. of himself 

that counted, his brain, his heart, his 
noble conscience, we reach Cézanne. 
Another madman, busy with the cos- 
mos, caring nothigg for human emo- 


and set them moving in orbits, draw- 
ing. each other toward and away. 
This exalted and supersensitive mind 
worked upon a plane far above any 
upon which could be lived the every- 
day life of a man. The happy car- 
penter who makes a stout box with 
true corners and a neatly placed lock 
may rejoice in his handiwork and 
think like a philosovher in his off 
hours. Not so a poor, manacled hu- 
man being engaged with equivalents 
for cosmic forces. His off hours 
know him as a weaving of stretched 
nerves, cringing, trembling, angry, 
petty. Meier-Graefe has put into 
words the essential of Cézanne’s 
creed: *“‘Do not that which your fi- 
nite members are capable of, but 
that which in moments of the great- 
est tension you dimly guess at as a 
transient possibility, and let your 
fingers look to it how they can man- 
age to get along.”’ To pursue this 
phantom, clear to the inner vision 
and continually escaping the actual 
grasp, was the fate of Cézanne. A 
fate that changed the art of two con- 
tinents. 

Two pictures of the three repre- 
senting Cézanne in this catalogue 
form an eloquent contrast. One is 
the early portrait of a middle-aged 
man. Thick pigment, broad masses, 
a troweling of the surface with large 
strokes of the palette knife, A bril- 
liant sentence in the accompanying 
commentary places with precision 
one element in the artist’s complex 
mental equipment: -‘‘He realized,’’ 
Mr. Bourgeois says, ‘‘the necessity 
of identifying himself with his sub- 
ject from the inside-and following 
out its plastic logic. He fcllowed this 
point of view throughout his life, to 
its latest consequences.’’ Thus we 
come upon it again in whet is said 
to be a late portrait of his wife, flow- 
ing and calm and devoid of empha- 
sis, working out the subject from 
within and thus demonstrating by 
the very unlikeness of the one pic- 
ture to the other the integrity of his 
method.

SSOCIATED with Van Gogh and 
A Cézanne by intensity of vision is 
aminck, but the’ intensity of 
this artist differs fundamentally from 
theirs.

It is 
more than a contribution to the his- 
tory of French art in the nineteenth 
century or in one notable collection, 
it is a valuable document to file con- 
cerning the contemporary mind at 
work upon collecting and explaining 
art.

WHAT IS IMAGINATION? ¢ 





has become almost a truism 
that when artists try to ex- 
‘plain thémseélves they grow ob- 
scure. Not always. Now and 
then we meet with an artist who 
has found .a way to translate his 
esthefic experience and principles 
into literary terms. But this is in- 
frequently the case. Wise, indeed, 
as a Tule, is the painter who simply 
expresses what he has to. say in 
terms of his own medium and lets it 
go at that—leaving the precarious 
task of interpretation, or the formu- 
lation of principles that seemingly 
underlie and direct his brush, to 
onlookers. 


A good instance of ‘the confusion 
into which artists are prone to fall 
when they venture ifito the sea of 
print is afforded by a contribution 
in the current issue of Creative Art, 
by Marsden Hartley (who, it is an- 
nounced, ‘will exhibit his newest can- 
vases here in the Autumn). The 
painting principle he sets forth in 
this essay is best expressed in a re- 
versal of a working axiom attributed 
to William Blake: “Put off intellect 
and put on imagination; the imagina- 
tion is the 'man.’’ Mr. Hartley tells 
us that for years he assiduously fol- 
lowed this precept, and that now he 
has completely abandoned it. 

“IT no longer believe in the imagina- 
tion,’”’ he says. ‘I rose one certain 
day, and the whole thing had become 
changed. I had changed old clothes 
for new ones, and I couldn’t bear 
the sight of the old garments.”

MAGINATION, we are told, is a 

I false god. Away with it. Let in- 

tellect be enthroned; let it reign 
in chaste, uncompromising majesty. 
The artist says that he no longer ad- 
mires ‘‘the irrationality of the imag- 
inative life.’’ For, he goes on to 
explain, ‘“‘I have, if I may say So, 
made the intellectual] grade. I have 
made the complete return to nature, 
and nature. is, as we all know, pri- 
marily an intellectual idea.” 

Well, perhaps it is. Philosophical 
systems are 80 bewildering. Schopen- 
hauer had ever so much to say about 
“the world as will and idea.’’ Many 
philosophers have evolved wondrous 
systems reared, a8 it were, on a sub- 
stratum of pure mathematics. Let 
us cast out emotion. Let us cast out 
imagination. We must breathe only 
the rarefied air of intellect. Is this 
possible? Mr. Hartley, speaking from 
his own personal experience, thinks 
itis. Or rather, in effect, he thus 
phrases it—which may be a quite 
different matter. 

However, queries that torment and 
baffle us persist in arising. Can any 
one offer conclusive proof What Kant’s 
“Gritique of Pure Reason’’ was not 
a product of imagination roaming 
among planets? Theories that fly 
to extremes, perching upon one pole 
and crying ‘‘Lo!’”’ are open to the 
inevitable storm of contrary winds; 
to the obstreperous thunderings of 
chaos seeking equilibrium. And ever 
we catch reverberations of a mirth 
that is immemorial. We remember 
the Greek sophists who engaged in 
conversations such as this: 

“What is mind?’’ 

‘‘No matter.’’ 

‘What is matter?” 

“Never mind.”’ 


© all of this, in the realm of 
T philosophy, we are accustomed. 

In the realm of art it causes the 
brow to furrow. Marsden Hartley, 
who does not believe in the imagina- 
tion; would ‘‘rather be intellectually 
right than emotionally exuberant.’’ 
But. does this personal preference do 
away with imagination? Many will 
doubt that it does; just as many of 
us will feel that it does not very 
amicably consort with his theory that 
art should be absolutely impersonal. 
Look at Mr. Hartley’s pictures and 
answer truthfully: Are they devoid 
of the personal element and are they 
devoid of emotion? He is, above all 
else, a painter of mountains. That 
is to say, he is an intellectual pat- 
ternist who puts down colors in 


upon shapes that recall the shapes of 
mountains. Often the pattern is very 
fine indeed. But is he quite justified 
im assuming that imagination has 
played no part in this intellectual 
approach to nature? 

A good many of us may, perhaps 
not unreasonably, feel that the ful- 
crum or true balance is attained only 
in the acceptance of a middle course— 
the via media of the Romans and the 
golden mean of the Greeks; may feel 
that art is a harmonious functioning 
not of one human attribute alone but 
of .all the attributes that compose 
Man’s creative life. One may suspect 
that Marsden Hartley, in ‘‘making 
the grade,’’ has accomplished the not 
ignoble feat’ of lifting himself by his 
bootstraps—an accomplishment, by 
the way, ‘that calls for such superb 
imaginative flights as are found in 
the: best fairy. tales. 

His conclusion reads: ‘Art fm not

MAGINATION there is shea in 

the work of six. artists now: on’ 

view at the Dudensing :Galleries. 
This is an invited group from the 
twenty-sixth Carnegie International, 
though none of the pictures here ex- 
hibited was included in. the Jast Car- 
negie show. ‘Flowers and Still Life’’ 
and “Plant and Still Life,’”.. by 
Matisse, both owned by Frank Crown- 
inshield, are pleasantly. character- 
istic, as is also Andrew Dasburg’s 
“Tulips,” a very crisp and well con- 
sidered composition. There are two 
canvases by Max Pechstein. One of 
them, ‘‘Marine,”’ is particularly lurid. 
Its setting sun is established reso- 
lutely in the - heavens, smacking 
heavily of paint. Antonio Donghi’s 
“Figure,’” a woman with a goose, 
seated on an empty crate, is plump, 
strong, clearly stated.‘ Here is a 
picture that, because of its happily 
contrived ‘‘volume,”’ ought to delight 
Kenneth Hays Miller, who has 
worked out most interesting theories 
about three-dimensional art. Of the 
two pictures by Anto Carte, “Figure 
Arrangement”’ is the better. This 
word “arrangement” gives us a clue 
to the painter’s preoccupation, and 
it may be said that at his best Anto 
Carte treats his themes with com- 
pelling beauty. The “Mother and 
Child” seems less successfil; seems 
marred by an archway of little struc- 
tural importance, in which the fig- 
ures are placed. Bernard Karfiol*s 
“Autumn Landscape’’ confesses the 
individuality of this artist’s brush- 
work, yet is none too spontaneous 
In delivering its message.

The chances of the United States 
to win the Olympic 800-meter cham- 
pionship looked brighter than ever 
yesterday afternoon when Lloyd 
Hahn, the Boston A. A. flier, flashed 
around the Yankee Stadium track to 
a new American 800-meter record in 
time that was within a fifth of a 
second of the great world’s. record, 
made by Dr. Otto Pelzer in England 
when he defeated Douglas Lowe, the 
Olympic 800-meter champion. 

A two-year layoff from outdoor 
competition and the terrific grind of 
constant indoor races had no effect 


on,the powerful Nebraskan as he 
battled a field of fifteen others into 
exhaustion to finish in 1:52 1-5, 
which was one and three-fifths of a 
second faster than the former 
record. 


Faster Time Indoors. 
Hahn ran 880. yards, which is a 
longer distance than 800 meters, in- 
doors last Winter in 1:51 2-5, which is 
faster than Peltzer’s record. How- 
ever, indoor marks are not accepted 


by the International Athletic Federa- 


tion as world’s records. 

A crowd of about 20,000 persons 
saw Hahn’s. race, which was the 
climax. of a brilliant program of 
events to decide the men who shall 
qualify from the Eastern section of 
the United States at the final Olym- 
pic tryouts to ‘be held at Philadel- 
hia on- July 3 and 4 and at Cam- 
ridge on July 6 and 7.

The player that Julius Seligson de- 
feated yesterday to join so celebrated 
a circle was one whose name also is 
inscribed upon the cup and who had 
his heart set on gaining his second 
leg. It was Herbert L. Bowman of 
the New York A. C., winner of nu- 
merous battles in the past with Selig- 


son and one of the most consistent 
performers in the tennis ranks. 

Yesterday was not the first time

The metropolitan battle area holds 
an attractive schedule of bouts for 
the coming week, but the spotlight 
swings nearly 1,000 miles away—to 
‘Chicago.

and world’s middleweight champion, 
will defend his title against the

dle West, and Walker will. be en- 
gaging in his first real defense of

It is a peculiar coincidence that 
Walker is returning to the city 
wherein he gained the crown for its 
first serious defense. He took the 
title from Flowers. on a decision in 
ten rounds which.was not only dis- 
fhe but was roundly’ condemned by 

e majority of those who witnessed 

the fracas. With the title in his 

ossession, Walker ignored a con- 

act to fight a. return.bout, within 
ninety days of the December meet- 
ing with Flowers ‘in 1926, and held 
aloof from placing his honor at stake 
in the ring until last June 20, when 
he knocked out Tommy Milligan in 
ten rounds in London. The English 
bout was regarded here as. nothing 
more than a — at title defense 
by Walker, although English sports- 
men became quite excited over the 
battle. 

Walker Faces Severe Test. 

In the coming contest Walker will 
be facing serious opposition from a 
Hiadkins who is calculated to be 
stronger in the middleweight class, 
where he enjoys a natural poundage 
and resultant strength, than he was 
in’ the welterweight division with 
its necessity for fighting at an un- 
natural weight. 

The battle promises to be one of 
the most exciting ever held for ‘this 
title.. Walker: is the superior of his 
rival as a ringman, for. the cham- 
eee boasts an admirable degree of 

oxing skill in addition to his known 
strength and hitting power. Hud- 
kins must. reply on his terrific 
punching and resistance to punish- 
ment, qualities he enjoys to such an 
extent that he is established as the 
Joe Grim of the present-day box- 
ing. The disposition in local’ circles 
is to pick Walker to win, but this 
opinion is matched by the ‘sentiment 
in Middle West boxing circles, where 
Hudkins is a prime favorite and has 
Many admirers who are confident 
the Nebraskan will emerge the 
champion from the rine at Comis- 
key Park Thursday night.

It is pointed out that in Europe, 
howeyer, transportation by airplane 
is now a regular system of travel, 
operatin ng according to time tables 
and in kinds of weather with only 
a few exceptions. Fares have been 
reduced to a point where they are 
now about equal to that of first-class 
railroad traffic. There has been a 
continual extension of routes and an 
expansion of traffic, and this, says 
the. bank, has been accomplished 
under a high: standard of: safety. In 
the last two years in the British ser- 
vice, for peo Te there have been no 
accidents resul ing in'death or injury. 
Ina table the bank shows:first the 
number of passengers and then the 
freight tonnere carried in the dif- 
ferent countries in Europe in 1926, 
as follows:.
